And 
as unwilling to make relation of my puffing through 
Prance, the Savoyean and Ligurian Alps, fincc it is 
m an i left to many in this.ifland, both by light and re- 
port, I would fhun, lo far as poffibly I can, all prolixi- 
ty of known, and therefore unneceffiiry, difeourfe ; al- 
though I have a large realbn, having crofted the Alps 
at fix feveral parts ; only, in the one place, I mean to 
comment upon Italy in general. Upon the fortieth day 
after my departure from Paris, I arrived at Rome, of 
which I will relate fome of the molt remarkable things, 
and I o proceed. This city of Rome, now extant, is not 
that old Lome which Romulus founded, who tempered 
the moi far with the blood of his brother Remus, for 
dlldainfuliy leaping over the new walls, and was once 
the miftijs of the nmvcrfe for her triumphs and antiqui- 
ties, hut is now only the caret) le of the other, of which 
jhc retain, ,ch nothing but her tuins, and the caufe of 
them, her fins. 

Rome, which Romulus firft founded, contained

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thefe two mountains, Capitolino and 
Palatino, ynth the valley lying between The antiqui - 
both hills, having three ports : The firft ty of Rome . 
was called Trigonio , becaule of the tri- 
angle it made near to the foot of Mount Palatin : The 
fecond Pandonio , becaule it was always open, and, for 
the commodity of the paflage, it was called the free 
port : The third was called Carmentale, from Carmenta, 
the mother of Evander, who dwelt there : It was alfo 
named Scelerata , or wicked gate, in regard of three 
hbodred Sabines put cruelly to death ifiuing thereat. 

Now, after the monarchy of the Romans had at- 
tained to the full height, the Goths, a bafe and un- 
known people, difplaying their banner againft this glo- 
2 ious and imperial city, in the end razed and fubverred 
their palaces, levelling the walls with the ground. After 
which detriment and overthrow, the late fubdued Ro- 
mans, recovering their ruinous habitations, were in- 
forced to withdraw the fituation of the town a little 
more downward in Campus Martius, clofe by the banks 
ofTibris; and tranfpoited the ilones of thole ran- 
lacked buildings, to rebuild their new dwelling- 
places : 

Hie, vhi mine Roma eft , olini fmt ardua fylva , 
Tantaque res paucis pafeua hobus erat. 

Where Rome now hands, was fometimes defart woods, 
And foil to feed fomc few found beflial goods. 

And yet Rome was once the famous city of Europe, 
the mother and nude of worthy fenators, the miracle 
of nations, the epitome of the world, the kingdom of 
Mars, and the feven- headed fovercign of many pro- 
vinces/ The feven hills whereon /lie 
ilood, and now partly fomewhere Rands, Romes feven 
(for they are all contained within the hills. 
vail bounds of the old walls,' "Ifrhich as 
yet environcth the town), are thefe, Palatino, Capito- 
lona, Viminale, Aventino, Efquiline, C<r lio, and (^ni- 
rantno. Which ceitainly do ckmonllrate the whore of 

Babylon, 
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Babylon, fitting on the bead: with feven heads, and 
cannot be. underhood, but of Rome being builded on 
thefe feven hills ; having a eorufpondfncc to feven 
kings who reigned there, and alfo acknowledging 
feven fevcral rulers, kings, coni ills, decemviri, ti ibun< a, 
di&ators, emperors, and now popes. During the ft li 
city of the Romans, this city was never taken bur 
by the Gauls, which being recovered, they made a law 
that priefts (being otherwife exempted) lliould go to 
war, if ever the Gauls came again, with whom tlu ’ 
fought not for dominion, but for their own prefefva 
tion : But fince it became pontifical, it haili been 
made a prey to all barbarous nations, and never was be- 
licgcd by any that too!; it not. 

Tlu* liver Tykr, which runneth through her bofom, 
is not unlike to Jordan and Tagus ; yet not fo big as 
cither ol them, being all three of a troubled and mud- 
dy colour. 1 bit it i« exceeding outiageous, and often 
rioucuh to diown the whole manlions, as grieving to 
praiG the walls of fucli a wicked and imperious pi ice ; 
who, having lull their burner pi minent glory, and 
domination over the woild, would now allcdge and 
ulinbe a lecond piuogaiive ovu i he iouls ol men, the 
heavens, the huh, the h'ver-coinul pmgatory, thede- 
poiing and impofmg o( kings : Tiie ionner was done 
by the undaunted courage of the invincible ivvord, the 
latter by pidumption, avaiicc, hilhiuatiou, ant' abl’urd 
lies. 

I remember of a pretty ohi’ervuion of St Catharine 
of Siena, who bring, itiickm in devo- 
St Cuihti- lion, went to venerate PtOine, accom- 
iines cojer- panted with a goodly ti.iin, and having 
vati:.n. vifited all the monuments, (uppofed ho- 

ly places, and religious relic ks there, for 
the fpacc of live days; at laft fhe came to take a view 
ot the Pope’s palace^where having fpent a whole day, 
ftiictiy remuiking the gefture and carriage of the 
Pope’s leivant’s, flic faw nothing but abomination, 
prolan, it mn, and irreligious living, and even worfe than 
in Pome idelf. Whcteupon fuddenly the nexi day Ihe 

ckp.utcd 
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departed for Siena, being an hundred miles dilhnt, 
pitifully bewailing her journey and the miferable li- 
u is Ihe law in Rome ; protefting always 
after, for fixiecn years time, till her Mm mm j of 
death, that the wind never came from the Soibmy . 

’ call, blowing will ward to Siena, but Ihe 
thought the iilrhintfs ol the Pope’s palace, and the 
beaithnefs of Home, ever Hunk in her nolo. 

This liver of Tyner efpeeially made murtcr of his 
extravagant difgmgcments at that time wlun Pope 
Clement the V Hi. was crowned Duke of Ferrara, 
nnv/j 1589; and that fame night he returned to Home, 
Tyber waxed fo pioud or his arrival, thatimpetuouf- 
iy oveiitowing its banks to make him welcome, it o~ 
verwhelmcd the better half of the town ; and if it had 
not been for the infinite chaiges ol the Pope, and delpe- 
rate toil of the people, the violent toice of his rage- 
iweiling courtely had abiolutely lubvei red and carried 
away the rell of the city. Tiie like inundation was 
never fetn of Tybu* as after this coronation; por- 
tending, that as the iiift (Jomouah was ddhoyed by 
fire ; 10 this iccond Sodom lliould be deitroyed by 
water. The beginning ot this river Ipringeth front 
the Ombrian and Aqiulcan hills, joining with the Alps 
Appenine, whole comic s lourhore and hxteen miles ; 
dilbiuthening iticlf in the iMcdituranean lea at Ollia, 
twelve miles fiom Home: Tuc mouth and haven 
whereof have been long dammed up, to lion the pal- 
fige of holtile and idooiilh incut lions, leh the city 
lliould he mi puled on a hidden : l)y winch flivilh ec- 
ddi.lliic.il ivar, ixome is Ihairichiliy deliauded of (hip- 
ping and foreign tiailic: and if it were not for the 
dei gy, which aie lim two parts oi the inhabitants, (be- 
iidcs the Jews and coiutezans, which au the greatdl 
implenunts of the otiur third pan), it would become 
the 11:0ft miferable town in luiv. 

And not uiddfuul mg that, foiTtlh: fpace of twelve 
milts round about Home, there are neither corns, nor 
wines, nor tillage, plumage, or cultivation, lave only 
plain and palluiv.gcou . hekk, intermingled at all quar- 
ters 
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ters with ancient watch-towers, being an old policy 
of the Romans, to prevent any fudden ftjrprife of 
their enemies ; infomuch that, at my firil view of 
Rome, I imagined the people were all famiflied, or in 
danger of famiihing. 

But, by your leave, being once entered the city, f 
found abundance of all things neceflary for life, at fo 
caiy and gentle a rate, that never a town in Europe hi- 
therto could fliew me the like. The common wine that 
is drunk in Rome, is vin Romanifco, the better fort, 
bano, Mufcatello, Sheranino ; but as for lachryma Chri- 
fti, the tears of Chrift, I drew fo hard at that fame 
weeping-wine, till I found my purl'e began to weep al- 
fo ; and if time had not prevented the fweetnels of 
fuch tears, I had been left for all the laft a miferable 
mourner. As for the place where the pilgrims find one 
dinner, called the Pope's table , it is thus : There is a 
certain low room at St Peter’s palace, 
The pilgrims and without the gate, where, every day 
dinner at the at our nine of the clock, there meet 
Pope's table, twenty-one pilgrims ; fourteen from the 
Trinity, one having a billet for all, and 
feven from St Peter’s penitcntials : where being recei- 
ved, the feven Jefuit pilgrims get the upper place, and 
fit alone, yet all of them alike ferved, each of them 
having four dilhes of meat, belides bread and abun- 
dance of wine. The dinner done, their fragments arc 
wrapped up in clean paper, which they carry with them ; 
and fo departing, they, or like company, come no 
more there. They are daily ferved with a very venerable 
prelate, and a few other fcrviceable priefts ; but for the 
Pope’s prefence with them, there is no fuch matter. 
That liberty being fpoiled by a drunken Dutchman, 
about fixty years ago, who, in prefence of the Pope, 
gave up again his good cheer and ftrong wines, with a 
freer good-will than n^h^ps they were allowed him ; 
whereat the Pof£ grew angry, notwithftanding the 
drunken fellow cried through his belching throat. 
Thanks, Holy Father, Dear Holy Father, God blefc 
your Holinels. 
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Many have wrote of the Angularities of old Rome', 
and I will *alfo recite fome decayed monuments there- 
of, which I have feen. The fpecial object of antiquity 
1 faw, being never a whit decayed to this day, is the 
tcmplwn omnium 1 Icorum , but now omnium [ inciorum , 
buikled in a rotundo, and open at the top with a large 
round, like to the quire of the holy grave. And, a 
pretty way from this, are the remains of that ancient' 
amphitheatre, beautified with gieat columns, of a won- 
a « ful bigncls and height, and a mile in compafs ; the 
ualon why it was firllcievifed, the gholls 
of the Uaughrercd Sabines may teftify. Rome's anti > 
To be brief, I faw the decayed hemfe of rjmtu's. 
worthy Cicero, the high Capitol, the 
palace of cruel Nero, the Hatties of Marcus Aurelius’, 
Alexander and his horfc Bucephalus ; the green hill 
like unto Mount Cavallo, that was made of the potters 
iheards at one time, which brought the tributary gold 
to tbh imperial feat ; the ieven pyramids, lome where- 
of, during her former glory, were tranfported from 
Egypt ; the high and fmall iLitues of Peter and Paul ; 
the cable St Angelo, which Adrian firll founded, Hand ■ 
ing now in a modeiate circumferent height, with in- 
ch ding battlements, and their doubtful tranfported re- 
licks from Jeiufalem ; with many other tilings 1 dili- 
gently icmarked, fome whereof were frivolous, fome 
ambiguous, and fome famous. 

Near to Mount Palatine, and the decayed temple of 
Romulus, i faw the temple of Venus, convened now 
to the church of Sancla Maria, Ubcralmc dalla plena 
dr Inferno, the deliverer from infernal pains, as Venus 
was the conlolatrix of amorous pains. 

Bolides ali tiiefe, I law one object 1110ft worthy of at - 
tention, which was, the library of the ancient Romans, 
being permitted to enter with two gentlemen, Sir Wil- 
burn Carr and Mr James Aughauity, my countrymen : 
where, when I was come, 1 beheld a -world of old 
books. The lirll whereof was an infinite number of 
(Creek Bibles, iubferihed with the hands of thole holy 

fathers. 
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fathers, who (as they fay) tran dated them out of the 
Hebrew tongue. , 

I faw alio the Academics of Ariftotle, wherein he 
treatethof the foul, health, life, nature, and qualities 
of men, with the medicaments of Galen for the dif- 
eafes and infirmities of man ; the familiar cpiftlcs of Ci- 
cero, the AEncids of Virgil, the Saphick 
Famous veiles of that Li Ibian Sapho, the works of 

authors. Ovid, Pliny, Plutarch, Titus Livius, IIo- 

ratios, Stiabo, Seneca, Plato, Homer, To- . 
remius, Cato, Ibppornuus, Jofephus, Pythagoras, ^Di- 
odorus Stculu* , EulCifms, St Annin, St Ambrofe, St 
Cypiian, St Gregory, and likewile the works of o- 
thcr excellent pluloiophers, divines, and poets ; all 
wrote with their own hands, and fealed with their names 
and manu.d iubfuiptions. I law alfo the form of the 
iiiftanckul willing, whit h was upon leaves of trees, 
cakes of Lad, with their lingers on allies, barks of trees, 
with lit an go ligines, and unknown letters, that was 
brought fiom Egypt, for the Egyptians iirft deviled 
the ule thereof, and rlie light of infinite obligatory wri- 
tings of empeiois, kings, and princes, which I omit 
to 1 elate, refen ing the fame to be regiftcred by the 
next beholder. 

Still left untold, fomething there mull be feen 
For them, who trace our feet with Argos eyn : 

Yet let them Hay, and take this verbal note, 

They who would better write, mull larger quote. 

Bidding adieu to my company, and this library, f 
longed to view the gorgeous Mofaic.il work of St Pe- 
ter’s church. The matter was no fooner conceived, 
but I went to the door, yet afraid to enter, becaufc I 
was not accullomed with the carriage and ceremonies 
of fijeh a Santlum fanthrian ; but at the luff, abandon- 
ing all fcrupuLmics, 1 came in boldly, and, on my right 
hand as 1 entered within the door, I cl pied the por- 
trayed image of Sc Peter, erected of pure bra Is, and lit 
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ting on a brazen chair. The fafhion of 
ihe people *is this: Entering the church, Thebrazen 
they go ftraight to this idol, and faluting, image of St 
with many erodes, his fenfelefs body, kifs Peter. 
his feet, and every one of his ieveral toes ; 
infomuch that thofe his comfortlefs feet are grown 
fiery red, whilft his body, fave his breads, remaineth 
•brazen blew : and yet forfooth fome of their learned 
Rabbins will nor have this fuperftition but an humble 
commemoration of their adored faints, or the like, for 
procuring favour of interceflion, whilft the erected idol, 
in the mean time, receiveth all their fuperlluous abo- 
minations of diurnal uorlhip., Next, they lay their 
heads under the foie of nis fl|ht foot, and, .oiling, rub 
their beads on his hard coded belly ; thus adoring that 
breathlefs mafs of metal, more than though it were a 
living creature. 

O wonderful and ftrange fpe&acle ! that thefe, only 
titular Chnllians, fhould become worfe of knowledge 
than Heathens, to vvorlhip and reverence the work- 
rnanfhip of mens hands. Wo and lhame be unto you 
all blind heretical Papiils, why lliould you make to 
yourfelves idols and images of gold, filver, brafs, iron, 
done, earth, and wood ? and, notwithstanding, 
would excufe the matter with a fuperditious reafon, 
alledging you do it only in remembrance, where o- 
therwife it is a damnable fign of wilful obdurate igno- 
rance. May not the prohibition of the fecond com- 
mandment of God’s law, which ahfolutely you abro- 
gate, dividing the lad commandment iu two, confound 
the error of this idolatry, ingrafted in your hardened 
hearts. , , 

What virtue can be in a lump of brafs ? or what 
comfort' in the devices bf handycraft-men 1 Alas ! no- 
thing but eternal forrow and condemnation. This was 
one of the lamentable errois Jjftw in the Roman fee, 
amongft many other thoufands. When the foolifh Ly- 
dranes, or Lycaonians, would have facrificed bulls to 
/the honour of Paul and Barnabas, they rent their cloaths, 
13 and 
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and van in among the people, crying, 
Superjliim and faying, “ O men, why do yon do 

cfPapiJls. thefe things? wc are even men lubjeft 

to the like pafiions that you be.” how 
is it then, that the apollles, being alive, would have 
no acknowledging by any homage of man ; yet when 
they are dead, the RomaniHs will worlhip their coun- 
terfeit fimilitude, in Hone or wood ? What unworthy 
feigned traditions, and fuperHitious idolatry ! What 
H range new* deviling tricks they ufe, to plant idle mo- 
naHerial loiterers ! How many manner of ways thefe 
belly-minded flaves, epicure like, lead their lives ? And 
what a lea of abominable hllany they i'wim into, prac- 
tiling even unnatural vice* I mean of their wrongfully 
called religious bilhops, priefts, friars, curates, and ail 
the hypocritical crew of thole peiver fed Jebufites, no 
heart can cxpuls, nor the moH eloquent tongue can 
fulliciently unfold ? Whole luxurious lives are vulgarly 
promulgate in this Hifpanical proverb,

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Italy was called fo of Italus, a king in Sicily, who 
firft taught* the people agriculture. The more impro- 
priated names were Hefperia, becaufe it is fituate under 
the evening ftar Hefperus ; Latium, becaufe Saturn, 
driven from Crete by his fon Jupiter, hie fatebat abdi~ 
* tits ; andOEnotria, in regard of the abundance of wines 
it produceth. This country was firft faid to be inha- 
bited by Janus anno mundi 1925 ; from whom fprung 
the tribes of the Samnites, Sabines, 

Laurentani, and Tarentines. The fe- The firft plan- 
cond plantation was by Evander, and cer- tation in /- 
tain other Arcadians, who being banilh- taly, 
ed fiom their native dwellings, feated 
themfelves here. Thirdly, by the Trojans, under the 
conduct of iEneas; who, forfaking the delicious lives 
of the effeminate Africans, arrived herej and were 
kindly entertained by King Latinus, whofe daughter 
Lavinia TEneas married. So thus from the Trojans the 
Italians brag of their defeent; and fo likewife boaft di- 
vers other nations to have dclcendcd from that Dardau 
ftock, as glorying in fuch a famous pedigree. The 
length of Italy is nine hundred Italian miles, though 
fome allot a thoufand : it is falle ; for I have trod four 
feveral times from end to end of it, on the fulo of my 
ieet, even from Vallefe, the firft town in Piemont, de- 
feending Mount Svnais from La Croix fouthward, which 
lecludeth Savoy, and to Capo Bianco in Calabria, hem- 
med in with the gulf Tareato on the one fide, and the 
Faro of Medina on the other, it being the fur the ft pro 
montory of Italy. 

So, in a falfe deftription, fome blind geographers, 
through bafe igno'r* ce, make England longer than 
Scotian^ in their mrtVs, when Scotland, by the belt 
judgements, and my <Ayn better experience, is one hun- 
dred and twenty miles looser than England. It is a ma- 
nileft error, which I could* -'/h to be reformed ; as in 
die conclufion of this work I (hall moro credibly make 
clear. 

The breadth of Italy, at the root and beginning there- 
°f, bending along the Alps, from the Adriatic coaft 

to 
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to the Riviera cl i Genoa, or Ligurian fhore, is but two 
hundred and forty Italian miles, growing narrower and 
narrower, till it Ihut out itfelf into two horns, Cala- 
bria and Terra di Ottranto. The breadth of winch, or 
either, extendeth not above fourteen Englilh miles 
from fea to lea; the gulf Tarento (which is unnavi- 
gable, in refpoU of infinite craggy lhelfs) dividing the 
two horns. On the north lide of Ten a di Ottranto 
lieth Apulia, bordciing with Ware lupenim, a very 
fruitful foil for corns; and wclhvard tticnce bounduli 
Terra di Lavoro, or ptoprnnn rcgmnn Ncapolitanum. 
Thcfe four territories make up the entiie kingdom of 
Naples : The chief cities of which are, 
'The kingdom Naples, Capua, and Salerno, in terra di 
of Naples. Lavoro. In Calabria are Coufenza, the 
chief leat of the prdident or lub- vice- 
gerent, Rhcgio, Allauria, and Montccilione. in Tcr- 
3 a di Ottranto, are Ottranto; the which town being 
taken by Mahomet the Great, anno 1481, involved all 
Italy in fuch a fear, that for a whole year, and till the 
txpullion of the Tuiks, Rome was quite forlakcn ; the 
next are Lucia and Biundufium, beautified with a fa- 
mous haven. 

And in Apulia arc Manfredo, Arpino where Tully 
was born, Vtnulio whence Horace had his birth, and 
Canno, famous for the victory of Hannibal again!! the 
Romans. The church-land begins, beyond Rome eigli - 
ty miles, at Terracina, being juft oppoilte to Gayetta, 
the weftmoft coniine by the maiineof the Neapolitan 
kingdom, near to Mount Cn cello, and the utmoft ma- 
rine hinit call ward of Campagna di Roma, or the 
church's patiimony, embracing*, l .’h leas, till it run to 
Ponto Centino inTufcana, whicA jivideth the precincts 
of Redi Cofline anil Aquacupa/ente, the lalt frontiers 
of the great Duke and Popey.ands ; all which bounds 
to Terracina, and in the ' fy of Venice from Rome to 
Spoleto, are ikTTdminated Campagna di Roma, or La- 
tium ; and thence it reacheth along northwell, by the 
Venetian gulf, to the uttermoft hounds of the Dutchy 
of Ferrara, being thirty miles from Venice; extend- 
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jng in length to three hundred and fifty miles, whofc 
breadth is narrow, and where it joineth with both leas, 
it is but fixty miles. The ihurch-land is 
divided into four territories, Campagna- The four pa- ' 
di-Roma, or old Latium ; Rome, Viter- pal territo- 
bo, Narni, Tarni, Viletri, Monteliaf- ncs. 
cone, and Civita-Vecchia, being the 
chief cities. Next the country of Ombi ia, or Ombroft, 
lying between Rome and Loretta ; the chief cities are 
.Spoleto, from whence it is reckoned a dutchy, Perugia, 
a facerdotal univerlity, Fulino and Aliii, where grear 
St Francis, with his invilible ftigmata was born : at the 
which Aliii 1 law the place (as they lay) wheie the an- 
gel appeared to his mother, telling her, that Ihe lliould. 
conceive and bear a fori, lliould be the champion of 
Jd’us ; and haid by they lhewed me the crib and Hall 
where he was born, with many other foolilh lies, both 
finful and abominable, every way reprefenting his ima- 
ginary life like to the heavenly trad and refemblance 
of our bldled Saviour. The third is Marca-di-Ancoiu 
by the fea fide, Ancona being principal. The other 
cities arc Alcuii, Mcreerata, Tolentino, Riginati, A- 
guby, and paralitical Loretta. The fourth is Roma- 
nia, lying along toward Ferrara, between the lea and 
the Apenninc hills. 

This ecclelialtic dowry of Romania is disjoined from 
Marca-di-Ancona by the Duke of Urbin’s Linds ; which, 
diviiion by the fea-ilde is thirty miles in length, con- 
taining Pefaro, Fanno, and Sinigalia, all lea-port 
towns ; the other of this dutchy are Urbino and Ca- 
llddurante. The chief town in Romania is Ravenna, 
which, for antiquity** /ill not bow her top to none in 
Italy. Here the Pope s legate remaineth. The other 
be Rimini, Fereola, LSlogna, and Ferrara. And thus 
much for the Pope’s foui'“cclelialVic territories. 

1 ulcana or yKtruria, lying fouth from the middle ol 
this church-land, is one hundred miles jn length, and 
as much in bieadth, 1 mean of that belonging to the 

great 
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great Duke : which hereditary bounds 
The Duke of were but lately enlarged by Ferdinando, 
Florence his father to the late Cofinus, and brother 
patrimony, to Mary of Medicis, the French queen- 
mother now living, who annexed there- 
unto the republics of Pifa and Siena. The other fe- 
quelbate Tufcan jurifdidtion is the little common- 
wealth of Luca ; the chief city is Florence, whole 
ftreets are divided by the river Arno ; the other of this 
principality are Pifa, Siena, Piftoia, Empoli, Leghorn, 
and Arret'o. 

From Tufcany to the weft, and north- weft, lieth 
Lombardy, intitled, The garden of the 'world, which is now 
divided (hcfidcs the Venetian territory, of which I will 
fpeak in its own place) into four principalities, Milan, 
Mantua, Parma, and Modena ; the other cities be Cre- 
mona, Pavia, Lodi, Plealance, llhegio, Brifiles, Pa- 
kftra, Navarro, and Alleftandria-di-Paglia. This pro- 
vince is chiefly watered through the middle with ftately 
Po, in which Phaeton was drenched when he came 
tumbling down from heaven. The rivers Ladilh, 
Montancllo, Dello Guarda, and other forcible ftreams 
fupporting the fhoulders of it. 

Weft from Lombardy lieth Piemont, between it and 
Savoy; the city whereof, and wherc- 
Piemont and in the Savoyan Duke hath his refideme, 
Cenoa's ju - is Torino, lituate on Po ; the other Afte, 

iifJidwns . Verfaillcs, and Cowie. South from Pie- 

mont and Lombardy, lieth the Riviera 
of Genoa, along the Mediterranean fea, the territory 
of which is narrow, but above ojie hundred miles in 
length ; all which is exceeding r$ ■ 'y and mountainous, 
yet producing good (lore of changes, lemons, figs, 
and chelsnuts, whereon the p^ountaineers only live, 
being either roafted, or bajKed in bread. The chief 
cities of this Genoefe U-joria are Genoa and Savona. 
Italy lying in <Torm of a leg, is on both Tides envi- 
roned with the fea, fave only the north- weft part and 
root thereof, which is divided from France and Ger- 
many by the Ligurian, SavoyeaD, Grifonean, Zinga- 
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lian, and Tirolian Alps, which bend 
north-eaft ^nd louth-wcft, inclofmg it 
from the body of Europe, from fea to

,ihe fun, hath been moft fubjeft to the J , J . , 
vicimtudeof fortune, yet not a little glo- .. „ 
rying in thefe famous captains, Fabius J J J I ' 
Maximus the buckler, Camillus the Iword of Rome, 
and Scipio, Pompey, and Cxfar ; for the venerable 
poets, Virgil, Ovid, and renowned Horace ; above all, 
famous for the orator Cicero, and the hiilorians Tacitus 


and Livius. The foil is generally abundant in all things 
neceffary for human life, and the people for the mofl. 
part are both grave and ingenious, but wondrous de- 
ceitful in their a&ions ; fo unappeafeabie in anger, that 
they cowardly murder their enemies rather than feek 
an honourable revenge, and fo inclined to unnatural 
vices, that for beftiality they furpjfs the Infidels. The 
women of the better fort are flavillily infringed from 
honell and lawful liberty ; they of the middle rank 
fomewhat modeft in carriage, witty in fpeech, and 
bountiful in affe&ion ; they of the vulgar kind arc 
both ignorant, fluttilh, and greedy ; and, lallly, the 
worier dregs, their impudent courtefans, the molt laf- 
civious harlots in the world. Thus much in general 
for the brief defeription of this region, and fo I return 
to my itinerary relation. 

In the mean while, having always a regard of my 
halfy difpatching from Chriilendom, I returned through 
terra di Lavoro, by the fea tide, Campagna di Roma, 
antiently Latiuni, an'! Ombria, now the dutchy of Spa- 
leto, even to Lorctt r * (landing in the Marca of Anco- 
na, addveiling myiefv to Venice for tranlportation. 
But, by your leave, Lt pie lay down before your eyes 
fome notable iliufions of Modonna di Loretta, which I 
found in my way-faring jouL.^y, to amplify my former 
difeourfe concerning the errors of the Roman church, 
and as yet was never englifhed in our language. 

Before 1 came near to Loretta by ten miles, I over- 
took a caroch, wherein were two gentlemen of Rome, 

and 
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and their two concubines; who when they efpied me, 
diluted me kindly, inquiring of what naVion I was ? 
whither I was bound ? and what pleafure I had to tra- 
vel alone ? After I had to thefe demands given fatil- 
faftion, they intreated me to come up into the caroch ; 
but 1 thankfully refilled, and would nor, replying the 
way was fair, the weather feafonable, and my body un- 
wearied. At bill they perceiving my abfolute refufal, 
prefently difmounted on the ground to recreate them- 
felves in my company; and immediately the two young 
unmarried dames came forth alio, and would by no 
perluafion of me, nor their familiars, mount again, 
faying, they were all pilgrims, and bound for Loretta 
(for devotion lake) in pilgrimage, and for the penance 
enjoined to them by their lather confeffor. Truly, lb 
far as l could judge, their penance was fmall, being 
carried with horfes, and the appearance of their devo* 
tion much lefs ; for lodging at Riginati, after fupper, 
each youth led captive his dcarcli darling to an un- 
fandilied bed, and left me to my accuftomed repofe. 

When the morning-ftar appeared, we refumed the 
way marching towards Loretta; and thefe vermillion 
nymphs, to let me underhand they travelled with a 
Hi earful ftomach, would often run races, lkipping like 
wanton lambs on gralTy mountains, and quenching 
their follies in a lea of unquenchable fantalies. Ap- 
proaching near the gate of the village, they pulled olf 
their fhoes and (lockings, walking bare foot through 
the llrects, to this ten thoufand times polluted chapel, 
mumbling Pater ncjlers , and Ave-maria's 
Ignorant de- on their beads. When they entered tjie 
votiou. church wherein wk chapel ftandeth, [

dreds ol bare-fooied blinded Judies, creeping on their 
knees and hands, thinking t^mlclves not worthy to go 
on foot to this idly fuppeft!d Nazaretan houfe ; like to 
tthis laying :

Unto this falfely patronized chapel, they offer yearly 
many rich gifts, amounting to an unfpeakable value, as 
’chains, and rings of gold and filvcr, rubies, diamonds, 
filken tapeftries, goblets, embroideries, and fuch like. 
The Jefuitical and penitential fathers re- 
ceive all, but who fo enjoy all, let Ca- Rome's av a * 
?nera reveremh Romana, grant certifica- me. 
lion to this Lorettan avariaoufnels, who 
fill their coffers twice in the year therewith. My four 
pilgrims having performed their ceremonial cuftoms, 
came back laughing, and afked why I did not enter ? 
But I, as unwilling to fftew them any further reafon, 
demanded what the matter was ? () (laid the Italians) 
Jurando per il Cicloe Iddio SacratiJJimo, this is the houfe 
wherein the Virgin Mary dwelt in Galilee ; and to the 
confirmation of thefe words, Ihewed me a book, out 
of which I extracted thefe annotations. 

This chapel they hold to be the 
houfe in which Mary was announced by Damnable iU 
Gabriel, and wherein (lie conceived Je- hjwns of Lo • 
fus, by operation of the Holy Ghofl. retta. 

And in the mean time that devotion wax- 
ed leant among!! the Chriffians of the primitive church 
in the holy land, Grangers tyrannizing over the teiri- 
tories of Canaan, as Heraclius, Coffroes King of Per- 
fia, Saracens, and Harancone king of Egypt, it came 
to pafs in the year of our Lord 1291, and in the time 
of Pope Nicholas IV. that it being fhaken oft’ the foun- 
dation, was tranfpor*cd miraculoully by angels in the 
night, fijom NazaretPin Galilee to Torfalto in Sclavo- 
nia ; the diftance being by fea and land feventecn hun- 
dred Italian miles. 0 ! « .long lift for lb feurvy a cell : 
And in the morning fhephe* l s coming to the place of 
paflurage, found this houfe, whcrewitUbeing aftonifh- 
ed, they returned in halfe, and told St 
George Allcliandro, the prior of 'for- A fmumaical 
falto, who in that mean while was lying vifan. 
fKk. He bung ftricken in admiration 

with 
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with thefe news, caufed himfclf to be born thither, an/l 
hid before the altar; and falling in a .marvellous 
trance, the Virgin Mary, by a heavenly vifion, appear- 
ed to him, faying after this manner : 

“ Behold thou haft often pierced the heavens with 
invocations for thy relief, and now 1 am come, noton-’ 
ly to reftore thee to thy health, but alfo 
A p apifhcal to certify thee, that thou doubt nothing 
dreamed of of this houle ; for it is holy in refpeft 

cnit ion. of me, the chafte immaculate Virgin, 

ordained before all eternity to be the 
mother of the Molt High. It was in this chamber my 
mother Anna conceived me, nourilhedme, and brought 
me up in fmging pfdms, hymns, and praifesto the glo- 
ry of God ; and alio 1 kept in this room the blefled in- 
fant Jelus, very God, and very man, without any 
grievance or pa.n, brought him up with all diligent ob- 
fervation : And when ci uel Herod fought the babe’s 
life, by the advertifement of the angel, I, andmyhuf- 
band Jofeph, who never knew my body, Bed with him 
down to Egypt. And after his paflion, death, and 
afeenfion to heaven, to make a reconciliation of human 
nature, with the court celeftial, I ftaid in this houle 
with John, and the other difciples ; who conlidering, 
after my death, what high myfteries had been done in 
it, conlecrated and converted the fame to a temple* for 
a commemoration of Chrift’s fufferings, the chief of 
martyrs. Alfo that refplendent image thou feeft, was 
made by St Luke (my familiar), for eternizing the me- 
mory of my porti aiture, as I was alive, by the com- 
mandment of him who doth all things, and (hall re- 
serve this ficred image to the wqrrld’s end : That crofs 
of cedar, which ftandeth at the fyde of the littl$ weftern 
window, was made by the apoftl^ : Thefe cinders in the 
chimney touch nor, bccaufe>6ey are the fragments of 
the Lift fire 1 made on e^Y»h : And that flieif whereon 
my linen cl oaths and prayer books lay, let no perlon 
come near it ; for all thefe places are fandtified and ho- 
ly.

Thus they make it manifeft, that 
fhc that is lady of the (Tne, is not lady of, the othei, 
each of them having divers gifts, clivers graces, clivers 
powers as they alledge, divers chapels, clivers offerings, 
and divers pilgrimages according to the fevcral leafons, 
imminent or pall perils, peculiar invocations, and the 
particular need of each family, man, woman, and li- 
ving creature. 

Whereby «t plainly appearcth, by their own acknow- 
ledgements, fine is neither fuperior in power, univerfal 
in power, nor equal in power to God : For if film 
were, one chapel, one name, one place, one pilgrim- 
age, one offering would fuffice for all. Tney chatter 
over on their beads ten Ave- Maries to our Lady, and 
but one Pater nojicr to Clin It. 'They make their ora- 
tions thrice a day in the ftreets to the Virgin, and norm 
to God : They lay God divided the kingdom with the 
Virgin, referving to himfelf [ultice, granted to his mo- 
ther mercy; wheiefore if any man be aggrieved with 
God’s jullice, he may appeal to the court of her 
mercy. 

Bur to conclude, their blafphcmies and horrible lies , 
Blcffed is the blefied Virgin Mary (the mother of 
Chi ill according to the flclhj above all women for ever 
and ever.

, Along this Adriatic oalf, I lav/ no remarkable 
’ thing have the two cities Rimini and Ravenni; which 
were famous in the days of Oclavius Cud, if, bur now 
•fomewh.it hnpovcrilhtd, in reg,.ud of dtvvis incut fions 
lull ained ; and Ihoaiing along with them, the Luke 1 1: 
lh bin’s three lea port towns, Smigah.t, Fumo, and 
Peiaro. We failed by the month of Rub'con, edlel 
now Pilhitcllo, (wi.ich Julius Cadar paihd o\ei again it 
the oulinance ot the ienare, and afterw.-ui k. red upon 
Rome, putting Pompey to flight). I law the place where 
the bloody battle was fought bet we • n the French an j 
Spaniards, anno Donum 1512; but the Victory fell to 
the Oauis, with the loL of nineteen thouf.md men on 
evny lide, and they hive citihd lingular monwnems 
there, in a peipetual memo»y then >r. Alter thua; 
days failing, (having pi(Ted hy Malamucco, which is 
the haven of the great Venetian Hups), we arrived ac 
St Mark’s place in Venice. 

Mme affoente and I were no fooucr Iand:d, and 
perceiving a gt cat throng of people, and 
in the midft of them a great fmokc, // Crnyji >or 
but we began to demand of a Venetian, laont Jor v ; l- 
what the matter was ? who replied, Thes e la ioih ktUn- 
was a Gray filar burning quick at St enn ” . 

Id.uk’s pillar, of the reformed order of 
St Francis, for begetting fifteen young noble nuns with 
child, ajul all within one year; he being alio their fa- 
ther confeiTor. Whereat I fprung for waul tlirom h the , 
throma, and my friend followed me, and cime juft to 
the puhir, as the half of his body and right aim fell 
Hailing? in the fire. The ft Ur was foitydix years old, 
and had been .1 confeflor of that miunciy of Sancfi 
Lucia live yeais. Mod of thefc young nuns were ie* 
nators daughters ; and two of them \v< re only come -u 
to learn virtue, and vet fed in the midft or vice. 
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Thdli fifteen with child were all recalled home t<f* 
their Father’s palaces; the Lady Priorcls, ard the relt 
of her voluptuous new, were banifhed for ever 
jio<n the precincts of Venice. The monaftery was ra- 
zed to the giound, their rents were allowed to be be- 
llowed upon poor families, and dillrdled age, and 
then- church to be converted to an hofpital. Mod part 
of all which JUr Arthur and I fiw, before ever we ei- 
ther cat, diaiK, or tool: our lodging in Venice. And 
1 cannot huger how, after .ill this, we being a hunger- 
id, and a!fo ovei joyed, tumbled in, by chance, alia 
capello Runflb, the greaielt utdinary in a!! Venice, 
near to which die friar’s hones were yet a burning ; 
and calling lor a dumber, we were nobly and uchly 
lerved : After dinner they laid up our budgets and our 
bui dens, and abroad went vve to lee the uty : night 
tome, vve lupped, and hipped alone. The next morn 
i begun to lemirk the grandeur of the 
7/r /»/.'//«■ inn, and law it was time that we weic 
rciiuu ordi * gone. I demanded our dependent what 
?huj. was to pi) : he anfwcred, it fm-Jo alt 

i'ljnu faniaftun ripcfio> A ciown the 
diet lor each of us, being ten julets, or five {hillings 
Sterling : Mr Arthur looked upon me, and I laughed 
upon him. In a word, our dinner and iupper coll us 
forty julets, twenty Ihillings Enghlh, being four 
crowns, whet e it my companion being d. {content* 
id, bad the d< vil he in the biar’s bullock*, tor vve had 
paid loundly for his letchcry. Many like deaths, for 
like caules, and w.uie, have f feen in all my tl ue vov- 
ages, if tn.r could permit me to partinda.de them; 
but fiom this thou muff play the Earned geometrician, 
till thou linddl more.

\ The commonwealth of Venice containcth M.irchadel 
tTievifa, which lieth in I.ombauly, con- 
taining thde cities, Treviilt, Padua, Vm- The ferrite 
ceivza, Verona, Breach, the fecond city ries of l c- 
for bigncls and bc.iiuv in all Lombtrdy, rue. 

I lei gamo, Chio/z t, and ilovigno. Friu- 
li, formerly called h or uni 7 *t!n, lieth in the lh\tit he* 
tween the calf end of the Alps, and the Adiiatic lea, in 
length fifty, and in breadth forty miles. U huh been 
often fubjeef to the vicilTitude offmtmie. The chief 
town is Freilta, m the bottom of the gulf, and Pal- 
ma, htcly built by the Vene r i.ins 1 5 being; the molt 
impieanable, ami belt dm tided town in Italy. Friuli 
was a Dukedom founded by the Lombards, at the be- 
ginning of the Venetian commonwealth : Afterward 1 : 
huitpranJus, one of the Dukes, envying the inaealeot 
the dominion of Venice, made rxv ag.iintl tiiem, which 
ended in the lofs of his own country. The red are 
Sltila, a pait of Dalmatia, the ill.mds Candy, Corfu, 
Zante, G phalouu, Srrigo, T1110, \ al di Camp, u*e, 
Ltfma, and otlnas of Idler note. 

The Venetians, hov.docvcr of old they lnvc been 
great warriois, they are now more ddiroiu to keen, 
than enlaige their dominions; and that by prefen:; 
and money, lather than by the lword or 'rue valour ; 
lb that whatlbtver they lofe by battle, it is obhuved, 
tlit y lecover again by treaties. The Veiled ms lie laid 
to have ebdeended of the Uenneis in Alii ] t dev, who 
addling the Trojans, and Tu.v lv;iu > i: .jAy .’leir king 
Pterilimene li do, tluy ilcd away \.v\ Amvjr; and, 
aniving in tins pair of inly, lined them till 

the tenort ot tlie 1 lims dehgn a-' nnd 
Italy made them (avoiding i s e dorr T! , f'-fi phv . 
before it fell] to draw into tin ic iliimk tit. on of V 
and m tribes whuc now it fliindcth. 7.re, 

It was dr it founded and begun, nmio^i i, 
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March 25. being dillant from the main land five 
miles, and defended againft the fury of t|?e fea, bv 1 
bank extending to fifty miles in length ; through which, 
in eight places, there is a pailage bioken for linad 
boats, but no way for vefTels of any burden, lave at 
Malamucco, and the caftle of Lio : yea, and fo dan- 
gerous, that there is neither outgoing, nor incoming 
without a pilot, which niuketh the city unconquer 
able. 

This city is feven miles in compafs, and from lo baf. 
and abjeft a beginning, it is now grown (as it wen ) to 
be the chief bwlwaik of Em ope: The Duke of this 
Adriatic Queen, d'pmilcth the lea cveiy Afcenbon day, 
by calling a goideut my into it. Winds foolilh cere- 
mony was gi anted by Pope Alexander HI. when he 
fled fo Venice fm Ilk com, bung pet Rented by Ere- 
cluick Pub iroiia ; and the Venctims vanquillimg (J 
f ho, the EmpCiOr’s Ion, telfored the Pope, and, for a 
icw.ud, was honoured widi this clpoufil. 

The length ol die tt 1 s itory or Venice in Lombardy, 
lying along the fuot ami louth fine of ihc Alps, amount- 
ah to 125 udks ; the bieadih wlnrcof in the pi.murr 
is nano\., but itppeth iaigtr among the hills and 
Likea, and very populous. 

The applauding Italian iiith, That 
77 ' f\ actum Europe is ‘he head of the world, Italy 
ti r € // ) ;uii! rf tin. face ot Europe, anu Venice the eye of 
//v njmans. It.dy. And indeed it is the ftrongeft and 
mod active part of that powcifui body ; 
whereby it would appear, that in the fail iubverfion of 
die Inter monndiy, the Roman genius made a Pytha- 
godeal tranfmigr oion into Venice; whole peace hath 
pu;< teed the plenty, and whole wars the peace of all 
ChrilUndom. Theluvscf this aty permit no: the 
younger Ions t h Kilt gentry to marry, left the num- 
be, ii.cre.Uing iimuld dindnlih the dignity ; yet never- 
theleis they permit them unlawful pkafures, and, for 
their lakes, allow public itews. The jews here, and 
m Pome, wear red and yellow liars for notice fake, to 
didmguiih them from othcisj which ncctTuy cuflonn 

would 
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would to God, were enjoined to all the Papiih here in 
England; fp fhould we ealily difcern them from the 
tjue Chiiftians. And, finally, to difeourfe upon the 
sprovifion of their magnificent arfenal, artillery, ammu* 
nition, and armour, the divifion of dreets with chan- 
nels, the innumerable bridges of Hone and limber, their 
kccudomable kind of living, apparel, courtefies, and 
(conventions ; and, finally, the glory of gallants, galle- 
ries, galhes, galleafies, and galleons, wete.i thing im- 
podilde for me briefly to relate. Wherefore, iincc the 
iitnation thereof, and the decorations of their bcauti- 
ful palaces, are lo well known, and their general cu- 
fioms by the better fort, l defid, concluding thus : 
This incomparable manfion is the only paragon of all 
the cities in the world. 

Mine aforefaid confort and I having fpent ten days 
in viewing and reviewing this city, and circumjacent 
files, and my purpofe reaching for Greece and Alia, as 
his was to recrofs thefnowy Alps, my mufe ixmcmbev- 
eth our fad departure :

About mid-day I law 
Mount di Cahkifb ; ftn tl\e foot of which the ancient 
city of Pda is iitiuned, having a harbour wherein final: 
Hups may lie. True it is, this pot t is not much fir- 
qutmed, in jefpeci of a contagious lake near to it, 
which infeckth the air with a filthy exhalation 1 
f.ov, hard by this plate, the ruins of tit-? cable di Ori- 
ando, the aik triumphant, and the relic ks of a great 
.-mphitheatre. This Pula was called by Pliny juiiei 
i V/ ? r ; and it fbudeth in the fouth cab part of Ilhia. 

Continuing 
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Continuing our courie, we patted the perilous gulf of 
Carnaro. 

This gulf or bay of Carnaro runneth in north and by 
eafl fifty miles within land, at the narrow entry where 
ot it hath a part of Ittiia on i he well, and Dalmatia 
on the call. The Venetians uie to keep always culair 
rallies at the mouth ol tliis bay, on the Dalmatian fide 
to iuteuept tlie cuilaiy of the Scoks: In the button 
of this Cam man gnit are pi iced Serna, Graddca, am 
Kovagani, the chief cities of Croitia. The people 
which inhabit tittle towns, and the adjoining country, 
arc called AVdi, a kind of Dalmatians, being of aio- 
butt narme, roui arrows, and delpei ate. Their wea- 
pons are bioa.i twu-hr titled fwoids, long fkenes, car- 
rying fat /a . at theii girdle?, and long guns in their 
hands, i r,ey are niai vtiloiiS i Wilt on foot, and daily 
annoy by land their neighbouting Tuiks wit j) inroads, 
fetching away great jpods and booties of corns, cattle, 
and horfes ; and by lea, with lrigats and 
The Si; oh: brigantines, did ever and often vex the 

live under Venetian commerce in their own dome- 
the hoitje of die wafers. The great lodes ivlm b l’i mu 
Aujlrm. thefe incurttve people the Venetians had 

from time to time received, and the ei- 
ther damages they indicted upon the Turks in their 
trattkking wuh Venice, or whom the Venetians are 
hound by former .11 tides of peace to keep h arm 1 els 
within their own gulf Lorn all Chriihian invalid}*, was 
the only and urgent cauie that moved the Venetians to 
wage war with Ecrdinando, then Duke of Grade, and 
now Empeior, anno Donum 1616. Tiny belieged Gran- 
difra to their no fmall difadvanLapey both of charges 
an i lofs of men ; for the town being Itrongly fortified 
'.viiii walls and ammunition, and two thouland Scoks 
within to defend it, would olicn, at the near approaching 
of the enemy, make a Lilly forth on horle and loot, gi- 
ving many mijerable overthrows to the aliailams ; to 
fisc which dctiiments, for twenty days fpacc, I was a 
tettator, being after my iaurn liom Attic in my ft> 
Ondtra’ e!s, as I was going for Hungaty, Moldavia, 

Valachia 
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Valachia, and Tranfilvania, taking this country in my 
w\y ; and one morning at the break of day, I faw eight 
lulndred Scoks ilTuing out of town make bloody ha* 
i»ck of three thouland of the Venetian 
army. This part of Croatia is exceed- Croatia. 
ir.g fertile, abounding in corns, wines, 

Jjllial, and paflurage, though then by lawlefs and tur- 
Client loldicrs it was miferably defaced, 

I The whole number of thefe Scoks that are able to 
carry arms, be not above lix thouland men. They are 
wonderful kind to Grangers, which 10 me in no imall 
meafure was extended, and that by the better Tort, their 
captains and commanders, and only for the ability of 
Scoki and Scoti, although I daie Iwear there is little or 
none at all betwixt the two nations. 

Having palled Cainaro wc failed clofe by the iflc 
Sangcgo, called formerly Ilhrides. This iflc is of cu- 
ttiic fourfeore, and of length thirty miles. Our freih 
water waxing frant, and the winds falling out contrary 
to our expectation, we fought into Valdogoiio in the 
ille of Olero, which is a fife haven for flops and gal- 
lies. This Olero was firtf mined Alphorus, and then 
Ahfirtides, of a Captain Abfirtus, wliocame from Col- 
chis, accompanied with many people, to bring bark 
IVledea to her careful father, whole purpofe being fru- 
it rated, (laid ifill and inhabited this land. A fit oppor- 
tunity obtained upon the eighth day, we arrived in the 
road of Zai a in Dalmatia ; for there 
the carmoefalo ffaid, and 1 was expo- Zara nova. 
fed to feck paflage for Ragula. 

By the way, I lecall the great kindnefs of that Dalma- 
tia mafter; fornj&ring my condition, I found him 
more than gourfeous, and would have no more but the 
half of that which was his bargain at Venice, Bdibcs 
this, he alfo entertained me thiee days with a molt 
bountiful and kind acceptance. My folitary travelling 
be ot t bewailed, wifhing me to defiff, and never at- 
tempt fuch a voyage ; but I giving him abfolute and 
confhmt anfwers, appealed his imagined furrow. 

True it is that ignorance and iloth make every thing 
D r.rr.hH 
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terrible unto us, and we will not, becau/fc 
hncrance we dare nor, and dare nol, becaufe ^ ve 

and J loth . will not. This makes us fubmit m|y r _ 

felves to any thing that doth either fla... 
ter or threaten us ; and like Tome i'ottifh weaklings that 
give the reins of their government into the hands of 
their wives or Tenants, thinking then they buy tilde 
peace when they fell it ; thus do they grow upon us, / A 
mean ignorance and doth, and by compofiiion, n/ >t 
force, become matters of the place, being jutt fo ftrom; 
as we aie weak : and as contrary news delivered at one 
time maketh one to hear with joy and remember with 
foirow ; even fo an uurefolved man, in high and he- 
mic deligns, though Teeming forward, is cJiftratf tecl 
heic, let on fear there, and rent afunder every where, 
with the tlafhing frights of delperation ; but a conftan: 
ufolution can coungcoully fupport all things, “ Ubi- 
cunque homo ell, ibi bcnelicio locus eft.” And congra- 
tulating this Ikipper’s courtefy, I bad farewel to his 
council. 

Zara is the capital city of Dalmatia, called of old 
Jadara. The inhabitants are governed by a Camai - 
Jingo, or chambulain, in the behalf of Venice, the 
walls whereof are ttrongly rampired with cat th, fur- 
palling the tops of the ttone-work, and fortified alfo 
with high bulwarks, and planted canons on elevated 
ramparts of earth, which are above forty cubits higher 
than the walls and bulwaiks, Handing in the four fe- 
vers! corners of the city. 

There lie continually in it a great garrifon of fol- 
diers to defend the town and citizens, who are main- 
tained hy the Duke of Venice Whe is Signior there- 
of They have injured many invalions gf theTuiks, 
especially in the year 1 570, when, for the fpace of four- 
teen months, they were daily molefted and befieged, but 
the \ idoi y fell ever to the Chriftians. If the Turks 
could win # this place, they might ealily command the 
Adiiatic leas, in regard of that fair haven which is 
thae to receive Hups and gallies, which maketh the 
Venetians not a little fearful becaufe of their fafe?uard. 

" Yet 
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Yet they permitted the neighbouring Infidels to traf- 
fic with tlfem ; but when they enter the gates, they 
null: deliver their weapons to thecorpoial of the fqua- 
dron-company. Neither may they ilay within all 
night, under the pain of impriionmenr. Dalmatia was 
failed fo of Mauritius the Emperor. The four piinci- 
nal provinces whereof are thefe, Arhcos, Senibico, 
•ppallero, and Tragurio. A part of which belongeth 
lo Venice, another part to the Archduke of Austria, 
and a third unto the Turks. Zaia is dillant from Ve- 
nice two hundred milts. 

When the wandering night was chafed fiom the in- 
tenor if lands by the returning day, and the fun had 
i.npaited his brightness to our under nciglihi uis, and 
our dreams ready to polUls the theane of the fancy, 
the wcarifomt* creatures of the world declining to their 
rdf, and under ihadow of the pale lady of the night, 
even rhea from Zaia I imbarkul in a fmall frigate, 
bound for Edina, with fhe Scluvonian mariners, who 
lomctimts failed, and fometimes rowed with o.us. In 
our way we palled by the Hie of Brazza, which is of no 
gi eat quantity, but fertile enough for the inhabitants, 
and kept by a gentleman of Venice. It Jieth in the 
mouth of the gulf Narento, that di ideth Dalmatia 
h om Srlavonia, Many fondly conceive, that thefe two 
kingdoms aie all one ; but I hold die contrary opinion, 
bmli by experience, and by ancient autliois. Having 
pajkd Capo di Cofta, which is the beginning of Scla- 
toma, I (aw, upon my right hand, a round rock, of 
a great height, in form of a pyramid, being named, 
by callern mariners, Pomo , anciently Snlyro , for the 
good falcons tluHf'ai'ft bred therein. Ii (landed) in the 
midlf of the gulf between Sclavonic and Italy, and not 
habitable. 

A little beyond that rock, I favv the three ifles T.c- 
™ki, the chief whereof is called Teucria ; but they 
are vulgaily called the ijles of Diomede s, who was king 
*iof A>t< lia. Ihey are right oppofite to * 
y Mount Gargano, now called St Angelo , Mount St An- 
|arul dillant from the main land of .npu- gelo.

This Mount St Angelo ftandeth in Apulia, bending 
in the Tea with a large promontory ; it is in cAnpafs nine- 
ty miles. Near to this mountain was that great battle 
fought between Hannibal and the Romans. The over- 
throw fell to the Romans, under the condutt of Paulus 
/Emilius, and other confuls, of whom were flain forti - 
two thoufand and feven hundred; and if Hannibal had 
followed this victory, he had eafily that day fubdued th : 
commonwealth of Rome ; which made Maharbal, ca[ •• 
tain of his horfemcn, rebuke him thus : Vincere feu, 
}Idnnibal y viAorui utincfds. 

Thou canft o’crcome thy foes in bloody fight, 

Rut cannot ufc the victory aright. 

The like laid Odar of Pompey, when he loft the firft 
battle they fought at Pharfalia in Greece : «* 0 Pompey, 
Pompey, if thou had ft known how to have ufed the 
victory, as thou hadft it, thou mighteft have been this 
day lord of the whole woild.” 

So to our lamentable memory may that laft battle 
be recorded, fought in Hungary between 
A woful battle, the Turks and Chriftians, of whom Ma- 
ximilian Duke of llbrugh, this preieni 
Emperor’s uncle, was general ; who having had a noc- 
turnal vi&ory, and the infidels put to the flight, they 
remaining in the camp more bufy about the fpoils than 
their own fafety, the Turks returned again before day, 
the Chriftians being difordered with booties, and the 
ravening of their whores, they put them all to the edg< 
of the iword. O miferable confufion ! Little better 
might I fpeak of the battle of Lefffahu ^ being abufed e* 
ven in the fight of it ; and that glorious Vi£ory no wife 
followed, as good fortune had given them an awful op- 
portunity. Tor Don John of Auftria, their general, 
had a great mind to feize upon the ifle of Corfu, and to 
rob Venice vf her liberty, then to profecutc with venge- 
ance the brave beginning of fo notable a vi&ory ; and 
yet his treachery was difeovered, and by the Venetian 

general 
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general fpeediJy difappointed, to his eternal lhame bo'h 
ways. • 

The poor Sclavonians being exhaufled in their hun- 
ger-darving boat, with extraordinary pains, (for we had 
three clays calm, which is not ufually feen in thele 
ft- as), were inforccd to repofe all night at the barren 
iflc of St Andrew. This iile is of circuit four miles, 
’*ut not inhabited. The exedlive rain that fell in the 
evening made us go 011 fliore to feek the coverture 
of fome rock ; which found, we lay all night on hard 
Hones, and with hungry bellies ; for our provifion was 
i'pent. The break of day giving comfort to our di- 
ft refled bodies, with favourable winds at the Garbo c. 
ponente, we let forward, and about mid day we arri- 
ved in the port of Lefina, of which the iflc taketh the 
name. 

The ide of Lefina is of circuit a hundred and fifty 
miles, and is the biggeft if land in the Adriatic lea. It 
is exceeding fertile, and yieldeth all things plentifully 
that is requilitc for the fudenance of man. The city 
is unwalled, and of no great quantity; but they have a 
flrong fortrefs, which defender li the town, the havui, 
and the veflels in the road. The governor, who wa ? 
a Venetian, after he had inquired of my intended 
voyage, mod courtcoufly invited me three times to his 
table, in the time of my five days flaying there ; and at 
the lad meeting he reported the dory of a marvellous 
mil-diapen creature born in the illand, aiding if I 
would go thither to fee it ; wherewith (when I pcrfudly 
underdood the matter) I was contented: The gentle- 
man honoured me alfo with his company, and a horfe 
to ride on, wher;? mJaen we came, the 
< aptain call^d'Tor the father of that moil- A monfler 
Her, to bring him fortli before us. born in Left- 
Which unnatural child being brought, mi. 

I was amazed in that light to behold the 
deformity of nature ; for below the middle part, there 
was but one body, and above the middle there was two 
living fouls, each one feparated from another with f<> 
iCra l members. Their heads were both of one b’gncfs,

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but Afferent in features. The belly of the one joined 
with the pofluior part of the other, and their faces 
looked both one way, as if the one It ad carried the o* 
titer on hit back, and often, bclorc our eyes, he that 
was behind, would lay his hands about the neck of the 
foremoll. Tlnir cyemvtre exceeding big, and their 
hinds gi cater than an inf tnt of i hi re times their age.

In this illand I faw a walled town called

irrived at Raguia. 

Raguia is a co m m o n wca 1 r h , govern- 
‘ d by fenators, and a fenate-council. Higufu 
it is wonderful ftrong, ' and alio well • 
guarded, being fituate by the fea-llde. It hath a fine 
haven, and many goodly flips thereunto belonmrm 
I) 1 Tie 
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The greateft traffic they have is with the Genoefe. 
Their territory in the firm land is not much, in refpeft 
of the neighbouring Tmks; but they have certain 
commodious ifhnds, which to them are profitable. 
And notwithftanding of the great ftrength and riches 
they po fiefs, yet, for their better fafeguard and liberty, 
they pay a yearly ttibutary penfion unto the great 
Tuik, amounting to fourteen thouiand zechins of 
gold ; yea, and alfo they pay yearly a tributary pen- 
lion unto the Venetians, for the files referved by them 
in the Adi iatic gulf ; fo that both by fea and land 
they ate made tributary citizens. The moft part of 
the civil magiilrates have but the half of their heads 
bare, but the vulgar Tort are all lhaven like to the 
Tut ks. 

Tiiis city is the metropolitan of the kingdom of 
Sclavonic . Sclavonic was firft called Liburnia, next //- 
hra t of Jlliiio, the fon of Cadmus, but lafily named 
Sclavoma, of certain Haves that came from Sarmatia, 
paffing the river Danubio, in the time of the Emperor 
Juftinian. Croatia, lying north-weft 

.S', Livonia, iiom hence, is the third province of this 
ancient llliria, and was formerly called 
Valina, or Corvatm. It hath, on the weft, Iftria and 
Carniola ; on the eaft and fouth, Dalmatia; on the 
north not rh-well, a part of Carindia quafi Carinthia; 
and noi therly, Savus. So much as is called Sciivonta 
extendeth from the river Aria in the weft, the river 
Drino in the call, on the loutli bordercth with the 
gulf of Venice, and on the north with the mountains 
of Croatia. Thcfe mountains divide alfoRagufa Irom 
Bolna. Bofna is bounded on th&\- eft with Croatia ; 
and on the fouth with illiricum, or Sclavonic : on the 
eaft, with Servia ; and on the noith, with the river 
Savus. 

The next two fpcci.il cities in that kingdom are Sa- 
Ix fiKM .ind S dona, The Sclavonians arc of a robuft 
mtiue, rm.rti.h, and m irvellcms valiant fellows, and a 
great In Ip to maintain the right and liberty of the Ve- 
netian flute, luvmg them both by lea and land, and 

elpecially 
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. efpccially upon their galleys and men of war. From 
Ragufa I embarked in a tartareta, laden with corn, 
and bound to Corfu, being three hundred miles di- 
Ham. 

In all this way we found no ifland, but failed along 
the main land of the lllinan fhore. Having palled the 
gulf of C.iraro, and Capo di Fortuna, 

1 law Caftdlo Novo, which is a ftrong 4000 Spa- 
loititls, fituate on the top of a rock; wards jiar - 
wherein one BarbarilTo, the captain of ved to death. 
Solyman, llarved to death four thou- 
land Spaniards. Having h ft Ilhria, Albania, andValo- 
na, behind us, we failed by Capo di Palone, the large 
piomontory of which extended] to eight miles in 
length, being the face of a ftpiaie and mam rock. 
This high land is the fnrthd't pait of the gulf of Ve- 
nic( , and oppofite again 11 Capo di Samda Maria, in A- 
pulia, each one in light ot another, and fourteen 
leagues diliant. Continuing our navigation, we enter- 
ed into the fea Ionium, and lailcd along the coatt of 
Kpiie, which was the famous kingdom of the Epirotes, 
and the fir If beginning of Greece. Epirus is enviion- 
ed,^ on thefouth, with the fea Ionian; on the calf, 
witli Macedon; on the welt north-weft, with Albania; 
and on the north, with a part of Rafcia, and the huge 
hill Hamms : of which mountain Stratonicus was wonc 
to lay, that for eight months in the year it was exceed- 
ing cold, and for the other four lr was winter. This 
long mountain dividcrh alio Greece from Mylia, called 
vulgaily Bulgaria, lying on the north of Hsemus, and 
to the louth of Danubio, even eallward to the Euxine 
ca; which rjver.p.^eth alio Dacia from Myfia, the 
lupcnor ; th* Winch Dacia, being an ancient and famous 
country conraincth thele provinces, Trapfilvania, Mol- 
d ; UM Vallachia, Scrvia, and Eoina. Here in this 
kingdom of Epire was .the noble and valiant Pirrhus 
»ii. wno made lo great wars upon the Romans, and 

’ b JM woman of Argos, was killed with a ftonc.

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born here; of whom it is recorded, he (lew at divers 
battles, with his own hands, above threo thoufand 
Turks, obtaining alfo many fortunate victories againft 
Amurath and Mahomet : After whofe death and bu- 
rial his body was digged up by the Turks ; and joyful 
was that man that could get the lealt bit of his bones to 
preferve, and carry about with him, thinking thereby, fo 
long as he kept it, he fhould always be invincible, 
which the Turks obferveto this day, and likely to do it 
to their laft day. And more, 

Renown’d Epire, that gave Olympia’s life, 

Great Alexander’s mother, Philip’s wife. 

In this country are thefc two rivers, Acheron and 
Cocytus ; who, for their mineral colours, and bitter 
taftes, were firnamed the rivers of hell ; and the facred 
Mount Pind us, conlecrated to Apollo and the mufes, lb 
well memorifed by the poets, is here. It is now called 
Mez^ona ; at the foot of which fpringeth the r iver of 
Peneia, called modernly Salcpiros , but more properly 
Azabaha\ and keeping his txtrcme.il: couile through 
the fields of pleafure, named by the ancients : lempe , 
being live miles long, and as much large, lying be* 
tween the two hills OfTa and Olympus, and watering 
that beautiful plain, the fair Peneian fpring, or Aza- 
baban river, dilburdencth itfelf in the gulf Thdlalo- 
nick. This is the fiift kingdom of Greece, and of a 
great length, conlifting between the wellmofl part of 
Albania, as a perpendicular province annexed to it, 
and the Arcadian Alps, which divide AEtolia and A- 
rarnania; the eallmoll regions &r ;<* from Sparta, 
Theflaly, and the old Mirmidons country vf, Macedon, 
amounteth to four hundred and eighty miles, lying a* 
long by the lea-fide, whofe breadth extendeth all the 
way long northward to the hill Ilxmus, above fixty- 
Hglit miies. The chief town of Epire, where the kings 
had their rdulence, was called Ambuicia , modernly 
Laerto, named of a river running by it. And upon

nuidt h< mooted by Honin', b»r the plcafant gardens 
of Alrino, whit h weie in hi . time. 'Phis Memo wts 
that ( or ’vi i m poet, who lu benignly ucnvid UljilvS 
after Ins litipwicck ; and of whom Ovid laid,

This ifle was given to the Venetians by the Corficans 
tv,*,* 1382, becaule they were expofed to all the inju- 
of the world. Jt lieth Fke to a half-moon, or half 
a tiidt, call and nonh. The ealtern cape is called 
Lanhitio, the other northward St Katerina \ the fe- 
cund town whereof is called IKigleopoli. Jt is of cir- 
cuit one bundled and twenty, in leng h fifty-two, and 
thitty-feven in breadth, and fourteen miles diflanc 
fiom Kpire. The city Corfu, from which the ide 
hath the name, is Innate at the foot of a mountain, 
whueupon arc built two Uiong tonrciFes, and envi- 
roned with a natural lock, The one is caHcd Fortezza 
jXovti, and the other Fortezza Veuhui. They are well 
governed, and circumfpecTy kept, lefl, by the infti- 
gation of the r-;£ captain, the other fliould commit 
any trcaibmfhfe eftltt, And for the fame purpofe, the 
roverndic of both cables, at their election before the 
1. tutors of Venice, are fvvorn, neither piivatcly nor

openly 
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openly to have mutual conference, nor to write one to 
another, for the fpace of two years, which' is the time 
of their government. Thefe caftles are inacceflable, 
and unconquerable, if the keepers be 
Two Jlrong loyal, and provided with natural and 

cajiles. martial furniture. They are vulgarly 

called the forts of Chrijiendom by the 
Greeks, but more juftly the flrength of Venice; for 
if thefe cables were taken by the Turks, or by the Spa- 
niards, who would as gladly have them, the trade of 
the Venetian merchants would be of no account; yea, 
the very means to overthrow Venice itlelf. 

Corfu, formerly Corcyra, was by fome called Phaa- 
cia, fo denominate from a virgin of that name, who 
was here fuppofed to have been deflowered by Neptune. 
This ifle produceth good (lore of wines, oil, wax, ho- 
ney, and delicate fruits. 

From thence, after certain days abode, I imbarked 
in a Greekifli carmoefalo, with a great number of paf- 
fengers, Greeks, Sclavonians, Italians, Armenians, 
and Jews, that were all mindful to Zante, and I alfo 
of the like intent, being in all forty-eight perfons. Ha- 
ving room -winds, and afrefli gale, in twenty- four hours 
we difeovered the ifle Cephalonia the greater, and fail- 
ed clofe along Cephalonia minor, or the lefler Ithaca, 
c eiled now Val di Compare, being in length twenty, and 
in circuit fifty-fix miles, renowned for the birth of 
Laerte’s fon Ulyfles. 

From th’ Ithac rocks we fled Laerte’s ftiore, 

And curs’d the land that dire Ulyfles bore, 

For Ilion’s fake, with Dardan b&iM attir’d, 

Whofe wooden horfe the Trojan temp it-: Tir'd. 

On our left hand toward the main, we faw an ifland 
called St Maure, formerly Lcitcas , or Leucada ; which 
is only inhabited by Jews, to whom Bajazetll. gave it 
\a pofleflion, 'after their expulfion from Spain : The 

chief 
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chief city is St Maure, which not long ago was fubjefl 
to Venice. • This ifle St Maure was anciently joined 
with the continent, but now rent afunder, and envi- 
roned with the fea. During the courfe of our paffagc, 
the captain of the vcflel efpied a fail coming from fea ; 
he prefently being moved , therewith, lent a mariner 
to the top, who certified him fhe was a Turkifh galley 
of Bilerta, prolecuting a ftraight courfe to invade our 
bark : which fudden affrighting news overwhelmed us 
almoft in defpair. The affrighted mailer having de- 
manded of every man what was moll proper to be 
done, lb me replied oneway, and fome another; in- 
fomuch, that the moll part of the paffengers gave 
counlel, rather to furrender than fight ; being confi- 
dent their friends would pay their ranfom, and fo re- 
lieve them. But I, the wandering pilgrim, pondering 
in my penllve breafi my folitary ellate, the dillance of 
my country and my friends, could conceive no hope of 
deliverance. Upon the which troublefome and fearful 
appearance of flavery, I ablolutely arofe, and fpoke to 
the mailer, faying, “The half of the 
carmoefalo is your own, and the moll A counjel to 
part alio of the loading, (all which he fight, 
had told me before) ; wherefore my 
counlel is, that you prepare yourfelf to fight, and go 
encourage your paffengers, promife to your mariners 
double wages, make ready your two pieces of ord- 
nance, your mulkets, powder, lead, and half-pikes; 
oi who knoweth but the Lord may deliver us from the 
t iraldom of thefe infidels.” My exhortation ended, he 
was greatly animated therewith, and gave me thanks; 
Wheieupon, affenfiJri«g the paffengers and mariners, he 
gave good^rom fort, and large promiles, to them all: 
o t lat their affrighted hopes were converted to a cou- 
rageous refoiution ; feeming rather to give the firft 
aliault, than to receive the fecond wrong. 

f o perfoim the method of our defence everv man 
was uly in the work ; fome below in tile pun-room, 
others cleanfing the muikets, fome preparing the pow- 
der anti bails, iome their fwords, and Ihort weapons, 

fome 
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fome drefllng the half pikes, and others making faff 
the doors above ; for lb the mailer refolded to make 
comhat below, both to lave us fiom finall ftiot, ami 
befides for boarding us on a fudden. The dexterous 
courage of all men was fo forward to defend their 
lives and liberty, that truly, in my opinion, we llemcd ) 
thrice as many as we were. All things beiow and a- 
bove being cunningly perfected, and every one ranked 
in order with his harquebufs and pike, to Hand in rea- 
dinefs for his own defence, we recommended ourfelves 
into the hands of the Almighty ; and in the mean vdiile 
attend their fierv falutaiions. 

In a furious ipleen, the full hola of their courteiies 
was the progrels of a martial conllidt, thundering forth 
a terrible noife of galley-roaring pieces ; and we, in a 
fad reply, lent out a back-founding echo of fiery flying 
Ihots, which made an equivox to the clouds, rebound- 
ing backward in our pmiubed breads the ambiguous 
founds of fear and hope. After a long and doubtful 
light, both with great and imall (hot, (night parting us), 
the Turks retired till mot Ring, and then were mindful 
to give us the new rencounter of a fecond alarm. But 
as it pleafed him, who never faileth his, to fend down 
an irrdiftible temped, about the break of day we efca- 
ped their furious defigns ; and were enforced to feek 
into the bay of Largodolo in Cephalonia ; both becaufe 
of the violent weather, and alio for that a great lake 
was fprung in our fliip. In this fight there weie of us 
killed, three Italians, twoGiecks, and two Jews, with 
eleven others deadly wounded, and l alio hurt in the 
right arm with a imall fhot. But what 
A notable tie- harm was done among ft the inti- 

live ranee. dels, we were not afliiredxhereof, lave 

only this, we fhot away their middle 
mad, and the hinder part of the poop ; for the Greeks 
are not expert gunners, neither could our harquebuia- 
tloes much annoy them, in reipeft they never boarded. 

But howfoever it was, being all dilbarked on fhore, we 
gave thanks to the Loi’d for our unexpected faicty, and 

buried 
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buried the dead Chriftians in a Greekilli churchyard, 
and the J<Avs were interred by the fea-lide. 

This bay of Largaltolo is two miles in length, being 
environed with two little mountains; upon the one of 
thefe two iLmdeth a (hong fort refs, which defendeth 
the paflage of the narrow gulf. It was here that the 
Chrilliaii gallies aflembled in the year 1*571, when they 
came to abate the rage of the gteat Turks armado, 
which at that time lay in Peter alio, in the iirm land of 
Greece, and right oppofite to them, and had made 
conqudt the year before of noble Cyprus fiom the Ve- 
netians. 

The ifle of CephaJonia was formerly called Ithaca, 
and greatly renowned, bccaufc it was the heritable 
kingdom of the worthy Ulyiles, who excelled all other 
Greeks in eloquence and fubtilty of wit. Secondly, 
by Strabo it was named Duluhi : And, thirdly, by an- 
cient authors CephaJonia, of Cephalo, 
who was captain of the army of Cleobas Cephalonia cf 
Amphitryon. The which Amphitryon, old Ithaca, 
a Theban captain, having conquered the 
bland, and ilain in battel Pterelaus King of Teleboas, 
for (o then was the ifland called, gave it in a gift of go- 
vernment to Cephalo. This Cephalo was a noble man 
of Athens, who being one day at hunting, killed his 
own wife Prociis with an arrow, indead of his prey; 
whereupon he flying to Amphitryon, and the other pi- 
tying his cafe, religncd this ifle to him, of whom it ta- 
ketli the denomination. Cephalonia lieth in the mouth 
of the gulf Ltpanto, oppohte to a part of Auolia and 
Acarnania in the firm land : it is in circuit one hun- 
dred and fifty-fix, and in length forty-eight miles. 

The lajyi'itlclf is full of mountains, yet exceeding 
ferule, yielding malvalia, mulkadine, vino Lcatico, 
raifias, olives, figs, honey, fweet water, pine, mulber- 
ry, date, and cypre trees, and all other forts of fruits in 
abundance. The commodity of which redounds yearly 
to the Venetians, for they are figniors tfiereof. 
r leaving this weather-beaten carmoelalo laid up to a 
*ud lea, I rdoiuJ to travel ihiuugh the iiluid, In the 
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firft days journey I pad by many fine villages and 
pleafmt fields, efpecially the vale AlefTand.o ; where 
the Greeks told me their auceflors were vanquilhed 
in battle by the Macedonian conqueror. They alio 
fhewed me on the top of Mount Gargallb, the ruins 
of that temple, which had been of old dedicated to Ju- 
piter. And, upon the 1'ecoud day, 1 hired two fifher- 
men in a little boat, to carry me over to Zante, being 
twet * y-five miles diftant. 

H;re in Zante a Greekilh furgeon undertook the cu- 
ring of my arm, and per/oimed the condition within 
time. 

The die of Z in! e wa? called Z minibus, 
Znnte. because lo wr> called the fon of LXirda 
mis who tcigned there ; and by Ionic 
Hyna. It hath a city of a great length, bordering a- 
long 'he fca-fide, the chief leu of the ifle, and named 
Zanti , over the door of whole prcetorium, or judge’ 
ment hall, are infcnbcd thelc veries, 

Jhc locus , aht, ( imat , punit, confervat , honor at , 

jNcquitiam , patent, irimwn , jura, prohos , 

This place hates, loves, chaftens, confervcs, rewards, 

Vice, peace, felony, laws, virtuous regards. 

And on the top of a hill, above the town, ftandeth a 
large and frrong fortrefs, (not unlike to die callle of 
Milan), wheiein the providitor dwclleth, who go- 
veuieth the ifl.md. This city is fubjed: yearly to fear- 
ful earthquakes, efpecially in the months of October 
and November, which often times Subvert their houles 
and themlUves, bringing deadly deftrudiomoJi all. This 
ifle produceth good llore of rufitva di Corintho, com- 
monly called currants, olives, pomegranates, citrons, 
oranges, lemons, grenadiers, and melons, and is in 
compafs fixty-eight miles, being diflint from the lore 
promontory of Morea fixtecn miles. 

TTie iflanders are Greeks, a kind of fubtle people, 
and great d ticmblcrs ; but the figniory thereof belong- 
ed* 
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eth to Venice. And if it were not for that great pro- 
vilion of cfirn which is daily tranfportccl from the 
firm land of Pcloponntfus to them, the inhabitants in 
afhort time would familh. 

I was credibly informed here by the better lort, that 
this little if lc mafceth ycaily (brinks oil and wine) only 
of cunants, one lmndivd and may thouftnd /cchins, 
paying ycailyovcr and above for cuflom, twenty-two 
thonland piaffers, tvciy zeihin of gold being nine 
fhillings Englilh, and ev\ ry pialler, being, white mo- 
ney, fix f hillings : A rent or fum of money which 
tilde liiiy Iilmders could never afl'01 d, (they being not 
above leafy years ago, but a bale beggaily p, oplt, and 
an obfeme place), if it were not for ionic lugioidh lips 
hu e in England of late, who fodooth can hudiy di- 
gilt bietd, pafties, brorh, and (ca (u gratia) big-pud- 
dings, without theie cunants. And as tlidc ialct! 
Gj eeks becoming proud of Kite with thislavilh expence, 
contemn jnltly this lerdual piodigalitv, I have heard 
them often demand the F.nghlh, in a lihliy dculion, 
wh it they did with iuch hejuoi ilh ftiill' and if they ear- 
ned them home to feed duat fwine and hogs withal. A 
cpidlion indeed worthy of inch a female irailiek.; the 
infeicnee of which l fulpend: there i no oilier nation, 
lave tins, thus addicted to that nifeiabk iiie. 

Bidding farewel to Zar.te, I unbacked in afiigato, 
going to Peterailb in Morea, which of olu was idled 
Ptlopcnncjiis ; and by the way, in the gulf Lepaiun 
(which divideth Aitolia and Mona. The clod city 
in Taolu is called Le panto \ from whence, wdiwudbv 
the iea-iivleis Delphi^, f minus lor the oracle of Apoi 
Jo), we failed by the lile^ Benin ides, but by modem un- 
ters Guizulari, whcie the Chiiiii.ms obtained die vic- 
tory againfl the Turks; for theie did they fight ami 
this manner. 

In the year 1571, and the 6th of Oc-

together in Largollolo at Ctphalonia; having of all 
two hundred and eight gallies, lix gallefles/and twenty* 
five frigates. 

Altera moil refolute deliberation, thefe three ge- 
nerals went with a valiant courage to encounter with 
the furkifh armado, on the Sunday morning, the yth 
of October ; who, in the end, through the help o’ 
Chrill, obtained a glorious victory. In 
7 he Little 6 j that fight there was taken and di owned 
Lepantc. one hundred and eighty of Turkilh ga!- 
kes, and there elcaped about the nuinbdi 
of (ix bundled and fifty ihips, galleys, galleots, undo 
thervefels: Theic was fifteen thoufand 'fuiks killed, 
and four thouiand taken priioners, befdcs four thou 
land p'ecis of ordnance, and twelve thoufand Chri 
Itians delivered horn their llavifh bondage. In all. tin 
Chriftians loft Imt eleven gallies, and live thoufam 
f aim At their uturn to Largollolo, after this victo 
rious bailie, the three generals divided innumtrabl' 
Ipoils, to their welfdderving captains, and worthy 
fiddlers. 

And notwitliftanding Hon John led that Armado, 
yet ambition led him, in the miditof that famous victo 
ry, to conceive a treacherous defign to feize upon tie 
odlles oi Corfu, under Ihew of the Venetian coloms 
wliiih being difeovered, and he difappointed, he died foi 
di (plea lure in bis return to MeiTina in Sicilia ; wher, 
there his llatue Ihndeth to this day, 

After myanival in Peteraffo, the metropolitan o l 
reloponnelus, I left the tunnoiling dangers of the in 
tricated ifes, of the lonean and Adriatic Teas, and re 
fioived to tiavel in the firm land of Greece, with a cara 
van of Greeks that was bound for A then's*.' 

Peterallb is a large and fpacious city, full of mer 
chandife, and greatly beautified with all kind of mcr 
chants. Their chief commodities are raw files, doth 
of gold ano-lilver, filken growgranes, rich danras, u 1 
vets oi all kinds, with fiutinsand tabetics, and Jpecial- 
a ginifd for grain : The Venetians, Ragui'ans, and 
Phululuir. hive great handling with them. Here! 

Kmc mbs: 
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remember there was an Englifh faftor lying, whom the 
fubbafhaw, or governor of the town, a Turk, caufcd 
privately afterward, upon malice, to be poiioned, even 
when I was wintering at Conftantinople ; for whole 
death the worthy and generous amballador, Sir Tho- 
mas Glover, my patron and protestor, w is fo highly 
ineenfed, that he went thither hmifelf to Veterallb, 
with two Janifancs, and a wairant fenr with him from 
the Emptier, who, in the mid ft of the market-place of 
PeteraAh, eaufed one of the two J.iniftries to Alike off 
the head liom the (hou)dcis or that fanzacl: ; and puc 
to death divers others alio that had been acceffory to 
the poifoning of the Englifh conful; and the ambaf- 
f tdor returning again to (’onllantinople, was held in 
Angpil.tr reputation even with the Tmks, for profecu- 
ting fo powei fully the courfc ofjuflice, and would not 
/brink lor no relpeft ; 1 being domellic with him the 
iclf fame time. 

Peloponnelus, now called Morea, a 
pcnmfula, is all environed with die fea, JiJmwi in 
hive only at a narrow Aiair, where it is Greece. 
joined to the comment by an ifthmus 
of five, miles in breadth* which the Venetians, then 
lord of it, fortified with five taffies, and a ftrong wall 
horn cre< k to creek, which ealily were fubverted 
by the Turkifh batteries, the defeat only remain- 
ing in the defendant’s wcaknefs, and want of men. 
Corinth and its gulf lieth at the oaff end of this ifth- 
mus, and the gulf Eepanto on the weif, dividing /Kto- 
lia and Kpire. The wall which travel fed this fu ut of 
Alorea, was called Periamite> five miles long : Truly 
it is one of the 1110ft famous did rod du terre ni Europe. 
Gloria itfeir is in length one hundred and ilxty eight, 
and in compafs five hundred and forty-fix miles, and is 
-tt this day the moA fertile, and be A inhabited province, 
of all the empire of Greece. The chief r»vers here are, 
At bona and Ropheus : Argos litre is watered wi'h the 
1 iver I'Lini/,/,1, near which itandi tit the .town of Lp,- 
droc, wherein the temple of Efeulapius was to re- 
nowned for refiormg of health to diieaied periom. 1 : 
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was anciently called Agalia, from Agalius t(ie firftking, 
anno mundi 1574, and alfo intitled, from two kings, 
Sictcma and Apia, then Peloponnelus from Pelops, and 
now Morea It is divided in five territories, or petty 
provinces, Laconia, Arcadia, Argolis, Mifcnia, and 
Elifo, the proper territory of Corinth ; of which city it 
was laid, 

Let men take heed of Lais, Corinth’s whore, 

"Who earn’d ten thoufand drachmas in an hour. Her 

It is laid by /Eneas Silvius, in his Cob 
The Strait of mographical Treatifc of Europe, that 
Morea . divers kings went about to dig through. 

this ifihmus, to make it an bland, name* 
ly, King Dcmeti ins, Julius Cxlar, Caius Caligula, and 
Domitius Ncto ; of all whom he doth note, that they 
not only failed of their purpofc, but that they came to 
violent and unnatural deaths. 

But before the alorelaid Caravan at Pcterafib i.dmit 
ted me into his company, he was wonderful inguifirive 
to know for what caule l travelled alone, and of what 
nation I was. To whom I foberly exculed, and dilcu - 
vered myfelf with modeft anfwers, which pacified his 
curiolhy, but not his avaricious mind ; for, underapre 
tended protection he had of me, he extorted the moft 
part of my money from my purfe, without any regaid 
of conh u nee. 

In the full, fecond, and third days journeying, we 
had fair day, haul lodging, but good cheer, and kind 
fnteiiainmcnt for our money ; which was the countiy 
Laconia: but on the fourth day, when we entered h 
the hilly and barren country of Arcadia, where, for a 
day’s journey, we had no village, but faw abundance ot 
cat 1c without heepns ; and in that place it is thought 
the gu.r battle of Pharialia was fought, between Ju- 
lius Ccelai aYid Pompey the Great. 

Aicadia is bounded on the eaft with

But becaufe it is a tiadition of more antiquity than 
credit, I do rather note it than affirm it. And as men 
Inoulddrcad the thunder bolt, when they lee the light- 
ning ; fo ignorance and idolatry placed among us, and 
round about us, may be a warning to the profdVors of 
the truth, to take heed to the venom, left, by their 
Aicadian antiquity Impairing the moon, they become 
novices to fome new intended mailacre : for as powder 
failed them, but alas ! not poifon ; io now with policy 
they prevail in all things: how long the Holy One of 
Brael knoweth, but ceitainly our lins are the caches of 
their domineering, and of our carclcls drooping. 

In this defert way I beheld many lingular monu- 
ments, and ruinous cables, whole names I knew nor, 
btcaule I had an ignorant guide : But this I remember, 
amongb thde rocks my belly was pinched, and weaned 
was my body, with the climbing of lleep mountains, 
which bred no finall grief to my brealf. Yet notwith- 
standing of my diftrefs, the remembrance of thele 
Iwect-feafoncd longs of Arcadian lhepherds, which 
pregnant poets have fo well penned, did recreate my 
wearied body with many fugared iuppoiitions. Thefe 
I terile bounds being palf, wc entered in the ealfern 
plain of Morea, called anciently Sjarta, where that 
lometime famous city of Lacedernon llonrilhed, but 
now lacked, and the lumps of ruins and memory only 
icrnains. Marching thus, we left Modena and Napoli 
nn our right hand, toward the fea-lide,* and on the 
fixth day at night, we pitched our tents .in the uninha- 
Jed villages of Argo and Mycenx, from the which un-

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of her children ; her babes were brought forth for the 
{word to glut upon, the bodies of her ancients weic 
made as pavements to walk upon, her matrons bet .lire 
a prey and prize to every ravilher, and her pridls 
and lacriticers were flam before the gates of then' 
temples. 

Thi« rity was the mother and well fpung to all libe- 
ral arts md feienres ; and the great cdfern of Europe, 
whence Unwed lo many conduit pipes of learning ivei 7 
where, but now altogether decayed. The cimiit o' 
old Athene hath been, ;u cording to the fundamental 
walls yet extant, about lix bilim miles; but now of 
no gieat quantity, nor many dwdling-houles therein, 
being within two hundred fire-lion les, having a caftle, 
which formerly was the temple ol Minerva, 'flu 7 
have abundance of all things requilire for tin’ fuflc- 
nance of human life, of which 1 had no fmall proof 
For thele Athenians or Gueks, exceeding kindly h;m- 
quetted me four days, and furnifhed me with ntcdnuv 
provilion for my voyage to Greta ; and alio tiaul- 
ported me by lea in a brigandino freely, and on theit 
own charges to Seiigo, being forty-four miles diftant. 

After my redounded thanks, they having returned 
the contemplation on their courteiies, brought me in 
remembrance, how curious the old Athenians were to 
hear of foreign news, and with what great regaul and 
eftimat ion they honotued travellers, of which, as yer, 
they are no vviie defective. 

Seiigo is an bland in the lea Cretico. It was an- 
ciently called (' vthin\i , of Githcro, the Ion of Phxmle ; 

and of Arillotlc Porphyn r, or Sc hoi t- 
i-trigo. i>i, in reipeet of the line marble that b 

got there : It is lixty miles in circuit, ha ■ 
dng but one caille called CapfaUo, which is kept by a 
Venetian captain. Here it is faid, that Venus did lirlt 
inhabit; and I law the ruins of her demohlhed temple, 
on the fide of a mountain yet extant. 

A little more downwind, below this old adored tern 
pie of Venus, are die 1 clicks of that place wherein 
Menelaus did dwell, who was king of Sparta, and Loid 
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J th's idvj. | The Greeks of this blind told me there

The country is divided into four 
parts, under the jurifdi&ion of the four cities, for the 
better adminiftration of juftice And they have a ge- 
neral, who commonly remaineth in the city of Candy 
(like to a viceroy), who depofeth or impofeth magi- 
strates, captains, foldiers, officers, and others whatlo- 
cver, in the behalf of St Mark, or Duke of Venice. 
The Venetians detain continually a ftrong guard, di- 
vided in companies, iquadrons, and garrilous, in the 
cities and fortrefles of the ifland ; which do extend to 
the number oi twelve thouland foldiers, kept, not on- 
ly tor the incut lion of Turks, but alfo for tear of the 
Cretes, or inhabitants, who would rather (if they could) 
furrender to the Turks, than live under the 1 abjec- 
tion ot Venice, thinking thereby to have more liberty, 
and taxed under the Infidel, than now they are uu 
der the Chriftian. 

This ifie produceth the belt Malvafie, Mufcadine, and 
Leitic wines, that arc in the whole univcrle.

villany, in dealing forth from them in 
the dark night, and privately fought for a fecure place 
of repofe in an umbrageous cave by the fea fide, what 
I lay till morning, with a fearful heart, a crazed body, a 
thirfty ftomach, and a hungry belly. 

Upon the appealing o( the next Aurora, and when 
the welkin had put afide the vizard of the night, the 
ftars being covered, and the earth difeovered by the 
fun, 1 embraced my unknown way, and about mid- 
day came to Canea. Canea is the le- 
Invincible cond city of Ciete, called anciently Cy- 
Canea. don, being exceeding populous, well 

walled, and fortified with bul waiks. It 
hath a large cable, containing nincty-leven palaces, in 
which the reftor and other Venetian gentlemen dwell. 
There lie continually in it (even companies of foidiers, 
who keep centinei on the wails, guard the gates and 
market-places of the city. Neither in this town nor 
Candia may any country pcafant enter with weapons, 
(efpecially lufrquebufles), for that conceived fear they 
have of trcalbn. Truly this city may equal in itiecgtli 
either Zara in Dalmatia, or Luka, or Leghorn, both 
in Tulcany, or matchkfs Palma in Friuli ,; for thde 
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jive cities a^e fo ftrong, that in all my travels I never 
faw them matched. They are all well provided with 
abundance of artillery, and all things necefiary for 
their defence ; efpecially Luka, which continually re- 
fer ves in llore proviiion of victuals for twelve yeais 
liege. 

In my fir it abode in Canea, being a fortnight, there 
tame fix galleys from Venice ; upon one of which there 
was a young French gentleman, a Proteft ant, born near 
Montpellier in Languedock ; who being by chance in 
company with other four of his countiymcn in Venice, 
one of them killed a young noble Venetian, about the 
quarrel of a courtefan. Whereupon they flying to 
the French ambaflador’s houfc, the reft cfcapcd, and 
he only apprehended by a fall in his flight, was after- 
ward condemned by the fenators to the galleys during 
life. Now, the galleys lying here fix days, he got leave 
of the captain to come afhorc with a keeper, when he 
would, carrying an iron bolt on his leg. In which time 
wc failing in acquaintance, he complained heavily of 
his hard fortune, and how, becaufe he was a Protelt- 
ant, (brfides his flavery), he was fcvcrcly abufed in 
the galley, tighing forth t’nefe words with tears, “ Lord 
iiave mercy upon me, and grant me pa- 
tience; for neither friends nor money A religion s 
can redeem me.” At which expreflion iciejort. 

1 was both glul and forrowful, the one 
moving my foul to exult in joy for his religion, the o 
ther, for his misfortunes, working a Chriffian compaf- 
fion for intolerable affliction. For 1 was in Venice at 
the fame time when this accident fell out, yet would not 
’ell him fo much; but pondering fcrioufly his lament- 
able diftrefs, I fecretly advifed him the manner how he 
might efcape, and how far 1 would hazard the liberty 
of my life for his deliverance, defiring him to come a- 
diore early the next morning. Meanwhile l went to 
an old Greekifh woman, with whom I wai friendly in- 
“Vard, for {he was my Jandrcfs ; and reciting to her 
l,le w hule bufinefs, fhe willingly condefcended to lend 
‘lie an old gown, and a black veil for his difgnife. 
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The time come, and we met, the matter was difficult 
to iluke off the keeper ; but fuch was my plot, I did 
invite him to the wine, where, after rracUl difeourfes, 
and deep dtaughts ot Leatii, icalon tailing, (hep over- 
came his leiius^ AVnnutpon, concludin', my. Inend 
to the appoint A place, 1 di (horde tied hint of his irons, 
(loathed hnn in a temale habit, and lent him out he- 
roic me, concluded by tin (iiecudh woman ; and when 
(ecnrelv pafi both guasch and gate, i (olimud, carry- 
ing witn me his eioaths, whue, when acadlmg him by 
a lid. \ of olives, ami the other return' d back, we 
fpecdily u oiled the vale of Snda, and interchanging 
his appaiel, 1 direded him the way, over the moun- 
tains, to a Greekifh convent, on the 
J place <f fouth fide of the land, a place of lafe- 

rcjii\i\ giutd, commonly called the monaftcry 

tf ref) ye ; where he would kindly be 
entertained., till either the galleys, or men of war ol 
Malta, .’..lived ; it being a culloin, at their going or 
coming from the Levant, to touch here, to relieve 
and carry away ddlrdfed men. This is a place where- 
tmto banditti, mcn-llayers, and robbers, repair for re- 
luf. 

After receiving many joyful thanks fiom him, I re- 
turned, keeping the highway, where immediately I en- 
countered two Knglifh (oldiers, John Smith and Tho- 
mas Hargrave, coming of purpole to inform me ot my 
imminent danger, ihewing me, that all the officers oi 
the galleys, with a number oi foldicrs, were in fearch- 
ing the citv, and hunting all over the fields for me. 
Alter which relation, coniulting with them what way 1 
runic! come to the Italian monalltry, Sr ttilv.uor, tor 
there. 1 lay, (the town affording neither lodging nor 
1 AO, thf y ant we. ed me. thty would ventme tbeiiTiuj 
lor my i K rry, and l ihuuid enter at the cailern (the 
l'-.i(t frigucuted) gate oi the city, where three otliu 
Ihi lllhnirn.wci c lint day on guard ; for lo there war 
l.ve (*{ ilia i Imre in gamfon : where, when vve a>nu\ 
ti.c other Enplilli, accompanied with eight French lol* 
dmg their familiars, came along with us alio. And 

ha\inc 
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having patted the marker-place, and near my lodging, 
lour officers, and llx gailcy-foldicrs, run to lay hands 
on me; whereat the Englifh and French unfliearhing 
their fwords, valiantly uiitted their fm-v, and deadly 
wounded two of the officers; meanwhile ft efh lupply 
coniing from the galleys, John Smith run along with 
me to the monuttery, leaving the rett at pJI-meil, to 
intercept their following. At la a ihe captains of the 
gamfon approaching the tumult, iclievxd their own 
ioidiers, and drove back the other to the galleys. A 
little thereafter the general of the galleys came to the 
monaltery, and examined me concerning the high he ; 
hut I clearing myfelf fo, and quenching the lend ffifpi 
cion he might conceive, (notwit httanding of my accu- 
sers), he could lay nothing to my charge. Hovfoeur 
it was, he feemed fomewhat favourable, p-utly becaufe 
{ bad the Duke of Venice his pattport, partly becaufe 
of my intended voyage to Jerufalem, 
pirtly becaufe he was a great favourer Cloyflcrs are 
of the French nation, and partly becaufe Jafeguards, 
he could not mend himfclf, in regard of 
my ihclter, and the governor’s favour ; yet, neverthe- 
lefs, I detained mylelf under the lafeguard of the cloy- 
fter, until the galleys were gone. 

Being here difjppoiuted of tranfportation to Archi- 
pelago, J refolved to villt Candy ; and in my way J pall- 
ed by the large haven of Suda, which hath no town or 
village, lave only a cattle, iltuated on a rock in the fea, 
at the entry of the bay. The bounds of that harbour 
may itceive at one time above two thouland ihips and 
galleys, and is the only key of the ittand ; for the 
which place the King of Spain hath oft ottered an infi- 
nite deal of money to the Venetians, whereby his navy, 
which fometimes refort in the Levant, might have ac- 
cels and relief; but they would never grant him his re- 
: which policy of his was only to have furpriled 
the kingdom. 

South “well from this famous harbour, The plcafunt 
deth a plcafant plain, named the valley' valley of Suda 
( J h It is twenty Italian miles long, 

Y z and 
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and two of breadth ; and I remember,, as I defcended 
to crofs the valley, and pafs the haven, I thought the 
whole plain refembled to me a green Tea; and that was 
only by realon of infinite olive-trees growing there, whofc 
boughs and leaves overtop all other fructiferous trees 
in that plain. The villages, for lofs of ground, are all 
built on the fl irts of locks upon the fouth fide of the 
valley ; yea, and lo difficult to climb them, and fo dan- 
gerous to dwell in them, that 1 thought their lives were 
in like peril, as he who was adjoined to lit under the 
point of a two-handed fword, and it hanging by the hair 
of a hone’s tail* 

I told along thefe rocks, at one time, and within my 
fight, fixty feven villages ; but when 1 entered the val- 
ley, I could not find a foot of ground umnanured, 
five a narrow pilling way wherein I was. The olives, 
pomegranates, dates, figs, oranges, lemons, and po- 
rn i del Adamo, growing all promiicuoufly. And at 
the roots of which trees grew wheat, malvafie, mufea- 
dine, Lcatic wines, grenadiers, carnobiers, melons, 
and all other forts of fruits, herbs, the eaitli can yield 
to man, that for beauty, pleafure, and profit, it may 
be called the garden of the whole univerfe, being the 
goodlieft plot, the diamond Ipark, and the honey i’por, 
of all Candy. There is no land more temperate for 
air, for it hath a double ipring-tide ; no foil more fer- 
tile, and therefore it is called the combat of Bacchus 
and Ceres ; no region or valley more hofpitablc, in re- 
gard of the fea, having fuch a noble haven cut through 
its bofom, being, as it were, the very retting place of 
Neptune. 

Upon the third days journey from Canea, I came to 
Rethiinos. This city is fomewhat ruinous, and unwal- 
led, but the citizens have newly builded a ttrong for- 
trefs ; but rather done bv the State of Venice, which 
defendeth them from the invafion of pirates. It ftand- 
eth by the lea fide ; and in the year 1597, it was mife- 
rably facked and burned with Turks. 
Mount Ida, Continuing my voyage. I puffed along 
the lkirt of Mount Ida, accompanied 

with 
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foith Greeks, who could fpeak the Italian tongue ; on 
which, firft, they (hewed me the cave or King Minos, 
but (ome hold it to be the fcpulchre of Jupiter. That 
grotto was of length eighty paces, and eight broad. 
This Minos was faid to be the brother of Rada man- 
thus and Sarpedon ; who, after their fuccdTion to the 
kingdom, ellablilhed fuch equitable laws, that, by poets, 
they are feigned, with Abacus, to be the judges of hell. 
I faw alfo there, the place where Jupiter (as they fay) 
was nourifhed by Amalthea, which by Greeks is recited, 
as well as Latin poets. 

Thirdly, they (hewed me the temple of Saturn, 
which is a work to be admired, of iuch antiquity, and 
as yet undecayed ; who (lay they) was the lint kmg 
that inhabited there, and father to Jupiter. And near 
to it is the dcmolifhed temple of Matelia, having this 
(uperlcription above the door, yet to be feen : “ Make 
clean your feet, wa(h your hands, and enter.*’ Fourth- 
ly, 1 faw the entry into the labyrinth of 
Dedalus, which I would gladly have bet- Dedalus’ s la- 
ter viewed ; but becaufe we had no can- byrinth . 
die light, we durft not enter ; for there 
are many hollow places within it; fo that if a man 
(Fumble or fall, he can hardly be related : it is cut out 
with many intricating ways, on the (ace oF a little hill, 
joining with Mount Ida, having many doors and pil- 
lars, Here it was where Theleus, by the help oF Ariad- 
ne, the daughter oF King Minos, taking a bottom of 
thread, and tying the one end at the lirft door, did 
enter and (lay the Minotaurus, who was included there 
by Dedalus. This Minotaur is laid to have been be- 
got by the lewd and luxurious Paliphae, who doted on 
a white bull. 

Mount Ida is the higheft mountain in Creta ; and, by 
the computation of iheplierds feet, amounteth to (lx 
miles of height: It is overclade even to the top with 
cypreL trees, and good (Fore of medtcinaWe herbs; in- 
iomuch, that the beads which feed thereupon, have 
their teeth gilded like to the colour of gold. Mount I- 
da, of old, was called Pheknta , by fume Caditffi , but 
F 3 modendy 
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modcrnly Madura. It is faid by fome hiltprians, that 
no venomous animal can live in this ifle ; but I faw the 
contrary ; for I killed on a Sunday morn- 
fliflcrian cr- ing, hard by the fea-lide, and within 
rcrs. two miles of Rethintos, two ferpents and 

a viper ; one of which ferpents was a- 
bove a yard and half in length ; for they being all three 
rolling within the coverture of the dry lands my right 
leg was almoit in their reverence, before I remarked 
the danger : Wherefore many build upon fallc reports, 
but experience teacheth men the trutli. 

Some repot t, that if a woman here bite a man any 
thing hard, he will never recover; and that there is an 
heib, called Allium, in this illand, which if one chew 
in his mouth, he ihall not feel hunger for four and 
twenty hours; all which are mere fables; l'uch is the 
darknefs of cloudy inventions. 

Defending from this mountain, I entered into a 
fair plain, beautified with many villages ; in one of 
which, I found a Grecian bilhop, who kindly prefent 
cd me with grapes of malvalie, and other things, for 
i: was in the time of their vintage. To carry thefe 
things he had given me, he caufed to make ready an 
afs, and a iervant, who went with me to Candy, which 
was more than fifteen miles from his houfe. True it is, 
that the bell fort of Greeks, in viliting other, do not 
ufc to come empty handed, neither will they fuller a 
ll ranger to depart without both gifts and convoy. 

I remember along this faflinous and marine paflage, 
I found three fountains gufhing forth of a rock, each 
one within a yard of other, having three fundry tafles * 
the full water was exceeding light and fweet; the mid- 
dle, or fecond, marvellous lour and heavy; the third 
was bitter, and cxtiaoi dinary fait; fo that in fo fhort 
bounds, fo great ditlcrence 1 never found before nor af- 
terward. 

Candy is tlifhnt from Oanea a hundred miles, Rethi- 
mos being half way betwixt both; fo is Candy bad 
way, in the fame meafure, betwixt Rethinws and Scy- 
thia ; 
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thia; and Canea the like betwixt Rethimos and Cara- 
bufa, being in all two hundred miles. 

Candy is a large and famous city, formerly called 
Matium , fituated on a plain by the ha- 
lide, having a goodly haven for fhips, Th city of 
and a fair arfenal wherein are thiity-lix Candy. 
galleys : It is exceeding llrong, and daily 
guarded with two thoufand foldiers, and the walls in 
coinpafs are about three leagues. 

In this time there was no \iceroy, the former being 
newly dead, and the place vacant, the fold ers kt pt a 
bloody quarter among themfeivrs, or agahil any whom- 
foever their malignity was intended ; foi in all the time 
I ftaid there, being ten days, it was nothing to lee every 
day four or live men killed in the ftreets : neither 
could the rc&or nor the captains help it, lo tumuli nous 
were the dilbrdered foldius, and the occaftons of re- 
venge and quarrellings fo frequent. This commonly 
they praCtifed in every luch vacation, which, otherwile, 
they durft never attempt without death, and hvne pu- 
nilhment ; and truly I thought it was as barbarous a 
governed place, for the time, as ever I law in the 
world ; for hardly could 1 lave my own Ire free 
from their dangers, in the which I was twice rmferably 
involved. 

Candy is difiant from Venice thirteen hundred 
miles, from Confiantinople feven hun- 
dred, from Famagufta in Cyprus lix Djlana's 
hundred, from Alexandria in Egypt from Candy* 
five hundred, from Tripoli in Syiia 
feven hundred, from Naples nine hundred, from Mal- 
ta five hundred, from Smyrna in Carmani i of Nato- 
lia four hundred, and horn the city of Jemialeni 
nine hundred miles. The Candiots, through all the 
ifiand, make mufier every eighth day, befoie the ler- 
jeant-majors, or officers of the general, anil are well 
provided with all ioits of armour; ye a, # and the molt 
valorous people that have the name of Checks. It was 
told me by the rettor of Candy, that they may raife in 
arms of the inhabitants, (not reckoning the garrilons), 
l' 1 q above 
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above fixty thoufaod men all able for wars, with £hy- 
four galleys, and twenty-four galleots for the lea. 

In all my travels through this realm, I never could 
fee a Greek come forth of his houfe unarmed ; and 
after fuch a martial manner, that on his head he wear- 
cth a bare fteel-cap, a bow in his hand, a long fword 
by his fide, a broad poniard athwart his belly, and a 
round target hanging at his girdle. They are not coft- 
)y in appaiel, for they wear but linen cloaths, and ufe 
no fhoes, but boots of white leather, to keep their 
legs, in the fields, from the pricks of a kind of thillle, 
wherewith the country is overcharged, like unto little 
bullies, or fiiort Ihrubs, which are marvellous lharp 
and ofPenlive unto the inhabitants, whereof, often in a 
day, to my great harm, I found their bloody fmart : 
'Die women gcnci ally wear linen breeches, as men do, 
and boots after the fame manner, and their linen coats 
no longer than the middle of their thighs, and are in- 
buiably inclined to venery ; fuch is the 
Cretcs turn nature of the foil and climate. The an- 
mtics. dent Cretans were fuch notable liars, that 

the Heathen poet Epimenides, yea, and 
the npofile Paul, in his epiftle to Titus, did term them 
to have been “ ever liars, evil beads, and flow bellies ;** 
whence fprung thele proverbs ; as, Cretcnfe mendacium ; 
and, Lretifundum t>jl cum Cretenfibus. 

I he Candiots are excellent good archers, furpafiing 
all the oriental people therein, courageous and valiant 
upon the lea, as in former times they were ; and they 
are naturally inclined to Tinging ; lo that commonly af- 
ire meat, man, wife, and child, of each family, will, 
im the lpace of an hour, fing with fuch an harmony, 

.ts is wonderful melodious to the hearer ; yea, and 
they cannot forgo the cufiom of it. 

lhe;r baryeft is our iprir.g ; for they manure the 
ground and low the feed in Odober, which is reaped 
m daich and April. Being fru Urate of my intention 
at Candy, I was forced to return to Canea the fame 
wayl went; when come, I was exceeding merry with 
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my old friends the Englilhmen : Mean 

while there arrived from Tunis, in Bar- An Engli/b 

bary, an Engli/h runagate, named Wol- runagate . 

[on, bound for Rhodes ; where, after 
lhort acquaintance with his natives, and underftanding 
what I was, he imparted thefe words ; “ I have had my 
elder brother, laid he the matter (or captain) of a Ihip, 
ilain at Burntifland in Scotland, by one called Ktere ; 
and notwithttanding he was beheaded, I have longfince 
fworn to be levenged of my brother’s death, on the 
fit It Scotifhman 1 ever faw or met ; and my defign is 
to ftab him with a knife this night, as he goeth late 
home to his lodging, deliring their afliftance : but 
Smith, Hargrave, and Horfperld refilled, yet Cook and 
Hollands yielded. Meanwhile, Smith knowing where 
I ufed fometimes to diet, found me at fupper in a fut- 
tler’s, a foldier’s houfe, where, acquainting me of this 
plot, the holt, lie, and three Italian foldiers, convey- 
ed me to my bed, patting by the arch villain and his 
confederates, where he was prepared for the milchief, 
which, when he faw his treachery was diicovered, he 
Hed away, and was leen no more here. 

Remarking the fidelity and kindnefs that Smith had 
twice /hewed me, firlt in freeing me 
from the danger of galley-flavcry, and Smith relie - 
now in laving my life, I refolvcd to do vedjtom a 
him a good deed in home part of ac- long bondage, 
quittance ; and thus it was : At his lull 
coming to Venice, he was taken up as a ibldier for 
Candy ; where, when tranfponed, within a final l time 
he found the captains promile and performance differ- 
ent, which forced him at the beginning to borrow 
a little money of his lieutenant : the live years of their 
abode expired, and frelh companies came from Venice 
to exhibit the charge, Smith, not being able to dif- 
c barge his debt, was turned over to the new captain for 
five years more, who paid the old captain* his money ; 
and his time all'o worn out, the thud captain came, 
where likewife he was put in his hands, ferving him five 
years longer. 


Thus 
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Thus having ferved three captains fifteen years, and 
never likely able (for a fmall trifle) to attain his liberty, 
1 went to the captain and paid his debt, obtaining alfo 
of the rc&or his licence to depart ; and the allowance 
of the date for his pafiagc, which was wine and bifcuit- 
brcad : Thereafter 1 embarked him for Venice in a 
Flemifh lliip, the mailer being a Scotchman, John Al- 
lan, «born in Glafgow, and dwelt at Middleborough 
in Zeland. His debt was only forty-eight (hillings Ster- 
ling. 

Here I (laid in Canca twenty-five days before I could 
get pafiagc for the Arch-illands, being purpofed for 
Conftantinoplc ; but gladly would not have left the mo- 
nailery of thele four friars, with whom I was lodged, 
if it had not been for my deligns ; in regard of their 
great cheer, and deep draughts of Mai va fie I received 
hourly, and oftentimes again!! my will. Every night af- 
ter fupper, the friars lorced me to dance with them, 
either one gagliard or other. Their mufic in the end 
was found drunkennefs, and their fyncopa turned 
to fpew up all, and their bed conveit- 
Drunken ed to a board, or elfe the hard floor ; 
friars . for thele bcailly l'wine, were nightly fo 

full, that they had never power to go to 
i heir own chambers, but where they fell, there they 
lay till the morn. The cloyller itielf had two fair 
courts, the leal! of which might have lodged any king 
of Europe. The church was little, and, among the 
four friary there was but one mafs-priell, being a 
Greek, born and turned to the Roman fa&ion ; his 
new name was Fattarras Matecarras, Pater Libenter, 
or father of free will, indeed a right name for fo fottifh 
a fellow, lor he was fo free of his llomach, to receive 
in flrong liquor, that for the ipace of twenty days 
of my being there, I never law him, nor any one of 
the other tnree, truly lober. Many odd merriments 
and jells haw: I obferved of thefe friars of Candy, but 
time will not fuller me to relate them ; only remitting 
the reft of my private difeourfe, a fig for their folly. 

I travelled on foot in this iflc k more than four hun- 
dred 
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dred miles,, and upon the fifty-eighth day after myfirft 
coming to Carabufa, I imbarked in a fifher-boat that 
belonged to Milo, being a hundred miles diftant, 
which had been violently driven thither with ftormy 
weather. 

And in our palling thither, we were in danger to 
be over-run, two feveral times, with two huge broken 
feas, which twice covered the body of the clofe 
boat ; yet with extreme fortune we arrived at Milo, in 
a bay of the caft corner of the ifle, being about St An- 
drew’s day where the poor Greeks took me up to 
their village, two miles diftant from this creek, and I 
abode with them four days. 

Milo was called by Ariftotle McLicli, and by others 
Mimalida , Melos ; and laftly, Milo, be- 
caufe of the line mill ftor.es that are got Milo. 
there, which are tranfported to Con- 
ftantinople, Greece, and Natolia. 'This iflc is one of 
the iiles Cyclades or Spor.idcs, but more commonly 
Archipelago, or the Arch-iflands, and liandeth in the 
mouth of the Aegean fea : The inhabitants are Greeks, 
but flaves to the Turk, and fo are all the fifty-four 
ifles of the Cyclades, five only Tino, whicti holdcth 
of the Venetians. 

From Milo I came to Zephano in a finall boat, an 
ifland in circuit about twenty miles, and ten miles di- 
ftant from Milo. The inhabitants arc poor, yet kind 
people. There are an infinite number of parti idgts 
within this iile, of a leddifti colour, anti bigger than 
ours in Britain. They are wild, and only killed by 
fmall Ihot; but I have teen, in oilier inlands, Hocks of 
them feeding in the fields, and ufuaily kept by chil 
dren. Some others I have feen in the ftreets of v’l'r- 
ges, without any keeper, even as our hens do with u<\ 

1 faw fountains Jierc that naturally yield fine oil, 
which is the great eft advantage the ilUnders have. 

Zephano did once pioduce the tdnnftp, and wa p 
renowned for the fine mines of gold and 
Silver, of which now ir is altogether tie- ZrM'rro. 

'There is T"> fine fiih.liur beu, 

It'd 
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and exceeding good marble ; from wheqcc Lucullos 
was the firft that tranfported it to Rome. There is a 
certain ground in this ifle, where, it is faid, that if 
any take it away, or dig deep holes, the earth of itfelf, 
in a fmall time, will furcreafe without any aid of man. 
Eaft from Milo and Zephano lie the illes Policando, 
and Chriftiana, formerly Laguio, Sicandro ; and Sa- 
furnino, anciently Califtha, famous for the birth of the 
poet Callimachus. 

From thence I imbarked, and arrived at Angufa in 
Parir. This illc is forty miles long, and 
Parir. lix miles broad, being plentiful enough 
in all necellary things for the ule of 
man. It was anciently called Demetriado, whole length 
lieth fouth-weft and north eaft : And hard by the high 
mountain of Camphafia, near to Angufa, on a fair 
valley, ftandeth the ancient temple of Venus, never a 
whit decayed to this day. This ifle was given to the 
Venetians by Henry the Conftantinopolitan Emperor, 
and brother to Baldwin Earl of Flanders, and it was 
feized upon by Mahomet, when Nigropont, and divers 
other ifles, were furprized from the Venetians. 

In Angufa. 1 ftaid ilxteen days ftorm-fted with nor- 
therly winds ; and in all that time I never went to 
bed : for my lodging was in a little chapel, a mile 
without the village, on hard ftones ; where I alfo had 
a lire, and drtiled my meat. The Greeks vilited me 
oftentimes, and intreated me above all things, 1 Ihould 
not enter within the bounds of their fanduary ; becaufe 
I was not of their religion. But I, in regard of the 
longfome and cold nights, was forced every night to 
creep in, in the midft of the fand:uary, to keep myfelf 
warm, which fanduary was nothing but an altar hem- 
med in with a partition-wall, about my height, dividing 
the little room from the body of the chapel. 

rhefe milerable illanders, arc a kind of filly poor 
people, whith, in their behaviour, lhewed me the ne- 
ceftity they had to live, rather than any pleafure in 
their living, from thence I imbarked in a fmall bark 
of ten tuns, come from Scythia in Candy, and loaden 

with 
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with oil ; apd about mid day we arrived in the ifle of 
Mecanto, where we but only dined, and fo fet forward 
to Zea. 

This Mecanto was formerly called Delos, famous 
for die temple of Apollo, being the chief iile of the Cy- 
clades, the reft of the fifty-four encircling it. Delos 
iignifieth apparent, becaufe, at the requeft of Juno, 
when all the earth had abjured the re- 
ceipt of Latona, this ifland, then under Latona rccci - 
the water, was by Jupiter ere&ed aloft, ved in Delos. 
and fixed to receive her; wherein Ihe 
was delivered of Apollo and Diana. 

— — crratica Delos , drc. Ovid. 

Unfcttled Delos, floating on the main, 

Did wand’ring Eaton kindly entertain ; 

In fpite of Juno, famed with Jove’s balm ; 

Was brought to bed, under Mineiva’s palm. 

In this ifle they retain a cuftom, neither permitting 
men to die, or childmi to be born in it; bur always 
when men fall lick, and women grow great bellied, 
they (end them to Rhena, a fmall ifoletta, and two miles 
diftant. 

Zea, to which we arrived from Mecano, was fo call- 
ed of Zelo, the fon of Phebo, and of fiome Jctrapoli , 
becaufe of the four cities that were there of old. Si- 
monides the poet, and Eraliftrato the excellent phyficiun, 
were born in it. The next ifle of any note we touch- 
ed at was Tino. This ifland is under the figniory of 
Venice, and was fume time beautified with the temple 
of Neptune. By Ariftotle it was called Idrufi, of 
Denofthenes and Elchincs Erufea. It hath an im- 
pregnable caflle, built on the top of a high rock, to- 
wards the eaft end or promontory of the ifle, and ever 
provided with three years provilion, and * j garrifon of 
two hundred foldiers; fo that the Turks by^no means 
conquer it. The ifland itfelf is twenty miles in 

length,

length, and a great refuge for all Chriflian (hips and 
galleys that haunt in the Levant. 

From this ifle I came to Palmofa, formerly Patmos, 
which is a mountainous and barren ifland. It was here 
that St John wrote the Revelation, af- 
Tbe ijle of tei he was banilhed by Domitianus the 
Fatmos. Emperor. Thence I imbarked to Nica- 
ria, and filled by the ille Scyro, which 
of old was the ligniory of LicoineJes; and in tlie ha- 
bit of a woman was Achilles brought up here, becauic 
his mother being by an oracle premonilhed, that he 
lhould be killed in the Trojan war, fent him to this i- 
n.ind ; where he was, maiden like, brought up among 
the King’s daughters, who, in that time, begot Pyrrhus 
upon Deidatmi, the daughter of Licomedes ; and 
where the cutty Ulylies afterward did dilcovcr this fa- 
tal prime to Troy. As we came in fight of Nicaria, we 
efpied two Tmkiih galleots, who gave us the chace, and 
purl ued us llraight to a bay, betwixt two mountains, 
where we left the loaden boat, and fled to the rocks, 
■irom whence we mightily annoyed, with huge tumbling 
flouts, the purfuing Turks. But in our flying the ma- 
iler was taken, and other two old men, whom they 
made captives and Haves ; and alfo fei/cd upon the 
boat, and all their goods. The number of us that e- 
Jcaped were nine perlons. 

This ifle Nicaria was anciently called Dolicbc and 1 
ihiofa, and is fomewhat barren, having no fea-port at 
all. It was here, the poets feigned, that Icarus the fou 
of Dedalus fell, when, as he took flight from Creta 
with his borrowed wings, of whom it hath the name ; 
and not following dire£liy his father Dedalus, he was 
here drowned. 

Dum pi tit in/irmis nitnium fublimia pennis 
Icarus, Icariis ncmina fail ay ms. Ovid de Trill. 

Whiles acarus weak wings too high did flee, 

He fell, and baptiz’d the Icarean lea ; 

So 
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So many t more, experience may account, 

That both above their minds and means would 
mount. 

Waiting fome days here, in a village called Laphan - 
tos, for paflage to Sio, at lad I found a brigandino 
bound thither, that was come from the fruitful ille of 
Stalimene, of old Lemnos- This iilc of Stalimene is in 
circuit ninety miles, where, in Hephe- 
lbia its metropolis, Vulcan was mighti- Vulcan's birth 
ly adored ; who, being but a homely 
brat, was cad down hither by Juno, whereby it was 
no marvel if he became crooked, and went a- halting. 
The fovereign mineral againd infedions, called Terra 
Lemma , or Sigillata > is digged Here. The former name 
proceeded - ) from the illand ; the latter is in force, be- 
caufe the earth being made up in little pellets, is iealed 
with a Turkilh fignet, and in fold and difperfed over 
Chridendom. Having imbarked in the aforefaid bri- 
gandino, we failed by the ille Samos, which is oppolite 
to Caria, in Afia Minor, where the tyrant Polycrates 
lived lo fortunate, as he had never any mifclunce all 
this time, till at lad Orientes, a Perlian, brought him 
to a miferable death ; leaving us an example, that for- 
tune is certain in nothing but uncertainties, who, like 
a bee with a {harp ding, hath always fome mil'ery fol- 
lowing a long feries of felicities. It is of circuit one 
hundied and lixty, and of length forty miles. It was 
of old named Dr tufa , and Melanphilo , m which Pytha- 
goras the philofopher, and Lycaon the excellent muli- 
cian, were horn. 

Upon our left hand, and oppolite to 
Samos, lieth the ille of Nixia, formerly Nixia. 

M ■xos, in circuit lixty -eight miles. It 
was alio called the jle of leans and Dionifia , and was 
taken from the Venetians by Selim, the father of So- 
liman. Ead from Nixia lieth the ide Amurgofpolo, 
in circuit twenty leagues. It hath three oVturnodious 
ports, named St Anna, Calores y and Cataphno. A little 
from hence, and in light of Natolia, lieth the ide Ca- 

Iamo, 
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lamo, formerly Claros, in circuit thirty miles; and 
eaftward thence the little iflc of Lerno, five leagues in 
circuit ; ail inhabited with Greeks, and they the filly 
ignorants of nature. South-eaft from 
The ijle of this lieth the iflc of Coos, now Lango, 
Lango. by the Tuiks called Stanuow. The ca- 
pital town is Arango, where Hypocrates 
and Apelles the painter were born, in this ills there is 
a wine named by the Greeks Hyppocon , that exrclleth 
in fwcetnefs all other wines, except the Malvafie ; and 
it aboundeth in cyprefs and turpentine trees. There is 
here a part of the ille dilinhabited, in regard of a con- 
tagious lake that infe&eth the air, both fummer and 
winter. There is abundance of allots found here, fo 
much efteemed by our apothecaries. The reft of this ille 
fliall be touched in its proper place. And near to Lango 
lieth the ille Giaia, now Stopodia. It is (unround- 
ed with rocks and deferts, unto which the Romans 
were wont to fend in banilhment fuch as deferved death, 
in general of thefe ifks Cyclades, becaule they are fo 
near one to another, and each one in light of another, 
there ate many corfairs and Turkifh galleots that ftill 
aOlidft thele blinders; infomuch that the inhabitants 
are conft rained to keep watch day and night, upon the 
tops oi the molt commodious mountains, to difeover 
thefe pirates ; which they eafily diicern 
The danger from other veffels, both becaule of their 
of Turiafb fails and oars ; and whenfoever dilco- 
vered, according to the number of cur- 
fory boats, they make as many fires, which giveth 
warning to all the ports to be on guard. And if the 
fea-voyngers, in pafling, fee no lign on thefe illes of fire 
or Imoke, then they perfectly know thefe dangerous 
feas are free fiom pernicious lobbeis. 

As we left the ille Venico on our left hand, and en- 
tered in the gulf between Sio and /Lolida, the firm land 
is called Jblojfila, there icll down a deadly ftorm, at the 
Greco e Levant, or at the north call, which fplit our 
inaft, carrying fails and all overboard. Whereupon e* 
very man looked (as it were) with the ftamp of death 
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in his pale \jifage. The temped continuing, (our boat 
not being able to keep the Teas), we were condrained 
to fcek into a creek, betwixt two rocks, for fafery of 
our lives ; where, when we entered, there was no like- 
lihood of relief ; for we had a flielvy fhore ; and giving 
ground to the anchors, they came both home. 

The forrowful mailer, feeing nothing but Ihipwreck, 
took the helm in hand, directing his courfc to rulh up- 
on the face of a low rock . whereup- 
on the fea mod fearfully broke. As A fearful 
we touched, the mariners contending flip-wreck. 
who (hould firft leap out, fome fell o- 
verboard, and thole that got land were pulled back by 
the recoiling waves. Neither in all this time durd I 
once move ; for they had formerly Iworn, if I prefled 
to efcape before the red were lirfl forth, they would 
throw me headlong into the fea. So being two ways 
in danger of death, I patiently offered up my prayers to 
God. 

At our fird encounter with the rocks, (our fore- 
decks and boat’s gallery being broke, and a great leak 
made), the recoiling waves brought us back from the 
fhelves a great way ; which the pool mailer perceiving, 
and that there were feven men drowned, and eleven per- 
fons alive, cried out with a loud voice, “ 13e of good 
courage, take up oars, and row hallily ; it may be, be- 
fore the bark link, we lliall attain to yonder cau.” which 
then appeared to our light. Every man working for 
his own deliverance, (as it pleafed God), we got the 
fame with good fortune ; for no looner were we dii- 
imbarked, and I alfo left the lad man, but the boat im- 
mediately funk. There was nothing laved but mv 
coffino, which I kept always in my arms, partly that 
it might have brought my dead body to fome creek, 
where being found, might have been by the Greeks 
buried, and partly I held it fad alfo, that laving my 
life, I might lave it too. It was made * 
of reeds, and would not eaiily link, A\ppy deli - 
notwithdanding of my papers and linen vtrance from 
I carried in it; for the which fjfrty of Jhipwreck . 
my things, the Greeks v/eic in admira- 
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tion. Tn this cave, which was thirty paces long with- 
in the mountain, we abode three days without either 
meat or drink. Upon the fourth day, at morn, the 
teinpeft ceafing, there came fifher- boats to relieve us, 
who found the ten Greeks almolt famiihed for lack of 
food ; but in that hunger-ftarving fear, 1 fed upon the 
expe&ation of my doubtful relief. 

A miferable tiling it is, indeed, for man to grow 
an example to others in matters of affliction ; yet it is 
nectflary that fome men fliould be fo. For it pleafed 
God, having diown a fenfible difpoliiion of favour up- 
on me, in humbling me to the very pit of extremities, 
to teach me, by fuch an unexpe&ed deliverance, both 
to put my confidence in his* eternal goodnefs, and to 
know the frailty of my own ielf, and my ambition, 
which drove me often to fuch difafters. 

The dead men being found on fhore, we buried 
them ; and I learned at that indant of time, there were 
feventccn boats call away on the coaft of this idand, 
and never a man dived. In this place the Greeks let 
up a itone-crofs, in the memorial of fuch a woful mif- 
dunce, and mourned heavily, fading and praying. 
1, rejoicing and thanking God for my fafety, (lea- 
ving them furrowing for their friends and goods), took 
journey through the illand to Sio, for fo is the city 
called, being thirty miles didant. In my way I palled 
by an old caftle handing on a little hill, named darks, 
now bl cluu ; where (as I was informed by two Greeks 
in my company), the fepulchre of Homer was yet ex- 
tant. For this bio is one of the feven iflcs and town- 
that contended for his birth. 

Septan urbes cert ant de fir pc inf ignis Homer i. 

Ihefe cities feven (I undername) did drive, 

Who firh brought Homer to the world alive. 

iSmyn; t , Rliodos, Colophon, Salamis, Chios, Ar 
gos, A theme : the which 1 willing to lee, I intreatci 
my afflociates to accompany me thither; where, whew 
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we came, we defcended by fixteen degrees into a dark 
cell ; and palling that, we entered into another four- 
fquared room, in which I law an an- 
cient tomb, whereon were engraven in fcomer's fe - 
Greek letters, which we could not un- pulchrc. 
derftand for their antiquity : but whe- 
ther it was his tomb or not, I do not know ; but 
this they related, and very likely it has been his fe- 
pulchre. 

This ifle of Sio is divided into two 
parts, viz. Appanomera, fignifying the Sio, 
higher or upper parts of it; the other 
Catomcrea, that is, the level, or lower parts of the ifle. 
It was firft called Etbaha, It aboundeth fo in oranges 
and lemons, that they fill barrels and pipes with the 
luice thereof, and carry them to Conftantinople, which 
the Turks ufe at their meat, as ive do verges. And 
a Ifo called Pythiofa ; next Cios, Ads xx. 15. ; and by 
Methrodorus Ohio, of Chione ; but at this day Sio. Not 
long ago it was under the GenocTe ; but now governed 
by the Turks. It is of circuit an hundred miles, and 
famous for the medicinal maftic thatgroweth there on 
trees. I faw many pleafant gardens in it, which yield 
in great plenty oranges, lemons, apples, pears, prunes, 
figs, olives, apricocks, dates, Adam’s apples, excel- 
lent herbs, fair flowers, fweet honey, with ftore of cy- 
prefs and mulberry trees ; and exceeding good filk is 
made here. 

At laft I arrived at the city of Sio ; where I was 
lodged and kindly ufed with an old man, of the Ge- 
nodc race, for the fpace of eight days. I found 
here three monafteries of the order of Rome, one of 
the Jefuits, another of St Francis, and the third of 
the Dominican friars, being all come from Genoa ; 
and becaufe the greatefl: part of the city is of that 
flock, and of the Papal fee, thefe cloyfters have a bet- 
ter life for good chear, fat wines, and delicate leaclie- 
J y> than any fort of friars can elfewherc fiM in the 
world. * * 

G a The 
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The women of the city, Sio are the 
The fair mod beautiful dames (or rather angeli- 
damcs of Sio. cal creatures) of all the Greeks upon the 
face of the earth, and greatly given to 
venery. 

If Venus foe favv Sio’s fair-fac’d dames, 

His l’tomach cold, would burn in lull-fprcad flames. 

They are for the mod part exceeding proud and 
fumpruous in apparel, and commonly go (even artifi- 
cers wives) in gowns of fattin and taffety ; yea, in cloth 
of lilver and gold, and are adorned with precious 
Hones and gems, and jewels about their necks ant! 
hand:, with rings, chains, and bracelets. Their huf- 
hnnds arc their pandors ; and when they fee any ftran- 
gcr at live, they will prefcntly demand of him, if he 
would have a unbred; and lo they make whores of 
their own wive?, and ate contented, for a little gain, to 
wear horns. Such are the bale minds of ignominious 
cuckolds, if a dranger be ddirous to day all night 
with any of them, their price is a zechin of gold, nine 
fhillings Englilli ; out of which this companion recei- 
\eth his fupper, and for his pains a 
The fortnjs bellyful of linful content. This city ot 
f Sio hath a large and ftrong fortrefs, 

which was built by the Genoefe, and 
now detained by a garrifon of Turks, containing a 
thoufand iire-houles within it ; fome whereof are 
Greeks, fome Gcnode, fome Turks and floors. 
I he city itfclf is unwalled, yet a populous and a fpacious 
place, lpread along by the fea-fidc, having a goodly 
harbour for galleys and fhips. The chief inhabitants 
there .ire defetnded of the Genoefe, and profels the 
fupet dition of Rome; the people whereof were once 
lords of the Aegean lea, maintaining a navy of eighty 
fhips. ^ the end they became lucceflively fubjed to 
the Rc/tian and Greek princes, till Andronico Paleo- 
logus gave them and their ille to the Judinians, a noble 
family ot the Genoefe ; from whom it was taken bv 
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Bolyman the, magnificent, on Eafterday 156 6, being 
the fame year that our late gracious and lovereign Lord 
King Janies, of blefled memory, was born. This ci- 
tadel or fortrefis of Sio, (landing full between the fea 
and the harbour, was invaded by eight hundred Flo- 
rentines, fent hither by the great Duke Ferdinando, 
brother to the Queen-mother of France, and our own 
Queen Mary’s uncle, anno 1600, Augult 7. Flu* 
manner was thus : The Gtnoele had fold the fort unto 
the Duke of Florence ; whereupon he lent his galleys 
and thefe gallants thither : where, when armed in the 
night, they fealed the walls, flew the watches, and un- 
happily fpiked up all the cannon ; and then entering the 
fort, put all the Turks to the fword, and among them 
too many Chriftians. The galleys all this time, being 
doubtful how it went, durll not enter the haibour; 
but a llorm falling down, they bore up to an ifolct for 
anchorage, in the AEolian gulf, and three miles diftanr. 
The next morning, the Turkilh bafluw, the city, and 
.ill the iflanders, were in arms. The Florentines being 
deprived of their galleys, grew difeouraged, and trying 
the cannon, which they had fpoiled at their firll fcallade. 
they were of no ufe. Meanwhile the balhaw entered 
in parley with them, and promiled faithfully to fend 
them fafe to the galleys, if they would furrender. Up- 
on the third day they yielded. As they iflued forth a- 
tong the draw-bridge, and the bafliaw let in a tent to 
receive them as they came in, one by 
one, he cauled to Ifrike off all their The heads cf 
heads. This done, there was a pinnacle 800 Tlorch- 
1 cared upon the walls of the fort with lines cut oj}. 
their bare lculls, which Hand to this 
day. 

But Ferdinand, in perfon, the year following, was 
more than revenged of fuch a cruel and faithleis pro- 
ceeding. He overmafiered a Turkilh town and cafile, 
put two thoufand Turks to the fword, fipar^ng neither 
old nor young ; and making himfelf mailer the infi- 
nite riches and lpoils of the town, he bi’ougnt home 
G ? their 
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their heads with him to Leghorn, and fet thtm up there 
for a mercilels monument. 

After iome certain days attendance, I imbarked in a 
carmoefalo, bound for Nigiopont, which was ont of 
my way to Conftantinople ; but becaufc I would gladly 
have feen Macedonia and Theflaly, I tollowed that de- 
termination In our way we touched 
7 j )C ifle of at Mytelene, an ifland of old called JJa , 
Mytelene . next Lc/bos, and laftlv My idem:, of Mi- 

let the foil of Phoebus. Puiacus, one 
of the feven fages of Greece, the moll valiant Anti- 
mcnides, and his brother Alceus the lyric poet, 
Thcophraftus the petipatetick philofdpher, Arion 
the learned harper, and the poetefs Sappho, were born 
in it. 

This ifle of Ldbos, or Mytelene, containcth in com- 
palb one hundred and forty-lix miles. The eaft parts are 
level and fruitful, the weft and fouth parts mountain- 
ous and barren. The chief cities are Mytelene and 
Methimnos. It was long under fubje&ion of the Ro- 
man and Greek emperors, till Calo Joannes, anno 
1355, gave it in dowry with his fifter to Catalulio, a 
nobleman of Genoa ; whole pofterity enjoyed it till 
Mahomet (firnamed the Greek) did feize on it 1462. 

Thele Hits, Sporades, are fcattered in 
A comparifin the Aegean lea, like as the illes Orcadts 
(If ijles. arc in the north Teas of Scotland ; but 
different in climate and fertility : for 
thefe fouth-eaftern illes in fummer are extreme hot, 
producing generally (Nigioponti excepted) but a few 
wines, fruits, and corns, fcarce fuflicient to fuftaiu 
the illanders. But tliofe north-weftein iflands, in fum- 
mcr, aie neither hot nor cold, having a 1110ft vvhole- 
fome and temperate air, and do yield abundance of 
corn, even more than fulFicicnt for the inhabitants ; 
which is yearly tranlported to the firm land, and fold. 
They have^alfo a gieat (lore of good cattle, and cheap ; 
and theifeft filli that the whole ocean yiddeth is upon 
the coafts of Orkney and Zetland. 


In 
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In all the£ feparated parts of the earth, (which of 
themfelves, of old, made up a little kingdom), you 
ihall always find ftrong March-ale, fur- 
pafling fine aqua vitae, abundance of The plentiful- 
geefe, hens, pigeons, partridges, muir- nefs of Orkney 
fowl, mutton, beef, and termigants, and Zetland, 
with an infinite number of conies, which 
you may kill with a cro/s-bow, or harquebufs, every 
morning, out of your chamber window, according to 
your pleafure in that paftime, which I have both prac- 
tilcd myfelf, and feen pradli/cd by others ; for they 
multiply fo exceedingly, that they dig even under the 
foundations of dvvelling-houfcs Such is the will of 
God to beftow upon feveral places particular bldlings ; 
whereby he demon/lrateth to man, the plentiful ftore- 
houfe of his gracious providence, fo many manner of 
ways upon eaith diftributed : all glory be to his in* 
romprehenfible goodnefs therefor. I have feldont 
feen, in all my travels, more toward and tractable peo* 
pie, (I mean their gentlemen), and better houfekeep- 
ers, than thefe Orcadians and Zetlanders are ; where- 
of, in the prime of my youth, (by two voyages a- 
mongft thefe northern illes), I had the full proof and 
experience. 

And now certainly, as it is a fign of little wifdorn, 
and great folly, for a man to anfwer fuddenly to every 
light queftion ; fo it is as great fhame and ftupidiry in a 
man to keep filence, when he ihould and may deler- 
vingly /'peak: whercfoie damnifying the one, and vi- 
lifying the other, I come forth between both, (pugno 
pro patna), to have a fingle bout with 
the ignorant malice of an imperious and Dr Heylin , in 
abortive geographer, brought up in the his Murocofi 
fchools near Thames, and weftward Ho mus,w his de- 
at Oxford ; who blindly, in an abfurd feriptwn of 
defeription of the world, hath produced Scotland and 
many errors, and manifefi: untruths, to 1{le of Man, 
the world. 

And thefe among/! thoufands more, which 1 1 juftly 
‘-an cenfure to be falfe; namdy, he icporteth the Ar- 
G 4 radians 
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c.ulians to be a cruel and barbarous people, and that the 
moll: part of Scotland regarded neither king nor law ; 
terming us alfo to have monltrous backs againft the ex- 
ecution ofjuffice: And bee a ufe (laith he) they refcmble 
us fomewhat in vilage and lpeccli, the Scots are de- 
feended of the Saxons ; wiiere, when the black wings 
of the t.igle lj'iead in the louth, they lied thither, 
thinking rather to enjoy penurious liberty, than rich 
fetters of gold : Moreover, that the feur- 
i~ . ? If' f nt j i ~ > ’ vy iile of Man, is fo abundant in oats, 
vpChSiC'LmJ bailey, and wluat, that it fupplieth the 
defeats oi Scotland. So venomous alfo 
is the wormwood of his brain, that he impugneth 
Ifudor Soetms to have mentioned a rabble of Scottifh 
kings before Kenneth, the liiik monaidi of all Scot- 
land ; but were lie fall rabbled in a rope, I think his 
pref uiipiuous and nnpeitinent phrale were well re- 
mmpenled. Yea, further, he dares to write, that if 
the mountains, and inaccdliblc woods, had not been 
more true to the Scots than their own valour, that 
kingdom had long iince been fubdued. 

Many other introdu&ions flow from his (hallow bale- 
branded apprchenlion, which I purpolely omit. To 
tins his peivcrie malignity (without partial or particu- 
lar coni'li uetion) I geneially anlwei, that for courteous 
penetrating lenity, indufhious tra&ability, prompt and 
rxquifite ingenuity, nobly taught, vivacious, and vir- 
tuous gentility ; humane and lllulfrious generofity ; in- 
violate, and imcommixcd national pedigree; learned, 
academical, anil ccclcliaftic clergy ; for fincere religion, 
and devout piety ; affable and benevolent holpitality ; 
civil and yealous ciders in fpirituality ; fo docible a 
people to lupremc ugaliry; and for true valour, con- 
i age, and magnanimity, there is no kingdom, or na- 
tion, within. the (ompafh of the whole univerfe, can 
excel, or compare with it. 

Now what a fell Lofungeous fellow hath this fuflian 
< ompanion^iravcd, when the Hat contrary of his ab- 
jured iirqlfditions is infallibly known to be of undoubt- 
ed truth. iind how often hath Europe, the feat of 

Chi iflendom, 
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Chriflendopi, and miftrefs of the world, had the full 
experience, in all her diffcrefled corners, of the valiant, 
faithful lervice, and irreliftible valour of the people, 
of that never conquered nation, the teftimonies are e- 
vident. For my part i defift, and will not meddle to 
pcramble through peremptory inferences on particular 
kingdoms, although I acquittingly can; howfoever 
this pertinacious Buffoon dare, and falfely will do it. 

Each bafe fantaftic brain dare forge new ftiles. 

And alter regions, cuftoms, towns, and ifles : 

Strip’d in a bravade, he can join (disjoin 
Contiguous kingdoms) diffant lands in one. 

Firlf, broker-like, he ferapes rags, fnips and bites, 
Then plays the ruffian, fhihing with his wits : 

Laft, ferpentdike, he calls a winter-ikin, 

And, like a ftrumpet, boldly enters in. 

This charling ape, which counterfeits and lies, 

And blandements, would feed the world’s wide eyes. 
Thus, like a ftupid afs, this blockhead fool 
Mu ft turn a coxcomb, lfudyingin the fchool. 

Would he be wife, and exercile his brains, 

Go travel firft, experience knowledge gains. 

Dare he to write of kingdoms, that ne’er faw 
His father’s ox, perhaps the plough to draw; 

And lcarce can tell, even of the bread he eats. 

How many frames it iufters, toil, and fweats; 

Nor ne’er ten miles once travell’d from his cradle, 
Yet fain would lit the fleer’d Pegalian laddie : 

Whiles loit’ringin a college, thus he dare. 

Sow lies, reap lhame, build lott’ries in the air. 

Go, doating gull ; go, blot away thy name, 

And let thy labours perifh with thy fame. 

This iile of Myrelene, is by the Turks called Sarcum , 
lying without the mouth of the gulf of Smyrna, and 
oppodtc to the weftern coaft of Phrygia minor ; where, 
befides excellent wine and corns, there are , 70 forts of 
dregs made there, which the Turks ufe to put in their 
pottage : In Turltilh, the one is called Trachana t the 

other 
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other Bouhort , which the Romans anciemly named 
Crimmon and Mazza . Whence loofing from Myte- 
lcne, in the aforelaid carmoefalo, we 
The ijlc An- touched at Dalamede, in the ifle An- 
drofia. drofia, the north mod Hie of the Cy- 

clades, toward Theffalia : It is indiffer- 
ent copious of all things ncceffary for human life, and 
round lixty miles. The Athenians of old (as Plutarch 
mentioneth) fent hither Themiftocles to demand tri- 
bute : Themiftocles told them, he came to inflict fomc 
great impofttion upon them, being accompanied with 
two goddefles ; the one was Eloquence, to perluade 
them ; and the other was Violence, to enforce them. 
Whereunto the Androfuns replied, That on their fide, 
they had two goddeffts as ftrong; the one whereof was 
Necefiity, whereby they had it not ; and the other Im- 
poflibihty, whereby they could not part with that they 
never enjoyed. 

This yEgean fea, or marc /Egeum, had its denomi- 
nation from iEgcus, the father of Theleus, who, mif- 
doubting his Ion’s return from the minotaur of Crete, 
here leaped in, and drowned himlelf. The greateft 
part of thefe lixty-ninc kings that Agamemnon took 
with him to the liege of Troy, were only kings of thefe 
little iflands. By fome they are divided into two parts, 
Cyclades, and Sporades; the former containing fifty- 
four, and the latter twelve ifles: modernly they arc all 
called Archipelago , or the Arch ijlands. 

Hoiiling fail from Dalamede, we fet over to Nigro- 
ponti, being fixty miles diftant ; and bearing up eaft- 
ward to double thefouth cape, we ftraight difeovered 
two Turkilh galleots purfuing us ; whereupon, with 
both fails and oars, we fought into the bottom of a 
long cieek, on the weft lkle of the cape, called Bajo 
di pifcaiori j whether alfo fled nine fifh- 
Two TurkiJJj er boats for refuge, The galleots fear- 
gallcots. / ing to follow us in, went to anchor at a 
* .rocky ifolet in the mouth of the bay, and 
then within night were refolved to affail us. But night 
come, and every night of lix, (for there fix days they 

cxpe&ed 
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expefted u 3), we made fuch bonfires, that fo affrighted 
them, (being two miles from any village), they durft 
never adventure it *, yet I being a ftranger, was expofed 
by the untoward Greeks to hand centinel every night, 
on the top of a high promontory, it being the dead 
time of a fnowy and frofty winter, which did invite my 
mule to bewail the tolling of my toilfome life, my foli- 
tary wandering, and the long diftance of my native 
foil.

Upon the feventh day, there came ctywn to viCt us 
two gentlemen of Venice, cloathed after ‘he Turkidr 
manner; who, under exile, were banifhed their native 
territories ten years for daughter ; each of them having 
two fervants, and all of them carrying llubles, and 

two 
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two guns a-piece : which, when I underfloojl they were 
Italians, I addrcfled myfelf to them, with a heavy com- 
plaint againft the Greeks, in detaining my budgeto, 
and compelling me to endanger my life for their goods ; 
whereupon they accuiing the patron, and finding him 
guilty of this opprefiion, belaboured him foundly with 
handy-blows, and cauled him to deliver my things, 
carrying me with them five miles to a town, where 
they remained, called Rethenos , formerly Carafiia , 
where I was exceeding kindly entertained ten days : 
and mod nobly (as indeed, they were noble) they be- 
llowed on me forty zechins of gold at my departure, 
for the better advancement of my voyage ; which was 
the firfi: gift that ever I received in all my travels. For 
if the darts of death had not been more advantageous 
to me than Afiatic gifts, I had never been able to have 
undergone this tributary, tedious, and fumptuous pe- 
regrination. The goodnefs of the divine providence, 
in allotting me means, from the lofs of my dearefl 
companions, gave me, in the deepnefs of my forrow, 
a thankful rejoicing. 

Nigroponti was formerly called Eu- 
The ifle Ni - boea, next Albantes, and is now named 

groponti. the Qitcen of Archipelago. The Turks 

call this ifle Egribos. The town of Ni- 
gropont, from which the ifie taketh the name, was ta- 
ken in by Mahomet II. anno 1451 ; and in this ifle is 
found the araianten done, which is laid to be drawn in 
threads, as out of flax, whereof they make napkins, 
and other like fluffs ; and to make it white, they ufe 
to throw it in the fire, being falted. The ftone alfo is 
found here, called by the Greeks Ophites , and by us 
Serpentine. The circuit of this ifle is three hundred 
and forty-fix miles. It is feparated from the firm land 
of Theflalia, from the which it was once rent by an 
earthquake, with a narrow channel ; over the which, 
in one place, /here is a bridge, that pafleth between the 
ifle and th^main continent, and under it runneth a 
marvellous fwift current or euripus, which ebbeth and 

flowed! 
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floweth fixjtimes night and day. Within half a mile of 
the bridge, I faw a marble column, (landing on the top 
of a little rock, whence (as the iflanders 
told me) Ariftotle leaped in, and drown- Arijlotle's 
cd himfelf, after that he could not con- death. 
ceive the reafon why this channel fo eb> 
bed and (lowed ; ufing thefe words, Quia ego non ca- 
po tc y tu capias me. This ifle bringeth forth in abun- 
dance all things •requifite for human life, and is adorn- 
ed with many goodly villages. 

The chief cities are Nigropont and Calchos : The 
principal rivers, Cyro and Nelos ; of whom it is faid, 
if a (beep drink of the former, his wool becometh 
white ; if of the latter, coal black. From thence, and 
after twenty-two days abode in this ifle, I arrived at a 
town in Macedonia, called Salonica , but of old Thejfa- 
lonica, where I (laid five days, and was much made of 
by the inhabitants, being Jews. 

Salonica is fituated by the fea-ftde, be- 
tween the two rivers Chabi is and Ehedo- Salonica. 
ra. It is a pleafant, large, and magnifi- 
cent city, full of all forts of merchandife ; and it is no- 
thing inferior in all things (except nobility) unto Naples 
in Italy. It was formerly under the figniory of Venice, 
till Anturach, the fon of Mahomet, took it from this 
republic, and is the principal place of Thefialy, which 
is a province of Macedon, together with Achaia, and 
Mynnedon, which are the other two provinces k of the 
fame. 

This city of Salonica is now converted into an uni- 
verfity for the Jews, and they are abfolute iigniors 
thereof under the great Turk, with a large territory 
of land lying without and about them. It hath been e- 
ver in their hands lince Soliman took in Buda in Hun- 
gary, anna >516, Augull 20 : to whom they lent two 
millions of money ; and for warrandice whereof, they 
have this town and province made faff to t^iem. They 
(peak vulgarly aud maternally here the Hebrew tongue, 
man, woman, and child, and not ell'ewhere in all the 
world. All their Synagogian, or Lcvitical priefts, arc 

bied 
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bred here, and from hence difperfed to tiheir feveral 
Rations. 

Thcflaly, along the fea-fide, lieth be* 
Thejfaly . tween Peloponnefus and Achaia ; where- 

in Randeth the hill Olympus, on which 
Hercules did inftitute the Olympian games ; which in- 
Ritutior* was of long time the Grecian epocha, from 
whence they reckoned their time. 

Macedon is now called by the Turks Cakthiros , figni- 
fying a mighty and warlike nation. Macedonia, con- 
taining Theflaly, Achaia, and Mirmidonia, lieth as a 
centre to them, having Achaia to the eaR, Theflalia to 
the fouth, Mirmidonia, bordering with Altolia, to the 
weft ; and a part of Hoemus, whence it was called Her- 
monia , and fome of Mifta fuperior to the north : It 
was alfo called Amathia , from Amathus, once king 
thereof, and then Macedonia, from the King Macedo. 
The chief cities are Andorifta, Andeftb, Sydra, Scde- 
ral'pen, where the mines of gold and fdver be, which 
enrich the Turk fo monthly, receiving thence fome- 
times eighteen, twenty-four, and thirty thoufand du- 
cats ; and Pellia, where Alexander the Great was born. 
Bajazet I. won this country tVom the Conftantinopoli- 
tans. About this city of Salonica is the moft fertile 
and populous country in all Greece. 

Greece, of all kingdoms in Europe, hath been moft: 

famous, and highly renowned for many 
TheviciJ/itude noble refpe&s; yet more fubjeff to the 
of Greece. viciffitude of fortune than any others ; 

who changing gold for brafs, and loath- 
ing their own princes, futfered many tyrants to rule o- 
ver them, paying for their folly with their fall, and cu- 
ring a feftered fore with a poifoned plaifter : whence 
fucceeded a difmal difeord ; which beginning when the 
Rate of Greece was at the higheft, did not expire till it 
fell to the lowefl ebb ; Ricking faft in the hands of a 
grievous deflation ; which former times, if a man 
would reirofpettivcly mcafure, he might ealily find, 
and not without admiration, how the mighty power of 
the Divine MajeRy doth fway the moments of things, 
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and forteth Jhem in peremptory manner to ft range and 
unlocked for effe&s ; making reafon blind, policy u- 
ftoniflied, ftrength feeble, valour daft.irdlv, turning 
love into hatred, fear into fury, boMnefs into trem- 
bling, and, in the circuit of one minute, making the 
conqueror a conquered perfon. 

Greece, now termed by the Turks R:n;i-l!i, the Un- 
man country, was find called //r/Ao, my.r Greria of 
Greens, who was once king thncol. The G. celts, ol 
all othe»* Gentiles, were the fit ft converted Chriftiam, 
«tnd are wonderful devout in their probdfed religion, 
i'he pi lefts wear the hair of their heads hanging oxer 
their Ihoulders : "Hide that be the moll lincere reli- 
gious men, abftain always from eating 0^ fldh or liih, 
contenting thcnil'elves with water, herbs, and bread. 
ITcy differ much in ceremonies and principles of leii- 
g, ion from the Papifts ; and the computation of their 
kalendar is as ours. 

They have four patriarchs, who go* 
vei n the affairs of their church, and alio Fcurfatn- 
. my civil diftenftons which happen a* dribs in //e 
mongft them, viz. one in Conftamino- tV/cv/v/A 
pie, another in Antioehia, the third in li’Urch. 
Alexandria, and the fourth in Jcruft- 
1 cm. It is not needful for me to pt netrate further into 
the condition of their eftate, because it is no part of my 
intent in this treat iic.

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The mountain itfelf is fomewhat fteep and fieri!, e- 
fpecially the two tops, the one whereof is dry and Tan- 
dy, fignifying that poets are always poor and needy ; 
the other top is barren and rocky, refcinbling the in- 
gratitude of wretched and niggardly patrons ; the vale 
between the tops is pleafant and profitable, denoting 
the fruitful and delightful foil, which painful poets, 
the mufes plough-men, fo induftrioufly manure. A 
little more eaftward, as we fetched up the coalt of A- 
chaia, the maffer of the veffel fhewed me a ruinous 
village and caflle, where he faid the 
admired city of Thebes had been : Whofe Thebes. 
former glory who can truly write of 
for as the earth, when Ihe is difrobed of her budding 
and fructifying trees, and of her amiable verdure, 
which is her only grace and garment royal, is like a 
naked table wherein nothing is painted ; even fo is 
Thebes and her pad triumphs defaced, and bereft of 
her lufty and young gentlemen, as if the fpring- tide had 
been taken from the year. But what {hall I lay to 
know the caufe of fuch like things, they are fo fecret 
and myftical ? being the mod remote objeCb to which 
our underftanding may afpite, that we may tafily be 
deceived, by difguifed and pretended reaions, whilifc 
we feek for the true and efllnrial caufes : for to report 
things that are done is eafy, becaufe the eye and the 
tongue may difpatchic ; but to dilcover and unfold the 
cauies of things, requireth brain, foul, and the belt 
progrels of nature. And as there is no evil without 
excule, nor no pretence without i'ome colour of rcaion, 
nor wiles wanting to malicious and wrangling wits, e- 
ven fo was there occafion fought for, what from A- 
ihens, and what from Greece, whereby the peace and

The chief cities in Achaia are Ncapolis, 
Appollonia, and Nicalide, where the famous philofo- 
pher At ifTotle wa« born. Here is the huge and high hill 
Atlios, containing in ciicuit feventy miles, and, as iome 
afiirm, three days journey long, whofe fliadow was ab- 
firnliy laid to have extended to Lemnos, an iiiand lying 
near the Carpathian Tea. 

Achaia was formerly called a lylaubi , but now by the 
TuiksLomzt/iZ. Athoc, in Greek, is called Agios oros , 
to wit, a holy mountain. The top of it is half a day’s 
.unrncy Ir.oad, and fourteen Italian miles high. There 
a«e twenty monafteries upon it of Greckilh colcitv;, .i 
laborious kind of liily Liars, and kind to 111 angers ;

But more’ fierce Ajax, more Ulyfles horfe, 

That wrought griefs ruin, Priam’s laft divorce. 

And hue inclos'd within thefe clods of duft, 

All Alla's honour, and ciofs’d Paris lull. 

He fne wed us alfo the ruins of King 
Priam's Priam’s palace, and where Anchilcs, the 
pa!au\ father of AEneas, dwelt. At the north- 
call: corner of Troy, which is in fight of 
tiic rallies of llellefpont, there is a gate yet Handing, 
and a piece of a reafonable high wall; upon which I 
jound three pieces of rufiy money, which afterward I 
gave two of them to the younger brethien of the Duke 
of Floience, then fludying in Pretolino. The other 
being the faircll, with a large pi&ure on the one fide, 

{ bellowed it at Aile in Provence, upon a learned fcho- 
lar, MrStrachan, my countryman, then mathematician 
to the Duke of Guifc; who prefently did prefent his 
Lord and Prince with it. 

Where the pride of Phrygia flood, it is a moft de- 
lightful plain, abounding now in corns, fruits, and de- 
licate wines, and may be called the gaiden of Natolia ; 
yet not populous; for there are but only five fcattered 
villages in all that bounds. The length 
.•/ dcfcriptiun of Troy hath been, as may be difeerned 
of Troy. by the fundamental walls yet extant, a- 
bout twenty Italian miles, which I rec 
hon to be ten Scottilh, or fifteen Englifh miles, lying a- 
long the fea-fide, between the three pape9 of Ida and 
the fin theft end ealhvard of the river Simois ; whofc 
breadth, ail the way, hath not outflripped the fields a- 
hove two miles. The inhabitants of thefe five fcattcred 
boroughs therein are for the moft part Greeks ; the 
s eft are Jews and Turks. 

And lb in.the frontifpicce is my effigy affixed, with 
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myTurkilhfaabit, my walking ftafT, and 
my turban upon my head, even as I tra* The author's 
veiled in the bounds of Troy, and lb portraiture. 
through all Turky. Before my face, 
on the right hand, ftandeth the eafiein and foie gate 
of that formerly noble city, with a piece of a high wall 
as yet undecayed ; and without this port runneth the 
river Simois (inclofing the old Grecian camp) down to 
the marine, where it embraceth the lea Propontis. A 
little below are bunches ot grapes, denoting the vine- 
yards of this fructiferous place, adjoining near to the 
fragments and ruins of Priam’s palace, called Ilium : 
and next to it a ravenous eagle; for fo this part of 
Phrygia are full of them. So beneath my feet the two 
tombs of Priamus, and Hecuba his queen ; and under 
them the incircling hills of Ida, it the well: fouth-ueff 
end of this once regal town ; and at my left hand the 
delicious and pleafant fields of olives and fig-trees, 
wherewith the bowels of this famous foil are interlard- 
ed. And here this piece or portraiture deciphered, 
the continuing difeourfe enlarging both mean and 
manner. 

Troy was firft built by Dardanus, fon to Corinthus 
king of Corinth; who having Haiti his brother Jalius, 
lied to this country, and fir If created it, infilling it 
Dardama Next it was called Troy , ofTros, from 
whom the country was alio named Troas. It was alio 
termed /lion, of Hus, who built the regal palace, call- 
ed Ilium. This city was taken and defaced by Hercu- 
les, and the Grecians, in the time of Laomedon, liirn- 
felf being killed the latter time. Lalfly, Troy was rebuilt 
by Priamus, who, giving leave to his ion Pans to 
ravifh Helena, Menelaus’s wife, enforced the C leeks 
to renew the ancient quarrel ; where, after ten yeais 
liege, the town was utterly fubverted, anno min.di 

\ 

Whence princely Homer, and that Mantuan born, 

Had tragic tunes ereCled for Tvoy forlorn ; 
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And lad yEneas fled to the Afric coaft, t 
V/here Carthage groan’d to hear how Troy was loll. 
Tat more kind Dido, when this wand'ring prince, 
(Had left Numidia, dole away from thence) 

Did worfer gro m ; who, with his /heating /Word, 
Ha!clf ihcgoi'd, with many weeping word. 

O dear Jincas, dear Trojan, art thou gone > 

And then (he tell, death (wallow’d up her moan. 
Tiny Lwd at Cuma, where Latinus king 

Did give ykneas Lavinia, with a ting. 

Where now in Latium, that old Dai dan Rock, 

Is extant yet, though in the deicent broke. 

On the fouth-well fide of Troy fiand- 
Rafh judge- eth the hill Ida, having three heads ; on 
ment. which Paris, out of a fenfual delight, 

reacting Juno and Pallas, judged the 
golden ball to Venus, fatal in the uid to the whole 
countiy ; the ruins of which are come to that poetical 
pioveib, I\u;ii f.ges cji ubi froja fuit. 

Now com doth grow, where once fair Troy hath 
Rood, 

And foil made iat with dreams of Phrygian blood. 

Leaving the fields of noble Ilium, we eroded the ri- 
ver ol Simois, and dined .it a village named I'.Ktctafh . 

I remember, in difeharging our covenant with the ji- 
nizary, who was not contented with the farmer condi- 
tion, the Frenchmen making ohfiacie to pav that vhich 
1 had given, the wrathful janizary belaboured them both 
with a cudp/ 1, till the blood Iprung from their heads, 
and compelled them to double h : s wages. This is one 
tine not'- to a liavellci, (whereof I had the full expe- 
dience alter), that if he cannot make his own part good, 
he muii always, at the liill motion, content theierat- 
c.ds, oihci \v j'e he will b*. lomlraincd, doubilefs, wiili 
firokes, to pay twice ns much : lor they make no ac- 
count or cnnloicncc, nor are i uled by the l.nv of compal- 
*• -it 7 ( ‘la r 1 1 gat d tlu v a Chi lib m moj e th in a dog *, 

bn' 
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but whatfodver extortion or injury they ufe againft 
him, he mub be, French like, contented, bowing his 
head, and making a counterfeit Ihew of thanks, and 
happy too oftentimes if fo he efcape. 

Hence we arrived at the cables, called of old Sejloi 
and Abydos , in a fmall frigate, which are two fortreffes 
oppofite to other ; Sell os in Europe , 
where Thracia begin neth ; and Abydos S/flot and 
m Ada, where Bithynia likewife coni - Abydos. 
mcnceth , being a ihort mile diftant, 
and both of them four leagues from Troy. They 
band at the beginning of Hellefpont, and were 
alfo denominated the cables of Hero and Leander, 
which were crefted in a commemoration of their admi> 
cable fidelity in love. 

Which curling tops, Leander cut in two, 

And through proud billows made his paffage go, 

To court his mibrefs : O Hero the fair ! 

Whom Hellefpont to bop was forc’d to dare. 

Sweet was their fight to other, biort their bay, 

For bill Leander was recall’d by day. 

At lab bern Thole, put on Neptune’s pride, 

And gloomy Hellefpont their loves divide. 

He fwims, and links, and in that glutting down, 

The angry fates did kind Leander drown. 

Of which when Hero heard, judge you her parr, 

She (mote hcrielf, and rent in two her heart, 

But now they are commonly called the cables of Gal 
lipoli, yea, or rather the brength of Conbantinople ; 
between which no Ihips may enter, without know- 
ledge of the caprains, and are by them briftly and 
warily fearchcd, leb the Chribians lhould carry in men, 
ammunition, or furniture of arms ; for they band in 
bar of fiupiifing the town. And at their return 
they mub bay three days before liny a?e permitted 
go through, becaufe of tranfporting away any 
Ghnbian (laves or if they have committed any offence 
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in the city, the knowledge thereof may pome in that 
time* 

At that fame inftant of my abode at 
Chrijlian Abydos, there were eighty Chribian 
Jlaves fled flives, who having cut their captain’s 
from Conftan- throat, with the reft of the Turks, run 
iinople. away from Conftantinople with the gal- 

ley. And palling here the fecond day 
thereafter, at midnight, were dilcovered by the watch 
ol both cables, where the cannon never left thundering 
for two hours ; yet they efcaped with (mall hurt, and 
at Jaft arrived in the road of Zantc, defiling landing 
and fuccouty for their victuals were done. Vi&uals 
they fent them ; but the governor would not fuffer 
them to come on land. In the end, the fea growing 
fomewhat boifterous, the Haves, for an excufe, cut 
their cables, and run the galley alhore. Upon this 
they were entertained in fervice ; but the providitor 
caufed to burn the galley, fearing left the Turks Ihould 
thereby forge fome quarrel. The year following, an- 
other galley attempted the fame ; but the poor Haves 
having palled the cables, had been fo wounded and 
killed with the great fliot, and the galley ready to fink, 
they were forced to run afliore, whereby the next morn- 
ing being apprehended, they were mifcrably put to 
death. Betwixt the cables and Conbantinople is about 
forty leagues. Over this ftrait Xerxes did make a 
bridge of boats to pafs into Greece ; whence, when a 
fudden tempeft had arifen, lie cauled the fea to be beat 
with three hundred Hripes. 

And at that fame time Xerxes palling over the Hel- 
lefpont, and feeing all the fea clad with his army, his 
horfes, chariots, and blips, the tears burft from his 
eyes ; and being demanded the caufc of 
The farrow his grief, anlwered, “ O,” laid he, “ I 

of Xerxes. weep becaufe within a hundred years all 

I 1 this great and glorious light lhall be dif- 
folved to nothing, and neither man nor beaft lhall be 
alive, nor chariot, nor engine of war, but (hall be 
turned to dull; and fo I foriow to fee the lhort mor- 
tality 
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tality of nature.” Indeed it was a worthy faying, from 
fuch a heathenifh monarch, who faw no further than 
the prefent mifery of this life. 

Here I left the two Frenchmen with a Greek barber, 
and imbarked for Conftantinople in a Turkilh frigato. 
The firft place of any note I faw within thefe narrow 
feas, was the ancient city of Gallipolis, the fecond 
feat of Thracia, which was firft built by Caius Cali- 
gula, and fometime had been inhabited by the Gauls. 
It was the firft town in Europe that the Turks con- 
quered, and was taken by Solyman, fon to Orchanes, 
anno 1438. 

North from Thracia lieth the province of Bulgaria, 
commonly Volgaria, and was called fo of certain peo- 
ple that came fiom a country near to the river Volgo 
in Ruflia, about the year 6 66. It lieth between Ser- 
via, Thracia, and Danubio ; and by the ancients it 
was thought to be the Lower Myfia, but more juftly 
the region of Dacia. The chief town is Sophia, which 
fome hold to be that town which Ptolomeus named 77 - 
iifa. 

Here in Thracia lived the tyrant Polymneftor, who 
treacheroully murdered Polydorus, a younger fon of 
Priamus. For which fa<ft Hecuba, the young prince’s 
mother, fcratched him to death. Here alio reigned 
the worthy King Cotis, whom I propofe as a pattern 
of rare temper, in maftering and preventing pafiion, 
fo whom, when a neighbouring prince had fent him an 
exquilitc prefent of accurately-wrought glafles, he (ha- 
ving dilpatched the melfenger with all due compliments 
and gratitude of majefty) broke them all to pieces, left 
by mifhap any of his fervants doing the like, might ftir 
or move him to an intemperate choler. 

The Greeks here, and generally through all Greece, 
bear as much reverence and refpeft to 
Mount Athos, as the Papifts bear to Mount Athos, 
Rome. All of whole religious coleites 1 
and ft tars mult toil and labour for their living, fome 
m the vines, fome in the corn fields, and others at 
home in their mouallcries, or cifewi cic abroid, and 
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are always occupied for the maintaining of their fami- 
lies, They are but poorly clad, yet wonderful kind to 
all Viadants : So that whofo have occalion to pafs that 
mountain are there lodged, and furnilhed of all necef- 
fary provilion of food, by thefe lequeftrate or folitarv 
livers, whofe fimple and harmlefs lives may be termed 
to be the very emblems of piety and devotion ; knowing 
nothing but to ferve God, and to live loberly in their 
carriage. 

The chief cities of Thrace are, Conftantinople, Am 
dera, where Democritus was born, who Ipent his life 
in laughing, Seilos, Gallipoli, Trajanople, Galata, and 
Adrianopolis, which was taken by Bajazet anno 1362. 

As we failed between Thracia and Bithynia, a learn- 
ed Grecian, brought up in Padua, that was in my com- 
pany, Ihowed me Colchis, whence Jafon, with the af- 
iilfance of the Argonautes, and the aid of Medea’s Ikill, 
did fetch the golden fleece. This lea Hellefpont took the 
name of Hello , daughter to Athamas 
The fca of King of Thebes, who was here drown- 
Hellefpont . ed ; and of the country Pontus, joining 
to the fame fea, wherein are thefe three 
countries, Armenia minor, Colchis, and Cappadocia. 
After we hadcomeup to the famous city of Chalccdon, 
in Bithynia, on our right hand, I beheld on our left 
hand the profpett of that little world, the great city ot 
Conllantinople ; which indeed yieldeth fuch an outward 
iplendor to the amazed beholder, of goodly churches, 
ftarely towers, gallant lleeples, and other fucli things, 
whereof now the world make lo great account, that the 
whole earth cannot equal it. Beholding thefe delc&ablc 
objects, we entered into the channel of Bofphoius, 
which divideth Perak from Conllantinople ; and arri- 
ving atTapanau, where all the ammunition of the great 
Tuik lietli, 1 addrelfed myielt to a Gieek lodging, to 
refrefh my 11 If till morning. 

* But 1 had a hard welcome in my land- 
A harjhar - ing. For bidding farewcl to the Turks, 
rival. who had kindly tiled me three days, 

in 0111 p ullage Irom the calUcs, the ma- 
iler 
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ilerof the bitat faying, adw Chriftiano, there were four 
French runnagates handing on the key, who hearing 
thefe words, fell defperately upon me, blalpheming the 
name of Jefus, and throwing me to the ground, beat 
me moll cruelly ; and if it had not been for my friend- 
ly Turks, who leaped out of their boat, and relieved 
me, I had doubtlefs there perifhed. The other infidels 
handing by, laid to me, “ Behold what a Saviour thou 
hall, when thefe that were Chrillians, now turned Ma- 
hometans, cannot abide nor regard the name of thy 
God.” Having left them, with many a hid blow they 
had left me, I entered a Greek lodging, where I was 
kindly received, and much eafed of my blows, becaufe 
they cauled them to be anointed with divers oils, and 
refrefhed me alfo with their bell entertainment gratis, 
becaufc I had fufFered fo much for ChritVs fake ; and 
would receive no recompence again. The day following 
I went to llilute, and do my duty to the Right Worlliip- 
ful Sir Thomas Giovcr, then Lord Ambalfador for our 
late gracious lovcrcign King James, of blciled memo- 
ry, who moll gcneroufly and courteoully entertained 
me three months in his houfc, to whole kindnefs I was 
infinitely obliged ; as hereafter in my following difeourfe 
of the fourth part of this hillory, lliall be more parti- 
cularly avouched : for certainly I never met with a 
more complete gentleman in ail my travels, nor one in 
whom true worth did more illuflrate virtue.

C Onftantinople is the metropolitan of Thracia, fo 
called of Conftantine the emperor, who firlt en- 
larged the fame. It was called of old Byzantium , but 
now by the Turks Stambolda, which fignifics, in their 
language, a large city. It was alio called Ethufe , and by 
the Greeks Stymbolis. This city (according to ancient 
authors) was firft founded by the Lacedemonians, who 
were conduced from Lacedemon, by one Paufanias, 
about the year of the world 3294, which after their 
confultation with Apollo, where they fhould fettle 
their abode and dwelling-place, they came to Bithyni.i, 
and budded a city which was called Chalccdon. But the 
commodity of hilling falling out contrary to their ex- 
pectation, in rupeCt that the fillies were afraid of the 
white banks of the city ; the Captain Paufanias left that 
place, and jjuilded Byzantium in Thracia, which firft 
was by him intitled Ligos. By Pliny, Juftin, and Stra- 
bo, it was furjiamed Urbs Illuftrijfima , becaufe it is re- 
plered with all the bieffings earth can give toman j yea, 
in the moft fertile foil of Europe. 

Zonoi»s 
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Zonoras 1-eporteth, that the Athenians, in an ambi- 
tious and infatiable defire of fovereignty, won it from 
the Lacedemonians. They thus being vanquifhed, fub- 
orned Severus the Roman emperor to befiege the fame. 
But the city Byzantium being ftrongly fortified with 
walls, the Romans could not take it in, until extreme 
famine conftrained them to yield, after three years 
ilege ; and Severus, to fatisfy his cruelty, put all to the 
fword that were within, and razed the walls, giving it 
in poffeflion to the neighbouring Perinthians. This ci- 
ty thus remained in calamity till Con- 
flan tine (refigning the city of Rome, Byzantium 
and a great part of Italy, to the popilh rebuilded by 
inheritance of the Roman bilhops) it- Conjiantme. 
builded the fame, and tranilated his im- 
perial feat into the eali, and reduced all the empire of 
Greece to an entire trmquillity, with immortal reputa- 
tion, which the Parthians and Perluns had fo mifeiably 
dilquieted. 

But thefe diforders were at length reformed by the 
feveie adminiftration of juftice ; for the which, and 
other worthy refpetts, the laid Conflantine, fon of St 
Helen, and emperor of Rome, (which afterward the 
Pope ufurped), was firnamed the Great . He firft, in 
his plantation, called this city New llvne ; but when he 
beheld the flounihing and multiplying of all things in 
it, and bccaule of the commodious lltuation inereof, he 
called it Conjlantinopolis } after his own name. This em- 
peror lived there many profperous years, in mod 
happy eftate ; likewife many of his fucceffors did, until 
fucli time that Mahomet, the fecund of that name, and 
emperor of the Turks, living in a difeontented humour 
to behold the great and glorious dominions of Chri- 
ili.ms, efpecially this famous city, that fo flourifhed in 
his eyes, by moment.tl circumflances, colledled his cruel 
intentions to the full height of ambition, (j whcreby he 
might abolilh the very name of Chriftianity, and alio 
puffed up with a prefumptuous dciire to enlarge his 
empire, went with a marvellous power, both by fea 
and land, umo this magnificent manlion. 

The 
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The iffue whereof was fuch, that, after divers batta- 
ries and aflaults, the irreligious infidels broke down the 
walls, and entered the city ; which breach was about 
forty paces long, as by the new colour, being built up 
again, is eafily known from the old walls ; where when 
they entered, they made a wonderful maflacre of poor 
affli&ed Chriltians, without {paring any of the Roman 
kind, either male or female. In the mercilefs fury of 
thefe infernal imps, the Emperor Conftantine was kill- 
ed, whole head being cut off, was carried upon the 
point of a lance through all the city, and camp of the 
Turks, to the great difgrace and ignominy of Chri- 
ftianity. His Emprefs, daughters, and other ladies, 
after they were abufed in their bodies, were put to 
death in a mod cruel and terrible manner. 

By this overthrow of Conftantinople, this Mahomet 
took twelve kingdoms, and two hundred cities from 
the Cluiftians, which is a lamentable lofs of fuch an il- 
luftrious empire. Thus was that imperial city loft, in 
the year 1453, May 29th, when it had remained un- 
der the government of Chriftians 1198 years. It is 
now the chief abode of the great Turk, Sultan Ach- 
met, the fifteen grand Cham, of the line of Ottoman, 
who was then about twenty-three years of age ; whofe 
fon Ofman fince, and after his death, was murdered by 
the Janizaries, being fourteen years of 
Four empc- age, after his return to Conftantinople 
rors one after from Podolia in Poland ; and in his 
another di - place his uncle Muftaffa made emperor, 

Jirejj'ed. whofe wcaknefs and unworthinefs being 

foon difeovered, he was diiplaccd, and 
Amurath, Ofman’s brother, made Grand Signior, 
who prefentiy reigneth, and not without great fear of 
his Janizaries and Timariots, who twice in three 
years have lately made inlurreTion againft him. This 
.Emperor Acjimct, who was alive when I was there, 
was more given to venery, than to war, which gave a 
greater advantage to the Perfians in their defenfive 
wars. 

Concerning the empire we may obferve fomc fatal 

contrarieties 
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contrarietiesiin one and the fame name : For Philip, the 
father of Alexander, laid the firft foundation of the 
Macedonian monarchy, and Philip, the father of Per- 
leus, ruined it. So was this town built 
by a Conllantine the fon of Helena, a (mi rarities 
Gregoiy being patriarch ; and was loft cffotluue. 
by a Conllantine the fon of Helena, a 
Gregory being alio patriarch. The Turks have a pro- 
phecy, that as it was won by a Mahomet, lb it lhall be 
loll: by a Mahomet. 

The form or iituation of this city is like unto a tri- 
angle, the fouth part whereof, and the eaft part, ar. 
environed with 1 lellcfpontus, and Bofphorus Thracius ; 
and the north part adjoining to the iirm land. It is in 
eompafs about the walls elleemed to be eighteen miles : 
In one of thefe triangled points, being the lbuth-eail 
part, and at the joining of Dolphore and Hellefponr, 
Handeth the palace of the great Turk, called Seraph:, 
and the forelc wherein he hunteth, which is two miles 
in length. 

The fpccial objetT of antiquity I law within this city, 
was the incomparable church of b t Sophia, whole or- 
naments and hallowed velTels were innumerable, in the 
time of Jullinian the emperor, who lirft budded it ; 
but now converted to a Mofque, and conleci ate to 
Mahomet, after a diabolical manner 

I law alio the himous Hippodrome, and the theatie 
whereon the people Hood, when the em- 
perors tiled to run their horfes, and Hippodrome. 
tnake their princely Ihews on Iblctnn 
days, which is now altogether decayed. There is a 
peat column in that lame place, in windfall the me- 
morable things which have been done in tjiis Hippo- 
drome arc fup erfici ally carved f.

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Upon the weft corner of the city, the/e is a ftrong 
fortrefs, fortified with feven great towers, and well 
furnilhcd with ammunition, called by Turks ladileke. 
In this piifbn are baih.iws and fub-bafliaws imprilon* 
cd, and alia great men of Chrifiians, if any oftcnce 
committed. 1 heir place of exchange is called Bezaf- 
taa , wherein all forts of commodities ’are to be fold ; 
as fatting, idles, velvets, cloth of filver and gold, and 
(lie molt excpiilitely wrought handkerchiefs that can be 
found in the woild; with infinite other commodities, 
tire relation of which would be tedious. 

i have iun men and women as dually fold here it: 
markets, as horlts and other beads are with us ; the

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tinoplc, vvhCTc the market of the (laves being ready, we 
fpent two hours in viewing and reviewing five hundred 
males and females. At laft I appointed him 10 luve 
bought an old rnan or woman, but his mind was con- 
trary let, llitwing me, that he would buy loo e virgin or 
young widow, to lave their bodies undcllowcnd with 
infidels.

bleflings and thankful prayers. This French gunner 
was a papill, and heie you may behold the dregs of 
his devotion, and what leven nights lechery coll; him; 
you may call up the reckoning of t hirty-lix ducats. 

In Conlf.mtinople there have happened many fearful 
hies, which often have confumed to allies the moll 
part of the r.ireft monuments there, and the beauty of 
infinite palaces; as Zonoras the Confhmtinopolitao 
hiftoriogrnphcr, in his hilloiies mentioneth. And now 
lately, in the year 1607, October 14. there were burnt 
above three thoufand houles, of which I law a number 
of ruins (as yet) umepaired. It is lub* 
Pcflilcnce and iu c t alio to divers earthquakes, which 
€iu tlxjudkcs, nave often fubverted the towers, houfes, 
churches, and walls of the city, to the 
ground. Elpeeially in the year 1509, in the reign of 
Bajazeth, the ninth emperor of the Turks, in which 
time, more than thirteen thoufand perfons were all 
fmothert'd and dea J, and laid up in heaps unburied. 
And commonly cveiy third year, thtir pellilence is 
exceeding great in that city, and after luch an odious 
manner, that thole who aie in felled (before they die-) 
have the half of their owe lidc rotten, and fall away ; lo 
that you may ealily difeern the whole intrails of their 
bowels. Jt is not permitted here, nor ellewheie in all 
Tuiky, that any Cluifliin fhould enter into their 
molques, tor churches, without the conduct of a Jani- 
zaiy; th( trial whereof 1 had, when 1 viewed that 
glorious and great chinch of San&a Sophia, once the 
beauty and ornament of all Europe, and is now the chief 
place to wjjiich the gicat l ink nr Emperor gocth evciy 
Friday, their labbaih-day, to do his devotion, being 
accompanied will; three thoufand Janizaries, belide ? 
Balluwi, ( Imv/lc:, and llagars. Truly, I may lay of 

Oonftantinople. 
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Conftantinople, as I faid once of the world, in the La- 
mentado of my fecond pilgrimage; 

A painted whore, the maik of deadly fin, 

Sweet fair without, and Kinking foul within. 

For indeed outwardly it hath the faireft (how ; and 
inwardly, the ftreets being narrow, and molt part co- 
vered, the filthieft and moll deformed buildings in the 
world. The reafon of its beauty is, becaule being li- 
tuate on moderate profpe&ive heights, the univerfal 
tectures afar off yield a delectable (how, the covertures 
being ereCted like the back of a coach after the Italian 
f alliion, with guttered tile. But being entered within, 
there is nothing but a (linking deformity, and a loath- 
fome contrived place ; without either internal domeftic 
furniture, or the external decorations of fabricks ex- 
tended like a palace. Notwithllanding that, for its litua- 
tion, the delicious wines and temperate climate, the fer- 
tile circumjacent fields, the iicliefpone fea, and pleufimt 
Afu on the other fide ; it may tiuly be called the pa- 
ladile of the earth. 

Perah is over-againft Conftantinople, called of old 
Cornulnzantii , but by the Turks Gahita , being both a 
quarter of a mile diftanr, and the Thracian Bolphore di- 
viding the two. It is the place at which 
Chriltian (hips touch, and where the The Chrijlian 
ambaffiidors of Chrillendom lie.

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From thence I went to the Black Tea, commonly call-

far from thence is a lanthorn higher 
than any lleeple, whereon there is a pan full of liquor 
that burnetii eveiy night to give warning unto Ihips 
how near tle’y come to the llioie. It is not much unlike 
thefc lanthmns of Leghorn and Genoa. The water 
of this fci is no blacker than that of other leas; but 
it is calhd black, in refpeft of the dangerous accidents 
which liipgen there in dark and tempcltuous nights, 
and bee uife of the locks and finds which lie at a gs eat 
diHance fiom the main (liore, upon which great num- 
bers of \efTJs are often calf away. The Black lea 
is not far horn Galata; for 1 both went and returned 
in one day, being foity miles our and in : for 1 went 
by boat, and not by land, through the plcafant eury- 
pus that lunneth between the Buxine fea and Hclle- 
jpont. And by the way I cannot but regiet the great 
lois Sir Thomas Glover received by the Duke of Mol- 
davia, who chargeably entertained him two years in his 
houlc. ami furnilhed him with money, and other 
neceflaries fit for Ins eminency. Tivis Duke or Prince 
of Bugdonia was deprived of his principalities by Ach- 
tnet, and lied hither to the Chriftian ambail.idors for 
relief. To whom, when all the red had icfuled accept- 
ance, only Noble Sir 'Thomas received him, maintain- 
ed him, and leiionlly wrought with the Grand Signior 
and ins council to have had him rellored again to his 
lands; but-} could not prevail. 

In the cJfd, Sir 'Thomas Glovei’s five years time of 
ambalKicirj hung expiiul, and the Duke hearing pi i- 
vatcly thaoSir Paul Pinder was to come in his place, as 
indeed he cmne 'no loon, this Moldavian prince Hole

early away \h the morning over to Conftantinoplc, and 
long before mid-day turned Turk, and 
was cucumcifed, contenting himfeif on- The Duke* of 
ly, for all his great dukedom, with a Moldavia 
palace, and a yearly penfion of twelve tin aed link. 
rboufand zeehins of gold, during his 
life. Which, when we heard, the ambafl.iJor and 
we were all amazed and diiconrcnted. l ie was in- 
debted to the amballador above fifteen tlioufand ze- 
chins of gold ; yet before my Laving Galata, 1 went 
twice over with Sir Thomas, and law him, a r, d found 
him attended with a number of Turks ; who, when 
he law me, took me kindly by the band ; for we bad 
been two months familiar in the ambaiiadoi’s hoide 
before. 

The Englifh ambaftador, within half a year, reco- 
vered the half of his money, the other half he was for- 
ced to difpenfe with, for divers impoitant rtnfons. 
Nay, I mult lay oue thing moie of tins kmnht : lie re- 
lieved more Haves from the galleys, paid their ianloms, 
and lent them home freely to their Chiiftian Nations, 
and kept a better boufe, than any amballador did that 
ever lay at Conftantinoplc, or ever Hull to the world’s 
end. 

His mother was a Poloninn, who coming ftom Dant- 
zick to London, was delivered of him upon the lea. 
Afterward he was brought up at Conftantinoplc Irom a 
boy, and fpoke and wrote the Sclavonian tongue per- 
fectly. And thence returning for London, he was the 
fir It amballador King James, of b idled memory, lent 
to Conftantinoplc, after his coming to tlv/ ciown of 
England. And thus much for this woi thy ; id tvrr-ie- 
nowned knight, whole praife and fame 1 cannot too 
much celebrate. 

The Turks have no bells in their churcl cs, neither 
the ufe of a clock, nor numbering of hour ; but they 
have high round Hceples ; for they contradict all forms 
of ChriHians. When they go to pray, they are called 
together by the voice of crying men ; who, going upon 
the bartizings of their fteeples, Ihouting and crying 
1 4 with 
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with a fhrill voice, La ilia , Eillalla , Mahomet Rezal allah; 
that is, “ God is a great God, and Mahomet is his pro- 
phet;” or otherwife, “ There is but one God.” 

In Conftantinople, and all other places of Turley, I 
ever law three fabbaths together in one week ; the Fri- 
day for the Turks, the Saturday for Jews, and the 
Sunday for Chrillians. But the Tui fabhath is word 
kept of all ; for they will not fpare to do any labour 
on their holiday. They have meetings 
Times of at their public prayers, evriy day five 
Turki/b fcveral times : the hill is, befoic the li- 

frayers, dng of the fun ; the fecond is, a little 

before mid-day ; the third is, at three of 
the clock in the afternoon; the fourth is, at the fun- 
fetting, fummer and winter ; fifthly, the Iaft hour of 
prayer is always two or three hours within night. Ma- 
ny of them will watch for that time, and not fletp ; and 
others deeping, will awake at the voice of the cryer, 
and go to church. 

In fign of reverence, and in a fuperditious devotion, 
before they go into their Muiipits, they wafh them* 
felves in a Livotoio, beginning at the privy members, 
next their mouths, faces, feet, and hands ; and enter 
ing, they incline their heads downward to the earth ; 
and falling on their knees, do kifs the ground thiee 
times. Then theTalafununy, which is the chief pried, 
mounteth upon a high done, where he maketh many 
orations to Mahomet; and the red, to a did him, con- 
tinue a long time fluking their heads, as though they 
were out of all their natural undeWIanding, repeating 
of this wWd Haylamo } Hay la mo ; ami alter that will 
figh grieve#,; fly, faying, Houpck ; and fometimes will 
abruptly fifig the pfalms of David in the Arabic tongue, 
but to nd|. fcnle nor verity of the feriptures. And at 
their devodon, they will not tolerate any woman in 
their com^my, led they fhould withdraw their minds 
and aid chons from their prelent zeal. But the men 
obferve their turns and times, and the* women theirs, 
going alwa) s' when they go, either of them alone to 
their devotion. The hke cuUom, but not after the 

fame 
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fame manner, have I feen obferved among theProteft- 
ants in Tranfilvania, Hungaria, Moravia, Bohemia, and 
Silefia, who, when they come to church on the fab- 
bath-day, there is a tafFaty curtain drawn from the 
pulpit to the church* wall over againft it ; the men fit- 
ting on the right hand of the preacher, the women on 
the left, whole eyes and faces cannot fee other during 
divine fervice, lave only the minifter, that overtoppeth 
both Tides ; and truly I thought it was a very modeft 
and ncceftary obfervation. The Turks 
are genet ally circumcifcd after the man- ThcTurks are 
ncr of the Jews, but not after eight days, circumcifcd. 
but after eight years. The churchmen 
are called Hadach Carfcis, or Dervifcs , who wear on 
their heads green fafhcs, to make diftin&ion between 
them and others ; for they are accounted to be of Ma- 
homet’s kindred. 

They hold all madmen in great reverence, as pro- 
phets or Taints ; and if they intend any far journey, 
private pur poles, or otherwilc, before they go to bat- 
rle, they come to crave counfel of the Santoncs, to 
know if they lhall prolper, or not, in their attempts. 
And whatfoever anfwer theTe bedlam-prophets give, it 
is liolden to be as credible as if an oracle had fpoken 
it. The Turkifli priefts are for the 1110ft part Moors, 
whom they account to be a bale people, in reTpeft of 
themfelves, calling them Tot/cks. Their principal 
church-governor is called Mufti , whofe definitive fen- 
tence in law or religion is fixed, and abfolutely irre- 
vokable. Neither abafeth he himfclf to lit in the Di- 
vano, nor alfordeth more reverence to /ie Emperor 
than he to him. The other fort of 
churchmen are the Naipi, or young I The Turkijh 
Jotftors, the Cuddi, whereof there are Yfmrchmen. 
two or three in every city to judge the I 
offences ; the Calfi, or readers ; and me Mudrefli, 
which ufe to overfee the Cadeis in their office. They 
were all formerly idolatrous Pagans, and were faft ini- 
tiated in Mahomeranifm, when they got the fovereign- 
ty of the Pcrfian feeptre, by the great battle, and for- 
tunate 
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tunate conduct of Tangrolipix, in overthrowing Ma- 
homet, a Saracenical (ultan of Pcrfia, who enthroned 
himfelf in the Perfian chair of (late anno 1030. This 
prerogative title of Mufti was firft intitled Caliph , 
whofe refidencc was in Babylon, and wholly fupremc 
over the Mahometans. But the Egyptians, after the 
death of Mo: adi Bila, withdrew themfelves from 
this Babylonian obedience, and chufed one of their 
own, to whom the Moois of Baibary fubmitted them- 
felves. 

But now fincc Bagdat, orBibylon, hath been reco- 
vered by the Pei (Ians, about four years 
Babylon reco - ago, their Mahometan Mufti, or Ca« 
vered by the liph, that then wasrefident there, is no'v 
Perfmns . retired to Cond mtinople, where he iit- 
telh in a more (ecure place, thinking ra- 
ther to follow the grandeur of the Turk, than the bro- 
ken eftate of the Perfian, whence I may truly fay, he 
is Fortune’s page, that favoureth them mod who have 
mod favourers. 

This unwieldy body, having two heads, began to de- 
cline ; for Allan, a Tartai ian captain, ftarved Muflat- 
zem, the lad divided Babylonian Caliph to death, and 
rooted out all his podeiity. And then Sarancon, the 
fird Turkifh k ; ng in Egypt, brained the lad Egyptian 
Caliph with his mace, having none of the iffue, or 
kindred, furviving. The office of the Caliph is now 
executed in Tin key, under the name of Mufti , or high 
pried. All Turks do deted the colour of black, and 
think thofc tli it wear it (hall ne\cr enter into par idife. 
But the colceirof greardl requed among them is green ; 
wherewith it ' any Chrillian be apparelled, he lliould 
be fure of I ihiuadoes, and other punilhments. Nei- 
ther may h • ufe the name of their prophet Maho- 
met in his mouth, (under the pain of cruel cenfure 
ro be inflift d upon him), whom they fo much adore 
and honour l" 

This Mahomet was born anno Domini 591, in Itrari- 

pin, 
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pia, a beggarly village in Arabia, whofe 
father was Abdiilas, an Ifhmaelite, and Mahomet's 
his mother Cadiges, a Jew, both dif* birth. 
ferent in religion, and alfo of divers 
countries. In his youth he was partly taught the Ju- 
daical law, and paitly the fuperifition of the Gentiles. 
Many alledge his parentage was never known (being fo 
bale) until his riper yeais betrayed the fame. I alio 
learned, that his parents died whilft he was a young 
diild, and was turned over to his uncle, who afterward 
fold him to one Abdeminoples, a merchant in Palellina; 
and he, after a little time, having remarked his leady 
and prompt wit, lent him down to Egypt, to be a fac- 
tor in his merchandile ; where, by bis diflimulate be- 
haviour, he creepid in favour with Chrillians, Jews, 
and Gentiles He wa< in proportion of a mean na- 
ture, lively faced, big headed, eloquent in language, 
of a languine complexion, and a courageous difpo- 
fition, in all attempts exceeding defperate. He was alfo 
deceitful, variable, and fi.mduient ; as may appear in 
Ids fttanical fables, expieflul in his Alcoran, where oft 
one laying contradideth another, both in words and 
died. 


About this time there was one Sergius, an Italian 
born, b.milhtd from Conllantinople becaufe he allow- 
ed of the Arian fed; who afterward having come to 
Paldlina, and frequented the houfe of Abdeminoples, 
fell in acquaintance with the young man Mahomet ; 
and this friar, perceiving the alpiring quicknefs of his 
brain, bore a great affedion to lus natural perfec- 
tions. Shortly after this, his mailer dyfng without 
heirs, and his millrels enjoying nuny rid’ pofTdTions, 
fhe, lor thefe his extraordinary qualities, 'irom the de- 
gree of a fervant, advanced him to be heroin hufband. 

That unhappy match was no fooner dfcne, but fhe 


repented it with tears ; for he being fubj to the fall- 
ing-licknds, would often fall flat on the , . 

ground before her, flaring, gaping, and , d ™ A fit

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fellow : Being to him manifefted, he strove (un- 
der the fliadovv of invented lies) to mitigate the fury 
of her hateful difdain, feigning, and atteding, that 
when he fell to the ground, it was the great God 
fpoke with him, before whofe face (faith he] I am not 
able to hand: fuch is the foliating of me, with words 
of terror and majedy, to reform the ways of the dege- 
nerate people with tire and fword, fince Mofes and 
Chrift (notwithllanding of their miracles) have been re- 
jected by the world. The old Trot, believing all thefe 
flattering fpecches, was not only appealed of her for- 
mer conceit, but alio loving him more than a hufband, 
reverenced him for a divine prophet, imparting the 
fame unto her neighbours and goflips. After they 
had lived two years together, the bewitched matron dy- 
ing, left all her puJllflions to Mahomet; both becaufe 
flie accounted him to be a prophet, and next, for that 
loving legard (he had of his tender body, being but 
thirty years of age. He being thus It ft with great rich- 
es, was puffed up in pride and haughty delires, dri- 
ving, by all inordinate means, to bring his new deviled 
plots to perfection. For the better performance wheie- 
of, he confidted with this Sergius, a Neftorian monk, 
and Atodala, another Tlulmudilt, a diverted Jew. 
Hereupon thefe two hell-hounds, and the other per- 
verle runagate, patched up a molt monflrous and devi- 
lilli religion to thcmfclvcs, and to their mifereant belie- 
vers; partly cotnpofed of the Judaical law, partly of 
Arianiim, partly intermixed with feme points of Chri- 
ftianity, and partly of other fantallical fopperies, which 
his own intention fuggelted unto him. 

The booli of this religion is named the Alcoran; the 
whole body W which, is but an expofition and glofs on 
the eight commandments he affixed ;

Mahomet metan law. “ Firft, Every one ought to 
believe, that God is a great God, and 
only God, and Mahomet is his prophet. Secondly, E- 
very man mud marry to increafe the feCtarics of Maho- 
met.

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the poor, fourthly, Every one mnft make his prayers 
feven times a day. Fifthly, Every one mull keep a lent 
one month in the year ; (this lent is called Birknm , or 
Ramazan). Sixthly, Be obedient to thy parents; 
(which law is fo negle&ed, that never any children 
were, or are, more unnatural than the Turkifli be.) 
Seventhly, Thou /halt not kill; (which they inviolably 
keep among themfelves, but the poor Chriftiaus feel 
the fmart thereof). Taftly, and eightly, Do unto o* 
thers, as thou wouldftbe done unto thyfelf.” The per- 
formers of which have large lophiftical promiles aim- 
bed them 7 . 

This new coined do&rine was no fooner wrapped 
up in his execrable Alcoran, but he began to ipit forth 

* The rites, dodhines, unci laws, of the Turkith religion, arc 
founded in three books, which may not impiopuly be called the 
rtjes and pandtfh of the Mahometan conftitutions. 

The Hilt is the Alcoran; the fcconcl the conlentoi tcflimony of" 
wife men, called the AjJ'jnah, or the tiuditiors of the piopKh\ 4ml the 
thild the inferences or deductions ol 011c thing fiom another. Ma- 
homet wrote the Alcoran, and pieferibed Ionic laws tor the civil go- 
vernment : the other additions, or fuperftrudluies, wei c compiled 
by their do&ors that fucceedcd ; whicli weic, Ebbubcch, Omar, 
O/man, and Haly. The Caliphs of Babylon and Egypt, were other 
doctors and expolitors of tbnr laws, whofe famines and pofition* 
weie of divine authority among them ; but their efteent of being o- 
rauilows failing with their lempoial power, that dignity and authori- 
ty, of infallible determination, was, by force of the fcvnul, tunsfer- 
icd to the Turkifli Multi. And though there is gicat divcrlltya- 
tnongft the doctors, as touching the explication of their law, yet he 
is c (teemed a true believer who obl’ctvcs thefe live articles 01 funda- 
mentals of the law, to which < very tiue Turk is obliged. The lirftis 
c leannefs in the outwaid parts of their body and gaiments; f'econdly, 
to make piayers live times a day; thirdly, to oblcrvy. the Ramazan, 
nr monthly fad ; fourthly, to peiform faithfully /a "at, or giving of

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his abominable and blafphemous herefies ; affirming, 
that Chrift was not the Son of the Molt High, nor the 
Meffiah looked for ; denying alfo the Trinity ; with many 
other profane blafphemies. The work concluded, for 
the better advancement of his purpofe, he mairitdthe 
daughter of the chief prince of his own tribe : By which 
new affinity, he not only induced his father-in-law, but 
ailo the whole lineage of that family : by whole accept- 
ance and converlion, he confederated with other alTo- 
ciates, and waxed daily llronger. Contending conti- 
nually to divulge his name more and more, he affiem- 
bled his new Alcoranith : exhorting them to affift him 
in the belieging of Mecca, which citizens had in deii- 
fion rebuked his law, and abfolutely difdained his Ma- 
hometan illulions : and promiled to them, in fuch a 
well-dcferving attempt, both eternal felicity, and the 
fpoils of thefe hi* contradictors ; pcifuafivcly a 11 uring 
them, that God would deliver all the gainfayers of hi? 
Alcoran into his hands. By which allumnents they 
being moved, role to the number of 3000 in arms, and 
menaced Mecca; but the citizens put him to flight, and 
fo was he thrice ferved, till in the end 
Mahomet's he won their city ; wherein after his 
tomb. death he was iutombed in an iron coffin, 

which, between two adamants, hangeth 
to this day, (as I have been informed of fundry Turks, 
who law it) ; which confirmed in them a folld belief 
of his erroneous doctrine. 

But now of late, the Turks growing more circnm- 
fpe£t than they were, and underfunding the dcnlion 
of ChrihiaX; concerning their hanging tomb, and bc- 
caufe the 'i hrkilh pilgiims were often fuffocate to 
death, with b fabulous defect in going to M^cca, they 
have tranfp uied Mahomet’s tomb now to Medina ; 
which is a g eat deal nearer to Damafcus, and at the 
entry ol Aiyha FJix, in a glorious mofqne, where the 
tomb being clofs ground lei, and richly covered with a 
golden canopy : they have prohibited any Chviftian to 
come near it by two comics, to wit, twemy-four miles, 
under the pain of death ; which indeed th 7 keep more 

1 triply 
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ftri&ly in execution, than princely proclamations are 0 - 
beyed, obferved, or regarded with us, either for regal 
ftatutes, or general benefits of commonwealth ; their 
continuance being but like the miracle of nine days 
wonder-, return again from whence they came, fruftrate 
of power, and robbed of obedience. From this time 
that he vanquished Mecca, c tiling out the Greek ofli- 
ctis, (for then all Arabia was un<5er the Conftantino- 
politan empire), the Saracens began their computation 
of years, (as we from ChrilPs nativity), which they 
call Hegira, and begun about the year of our redemp- 
tion lix hundred and feventeen. Concerning which 
rime that Mahomet compiled his devihlh Alcoran, be- 
ginning his empire nigh about the fame time, it is ob* 
fervid, that Boniface III. began hi* empire, and An- 
tichrifti.m title; for Phocas having killed the Emperor 
Miuritius his wife and chi'dicti, to fccure himfelf of 
Italy, ready to icvolt from fitch a tyrant, made Boni- 
face univerfal bi/hop and head of the church. 

'This Boniface was the fixty-fourtli Bi- 
fiiop, and lull Pope of Rome ; which The fir jl title 
was immediately thereafter confirmed by cf'P'je. 
Pippin the Fiench King, who alfo had 
murdered his mailer and prince ; and Killy was ratified 
by Faltologus, whole fon Conftantine, about fourteen 
years alter, had his head Ituuk oi r , his wife and 
daughters put to cruel death, his empire quite fub\ err- 
ed, in the hds of twelve kingdoms and two hundred ci- 
ties, being the juft judgements of God upon the Ion, 
tor tire father ’$ lake, who alligned liuh an ambitious 
charge unto that perveife papality. After uhidi pre- 
dominant titles and f dirtied power, what h ng tonno- 
verlies and diiputes were between the Pop(; and the 
councils of Caahage, Chalcedon, Ephtliis, jlexandria, 
and Nice i This papal prerogative began |vith blood 
and muidcr, contimteth in bleed and niafttcics, and, 
doubtkls, in the end lliall perilh, and be confounded 
with blood and abominable ddoudion. 

And what great debate was ot old by the Reman 
emperors, in abolilhing out of their churches the ima- 
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ges and idols of done, iron, and timber, £tc. that for 
many hundred years they were not fuffered to be feen ? 
And at the beginning of the papality, and a long time 
after, the emperors prohibited them, 
RomiJJj idola - and divers Popes have confirmed, and 
try. approved the fame ; yet fucceeding 

Popes, and the empire, being divided in 
eaft and weft, introduced again the dregs of their old 
Heathenifh and Roman idolatry ; and yet they will not 
be content with the bare name of images, but they im- 
pofe a firname, or epithet of fandtity, terming them 
holy images. Truly 1 may fay, if it were not for thefe 
images, and fuperftitious idolatries, they allign to 
them, the Turks had long ago been converted to the 
Chriftian faith. 

I have feen lbmetimes two thoufand Turks travelling 
to Mecca in pilgrimage, which is in 
Turki/h yil Arabia Felix ; where many, in a fuper- 
grims . bilious devotion, having feen the tomb 
of Mahomet, aie never defirous to fee 
the vanities of the world again ; for, in a frantic piety, 
they caufe a fmith to pull forth their eyes : and thefe 
men are called afterward Hoggcis, that is, holy men , 
whom the Turks much honour and regard; and are 
always led about bom town to town by mens hands, 
and fed and repirded like unto princes, or like the ca- 
puchins that fcourge themfeives on Good- Friday, are 
met, and homaged at every palling ftreet, with prayers, 
gifts, and adorations. 

Some write, that Mahomet, in his youth, was afol- 
dier, uiukY the conduct of Heraclius ; who, employing 
certain Arabians in an expedition to Perfia, not only 
denied them their wages, but told them, that that was 
not to be given to dogs which was provided for the Ro- 
man folditfs. lienee fome mutinies arifing in the ar- 
my, he, \Vtth certain Arabians, his countrymen, by 
fadtion, feparated themfeives, and revolted : whereup- 
on Mahomet, encouraging them in their defection, 
was chofen their captain ; and fo for a certain time 
they continued rebellious runagates, thieves, and rob- 
bers 
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bers of all people. The fubtilty of this 
diflembler was admirable, who know- Mahomet hath 
ing that he was deftitute of heavenly broke his pro- 
gifts to work miracles, feigned that mje. 

God fent him with the f word. He alfo 
promifed, at the end of a thoufmd years, to return, 
and bring them to paradife; but he hath falliiicd hi*, 
promife, for the time is expired forty years ago. And 
they imagining, that he is either difealed, or become 
lame in his journey, have afcribed to him another thou- 
find years to come. But long miy their wicked and 
faithlcfs generation gape before he come, until Inch 
time, that, in a general convocation, they bo pax takas 
of his endlefs damnation in hell; unlefs it plcal'e the 
Lord, in his mercy, to convcit them before that 
time. 

Mahomet chiefly prohibiteth in his Alcoran the ca* 
ting of fwines flelli, and drinking of wine; which in- 
deed the bell fort do, but the bafer kind arc daily 
drunkards. Their common drink is flierpet, compo- 
led of water, honey, and fugar, which is exceeding 
plcafant to the tafte. And the ufual courtefy they be- 
llow on their friends who viilt them, is a cup of coffa, 
made of a kind of feed called coava , and of a blackifli 
colour, which they drink as hot as poflibly they can, 
and is good to expel the crudity of raw meats, and 
herbs, fo much by them frequented. And j hole that 
cannot attain to this liquor, mufl: be contented with the 
cooling dreams of water. 

It is incident to Turks, who have not the genero- 
ilty of mind to temper felicity, to be glutted with the 
fuperfluous fruits of doubtful profperity. 

Neither have they a patient refoluiion to Opprcjj'.on of 
withfland adverlity, nor hope to expert T jr/’j . 
the better alteration of time. But by * 
an infufed malice in their wicked fpit its, wh^.n they are 
any way diflrefled, will, with importunate compulflon, 
caufe the poor flavifh fubje&ed Chriftians iurrtnder all 
they have, the half, or fo, fometimes with ilrokes, 
'tiuiacings, and fometimes death itfelf; which plainly 
K doth 
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doth demonftrate their exceflive cruelty, and the poor 
Chridians inevitable milery. And yet being complain- 
ed upon, they are ftveiely punifhed, or elfe put to 
death, for committing of fuch unallowable riots, being 
exprcfsly againh the imperial law of the Tuiks, con- 
cerning, the quietnefs and liberty of the Chriftians. 

I luvc often heard Turks brawl one with another, 
molt vilely, but l never faw, nor heard, that they, ei- 
ther in private or public quarrels, durlt ftrike one ano- 
ther; neither dare they, for fear of feverc punifhment 
imputed on luch quarrellers : but they will injure and 
ftrike Chiidiam, who dare not fay it is ami Is, or (trike 
again. It is a common thing with them to kill their 
fervants for a very Imall offence ; and when they have 
done, throw them like dogs in a ditch. And often- 
times, if nor f), will lay them down on their backs, 
hoilting up their heels, bind their feet together, and 
fallen them to a pod, and with a cudgel give them 
three or four bundled blows on the foies of their feet, 
wheieupon, peradventure, fome ever go lame afier. 
Their fervants are bought and fold like brute beads in 
markets; neither can thefe miferable drudges ever le- 
cover liberty, except they buy themfelves free, either by 
one means or other. Their wives are not far fiom the 
like fa vitude ; for the men, by the Alcoran, are ad- 
mitted to many as many women as they will, or their 
ability can keep. And if it fhall happen, that any one 
of thele women, I mean either wife or concubine, pio* 
hitumrh her! If to another man belides her hulband, 
then may lie, by amhoiiry, bind her hands and feci, 
hang a ho\e about her neck, and calf her into a river, 
which by t*h an L ulu.dly done in the night. 

Ibu when theL infidels phale to ahufe poor Cliridian 
vn iiui alainb theii iuifl^ind's will, they little regard 
the timilrldUon of the Chubiau l.nv; who as well de- 
d'lwcr ilu^r d ingluers as their wives ; yet the devout 
:M numiLt ms never meddle with them, accounting 
t lie iddves ihim-u d to copukuc, as they think, with the 
oihpring of dog,. The link:, geneially, whin they 
i o:ud any copulation with Cmntiins, or then own 

ftx. 
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fex, they wafh themfelves in a fouth running fountain, 
before the fun-rifing, thinking thereby to wafh away 
their fins. 

If a Turk fiiould happen to kill ano- 
ther Turk, his punifinnent is thus : At'- The Turks 
ter he is adjudged to death, lie is brought jujlue. 
forth to the market-place; and a bloik 
being brought hither of four feet high, the malefactor 
is ftripped naked, and then laid thereupon with his 
belly downward : they draw in his middle together lb 
fmall with lunning cords, that they finke bis body in 
two with one blow ; his hinder parts they call: to be ea- 
ten by hungry dogs kept for the lame purpole ; and the 
fore-quarter and head, they thiow into a grievous fire, 
made there for the fame end. And this is the punith- 
ment for man-flaughter. 

But for murder, or treafon, lie is more cruelly u- 
led ; for, convi&ed and condemned, he is brought foith 
before the people, where, in the fheer, there is an ex- 
ceeding high firipad creCled, much like to a May-pole ; 
which tree from the root, till it almofi come to the 
top, is all fee about full of long lliarp iron p ; kes, and 
their points upward. The villain being ftripped naked, 
and bis hands bound backward, they bind a ftrong 
lope about his fiioulders and cleaving ; and then hold- 
ing him up to the pillow, or top of the tree, they let 
the rope flee loofe; whence down be falls with a rattle 
among the iron pikes, hanging either by the buttocks, 
by the breads, by the fides, or fhouldus ; and theic 
flicking fall in the air, he hangeth til! his very bones 
tot and fall down, and his body be devomed, being 
quick, with ravenous eagles, kept to prey upon his 
carcafs for the fame purpole. 

But now l come to their nuptial rites. Th’dr cufiom 
and manner of marriage is this : If a ; 
man afFeffeth a young maid, he buyeth Tufkijh mar - 
her of her parents, and giveth a good riages . 
hun of money for her; and after Hie is 
bought, he ini oils Ikt name in the Cadies book, wit- 
acfilng fiic is his bound wife, bought of her father. 

K % To, 
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Lo, this is all the form of their marriage. This being 
done, the father of the woman fendeth houfehold-ftuff 
home with the bride, which is carried through the 
ftrects on millets or camels backs ; the two new married 
folks marching before, ate conveyed witn mufic, their 
own acquaintance and friends unto his houfe. 

The Lurks, in general, whenever they loath or dif- 
like their wives, life to fell them in markets, or other- 
wife hefrow th :m on their men fl ives : And although 
their a thee ti on were never lo g/en towards them, yet: 
they neve* eat together ; for commonly the women 
Hand and fervr their huibands at meat, and after that, 
they eat iput by ihemillvcs feenuiy, without admitting 
any man in tin ir company, i'* they be above four- 
teen years of age. Tin y go feldom ubroid, unlcfs it be 
tee It Thmfday at mght, when they go to the grave to 
mourn lor the dead, always cove* iug their faces very 
modi lliy, with white or black m ilks ivl.Vh are never 
uncov?- l, nil they u\mn to them homes. Many o- 
fiv v.li emom , they have, which would he too proli'S 
for me to tuitc. And notwithllanding of all this ex- 
ternal giavity among thelc hirelings, yet there are in 
Conlt mtinop’e above forty thouiand brothelhoufc n 
Tiukqmdki as lihci tines ; in any of which, if aChti 
Ilian {Specially Franks) be apptehended, In: mull ei- 
ther turn Tiuk or (Live all his life. But the women, 
by policy, apply a coumer-poifon to this lecurity ; for 
tin y nccuftomably tomi to the chambers of their be* 
nei.tdlors ai.d wcdl-wiliers, or other places appointed fe- 
cretly, where fo they learn either a Ficnch Syncope, 
or an Italian Bergam.dk o. 

As ror the Great Tmk’s concubines, 
The Eh t jKrs tluviucof number eight hundred, be* 
».o)ieuh> ft 1 ing of the moft part Emerecs, Bafhaws, 

( and Timariot’s daughters. The thitd 
and imr one part of the fereglio is allotted for their re* 
ddeticc, being will attended at all turns with numbcis 
of eunuchs, .and other gelded officer:, Every morn 
lug th y are ranked in a gr< at hail, and Pet on high and 
oven k us ; where, when he comcrh, and iciccting the 

youngch 
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youngeft and faireft, he toucheth her with a rod ; and 
immediately ihe followeth him into his cabin of lechery, 
where, if any action be done, ihe receiveth from the 
head cieik her approbation thereupon ; which ever af- 
terwards ferveth her for a conditional dowry to her 
marriage, with much honour and reputation beiides. 
And if any of them conceive, and the child born, it is 
fuddcnly difpatched from this life. The oklclt hun- 
dred, every lirli Friday of the month, are turned out, 
and another new hundred come in to make up the 
number. Their entry and iffuc is always at one of the 
nollcrn gates of the patk towards the lea-lido, and join- 
ing nigh to their palace : whence eroding Foiphoie, 
in an appointed baige, they both go and come in one 
day, from and to the Gnlara, which 1 
myfelfdid fee three Ieveral times. I he A fumin' f 
oldeft and laft hundred that ate every (onatbims 
month dil milled, they depart from the i hanged c- 
Galura home to their parents and ieveral very month, 
commies, rejoicing that they weie 
counted worthy to be chofen, and enlcrtamed to be their 
empeior’s concubines. The cuilom of the great Turk 
is, every Friday, being their Sabbath day, after divine 
ftrvice and dinner, to tun at the glove, in an open 
place, before all the people, with fome JIagars, or 
young ffriplings, that accompany him; who have the 
glove hanging as high on a Hick, as we have the ring 
with us. And truly, of all theTuikifh emperots that 
ever were, this Achmct was the moft gentle and fa- 
vourable to Chriftians, who rather, for his bounty and 
tendernefs, might have been intitlcd the Chiiikan Em- 
peror, than the Fagan King ; for he diiamnilkd all the 
evasions that had been inflicted by his prcdeceiTors 
upon his tributary Chriilian fubjccl?, and c toadied the 
tuflom or tythe of their male children, abrogating alio 
that impoilthjii on their female dowries. 

The lent of the Turks is called By 1 ham, wired conti- 
oueth the fpate of a month once in the year In all 
which time, from the fun-riling to his 'letting, they 
neither eat nor think: And at their prayus elpec.aliy 
K •; in 
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in this fading, they ufe often to reiterate thefe words, 
Hue, hue , hue ; that is, “ He, he, he, alone is God 
or, €t There is but one only fupreme power;” which 
they do in derifion of Chriftians, who (as they fay) a- 
dorc three gods. They have alfo this finifter opinion, 
that at the day of judgement, when Mahomet ihall ap- 
pear, there Ihall be three difplayed ban- 
The Turks net's, under the which all good people 
paradife . fliall be conduced to paradife : The one 

of Moles, under the which the children 
of Ifracl fliall be : The fecond of Jefus, under which 
Chriilians ihall be : The third of Mahomet, under the 
which ihall be the Arabs, Turks, and MuiTulmen. Ail 
which, they think, ihall be elevated to feveral honours; 
and they in promotion ihall bedifeerned from the reft, 
by chambers made of refplendent light, which God 
will give them ; wherein they ihall have banquetings, 
feaftingp, dancing, and the beft melody that can be de- 
vifed ; and that they ihall fpend their time with amorous 
virgins, (whofe maniion ihall be near by), the men ne- 
ver exceeding the age of thirty years, and the virgins 
fifteen : and both ihall have their virginities renewed as 
faft as loft. 

They hold alfo this, as a confident article of their 
belief, theic ate feven paradifes in heaven, the pave- 
ments whereof are laid with gold, ftlver, pearls, pre- 
cious ftoncs, and garniihed with ftately buildings, and 
pleafant gardens, wherein are all forts of fruit, and 
princely palaces ; through which run rivers of milk, 
honey, and wine. 

The ftrft paradife they call it Genctc Aleholde ; the fe- 
cond Alfrduzy ; the third Anthmack ; the fourth Re- 
duajlh : the fifth Azclcm ; the iixth AlcoduJJj ; that is, 
holy; and the feventh Almega, that is, the gi cart ft . 
and that in the niidft of this laft paradife, there is a 
ftately tree, called Tubah, the leaf of which, is partly of 
gold, and partly of iilver ; whofe boughs extend round 
about the walls of this feventh paradife, whereon the 
name of Mahomet is written, near to the name of God, 
in thefe words, Alla, ilia, he, alhh, Mahomet rczul 

allah . 
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allah. The which words are in fuch reverence amongft 
the Turks, that if a Chriftran lliouUl happen, unadvi- 
fedly, to repeat tliem, he is adjudged to a moll cruel 
death, or compelled to renounce his religion. 

Their Lent lafteth thirty days, called Byrham s fome 
name it alfo Ramadan ; during which 
time they eat nor drink nothing from The Turks 
fun-riling to its letting down ; but when Lent. 
night cometh, they gormandize at their 
fell- pleafures. Their month of Lent is our January, 
where every day, after their feveral devotions, they go 
to lolemn plays, and all kind of profane palfimes ; 
counting that belt devotion, which is molt luitable to 
their dilpolitions ; allotting fancy to fellow their folly, 
and blindnefs to overtop the ignorance of natuie, 
drawing all their diifts within the circle of dellru&ion. 
But indeed, as they are blind in the true way of facred 
worlhip, yet they are malked with a wonderful zeal to 
their devoted blindnefs, furpailing far, in lliew and ob- 
fervations, the general profdTors of Chrillianity, and 
all the ceremonies that can be annexed thereunto; 
theirs running on with the floods of ignorant afiution, 
and ours diftra&ed with the ufelefs novelties of fuper* 
liuous fchool-quelfions ; which indeed do more dill cm- 
per the truth, than render God to be lightly gloii* 
fed. 

As concerning their opinion of hell, they hold it to 
be a deep gulf betwixt two mountains ; 
from the mouth whereof are diagons, The Tuiks 
that continually throw lire, being large opinion. 
eight leagues, and hath a daik entry, 
where the horrible fiends meet the perplexed fin net's 
conveying them till they come to a bridge, that is as 
narrow as the edge of a razor ; whereupon thele that 
have not committed heinous oflenccs may pafs over 
to hell, but thofe who have done buggery (as the moll 
part of them do), and homicide, lhall fall headlong 
from it, to the profoundelf pic in hell, where they Hull 
fometimes burn in fire, and fometimes be cart into 
hot boiling waters to be refrelhed. And lor the great- 
K 1 er 
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cr punifhment of the wicked, (fay they), God hath 
planted a tree in hell, named Saiaratafh , or Roozo Say - 
tanah, that is the head of the devil, upon the fruit of 
which the damned continually feed. Mahomet, in one 
of the chapters of his Alcoran, calleth this tree, the 
tree of malediction. 

They alfo think the tormented fouls may one day be 
faved, provided they do endure the forched flames of 
hell patiently. Thus, as briefly as I could, have 1 laid 
open the opinions of the Turks concerning their 
heaven and hell, before the eyes of thefe, who, perad- 
venture, have never been acquainted with fuch a ghoft- 
ly difeourfe. 

And now I think it not amifs to reckon you up in 
general, all the Roman and Greek em- 
The number perors, that have been from the begin- 
of all the cm- ning to this prefect time, both in the 
perors in the Tall and in the Weft, with the number 
Fuji and the of the Turkilh emperors alfo ; begin - 
Weft. ning at Julius Gaidar, the firft dictator or 

Roman emperor, to Conftantine the 
Great, who traniported the feat of the empire from 
Rome to Conftaminople ; he was the fixty-fourth em- 
peror : And from Conflantinc the Great in the Eaft, 
to the iirll: made emperor in the Well, there were thir- 
ty-nine emperors ; of whom Conftantine the fixth, (on 
of Leo the third, with Irena his wife, was the lift foie 
emperor, and Ihe etnpicls, of Eaft and Welt. After 
whole death and overthrow, Charlemain was caPed in- 
to Italy to frighten the Lombards, who had opprefltd 
that region, and the peace of the church, for two hun- 
ched years : lie dialed them fiom Rome, Apulia, and 
from all Italy, and was therefore declared by Pope Leo, 
the Roman emperor of the Weft; from Charlemain, 
to this predent Ftrdinando that now reigns, Charlemain 
being the bundled and fourth, there weie forty and 
one emperors : So in all, with this Emperor Ferdinan- 
do, lately Duke of Graffe, the number amounts to, ot 
tilde emperors, counting fiom Julius Cedar to Conftan- 
tine the Sixth, the Iaft foie emperor of the Eaft, and 
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after him, from Charlemain the firft emperor of the 
Weft, to this time, their number have been an hundred 
and forty-fix emperors. 

Some whereof were Greeks, which cannot perfe&Iy 
be fet down, in regard fome were empreffes, and o- 
thers fuddenly defied, were as fuddenly murdered or 
poifoned. 

Now, to reckon theTurkifti emperors, I will firft 
begin from the time that the Turks took a monarchic 
name, under the name of Ottoman , even to Mahomet 
the fecond, the firft Grecian emperor, beginning, I 
fay, at Ottoman the Ion of Orthogule, the firft empe- 
ror of the Turks, and the firft that erected the glory of 
his nation. There were nine ernpcrois to Mahomet the 
ficond ; and from him to this prelent Amurath that 
now rcigneth, there have been elevcti emperors ; the 
number of which aie only twenty, and ere they come 
to thirty, they and theirs, I hope, llvall be rooted from 
the earth. 

Theoriginal of the Turks, is laid to have been inScy- 
thia, from whence they came to Arabia 
Petrea; and giving battle oft to the Sa- T be beginning 
racens, in the end they fubdued them, of the Turks . 
and lo they multiplied, and mightily ia- 
creafed : The appearance of their further increafing is 
vciy evident, except God, of his mercy towards us, 
prevent their blood-lucking threatenings, with the ven- 
geance of his juft judgements. 

The Saracens are defeended of Ftau, who, after he 
had loft the blelling, went and inhabited in Arabia. 
Petrea ; and his pofteritv, ftriving to make a clear di- 
llindion between them, the Jihnuuditcs and JeCvs call- 
ed themfelves (as come of Sara) Sarautis ; and not of 
Magar, the hand-maid of filtr.ihim, of whom came 
the llhmaelites, neither of the race of Jacob, of whom 
came the Jews. Put now the Saiacens being joined 
with the Tut k«, their conqueror* have both loft their 
name, and the right of their duftent. 

The Tui ks which are bom and hied in the Lefler 

Alia, 
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Afia,. and eaft parts of Europe, are ge- 
The Turks nerally well complexioned, proportion- 
complexion. ably compared, no idle nor fuperfluous 

talkers, fervile to their Grand Signor, 
exceflively inclined to venery, and zealous in religion ; 
their heads are always fluven, referving only one tuft 
in the top above, by which they think one day to be 
caught to heaven by Mahomet, and covered on all 
fides, counting it an opprobrious thing for any to un- 
cover his head. They wear their beards long, as a fign 
of gravity ; for they efteem them to be wile men who 
have long beards. The women are of a low ftature, 
chick and round of growth, going feldom abroad, (un- 
lefs it be each Thurfday at night, when they go to 
mourn upon the graves of their dead friends), and 
then they are modellly maiked ; they are fearful and 
fhame-faced abroad, but lafcivious within doors, and 
plealing in matters of incontinency ; and they are ac- 
counted mod beautiful who have the blackelt brows, 
the wideft mouths and the greateft eyes. 

The other Turks which are born in Afia Major, 
and Egypt, (l fpcak not of the Moors of Barbary), arc 
of a great ftature, tanny, cruel ; a barbarous and un- 
civil people. The hetter fort ufe the Sciavonian tongue, 
the vulgar fpcak the Tuikilh language, which being o- 
riginally the Tartarian fpcech, they borrow from the 
Perfian their woids of ftatc, fiom the Arabic their 
words of religion, from the Grecians their terms of 
war, and from the Italian their words and titles of na- 
vigation. 

The power of the great Turk is admirable, yet the 
moft part of his kingdoms in Afia are not well inhabi- 
ted, neither populous ; but thefe parts which border 
with Chrifiians, are ftrongly fortified with callles, peo- 
ple, and ammunition. If Chriftian princes could agree, 
tnd confult together, it were an ealy tiling in one year, 

:o fubdue the Turks, and root out their very names 
from the earth : Yea, moreover l am certified, that 
here are more Chriftians, even Haves and fubjedts to 
he great Turk, which do inhabit his dominions, than 

might 
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might overthrow and conquer thefe infidels, if they 
had worthy captains, governors, and furniture of 
arms, without the help of any Chriltian in Chriften- 
dom. 

And yet again, I think it not amifs to difcourfe more 
particularly of the Turkilh manners, of their riches, 
and of their forces of wars, and the manner of their 
conducements. 

The Turks being naturally defcended of the Scy- 
thians or Tartars, are of the i'tcond Ma- 
ture of man, and robult of nature, cir- The Turks 
cumfpeft and courageous in all their at- are Tarta - 
tempts, and no way given to induftry or rians . 
labour, but are wonderful avaricious and 
covetous of money above all the nations of the world. 
They never obfcrve their promifes, unlefs it be with 
advantage, and are naturally prone to deceive ftran- 
gcrs ; changing their conditional bargains, as time gi- 
veth occafion to their liking ! They are humble one to 
another, but efpecially to their fuperiors, before whom 
they do not only great homage, but alfo keep great fi- 
lence, and are wonderful coy during the time of their 
prelence. They are extremely inclined to all forts of 
lafcivious luxury, and generally addict- 
ed, befides all their lenfual and inceltu- Libidinous 
ous lufts, unto fodomy, which they ac- Turks* 
count as a dainty to digelt all their other 
libidinous pleafures. They hold that every one hath 
the hour of his death wrote on his fore-brow, and that 
none can cfcape the good or evil hour predeftinated for 
them. This ridiculous error makes them lo bold and 
defperate, yea, and often, to run headlong into the 
molt inevitable dangers : They are not much given to 
domcltic paftimes, as chefs, card?, dice, and tables ; but 
abroad and in travel, they arc exceeding kind dilpofers 
of their meat and drink to any ftranger without excep- 
tion. The better lort of their women are fumptuoul- 
ly attired, and adorned with pearls and precious {tones, 
and ibme of them are accultomed to turn their hands 
and hair into a red colour, but efpecially the nails of 

their 
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their hands and feet ; and are wont to go to bathe 
themfeives in (loves twice a-week, as well as men. 

The true Turks wear on their heads white tur- 
bants, fave a few that are elleemed to be of Ma- 
homet’s kindred, and they wear green fa (lies, being 
moft part of them priefts ; the better part of the Turks 
in All a, care not for lilli ; but thefc Tuiks which 
remain in Europe love lilli better than flelh, efpe- 
tially at Conftantinople or Stambolda, where the bed 
iifhes, and the gnatcll abundance of them are ta- 
ken, that be in the world, and that in the Black 
lea : They are very delirous of taking advantage 
of their neighbours, which, if they cannot by force, 
they will, under colour of truce, accomplifh it with 
periidioufnefs. And if their enterprifes find no hap- 
py event, they are never a whit afhamed to take the 
flight, yet are they generally good foldicrs, and well 
taught in martial diicipline. Their armies, in march- 
ing, cr camping, (notwithftanding infinite multitudes), 
keep ir.oddty and lilence, and aie extremely obe- 
dient tu their captains and commanders. When the 
Great Signor is abroad with his army at wars, the 
'Turks at home within towns life great prayers and 
fading for him and them : Tney ingenioufly de- 
feribe the \idories of their anceftors, and joyfully 
ling them in thymes and fongs : thinking thereby 
that falhion, in retaking the valiant deeds of their 
predeedlbrs, to be the only means to encourage their 
foldicrs to be hardy, refolute, and def- 
Turks a re no perate in all enterprifes : They are not 
Scholars. given to conteaiplation, nor lludy of 
letters or arts *, yet they have divers 
fair fehool?. where the public lecture of their legal 
laws are prohiihd, and Mahomecanifm ; to the in- 
tern that children, being eluded to be brought up 
there for the nonce, may be inltructed to be pro- 
fitable expounders of their Alcoran, and judicious 
judges for the government of the commonwealth. It 
is jeldom, and rarely Teen, that a Turk will fpeak 
with a woman in the lireets ; nay, not fo much as 

in 
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in their mofques one to be in fight of another ; 
and yet they are Lords and mafters of their wives 
and concubines, from whom they receive as great re- 
fpett, fervice, and honour, as from their bond and 
bought Haves. 

Now, as concerning his riches, the three chief parts 
of commerce of all kind of merchandtfe, and ihat a- 
hound moft in filver and gold in all the Turks domi- 
nions, as well in Alia and Afuc.i as Europe, are thefe, 
Conftantinople in Thracia of Europe ; Aleppo in Sy- 
ria of Alia major ; and Grand Cairo in Egypt of A- 
frick ; for thefe are the three magazines of the whole 
empire, that draw the whole riches, money, and traffic, 
to them, of all the imperial provinces. It is thought, 
that ordinarily and annually the rent of 
the Great Turk amoumeth to fixteen The Great 
millions of gold, notwithftanding that Turk's y cat ly 
lome do make it Ids. But becaufe it lent. 
is fo hard to judge of any monarch’s t 

rents, being fike the infinite concavities of the c;rrh, 
fending and receiving fomnumei able ways their 0 reams 
of riches, 1 will defill from any other infiances. And 
yet the Great Turk's revenues are no way anfweraule to 
his great and large dominions. The caufcs arifing 
hereupon are many ; of whom I will felecl three or 
fonr of the chief reafons. Firll, the Turks being 
more given to arms, to conquer, to ddlroy and ruin, 
and to con fume the wealth of the people they over- 
come, leaving them dellitute of nutriment, rather than 
any way to give courfe for their increafing ami dh- 
blilhing of traffic, out of which lliould How the royal 
advantages. And the reafon why they keep their 1’ub- 
K-ds poor, and fruHrate themielves of great profits, is 
only ro weaken and enfeeble them, whereby they lliould 
not have wherewith to move iniurrection or rebellion 
againfi them. And, on the other part, the Greeks arc 
as unwilling to be indufirious in arts, traffic, or culture ; 
feeing what they poflels is not their own, but is taken 
from them, on all occafions, with tyranny and oppreF 
Hen. Eor what gains the fewer, if another reap the 

profit 1

profit ? So, in the Ottoman’s eftate, there be great 
forefts, and defert countries, proceeding from the fcar- 
city of people to inhabit there, the multitudes being 
drawn from Afia, to ftrengthen the frontiers of his 
dominions in Europe. And befides, there is another 
reafon for the want of people in thefe parts ; to wir, 
when the great Turk’s army is to march to a far coun- 
try to make wars, then muft their vulgar fubdued pea- 
fants, perhaps twenty or thirty thoulands, go along 
with them to carry their vi&uals, and all manner of 
provifion, being taken from the plough, and conftrain- 
ed to his fervitude, and, notwith handing,, the half of 
them never return again, partly becaufe of the change 
of food and air, and partly becaufe of their long tra- 
vel, and infupportable fcrvice, both in heat and cold. 
And to thefe of the fir it reafon, there is another plain 
caufe, to wir, that the whole commerce of all commo- 
dities in Turky, is in the hands of Jews and Chriftians, 
to wit, llagufans, Venetians, Englifh, French, and 
Flemilh; who fo warily manage their bufmefs, that 
they enjoy the rnolf profits of any trading there, difap- 
pointiug the Turk’s own lubje&s of their due and ordi- 
nary truilic. 

The laft and principal reafon, which 
Parcels of is of a great deal more importance than 
ground for his revenues, is, the great number of his 
hmaricts. Timars; for the Tuikiih Emperors be- 
ing immediate mallei s of the lands they 
overcome, they divide the fame in Timars, or com- 
mandments, leaving little or nothing at all to the an- 
cient inhabitants ; theydilpofe upon thcle proportions to 
valiant foldicrs, that have done good fcrvice ; and with 
this condition, that they maintain, and have always in 
readinds, horfes for the wars; which is an excellent 
good order for the prefervation of his empire; for if 
thefe Timaricts were not rewarded with fuch abfolute 
polfe/Iions of parcel -grounds, the eflatc of his power 
would fuddenly run to ruin ; for the profit of which 
lands, maintaining themfelves, their horfes, and their 
families, maketh them the more willing to concur in 
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the infallible fervice of their Emperor. Thefe Timars, 
or grounds, entertain, through all his dominions, a- 
bout two hundred and fifty thoufand horfes, that are 
ever in readinefs to march at the firft advertifement, 
without any charges to the great Signor, being bound 
to maintain themfelves during the wars. And yet thefe 
Tiniariots, and their horfes, cannot yeaily be main- 
tained under the value of ten millions of gold ; the 
conluleration whereof makes me aftonifhed, when I re- 
eal the relations of lome authors, who dare compare 
the great Turk’s revenues unto our petty princes of 
Chriftendom, 

This ellablifliment of Timars, and the by-paft elec- 
tion of Azamghans, or young children to be made Ja- 
nizaries, have been the two ftrong foundations that fup- 
ported fo inviolably the Turkifh empiie. The Roman 
emperors for a long time ufed the felf-lame manner for 
the alluring of their ptrfons and eftate, in election of 
young males to be their guard. They were called the 
Pratorian army ; and this taxation of childien was the 
firft thing that moved the Flemilli to levolt againft the 
Romans. 

As for the Turkifh cavalry, they fuf- 
tain two important efte&s : firft, they Politico of 
keep under awe and fubje&ion the great Parks. 

Turk’s fubjedb, u ho otherwife perhaps 
would revolt; and, next, they are oidaincd for any 
dependent enterprife for fteld-garrifons ; yea, and the 
principal ftnews of the wars ; and yet the election of 
the Giand Signor licth mod in the hands of the Jani- 
zaries, who cannot perfectly fay he is Emperor before 
they confirm him in his throne. 

The Turks have three things in their armies which 
:ivc very fearful, to wit, the infinite number of men, 
great difeipline, and plenty of ammunition. As for 
dil'cipline, they are not only governed with great filcncc, 
and obedience, but they arc ruled alfo with figns of 
eye ; and being tra&able, they are tied to main con- 
ducements : and although their multitudes have often 
bred eonfufion to them, 1b that little armies have broke 

and 
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and overcome them ; yet in their flight they are fo cau- 
tious, that a fmall number can do them no abfolute vio- 
lence, nof final overthrow ; for as they aflail, fo they 
fly without fear. 

The firft refidence of the Turkifli Emperor, after 
his coming from Egypt, was at Prufa in Bithynia ; 
thence it was tranfporied to Atlrianoplc, and then to 
Conlfantinople, where it abidedi to this day. Bcfides, 
all his giw balhaws in Europe, which 
Beglerbegs are eight, one in Bud* in Hungary, an- 

or bajhaws . other in Moldavia the third in Dacia, 

the fourth at Baga/ilu zza m Bofna, &c. 
He hath alfo in Afric a baftiaw in Algiers, another in 
Tunis, the thiid m Tripolis, and the lourrh in Egypt, 
So c. And in Alia Major and Ahnor, to wit, one in 
Aleppo of Syria, one in Damafcus, another in Balfora, 
the fourth at Mecca in Arabia Felix, the fihh in Car- 
mania, the fixth in Cyprus, the feventh in Rhodes, 
the eighth at Arzeron in Armenia Major, ninth and 
tenth at Teflis and Upan, on the frontiers of Gur- 
geftan and Perfia, &c. For arfenals he hath four for 
lea, to wit, one at Pcrah, or Galata, containing a hun- 
dred and thirty-three galleys ; the lecond at Galipoli, oi: 
twenty galleys ; the third arfenal is at Savezza upon the 
Red fea, conflfling of twenty-five galleys ; and the 
fourth is at Balfora in Arabia Felix, towards the Per- 
fian gulf, confiding of fifteen galkys, which are kept 
there to afilitd the Portugucfe remaining in the file of 
Ormus, and other parts adjacent there. 

The Turks have a cuftom, when they are matters of 
any province, to exterminate ail the native nobility, 
chiefly thefe of the blood royal of the country; and, 
nevertheless, they permit to all and every one of theirs, 
to live and follow his own religion as he pleaieth, with- 
out violence or conlliaint. 

Amongft the Turks there is no gentry nor nobility, 
but are ail a 1 ignoble and inferior members to one main 
body, the Girat Turks, lineally defcending of the 
boule of Ottom m ; whole magnificence, puiliance, and 
power, is fuch, that the moll eloquent tongue cannot 

jufliciently 
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fufficiemly declare. His thoufands of Janizaries, Shou- 
fes, and others, daily attending him, which are the 
nerves and finews of the warlike body of his whole 
monarchy and imperial eftate ; his hundreds (befides 
his queen) of concubines, hourly maintained by his 
means, and monthly renewed ; his armies, bafhaws, 
emirs, vizier-bafhaws, fanzacks, garrifons, and for- 
ces, here and there difperfed amongft his dominions, 
would he impollible for me briefly to relate. The in- 
human policy of the Turks, to avoid civil d'fluition, 
is luch, that the feed of Ottoman (all except one of 
them) are brangled to death : Wherefore, as Augubus 
Cat: far faid of Ilcrod in the like cafe, it is better to be 
the Great Turk’s dog than his foil. His daughters or 
fibers are not fo ufed, but are given in manuge to any 
hafhaw whom fo they affeft; yet with this condition, 
the King faith to his daughter or fiber, “ I give thee 
this man to be thy Have; and if he offend thee in any 
cafe, or be difobedient to thy will, here I give thee a 
dagger to cut oh' his head which always they wear by 
their fides for the fame purpofe. 

The Perfians differ much from the 
Turks in nobility, humanity, and a£h- Noble Per - 
vity, and efpecially in points of religion ; fans. 
who, by contention, think each other ac- 
curfcd ; and notwithstanding both factions are under 
the Mahometan law. Neither aic the ions of the Per- 
sian kings fo barbaronfly handled as theirs ; for all the 
brethren (one excepted) aie only made blind, wanting 
their eyes, and are always afterward gallantly main- 
tained like princes. And it hath oftentimes fallen 
out, that fome of thtfc kings dying without procreate 
heiis, there have of thele blind Ions iucceeded to the 
empire, who have rebored again the feed of the royal 
family. 

And now the great advantage that the Turks have 
daily over the Perfians, is only becaufe of their infan- 
try* which*the Perfians are no wife accubomcd with, 
fighting always on horfeback. Neither are the Perfians 
J i addi&ed 
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addi&ed or given to build forts, or fortifications. Nei- 
ther have they any great life of ammunition ; but expo- 
fing themfelves ever to the field in the extreme hazard 
of battle, become ever doubtful in their victories ; whofe 
courage and valour cannot be parallel- 
B-ibyh'i ie- led among all the people of the eaftern 
yawed by i be world; as Babylon, in their late and 
Pcrfuv's. lad fortunes, inty rne fufTicicnt tefti- 
mony thn eof.

T HE winter expired, and the fpring gone, time 
fummoned me, after three months repoie, to em- 
brace the violence of a fiery-faced feafon ; where, ha- 
ving dutifully taken my leave of many worthy friends, 
who both kindly and refpe&fully had ufed me, efpe- 
cially the aforelaid Englifh ambaflador, Sir Thomas 
Glover, and the new ambaflador Sir Paul Pindar, who 
had lately arrived there before my departure, and had 
been formerly conful in Aleppo five years, i left Con- 
flantinople, and imbarked in a (hip belonging to Lon- 
don, named the Allathya , whereof one Mr Wylds, in 
Ratcliff, was matter ; where indeed both he and his 
company kindly and refpeftfully ufed me for the fpace 
L 2 of 
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of twelve days, being bound for Smyrna ; and fo we 
failed along the coal! of Bithynia in Alia Minor. 

Bithynia hath, on the north, Hellefpont ; on the well, 
Phrygia; on the eaft, Pontus ; and on the ibuth, Cap- 
padocia, or Leuco-Syria. The chief cities are Chalce- 
don, where, by the command of the Emperor Martia- 
nus, the fourth genera! council was afleinbled, to repel 
the hcrefy of Nellorius. Nigh unto the iidc of Hel- 
lefpont, is Mount Stella, famous for that victory which 
Pompeyha i o\er Mithridates, and where Tamerlane, 
with eight hundred thouland Tartai ians, encountered 
Bajazet, whole army confuted of five hundred thou- 
iand men, of which two hundred thouland lolt their 
lives that day ; and Bajazet being taken, was carried 
about in an iron cage; on whole neck 
JiajiV c! td - Tamerlane tiled to fit his foot, when 
ken h Ta- he mounted on horfeback ; and at hit 
"d’r/.we, beat out his own brains againlt tire bars 

of the iron cage. The next cities aic 
Nicomcdia and Nyce, where the firll general council 
wa. kept anno 314, to which there alllinbled three hun- 
dnd and eighteen hilltops to beat down the Arian he- 
ldy. r J'he other towns are Prufa. and LabifTa. The 
former was built by Prulias King of Bithynia, who be- 
trayed Hannibal when he Bed to him for fuccour *, in 
the latter Hannibal lieth buried. Prufa was a long time 
the f cut of the Ottoman kings, till Mahomet I. began 
to keep his refidence at Adrianople. The chief ri- 
vers are, Alcanius, Sangaro, and Grauico, nigh unto 
which Alexander obtained the full victory againlt the 
Perfians. 

Having palTed Bithynia, and the Phrygian coaft, we 
arrived at Cenchrca, where St Paul cut his hair, after 
his vow was performed, Aftsxviii. 18. being a town 
now inhabited by Greeks, with a Turkifh governor, 
and of finall importance, in regard of other neighbour- 
ing places that bereave them of their traffic ; and be- 
caofe the Jctys do not fo much frequent here. The in- 
habitants are rather turned fpectaiors to virtue, than 
any way inherent to necdlary goodnefs : want of ftran- 

gers 
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gers being one let, and vicious indolence the other 
Hop. This city ftandeth by the fca-fide in the north 
part of Ionia; but more truly on the weft frontiers of 
Lydia. Lydia hath, on the weft, Phrygia Minor ; on 
the fouth, Ionia; on the eaft, Paphlagonia; on the 
north-weft, /Lolis, and a part of Phrygia Minor. The 
chief- city is Sardis, once the toyal feat of CiaTm, the 
licluft king in his time, who, in his full profpaky, 
was told by Solon, that no man could reckon upon fe- 
licity lo long as he lived, becaulc there might be great 
mutability of fortune ; which afterward he found true. 
The recital of which advert ifement, when hr w,u ta- 
ken prifoner by Cyius, laved his life. The next city 
is Perganuis, where parchment was fit ft invented, and 
ihert fore called Pergammim. Here was Galen bom, 
who lived lb healthfully one hundred and forty years; 
the reaion whereof he thus allixcth, lie never eat or 
drank his full, and ever carried fome fweet perfume*; 
with him. The other towns arc, Thyatira, Laodicca, 
and Philadelphia. 

Upon the twelfth day after our departure from Corn 
ftantinople, w r c arrived at Smyrna, being four hundred 
miles diftant. 

This city was one of the feven churches 
mentioned Revelations ii. k. and Hand- The city of 
eth in Ionia. Of this place was the fa- Smyrna, 
mous martyr Policarpus hi (hop, who 
once had been fcholar to John the Lvangclift ; and li- 
ving till he was of great age, was at laft put to death 
tor Ch rift’s fake. It is a goodly place, having a fair 
haven for imps. They have great traffic with all na- 
tions ; cfpccially for fine filk, cotton-wool, and di- 
mity, brought to it by the couutry-peaiants, which 
ftrangers buy from them. 

Near to this city, I law a long continuing plain, a- 
bounding in corns, wines, all fbits of huitful heibage, 
and fb infinitely peopled, that 1 thought nature Teem- 
ed to contend with the people’s induilry ; the one by 
propagating creatures, the other by admit able agricul- 
ture. 
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For commodities and pleafure, it is little infe- 
rior to the valley of Suda in Candy, which maketh 
the inhabitants wondrous infolent. For as mirth is 
made of pleafure, and with pleafures all 
Wealth if the vices are baited ; even fo there is not a 
mother of more incorrigible creature than man in 
vice. profperity, nor fo model!: nor reformed 

an one as he to whom fortune hath lent 
but a fparing and crooked favour : which indeed 1 hold 
beft of all ; for it is the forming of the mind, not the 
tongue, nor hand, that can prefer us to true felicity. 
And would to God that thefe, upon whom none but 
fair winds have ever blown in the career of their fup- 
pofed happinefs, could but fee, for all their high and 
overtopping places, their end and reding place ; fince 
they are nought but the arrows of the omnipotent 
arm that are yet flying, not at theirs, but his mark, 
and are no more owners of their own propoled ends, 
than they are of their own beginnings, furely 
they would cover their faces with another kind of 
malk than they do. 

Thyatiia, now called Tiria, one alfo of the feven 
churches, is not from Smyrna above eighteen miles. 

From this city (having left my kind Englilhmen, and 
their flately fhip that carried twenty-four pieces of ord- 
nance) I irabarked in a Turkilh carmoelalo, that car- 
ried nothing but her loading, being bound for Rhodes. 
In our failing along the coaif of Ionia, the firft place 
of any note 1 law was the ruinous city 
Ephefus de- of Ephefus *, yet lomewhat inhabited 
caycd, with Greeks, Jews, and a few Turks ; 

but no wife anfwciable to its former 

glory 


• Ephefus, a very celebrated city of fonia in Afia Minor, fituated 
upon the liver Cajfter. Among Jteathen authors, this city was 
once much noted for its famous temple of Diana, which, tor its 
Jargenefs and workmanfliip, was accounted one of the feven won- 
ders ot the world. Jt is faid to have been 4x5 feet long, xxo 
broad, and to have been fupported by 1x7 pillais of marble, 70 

feet 
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glory and magnificence, being rather a monument for 
memory, than a town (till of any excellency. Never- 
thelefs it is pleafantly adorned with gardens, fair fields, 
and green woods of olive-trees, which on the lla do 
yield a delightful profped. It was one of the feven 
churches, Rev. ii. i. This was one of the moil re- 
nowned cities in Alia the Ldler; but the fame rlnreof 
arofe front the temple of Diana, which, for the fipt- 
cioufnefs, furniture, magnificent workmanfnip, was 
accounted one of the feven wonders of the wot Id. h 
was two hundred years in building, being four hun- 
dred and twenty-five feet long, and two hundred broad. 
It was feven feveral limes burnt, whereof the mofi pan 
was with lightning; and laftly, the final dellruction of 
it came by a bafe fellow, Erollratus, who, to purchalc 
himfelf a name, did fet it on fiie. Ti- 
mothy was Rifiiop of Ephefus ; to the Dumas tern- 
people whereof St Paul directed one of /7e burnt. 
his epifilcs. And finally, it was famous 
for the the burial of St John the Evangclifi. It was 
laid of this place, in the Ads of the Apoflles, that all 
Alia, and the whole world, did worlhip here Diana. 
Tully reporteth, De natura Dcorum , that Timccus, be- 
ing demanded the reafon why the temple of Diana was 
fet on fire that night when Alexander the Great was 
born, gave this jeff thereof, That the miltrefs of it was 
from home ; becaufe flic, being the goddels of mid- 
wives, did that night wait upon Olympias, the mother 
of Alexander the Great, who was brought to bed in 
Macedonia. 


feet high ; whcieof 27 wore mofl cmiouily wi ought, and all tin’ reft 
poliflied. One Ctcfiphon, a famous architect in his time, connived 
the model of it *, and that with Jo much ait and cuiiolity, that ic 
took up zoo years before a was linilhed, even though it was built 
at the common expcnce of all Afia, properly io tilled, ilftei it 
was fini Hied, it was feven times fet on (lie; but once, moie elpe- 
t’ially, on the very day Socrates was poifoned; and at another time, 
on the fame night that Alexander the Gicat was born. — - — See Du’" 
tionary of the Bible. 
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Overagainft this city is the ifle Lango, 
The ijle tan - anciently called Coos , wherein the great 
go, or Coos. Hippocrates was born, and Apelles the 
moft excellent painter. It is both fertile 
and populous, and of circuit above eighty miles. There 
is a kind of ferpent faid to be in it, fo friendly unto 
the inhabitants, that when the men are deeping under 
the fhadow of trees, they come crawling, and will link 
or clafp themfelves about their necks and bodies, with- 
out doing any harm : neither when they awake are the 
beads afraid. 

And near to Lango is the ifle Nixn, of old Strango 
li, and by fome called DionyJ'ias and Naxus , an ifland 
both fruitful and delightful. As we failed by the 
weft part of the ille, a Greek paiTenger fhewed me 
the place where (as he faid) Ariadne was deceived of 
Thefeus, which is not far from the watery plain of Dar- 
mille. 

Continuing our navigation, I faw the little ifle Eph- 
dofti, where the Turks told me, that all 
Excellent the iflanders were naturally good fwim- 
fwimmers . mers, paying no more tribute to their 
great Lord the Turk, hive only once in 
the year there are certain men and women chofen by 
aTurkifh captain, who muff fwim a whole league right 
out in the fea, and go down to the bottom of the wa- 
ters, to fetch thence fomc token they have got ground ; 
and if they fhall happen to fail in this, the ifland will 
be reduced again to pay him yearly rent. This 1 faw 
with mine eyes : While we being calmed, there came a 
man and two women fwimming to us, more than a 
mile of way, carrying with them (dry above the water) 
bafkets of fruit to fell, the which made me not a little 
to wonder. For ' when they came to the fhip’s fide, 
they would neither boaid nor boat with us; but lay 
leaning, or, as it were, retting themfelves on the fea, 
upon their one hde, and fold fo their fruits ; keeping 
complements and difeourfes with us above an hour. 
Contenting them for their ware, and a frefti gale aii- 
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fing, we fet forward, touching at the little ifle of Sa- 
morhracia. 

This ifle of Samothracia was called of old Dardania , 
and now by the Turks Samandracho ; a 
place of fmall note, confidering the Samathracia . 
quantity of the ifle, and the fmall num- 
ber of inhabitants. Their lives being anfvverable to 
their means ; ignorance and iervitude, two ftrong com- 
mandeis of infirm weaklings, and no lefs powerful 
than they are debile in the debt of worthinefs; which 
the younglings of underftanding, and fucklings of far- 
looked-to knowledge, can never be able to efcape, al- 
though a true profeflion covereth many natural imper- 
fections, and in it a hope for bleflednels, which indeed 
more wifli for than rightly underhand it. And upon 
the ninth day after our departure from Smyrna, we ar- 
rived at the city of Rhodes, fo called of the illand 
wherein it ftandeth. 

Rhodes lieth in the Carpathian fei. It was of old 
called Ithridy Telchino , and Phiula. Pli- 
ny faith it was called Rhodes , becaufe The ijle of 
there were certain fields of rofes in it; Rhodes . 
for Rhodest in the Greek tongue, figni- 
lieth a flower , Not far from the city, and at the entry 
of the haven, I law the relicks of that huge and admi- 
rable ere&ed idol, named Coloffus Rhcdius, or the 
mighty image of the fun, which was made in honour 
thereof; from the which St Paul termed the inhabi- 
tants Colcjfuws. It was builded by the worthy Canete 
Lindo in the fpace of twelve years. O • 
thers have faid by Calafles, the difciple The idol lo- 
ot Lyfippus, taking the name Coloffus of lojjus. 
him ; and it was thought worthy to be 
one of the feven earthly wonders ; and fo it might juft- 
ly have been. The quantity whereof (as yet) may a- 
maze the mind of the beholder. It was ereCted in the 
image of a man, being eighty cubits high, and fo 
big that the little finger of it was as big as an ordi- 
nary man ; between whofe legs (it {landing in the har- 
bour’s mouth, with a leg on each fide of the entry) 
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(hips were wont to pafs under with taunt fails. When 
Mnavi, general of Caliph Ofman, firft united this 
ifle to the Mahometan empire, and broke down the 
greateft part of this ftatue, the brafs whereof was faid 
to be fo much that it loaded nine hundred camels. 

This ifle belonged once to the knights of Malta, who 
were then called Knights of Rhodes ; but they came 
firft out of Acre in the holy land, who were called 
Knights of St John , who courageoufly expelled the Sa- 
racens from thence anno 1308, who had formerly ta- 
ken it from the divided Grecians. Thefe knights 
greatly intefted the Turks for the fpace of two hun- 
dred years, till Solyman the Magnificent at laft invaded 
and fubdued it. The Rhodians were ever great friends 
to the Romans, infomuch that when all the other Me- 
diterranean iflands revolted to Mithridates of Pontus, 
this only adhered to the Romans. 

This ifle of Rhodes, within the fpace of twenty-five 
years, was three times mightily endangered by violent 
and extreme impetuofitics of rain, in 
Inundation of fuch fliort that the laft flood did drown 
•waters. the greateft part of the inhabitants ; 

which beginning in the fpring-time, did 
continue till fummer ; and in all this time it broke vio- 
lently down their houfes, and in the night killed the 
people lying in their beds; and in the day-time luch as 
were flieltered under fafeguard of their dwellings ; 
which was a mifcrable deftrutftion, and the like of it 
fcarcely heard of lince the univerfal deluge. 

Rut true it is, as thefe ominous judgements falling 
upon particular parts and parcels of people, arc juftly 
executed, yet they ferve for caveats for all others in ge- 
neral, (fin being the original of all), to take heed of 
offending the Creator, in abufing the belt ufe of the 
creature. 

The city of Rhodes hath two ftrong fortrefles ; in 
one of which thefe knights (Lilladamus Villiers being 
Great Mafter, who were about five hundred only, and 
five thoufand Ifhodians who aflifted them) were befieged 

by 
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by an army of two hundred thoufand Turks, and three 
hundred galleys, for the fpace of fix months. The 
chief obftacle that prevented l'o great an army from ta- 
king it, was only the refolute valour of the defendants. 
But in the end numbers overmaftering valour, and the 
Cavalieri di Rhodo, wanting furniture to their ammu- 
nition, and being penurious of victuals, were con- 
firained to furrender, upon the conditional fafety of 
their lives, goods, and tranfportation ; and remained 
a long time without any habitation, till the king of 
Spain gave them the barren ifle of Malta 
to inhabit. The ifle of Rhodes was loft Rhodes taken 
by the Maltefe anno Dom. 1522; and by Solyman* 
on Chriftmas*day Solyman entered the 
town as conqueror, though he might juftly have laid, 
(as Pyrrhus once laid of his vi&ory over the Romans), 
that fuch another victory would utterly have undone 
him, he loft fo many of his braveft commanders, and 
beft foldiers. It is ever fince in the poflefllon of Turks. 
The fortrefs of Rhodes, and that fortrefs Famagufta in 
Cyprus, are the two ftrongeft holds in all the empire of 
the Great Turk. 

And by the way, here I muft record, that if the 
Great Turk, and his great council, were not good pay- 
mafters to their Janizaries, and fpcedy re warders of 
their common foldiers, it were impoilible for him the 
Emperor, or them the Balhaws, to manage fo gicat a 
ftate, and to keep under obedience fo hcadftrong a 
multitude, and fuch turbulent forces ; for if a lob 
dier’s induftry be not quickened and a- 
nimated with bountiful rewards, he hath Soldiers 
lels will to perform any part of martial jh'juld be re - 
lervice, than a dead corpfe hath power yarded and 
to arife out of the grave : for what uwardid. 
can be more precious to man than his 
blood, being the fountain and nurfe of his vital fpi- 
J its, and the ground of his bodily fubftance ? which 
no tree or ingenious nature will hazard to lole for no- 
thing. 

And whofoever lhall argument or difeourfe upon 

found 
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found rcafon, and infallible experience, may ealily 
prove and perceive, that thefe commanders have ever 
belt profpered, which have moft liberally maintained, 
and had in lingular regard, military arts and foldiers ; 
otherwife the honourable mind would account it a 
great deal better to have death without life, than life 
without reward ; yea, and the noble commander, de- 
firing rather to want than to fuller worth unitcom- 
- pen fed. 

Rhodes joineth near to the continent, overagainft 
Caria, now called Canmma , under which name the 
Turks comprehend Pamphilia, Ionia, Lycia. Caria, 
by; the fea-fide, hath Lycia to the fouth, and Caria to 
the north. The chief cities are Manilla and Mindum; 
which having great gates, being but a fmall town, 
made Diogenes the Cynic cry out, Ye citizens of Min- 
dum, take heed that your city run not out of your 
gates. The third isllallicarnailus, where Dionylim was 
born, who wrote the hillory of Rome for the firft three 
hundred years. Of which town alfo the province took 
the name; for Artemifia, who aided Xeixes againll 
the Grecians, was by lbme authors named Queen cj 
H allied rnajj its. This was flic who, in honour of her 
huibind Maufolus, built that curious 
Maufdus's fepulehrc, accounted for one of the 

tomb. wonders of the world ; it being twenty- 

five cubits high, and fupported with 
thirty-fix admirable wrought pillars. 

After 1 had contented the mailer for my freight and 
victuals, (who, as he was an infidel, uled me with great 
exaction), I found a bark of the Arches bound to Cy- 
prus ; with the which I imbarked, being four hundred 
miles diflant. 

This Tartareta, or d. mi-galleot, belonged to the ille 
of Stagiro, anciently Thalia, wherein there were mines 
of gold, in thefe tunes, that aiforded yearly to Philip 
King of Maccdon above eighty talents ol gold, but 
now mightily impovenlhed, and of no couiequence. 
The chief town whereof is Palmapetio, where divers 
Greeks hold the opinion Homer was interred, having 

a 
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a famous fea-port, which is a common refting place for 
all the oriental pirates orcurfaroes ; which maketh the 
ifle half defolate of people, and thcfe few l'carce worthy 
of their dwellings. 

Having pafled the gulf of Sattelia, and the ifle Car* 
pathia, whence that part of the fea takeih his name, 
we failed clofe along the coall of Lycia, 
and the firm land of fruitful Pamphi- Pamphilia 
lia. The chief city of Lycia is Patras, and Lycia. 
watered with the river of Zanthus ; 
whence the people were called Zanthi , afterward Ly* 
cians > of Lycus foil to Pandion. It lieth betwixt Ca- 
na and Pamphilia, as Pamphilia lieth between it and 
Cilicia. The chief town in Pamphilia is Seltucia, 
built by Seleucus, one of Alexander’s fucceflfors. On 
the call of Lycia, within the land, borderer h Lycao- 
nia, &c. Having left Pamphilia behind us, we came 
to the coafl of Cilicia, fuftaining many great dangers, 
both of tempeftuous {forms, and invafions of damn- 
able pit arcs, who gave us divers aflau Its to iheir own 
difadvantages, our (peed was lwifter than ei»ner then* 
(wallowing defires could follow, or our weak and n * 
(olute defence could refit. 

Here, in this country of Cilicia, was St Pa> i -i.» rn, 
in the now decayed t< wn of Thai fus, who foi * qui- 
fy will not fuccumb to any city of Natolia, beii:^ yet 
the miftrefs of that province, though neither for worth 
nor wealth. 

All ancient things by Time revolve in nought, 

As if their founders had no founding wrought ; 

But thou torn Tharfus brooks a glorious name, 

For that great faint, who in thee had his frame. 

So may Cilicians joy, the Chriftian fort, 

That from their bounds rofe fuch a mighty fort. 

Twelve days was I between Rhodes and Li mi (To in 
Cyprus ; where arrived, I received more gracious de- 
monftratious from the iflanders than I could hope for, 

or 
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or wifh, being far beyond my merit or 
The defcrip - expectation ; only contenting my curio- 
tionof Cyprus fity with a quiet mind, I redounded 

thanks for my embraced courtefies. 

The people are generally ttrong and nimble, of great 
civility, hofpitable to their neighbours, and exceed- 
ingly fond of Grangers. The lecond day after my ar- 
rival 1 took with me an interpreter, and went to fee 
Nicofia, which is placed in the inidfl of the kingdom : 
but in my journey thither, extreme was the heat and 
thirft I endured, both in rcfpeCt of the leafon, and al- 
fo want of water : and although I had with me futti- 
cient of wine, yet durtt 1 drink none thereof, being fo 
ftrong, and with all had a tatte of pitch ; and that is, 
becaufe they have no barrels, but great jars made ot 
earth, wheiein their wine is put. And thele jars arc 
all inclofed within the ground, lave only their mouths, 
which (land always open, like to a fource or cittern ; 
whole inlides are all interlarded with pitch, to preferve 
the earthen vettels unbroke afunder, in regard of the 
forcible wine ; yet making the tafte thereof unpleafant 
to Isquoriffi lips, and turneth the wine too heady for 
the brain in digettion, which for health groweth diili- 
culr to ftrangers, and to themfelves a ivvallowing up of 
difeales. 

To cherifh life and blood, the health of man, 

Give me a toll, plung’d in a double cann, 

And fpic’d with ginger : for the wreftlmg grape 
Makes man, become from man, a fottilh ape. 

Nicofia is the principal city of Cyprus, and is environed 
with mountains, like unto Florence in Akruria ; where- 
in the beglerbeg remaineth. The le- 
The fix cities eond is Famagutta, the chief ttrength 
of Cyprus. and fea port in it. Selina, Lemiflo, Pa- 
phos, and Fontana Morofa, are the o- 
ther four fpecial towns in the ifland. 

This ifle of Cyprus was of old called Achametidc A - 
matifu , and by fome Miirchara, that is, happy. It is 

of 
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of length, extending from eaft to weft, two hundred and 
ten, ftxty broad, and of circuit fix hundred miles. It 
yieldeth a great number of fugar-canes, cotton-wool, 
oil, honey, corns, turpentine, allum, verdegreefe, gro- 
grams, ftore of mettles and fait, beiides all other lorts 
of fruit and commodities in abundance. It was alfo 
named Cemjiis , becaufe it butted toward the eaft with 
one horn. And laftly Cyprus , from the abundance 
of Cyprefs trees there growing. This ifland was con- 
lecrated to Venus ; where in Paphos flic was greatly 
honoured, termed hence Dea Cypri. 

Fefla Dies Veneris, tot a celeberrima Cypro, 

Vcnerat , ip/a fins aderat Venus aurea JeJlis. 

Venus feaft-day, through Cyprus hallowed came, 

Whofe feafts her prefence dignified the fame. 

Cyprus lieth in the gulf between Cilicia and Syria, 
having Egypt to the weft ; Syria to the fouth ; Cilicia 
to the eaft; and the Pamphylian lea to the north. It 
hath four chief capes or head lands : Firft, weftward 
the promontory of Acanias, modernly Capo di Santo 
Epifanio ; to the fouth, the promontory Phamria, 
now Capo Bianco ; to the eaft Pedalia, modernly Capo 
di Greco ; to the north, the high foreland of Crami- 
iieon, now Capo di Cormathita : Thefe four are the 
chief promontories of the ifland, and Cape di S. An- 
drea, in the furtheft point eaftward toward Cilicia. 
Diodore and Pliny fay, that anciently it contained nine 
kingdoms, and fifteen good towns. Cerania, now Seli- 
na, was built by Cyrus, who lubdued the nine petty 
kings of this ifle : Nicolia is lituate in the bottom or 
plain of Maft'ara, and thirty-four miles from Famaguf- 
ta ; and the town of Famagufta was formerly named 
Salami s . I was informed by fome of great experience 
here, that this kingdom containeth about eight hun- 
dred and forty villages, beiides the fix capital towns, 
-Wo whereof are nothing inferior for greatnefs and po- 

puloufncfs 
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puloufnefs, to the beft towns in Candy, Sicily, or 
Greece. 

The larged: and higheft mountain in this ifle, is by 
the Cypriots called Trohodos ; it is of 
Trohodos a height eight, and of compals forty-eight 
huge hill in miles ; whereon there are a number of 
Cyprus. ieligious monaftcries, the people where- 

of are called Coheres , and live under the 
order of St Baftle. There is abundance here of Cori- 
ander-feed, with medicinal rhubarb and turpentine. 
Here are alfo mines of gold in it, of chiyfocole, of 
calt h ante, of allum, iron, and exceeding good copper. 
And befides thefe mines, there are divers precious ftones 
found in this ifle, as emeralds, diamonds, cryftal, co- 
ral red and white, and the admirable done amiante, 
whereof they make linen cloth that will not burn, 
being caft into the fire, but ferveth to make it neat and 

white. . 

The greateft imperfection of this ifle is icarcity of 
water, and too much plenty of fcorching heat, and 
landy grounds. The inhabitants are very civil, corn* 
teous, and affable j and notwithstanding of theii deli- 
cious and delicate fare, they are much iubjedt to me- 
lancholy, of a robult nature, and good warriors, if 
they might carry arms. It is recorded, that in the time 
of Conftantine the Great, this iile was all utterly aban- 
doned of the inhabitants, and that becaufe it did not 
rain for the fpace of fix and thirty years. After which 
time, and to replant this legion again, the chief co- 
lonies came from Egypt, Judea, Syria, Cilicia,^ Pam- 
phylia, Thracia, and certain territories of Greece. 

And it is thought, in the year 1163, af- 
Comparifons ter that Guy of Lulingham, the lad 

of ifles. Chriftian king of Jerufalem, had loft 

the Holy Land, a number of French 
men ftaid and inhabited here, of whom fprung the 
greateft part of the Cyprian gentry ; and fo from 
them are defeended the greateft families of the Phem* 
clan Sydonians, modernly Drnfians : though all divi- 
ded, and worfe declined, yet they aic both fprung 

from 
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from one original ; the diftra&ion arifing from con- 
fcience of religion, the one a Chriftian, the other a 
Turk. 

The three ifles of Cyprus, Candy, and Sicily, are 
the only monarchic queens of the Mediterranean feas ; 
and like to other in fertility, length, 
breadth, and circuit ; lave only Candy, Cyprus re- 
that is fomewhat more narrow than the planted \ 
other two, and alfo more hilly and fafli- 
nous ; yet for oils and wines, Ihe is the mother of both 
the other : Sicily being for grain and filks the emprefs 
of all ; and Cyprus for fugar and cotton-wool, a dar- 
ling lifter to both ; only Sicily being the moft civil ifle, 
and full of gentry, the Cypriots indifferently good, 
and the Candiots the moft rude of all. 

The chief rivers are Teno, and Pedefco : Cyprus 
was firft by Teucer made a kingdom, who after the 
Trojan war came and dwelt here ; and afterward be- 
ing divided between nine petty princes, it was l'ubdued 
by Cyrus, the firft monarch of the Medes and Per- 
fians. After the lubverfton of which empire, this ifle 
was given to the Ptolemies of Egypt ; from whom Ca- 
to conquered it to the benefit of the Romans. The 
Dukes of Savoy were once Kings of 
Cyprus ; but the inhabitants ufurping The Dukes cf 
their authority, elected kings to them- Savoy -were 
lelves, of their own generation ; and fo Kings of Cy- 
it continued, till the laft king of Cy- prus . 
prus, James the Baftard, (marrying 
with the daughter of a noble Venetian, Catharina Cor- 
naro), died without children, leaving her his abfolute 
heir. And fhe perceiving the factious nobility too 
headftrong to be bridled by a female authoiity, like a 
good child, refigned her crown and feeptre to the Ve- 
netian ftate, anno 1473. Whereupon the Venetians 
embracing the opportunity of time, brought her home, 
and lent governors thither to hear fway in their be- 
half ; paying only as tribute to the Egyptian Sultans 
-nur hundred thoufand crowns, which had been due 
M ever

ever fince Meleckfala had made John of Cyprus his 
tributary. 

It was under their jurifdi&ion one hundred and 
twenty years, and more ; till that the Tutks, who ever 
oppoie themk’lvcs againlf Chrillians, (finding fit occa- 
lion in time of peace, and without fufpicion in the 
Venetians), took it in with a great armado, anno 1570, 
and fio fill this day by them is detained. O great 
pity ! that the ufurpers of God’s word, and the word’s 
great enemy, lhould maintain (without fear) that fa- 
mous kingdom, being but one thou find and fifty Turks 
in all who are the keepers of it. Unfpeakable is the ca- 
lamity of that poor afili&ed Chriitian people, under 
the terror of theie infidels ; who would, if they had 
arms, or afiiftance of any Chriflian potentate, ealily 
lubveit and abolilli the Turks, without any difturb- 
ance ; yea, and would lurrender the whole Signory 
thereof to luth a noble adlor. I do not fee, in that 
i'mall judgement which by experience I have got, but 
the redemption of that countiy weie mod eafy ; if that 
the generous heart of any Chrillian prince, would be 
moved with compafiion to relieve the milerable afflicted 
inhabitants. In which work he would reap (queftionlefs) 
not only an infinite trealure of worldly commodities, 
that followeth upon l'o great a conqueft, but alfo a hea- 
venly and eternal reward of immortal glory. The 
which deliverance Ferdinando, Duke 
of Florence, thought to have accom- 
plilhed (having purchafed the good-will 
of the illanders), with five galleons and 
five thoufand loidiers ; who being mind- 
ful to take firfi in the fortrefs of Farna- 
gufia, dire&ed l'o their com fie, that in 
the night they lhould have entered the haven, difim- 
barktd their men, and ficaled the walls. 

But in this plot they were far difappointed by an un- 
happy pilot of the vice-admiral, who mi flaking the 
port, went into a wrong bay ; which the Florentines 
confidering, rcfiolved to return, and keep the fiea, till 
ihc licond nigh; ; buq by a dead calm, they were fru- 
itrated 
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ftrated of their arms, and on the morrow were difco” 
vcred by the caftle. Whereupon the Turks went ini' 
mediately to arms, and charged the inhabitants to come 
to defend that place. But about four hundred Greeks 
in the weft part, at Paphos, rebelled ; thinking that 
time had altered their hard fortunes by a new change ; 
hut alas, they were prevented, and every one cut off 
by the bloody hands of the Tuiks, This mallacre was 
committed in the year 1607. Such always are the tor- 
turing flames of fortune’s Indies, that he who mod af- 
fecteth her, (lie mod and altogether dtceivcth : “ But 
they who tiuft in the Lord, Hull be as ftable as Mount 
Sion, which cannot be removed And, qneilionlefs, 
one day God, in all his eternal mercy, will rchtve their 
miferies, and in his juft judgements lecompenfe the f e 
bloody oppreftors with the heavy vengeance of his all- 
leeing jullice. 

In my icturn from Nicofia to Famagi.fta, with my 
Frenchman, we encountered by the way with four 
Turks, who needs would have my mule to ride upon ; 
which my interpreter refufed ; but they, in a revenge, 
pulled me by the heels from the mule’s back, beating 
me moft unmercifully, and left me almoft for dead. In 
the mean while my companion fled, and elcaped their 
fury : and if it had not been for foine compallionate 
Greeks, who by accident came by and relieved me, I 
had doubtlefs immediately ptrillied. 

Here 1 remember, between this ifle and Sydon, that 
fame fummer, there were five galleons 
of the Duke of Florence, who encoun- A f\i cem- 
tried by chance the Turks great nrma- but. 
do, confifting of one bundled galleys, 
fourteen gallcots, and two galleailts : the admiral of 
which Blips did flngle out hcrfllf fiom the reft, and 
ode.ed to fight with the whole armado a'one ; but the 
forks durft nor, and, in their flying back, the admiral 
kink two of their galleys, anti had almolt felled upon 
one of their gallcafles, if it had not been for twenty 
dleys who defperately advemmed to tow her away 
• d iJ *nft tlie wind, and lo etc aped. 
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For true it is, the natural Turks were never flcilful 
in managing of fea-battles, neither are they expert mari- 
ners, or experienced gunners. If it were not for our 
Chriftian runagates, French, Engliih, and Flemings, 
and they too, fublime, accurate, and defperate fellows, 
who have taught the Turks the art of navigation, and 
efpecially the ufe of ammunition, which they both 
carry to them, and then become their chief cannoneers, 
the Turks would be as weak and ignorant at fea, as the 
filly Ethiopian is unexpert in handling of arms on the 
land. For the private humour of difcontented cafta- 
ways, is always an enemy to public good, 
Chriftian who, from the fociety of true believers, 
runagates . are driven to the fervitude of infidels, 

and refilling the bridle of Chriftian cor- 
rection, they receive the double yoke of defpair and 
condemnation. Whole terror of a guilty confcience, 
or rather blazing brand of their vexed fouls, in forfa- 
king their faith, and denying Chrift to be their Sa- 
viour, forces molt of them, cither into a torment of 
melancholy, or into the extafy of madnefs ; which, in- 
deed is a torturing horror, that is fooner felt than 
known ; and cannot be avoided by the rudenefs of na- 
ture, but by the laving grace of true felicity. 

From the fort and city Famagulla, I imbarked in a 
germo, and arrived at Tripoly, being eighty-eight miles 
diftant ; where I met with an Engliih lhip called the 
Royal Exchange of London t lying there at anchor in the 
dangerous road of Tripoly, whole love I cannot eali- 
ly forget ; for at my laft good night, being after great 
cheer, and greater carouling, they gave me the thun- 
dering farewel of three pieces of ordnance. 

Tripoly is a city in Syria, Handing a mile from thf 
marine fide, near to the foot of Mount 
the city of Libanus *. Since it hath been firlt 
Tripoly, founded, it hath three times been fitua- 
ted, and removed in three {undry 

places. 

* Tripoly, a city of Phoenicia, a province of Syria in Afia, tba- 
Hands commodioufly at the foot of Mount Libanus, from whid 

tfliw 
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places. Firft, It was overwhelmed with water : Se- 
condly, It was Tacked with Corfairs and pirates : 
Thirdly, It is like now to be overthrown with new 
made mountains of fand. There is no haven by many 
miles near unto it, but a dangerous road, wheic often, 
when northerly winds blow, fliips are caft away. 

The great traffic which now is at this place, was for- 
merly at Scanderona, or Alexandretta, 
a little more eaftward ; but by reafon Scanderona. 
of the infectious air, that corrupted the 
blood of Grangers, proceeding off two high mountains, 
who are fuppofed to be part of Mount Caucafus, which 
with-hoid the profpeCt of the Tun from the indwellers, 
more than three hours in the morning ; fo that, to my 
knowledge, I have known to die in one Ihip, in a 
month’s time, twenty manners. For this caufe the 
Chriftian ffiips were glad to have their commodities 
brought to Tripoly, which is a more whole! ome and 
convenient place. 

The daily interrogation I had here, for a caravan’s 
departure to Aleppo, was not a little wearifome to me, 
being mindful to vifit Babylon. In this my expecta- 
tion, I took purpofe with three Venetian merchants, 
to go Tee the cedars of Lebanon, which was but a 
day’s journey thither. As we afeended upon the 
mountain, our ignorant guide, miftaking the way, 
brought us into a labyrinth of dangers ; infomuch that, 
vvrellling among the intricate paths of the rocks, two 
of our affes fell over a bank, and broke their necks : 
And if it had not not been for a Chriftian Amaronite, 
who accidently encountered with us in our wildfome 

‘iTues a finall river that runs thtough the place, and is about a mile 
■nid \ half from the Levant, with a commodious hat hour defended 
by fix f'quare cattles or towers, built along! the flioic. It is the teat 
■ ^ a Turkifh viceioy or bcglerbeg. The fields and gardens arc well 
locked with mulbcrry-irces, and a confiderable filk manufactory is 
carried on; but in the year 1760, a dreadful earthquake almoft en- 
tnely ruined this city, and now a peftilcnce continues to make 
f qual havock among the remainder of its inhabitants’. It lies about 
ninety-eight miles fouth of Scandcroun.-— — — .Geographical Di&ion- 
^7, on the word Tripoli. 

M 3 wand eiing, 
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wandering, we had been miferably loft ; both in regard 
of rocks, and heaps of fr.ow we palled ; and alio of great 
torrents, which fell down with force from the fteepy 
tops; wheiein one of ihcfe merchants 
77v cct\u s r j was twice almolt drowned. When wt' 
7 ifhin'ts. anived to the place where the cedars 
giew, vve law but twenty-four in all, 
giouing after the manner ol oalc tires, but a great 
tied taller, flraighter, and pi eater, and the branches 
grow fo llraight and intei lot king, as though they weie 
kept by nit. And \et fiom the root to the top they 
hear no boughs, but puuv ftiaight upwai d, like to a 
pdmtrtt; who, as May -pelts invtlope the air, fo 
their ciicle-fpread tops, do kifs or enhance the lower 
cloud’, making tlmir grandeur oveilook the bight ft 
bodies of all oth.cr .dpiring trees, and, hke monarch*!' 
lions to wild beads, they become the chief champions 
Oi ford's and woods. 

Although that, m the days of Solomon, this moun- 
tain was o\eichul with foreffs of cedais, yet now theie 
aie bur (<nly thefe, and, nine miles weftward thence, 
ftvcntccn more. The nature of Siat tree is always 
gieen, yielding an ('doriferous fmell, and an excellent 
kind of fruit hke unto apples, blit of a fwcetcr taftc, 
and more wholefome in digtllion. The roots of fon.e 
of thefe cedais are almoft deflroyed by fhepherds, 
who have made flies theieat, and holes wherein they 
flap; yet nevrrt In-left they flomilh green above in 
ihe tops arid biand.es. The* length of this mountain 
i- about f oi tv miles, teaching from the weft to the 
♦ ait; ;.nd continually, fnmmcr and winter, icfeiveth 
fuow on the inps. h is alfo beautified with all the or- 
n.tmuiic of natiiii', as luibage, tillage, pafluiage, fruc- 
t ill rous trees, tine fountains, good coi ns 
7 '?•> *tku' 'f am! rtbfoluLely the twft wines produced 
l.ifoi:„s, upon the earth. The Signor thercoi 
i> a freeholder, by birth a Turk, ami 
will not acknowledge any fupriior, being the youngdt 
fon of the F.mir, oi piince of Sidon, wb.o, when Ins 
father uuiked agio: ;ft Aehmet, and not being able tn 

maka 
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make his own part good, fled into Italy, to the Duke 
of Florence ; and notwithftanding that the elder bro- 
ther yielded up Sidon, and became a pardoned fubjeft 
to the great Turk, yet this the other brother would 
never yield nor furrender himfelf, the fort, nor the 
Signory of Libanus. The old piioce his father, after 
two years exile, was reHored again to his Emperor’s 
favour ; with whom, in my kcond travels, boih at 
Leghorn and Meflina in Sicily, I rencountered ; whence 
the Duke of Sona, that kingdom’s viceroy, e aided 
tranfport him on a Hardy lliip for the Levant to Sidon. 
1 he S;doniarw or Drullans, were lirlt of all Ficnch- 
men, who, after their expullion from feudalem, lied 
hither to the borders of Zabulon and Nephihaliin, now 
called Phrnicta , as I lhall make moie clear after- 
wards. 

The moll part of the inhabited villages aie Chriflians, 
called Ammonites or Ncjiorhins ,« qua/i 
Nazaritans, and are governed by their Ncfloi cms. 
own paniarch. Theie are none at this 
d ly do fpeak the Syriac tongue, hive only thefe people 
of Mount Libanus, and in that language the Alcoran of 
Mahomet is written. The kind Amaronite whom wc 
met, and took with us for our belt guide, in descend- 
ing fioin the cedars, (hewed us many caves, and holes 
in rocks, where Coleires, religious Syrian* and Am;i- 
ronites abide. Amonglt thefe an (tore 
cottages, I law a fair tomb all of one Jofiitu's 
Hone, being feventeen foot of length ; tomb. 
which (as he laid) was the fepulchre of 
the valiant Jolhua, who conduced the people of J frail 
to the land of promile. 

'kite Mahometans cHeem this to be a holy place, 
and many retort to it in pilgrimage, to offer up their 
latanical prayers to Mahomet. I law, upon this moun- 
tain, a fort of fruit called amazza Franc hi ; that is, the 
death of Chrillians ; becaufe when Italians, and others 
of Europe, eat any quantity thereof, they prefently 
Hill into the bloody Hux, or elfc ingender Home other 
peflilentious fever, whereof they die.

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The patriarch did moft kindly entertain us at his 
houfe ; fo did alfo all the Amaronites of the other vil- 
lages, who met us in our way, before we came to 
their towns, and brought prefents with them of bread, 
wine, figs, olives, falads, capons, eggs, and fuch like, 
as they could on a hidden provide. 

This bifliop or patriarch’s houfe is joined with, 
and hemmed in within the face of an 
The bijhjp of high rock, that lerveth for three lidcs 
Eden on Li - thereof, the fore and fourth part be* 
banns. ing only of mafon-work. Near unto 

which falletli precipitately a great tor- 
rent over the faffinous bank, that maketh a grievous 
noife night and day; which, as I told him, 1 thought 
it fhould turn the bifliop hark deaf. But the homely 
;;ml fimplc man, (not puffed up with ambitious greed, and 
glorious apparel, like to our proud prelates in Chriften- 
dom), told me, that continual cuftom brought him to 
difpofe upon the day, and lleep better in the night, 
becaufe of the founding waters. Where repofing with 
him one night, my mule the next morning faluted Li- 
banus with thefc lines. 

Long and large mount, whole rich fpread mantle, 
fee, 

Affords three colours to my wandering eye : 

The lirft are corns in their expectant view, 

Lair barley, rye, and wheat : O hopeful hue ! 

That quickeneth the preft plough ; and for to eat, 

It makes new toil begin again to fweat. 

The fecond fight are wines, the bed on earth, 

And moft delicious in their pleafant birth ; 

They ’re phy ileal, and good t’expel all forts 
Of burning fevers in their violent torts : 

Which fenators of Venice drink for health, 

Thete’s nought fo rare, but is attain’d by wealth. 
The third is amiable, O verdure green ! 

For padurage, the bed that can be feen : 

Draw nigh the tops where fire-worn cedars grow, 
And heic or there fome cooling fpots of fnow ; 

Whence 
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Whence rills do fpring, and fpeedy torrents fall, 

To loofe fcorch’d flowers, that burning heat would 
thrall. 

Here herds frequent, whofe pleafant toils do reft 
Of mountains all, on Liban, only beft ; 

Where piping Pan, and Silvan do accord, 

To lurk with Ceres, and make Bacchus Lord ; 
Pitch’d under filent (hades ; whence Eden town, 
Thefe bounds for paradife, dare flrmly crown : 

And Iaft, to count thefe colours, here’s delight, 

The fields are green, wines yellow, corns as white. 

About the village of Eden, is the moft fruitful part 
of all Libanus, abounding in all forts of deliciohs fruits. 
The variety of thefe things, indeed, ma- 
keth the filly people think the garden of The Georgi- 
Eden was there. By which alledgeance, ans paradife . 
they prove the apprehenfion of fuch a 
liniftrous opinion with thefe arguments, that Mount 
Libanus is fequeftrate from the circumjacent regions, 
and is invincible for the height and (Length they have 
in rocks ; and that Eden was (till rebuilded by the fu- 
gitive inhabitants, when their enemies had ranfacked 
it : Alfo they affirm, before the deluge it was fo called, 
and after the flood it was repaired again by Japhet, the 
fon of Noah, who builded Joppa, or Japhta in Palefti- 
na. Lo, thefe are the realons they fhew ftrangers for 
luch like informations. 

There are with this one, other two fuppofed places 
of the earthly paradife. The one is by the Turks, and 
feme ignorant Georgians, holden to be at Damafcus, 
for the beauty of fair fields, gardens, and excellent 
fruits there ; efpecially for the tree called Moujlee , 
which they believe hath grown there fince the begin- 
ning of the world. Indeed it is a rare and lingular 
tree, for I faw it at Damafcus, and others alfo of the 
lame kind upon Nilus in Egypt. The growth whereof 
is ftrange ; for every year in September, it is cut down 
hard by the root, and in five months the tree bud- 

deth 
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deth. up a pace again, bringing forth 
The tree leaves, flowers, and fruit. The leaf 
Moujlec. thereof is of fuch a breadth, that three 
men mayeafily hand under the fhadow 
of it, and the apple is bigger than a foot-ball, which 
is yearly tranfported for Conftantinople to the great 
Turk ; and there is referved for a relick of the fruit 
of the forbidden tree ; whence he flyles himfelf Keeper 
of the earthly paradife. 

But if he were not furer a greater commander and 
referver of a large part of the bed bofom of the earth, 
than he is keeper of that Adamian garden, his ftyles 
of the earth, and mine of the world, were both alike ; 
and that were juft nothing, fave only this, two naked 
creatures living amongft naked people ; or, otherwife, 
if it were to be kept or fern, certainly I would wifti to 
be a pnftillion to the great potter the Tutk, but not 
his pedagogue, far ltf> his pilgrim. 

The thiid place, by the Cliellane*?, is thought to be in 
the call part of Mcfopatamia, near to 
The ChAjanc the joining of Tigris and Euphrates, 
farad je. where they inhabit. I have oft requi- 

red of tlicfe Chelfdocs, wliat realon they 
had for this conceived opinion ? who anfwercd me, 
They received it from time to time, by the tradition oi 
their anccftors : And becaufe of the river Euphrates, 
and other rivets mentioned in the lcriptures, which to 
this clay retain their names in that country, fome hold, 
that the garden of Eden extended over all the earth. 
But contrariwife, it manifeftly appeareth by the 2d chap- 
ter of Genelis, ver. 14. that this garden we call para- 
dife, wherein Adam was put to diefs it, was a certain 
place on earth, containing a particular portion of a 
country, called Eden , which bounded on the river Eu- 
phrates. To this, and all the reft, I anfwer, No cer- 
tainly can be had of the place where Eden was, either 
by reading or travelling, becaufe this liver hath been 
ott divided into fundry ftreams. And, it is laid, that 
Cyrus, when he won Babylon, did turn the main chan- 
nel of Euphrates to another courfe. But howfoever, 
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or wherefoever it be, I am of opinion, no man can 
demonftrate the place, which God, for the fins and 
fall of man, did not only accurfe, but alio the face of 
the earth. 

Many ancient authors have agreed with the opinion 
of Plato and Arflotle, conflantly af- 
firming, that mountains, iilands, and J'tolencc of 
countiies, have received great altera- frai and uj- 
lion by the inundation of livers, and tors. 
violence of raging leas. Thracia hath 
been divided from Bitbynia ; Nigiopomi from Thef- 
falia ; Corfu from Epirc ; Sicily from Italy ; the 
hies Orcades from Scodand ; and many other iilands 
and countries cm into divilions after the fame form. 
Wherefoie, the moic a man contemplates to inarch 
the knowledge of Eden, and iiich high mvlterics, (ap- 
peitaining only to the Cieator), the more he fh.dl fad 
in his purpofc, olTtnd God, become fooliili and lan- 
tailical for his pain*. 

But to turn back to my itineraty relation, after my 
return to Tripoly, I depared thence e a if ward, with a 
caravan of Tin ks to Aleppo, being ten days jourmy 
d’ftant. In all this way (leaving Scanderoon on our 
left hand) I faw nothing worthy remaiking, favc only 
a few fcattered villages, and poor miierable people, call* 
ed Turcoman i> living in tents, and following their flocks, 
to whom I paid fundry catfars, who remove their wo- 
men, childien, and cattle, wherefoever they find foun- 
tains and good pa flu rage ; like unto the cullom of the 
ancient ifradites ; which, in their wandeiing falhion, 
did plainly demonflrate the necefihy they had to live, 
rather than any plealure they had, or could have, in 
‘heir living. 

They differ alfo in religion from all the other Maho- 
metans, in two damnable points. The 
one is, they acknowledge that there is The Turco -* 
a Cod ; and that he of himfeif is fo mans opinion 
gracious, that he neither can do harm, of God and 
being dlentially good, nor yet will au- the devil 
thorife any ill to be done; and there- 


fore 
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fore more to be loved than feared. The other is, they 
confefs there is a devil, and that he is a tormentor of 
evil doers, and of himfelf fo terrible and wicked, that 
they are contented, even for acquiring his favour and 
kindnefs, to facrifice in fire their firft-born child to 
him; foliciting his devilifhnefs, not to torment them 
too fore when they dial l come into his hands ; and yet 
for all this, they think afterwards, by the mercy of Ma- 
homet, they fhall go from hell to paradife. 

In this immediate or afprefaid pafTage, we coafted 
near and within fix miles of the limits of Antiochia, 
one of the ancient patriarch fees, fo 
Antiochians called of Antiochus her firft founder ; 
the jirfi Chri - and not a little glorying to this day, that 
Jtians. the dilciples of Jeius and Antiochians 

were firll here named Chrifiiam \ who, 
notwithstanding of their grievous affli&ions, flourifhed 
fo, that, in forty years, they grew a terror to their ene- 
mies ; who, fuggelled by the devil, cruelly aflli&ed 
them with ten general perfecutions, under the Empe- 
ror Nero, anno 67. ; Domitianus, anno() 6 .; Trajanus, 
100; Maximinus, 137; Marcus Antonius, 167; Se- 
verus, 195; Decius, 250; Valerianus, 259; Aure- 
Jianus, 278 ; and Dioclefian, anno 293 years. Not- 
withllanding all which maffacres and martyrdom, yet 
this little grain of muftard-feed, planted by God’s own 
hand, and watered with the blood of fo many holy 
faints, (mini fanguis martyrum femen ecclefice ejl) y grew 
fo great a tree, that the branches thereof were difper- 
fed through every city and province of the whole 
world. 

Before my arrival in Aleppo, the caravan of Baby- 
lon was from thence departed, which bred no fmali 
grief in my bread. The Venetian conful, to whom 
I was highly recommended by the aforcfaid merchants, 
(having had fome infight of my intended voyage), in- 
formed me, that the caravan ftaid at Beerfliake on Eu- 
phrates, for fome conceived report they had of Arabs, 

that 



in Europe, Asia, and Africa. 189 

that lay for them in the defarts, and 
wanted me to hire a Janizary, and three Fruflrate of 
foldiers, to overtake them, whofe Babylon . 
counfel I received ; but was entirely 
fruftrated of my defigns. True it was, they ftaid ; but 
were gone three days before my coming to that unhap- 
py place. 

The diftance from whence, overland, to Babylon, or 
Bagdat, being but fix fmall or lliort days journey, the 
lofs whereof, and the damnable deceit of my Janizary, 
made my mufe to exprefs what my forrowful proie can- 
not perform. 

The doubts and drifts of the voluble mind, 

That here and there do flee, turn judgement blind ; 
Did overwhelm my heart, in grim defpair, 

Whilfl hope and reafon fled, ftaid tim’rous care. 
And yet the grounds were juft ; my treach’rous 
guide 

Did nought but crofs me ; greed led him afide. 

Still this, {till that I would ! All I furmife 
Is fhrewdly ftopt. At laft my fcopes devife 
To make a boat, to bear me down alone, 

With drudges two, to ground chang’d Babylon. 
That could not be ; the charges was too great ; 

And eke the ftream did nought but dangers threat. 
My conduct ftill deceiv’d me, made it fquare 
Another Caravan, O ! would come there 
From Aleppo, or Damafcus ; till in end 
Moft of my monies did his knavery fpend. 

Thus was I tofs’d long five weeks and four days, 
With ftruggling doubts. 0 ftrange were thefe de- 
lays ! 

At laft a Chelfane came, a Chriftian kind, 

Who by my grief foon underftood my mind ; 

And told me flat, the Janizary’s drift 
Was to extort me with a lingering fhift. 

Come, come, faid he, the fanzack here is juft; 

Let us complain, for now complain we muft. 


He 
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He with me went, and for a frenchman ferv’d ; 

And told the ruler how my condu£t fwerv’d. 
lie’s call’d, and foon convinc’d, and with com- 
mand 

Forc’d to tranfport me back to Syria’s land. 

I’m there arriv’d, and efrfoons made me bound 
For the Venetian conful ; there to found 
My great abufes by this villain done ; 

Which foon were heard, and eke repair’d as foon. 
The Bafbaw was upright ; and for time’s fake 
He did me more than confcience will’d me take. 

My plaint preferr’d, he was in prifon laid, 

And all my gold, to give me back was nude, 
Which he had falfcly ta’en ; where, for his pains, 
He had the lofs, and I receiv’d the gains. 

For doubling his wrongs done, to crofs him more, 

1 got my vantage from his craft before ; 

And for his ttn weeks fees, no more he had 
Ilian he that’s owner of a ditch fall’ll jade. 

Thus leaving him, I with the conful bode, 

Full forty days, ere I went thence abroad. 

In the eleven days journey I had between Aleppo 
and Beerfhack, through a part of Syria, the breadth of 
Mefopotamia, and Chelfauia, a province of the fame, 
joining with Tigris and Euphrates, and returning the 
fame way again, 1 found nothing worthy of remark- 
ing, favc the fertility of the foil ; which 
Mefopotamia . indeed, in Mefopotamia, yieldetb two 
crops of wheat in the year; and fora 
bufhel fowing, in divers places, they receive a hundred 
again. 

The country itfelf is overclad with infinite village?, 
having no eminent town of any note or confequence, 
except the city of Carahemen, the feat of a Beglerbeg, 
who commandeth under him fourteen Sanzacks, and 
twenty-fix thoufand Timariots. The people here, arc 
for the moft part believers in Chri ft ; but, alas! too 
filly, untoward-, and ignorant Chriftians; and yet, tho’ 
without learning,orgieat underftanding therein, they arc 

wonderful 
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wonderful zealous in their profdlion, and great Offer- 
ers for it alfo. 

This barbarous town of Beerfhack, 
being iituate on Euphrates, ftandeth in Beer (back. 
the Chelfanes country, and is fuppofed 
to have been Padan-aram, where Laban dwelt, and 
where Jacob kept Laban’s fheep ; though forne inter- 
pret all Mefopotamia then to have been called Padan - 
aram : From whence north-eaft, and not far hence, 
are the demolilhed fragments of Niniveh on Tigris, 
whofe very ruins are now come to ruin ; the decays 
whereof being much like to that facked Lacedemon in 
Sparta, or to the ftonny heaps of Jericho, the detri- 
ments of Thebes, the relicks of Tyrus, or to the fi- 
nal overthrow of defolate Troy. This country of 
Chelfane is the place mofl agreeable with feripture 
where the earthly paradife was let, though now impof- 
liblc to be found out. 

Mefopotamia is leldotn watered with 
tain ; but by the nature of the foil is Mefopotamia . 
marvellous fruitful. It is bordered with 
Caldca, on the enft; Euphrates, on the fouth ; Syria, 
on the north ; and Arabia Petrea, on the well. This 
Aleppo is a city in Syria ; the name of which hath been 
lb ott changed by the Turks, that the tiue antiquity of 
it can hardly be known. It is both large and populous, 
and furnilhed with all forts of merchandifc, elpeciaily 
of Jndigo and fpices, that are brought from over land 
from Goa, and other places in India, which dravveth a 
crowd of all natious to it. 

Here I remember of a notable obe- 
dience clone to the Great Tui k by the A notable 0- 
Great Balhaw of Aleppo, who was alfo bcdicnce . 
an Emir, or heieditaiy prince; to wit, 
the year before my coming hither, he had revolted a- 
gainfl; his emperor, and fighting the Balhaws of Da- 
maicus and Car . theme n, overcame them. The year 
following, and in my being there, the Grand Signor 
lent from Comlantinople a Showfe, an.d two Janiza- 
t'ie?, in ambailage to him ; where, when they came 

to 
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to Aleppo, the Bafhaw was in his own country at Mefo- 
potamia. The meffengers make hade after him ; but in 
their journey they met him coming back to Aleppo, 
accompanied with his two Tons, and lix hundred horfc 
men. Upon the highway they delivered their mel- 
fage, where he hood dill and heard them. The prof- 
fer of Achmet was, that if he would acknowledge his 
rebellion, and for that treafon committed fend him his 
head, his elded fon ihould both inherit his poffeflions 
and balhawfhip of Aleppo ; otherwife he would come 
with great forces, in all expedition, and in his proper 
perfon he would utterly raze him and all his from the 
face of the earth. 

At which expredion, the Bafhaw, knowing that he 
was not able to redd the invincible army of his mader, 
and his own prefence, he demounted from his horfc, 
and went to counfel with his fons, and neared friends ; 
where he and they concluded, it was bed for him to 
die, being an old man, to five his race undedroyed, 
and to keep his fon in his authority and inheritance. 
This done, the Bafhaw went to prayer, and taking his 
leave of them all, fat down upon his 
The BaJhavj knees, where the Showfc druck off his 
of Aleppo be - head, putting it in a box, to carry it 
headed. with him for Condantinople. The 

dead corpfe was carried to Aleppo, 
and honourably buried ; for I was an eye-witnefs to 
that funeral fead. And immediately thereafter the 
Showfc, by proclamation and power from the Empe- 
ror, fully poifeded the fon in his father’s lands, offices, 
bafhaw fliip, and the authority of all the eadern Syria, 
part of Mefopotamia, and the Adyrian country ; for 
this Bafhaw of Aleppo is the greated in command- 
ment and power of all the other Bafhaws in the Turk’s 
dominions, except the Bafhaw or Beglerbeg of Damaf- 
cus ; and yet the former, in hereditary power, far ex- 
reedeth the other, being a free Emir, and thereupon 
a prince born. The force of his commandment reach 
cth to eighteen Sanzacks, and thirty thoufand Tima- 
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riots, befides Janizaries, and other inferior foldiers, 
which would make up as many more. 

This city is cailed in the fcriptures Aram Sobab, 
2 Sam. viii. 3. and Aleppo, of Alep, which iignifieth 
milk; whereof there is a great plenty here *. There 
are pigeons brought up here after an incredible man- 
ner, who will fly between Aleppo and Babylon, being 
thirty days journey diftant, in forty- 
eight hours; carrying letteis and news, . . 

which are tied about their necks, to 
merchants of both towns, and from one " rs ' 
to another; who are only employed in the time of ha- 
fly and needful intendments. Their education to thele 
tractable expeditions is admirable ; the flights and arri- 
vals of which I have often l'een in the time of my win- 
tering in Aleppo, which was the 1'ccond winter after my 
departure from Chriftendomf. 

Syria hath, ontheeafl, Armenia Ma- 
jor; on the fouth, Mesopotamia; on Syria. 
the north, Cilicia and the lea ; on the 
weft, Galilee and Phoenicia. In the Bible the Syrians 
are called Aramites , who were an obfeure people, lub- 

* Aleppo is well fupplied with butter and chccfe, nude imliftri- 
miiutcly fiom milk-cows, buflaloes, flicip, and go us; of .. 1 which 
the Arabs have large flocks, wherewith they navel, like the pa- 
tiiarchs of old; and from which they dr aw tlvr lubldh ’’cc.

-1 he food of which they are fondeft is mutton. Of this they have 

Spcat plenty, fat and good. See Alexander Ruflel’s travels to 

Aleppo. 

t They have many forts of fowl well known to us, befides others 
which to deferibe would ingrofs too much of our tune. This i-, the 
Mtivc country of the carrier-pigeon, formerly ufed by the Kuropcrns 
hir conveying expeditiouily the news ot a llnp’s arnval at Scancle- 
ioon : a practice that has been diluted for many years T he pi- 
fieon thus employed was one that had left young ones U Aleppo. A 
fmall piece of paper, with the lliip’s name, the day of Ii _r .mivii, 
and wiiat die material could be contained in a veiy nauow com- 
pats, was fixed, to prevent its being wetted, undei tlie bud’s wmg ; 
{ nd the feet of it were bathed in vinegar, to keep them cool, char 
-tcy might not little to drink or wafli thuiillhes.— - — llnd. 
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je£t to the Perfians, and fubdued by Alexander ; after 
whofe death this country, with Perfia, and other adja- 
cent provinces, fell to the (hare of Seleucus Nicanor ; 
who alto wrefted from the fucceilors of Antigonns the 
Letter Afia. This kingdom hath differed many altera- 
tions; efpecially by the Pcriians, Grecians, Armenians, 
Romans, Egyptians, laftly by the Turks, and daily mo- 
lefted by the incurfive Arabs. 

In my expectations here, and the fpring come, (be- 
ing difappointed of my defired aims), I intended to 
vilit Jcrufalem in my back-coming. And for the fur- 
therance of my determination, I joined with a Caravan 
of Armenians and Turks, that were all guarded with 
Janizaries and foldicrs, of whom iome were to flay at 
Damafcus by the way, and fome mindful to the furtheft 
mark. And, for my better fafeguard, (being always 
alone, which by all was ever much admired), the Ve- 
netian conful took furety of the captain, that he fhouid 
protect me fafely from thieves, cut-throats, and the 
exa&ions of tribute by the way,- delivering me freely 
into the hands of the Padre Guardiano at Jerufalem. 
’Which being done, I hired a mule from a Turk, to 
carry my victuals ; and fo fet forward with them. The 
number of our company were about 
A Caravan ff nine hundred Armenians, Chrifiian pil- 
At me mans . grims, men and women; fix hundred 
Turks trafficking for their own bulinefs ; 
and one hundred foldiers, three Showfes, and fix Jani- 
zaries, to keep them from invafions. 

Between Aleppo and Damafcus, we had nine days 
journey; in five of which we had plealant travelling, 
and good Canes to lodge in, that had been built for the 
fupport of travellers, and are well maintained. But 
when we puffed Hamfek, which is a little more than 
mid -way, we had dangerous travelling, being oft aifailed 
with Arabs, fatigued with rocky mountains, and fome- 
times in a point of choking for lack of water. * The 
confuiion of this multitude was not only grievous, in 
regard of the extreme heat, providing for vi&uals at 
poor villages, and feircity of water to fill our bottles, 
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made of boar-fkins ; but alfo amongft narrow and fto- 
ny paflages, thronging, we oft fell one over another, 
in great heaps, in danger to be fmothered ; yea, and 
oftentimes we that were Chriftians had our bodies well 
beaten by our conducing Turks. In this journeying I 
remember the Turk who was the owner of my mule 
was for three days exceeding favourable unto me, info- 
much that I began to doubt of his carriage, fearfully 
fufpe&ing the Italian proverb, 

Chi mi famiglior , che non ci Joule , 

Ingannato mi ha , oingannar mi Vnolc . 

He that doth better now to me than he was wont, 

He hath deceiv’d, or will deceive me with fome fad 
affront. 

But when I perceived his extraordinary fervice and 
flattery was only to have a lliare of the tobacco I car- 
ried with me, I freely beffowed a pound thereof upon 
him : which he and his fellows took as kindly as tho’ 
it had been a pound of gold ; for they are as exceflively 
addicted to fmoke, as Dutchmen are to the pot : which 
ever made me to carry tobacco with me, 
to requite their favour, over and above Pagan flat- 
their fials, more than ever I did for my tery. 
own ufe : for in thefe days I took none 
at all ; though now, as time altercth every thing, I am 
(honoris gratia ) become a courtly tobacconiff , more for 
falhion than for liking. The Turkilh tobacco-pipes 
are more than a yard long, and commonly of wood or 
canes, being joined in three parts with lead or white 
iron ; their feveral mouths receiving at once a whole 
ounce of tobacco, which lafteth a long fpace ; and be- 
caufe of the long pipes, the fmoke is exceeding cold in 
their fwallowing throats. 

At our accuffomed difmounting to recreate ourfelves, 
and refrefh the beads, I would often take a walk to 
ftretch my legs, which were ftiffed with a ffumbling 
bead; wherewith the Turks were mightily difeontent- 
N 2 ed, 
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ed, and in deridon would laugh and mock me : for 
they cannot abide a man to walk in turns, or {land to 
cat ; their ufage being fuch, that when they come from 
their horfe-back, they prefemlyfit down on the ground, 
folding their feet under them, when they repofe, dine, 
and fnp. So do alfo their artizans ; and all the Turks 
in tlm world fit always crols-legged, wrongfully abu- 
fmg the commendable cuftom of the induftrious tai- 
lors. In their houfes they have no bed to lie on, nor 
chair to fit on, nor table to eat on, but a bench made 
of boards along the houfe-lide, of afoot high from the 
floor, fpread over with a carpet, whereon they ufually 
lit eating, thinking, deeping, reding, and doing of 
manual exercifes, all in one place. Neither will the 
bed fort of Mahometans be named Turks y becaufe it 
fignifieth banijhed in the Hebrew tongue ; 
Turks are and thei efore they call themfelves Mufful- 
c dl led Mujjul- mans, viz. good believers. Where indeed 
mans. for good it is a falfe epithet ; but cer- 

tainly for firm believers, they are won- 
derful condant : and fo are all ignorants, of whatfo- 
cver profedion; even like to the Spaniard, who, in the 
midd of ad his evils, yet he remaineth always faith- 
ful to all the ufurpations the Spanifh crown can 
compafs. 

They never uncloath themfelves when they go to 
red ; niiihcr have they any bed-c!oaths, lave only a co- 
vci let above them, 1 have feen hundreds of them, 
after this manner, lie ranked like dirty fwine in a 
bealtly dye, or loathfome jades in a filthy dable. 

Upon the ninth day, (leaving Cotafa behind us mi 
the mountains), we entered in a pleafant plain of three 
leig’ies of length, adorned with many villages, gardens, 
and rivets ; and at riving at Damafcus, we were all lod- 
ged (fome in chambers wanting beds, and others with- 
out, on hard denes) in a great Cane called Ihramnen \ 
whne we ft.tid tluee days. During alt wliich time, 
pr'nihon for om (elves, and provender for our beads, 
were given us twice a-day gratis ; being allowed by the 
Griud Signor to ail kind of diangers whatfoever that 

come 
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come to Ddmafcus with any Caravan ; being a Angu- 
lar comfort and advantage to weary and extorted tra- 
vellers. 

Damafcus is the capital city of Syria, called by Turks 
Shamrna, and is fituated on a fair plain, 
and beautified with many rivers on each Damafus is 
fide, (efpecially Paraphar and Abderah), called Sham- 
excellent orchards, and all other natu- ma. 
ral objects of elegance : that for fixa- 
tion, artifans, all manner of commodities, and variety 
of fruits, in all the Aliatical provinces it is not parallel- 
led. By the Turks it is called the garden of Turky , 
or rather their earthly paradife, becaufe of a fenced 
garden there, where a garrifon of Turks lie continual- 
ly, keeping that tree Mouflee, whereon, as they al- 
ledge, the forbidden apple grew, wherewith the fer- 
pent deceived Eve, and (he Adam ; and from whence 
the Great Turk is alfo llyled, Keeper of the Ter reft rial 
Paradife. 

Some hold this city was built by Eleazer, the fervant 
of Abraham; and others fay it is the 
place where Cain flew Abel : where in- The antiqui - 
deed is is moft likely to be fo ; for hard ties of Da - 
by Damafcus I faw a pillar of brafs c- mafms. 
rented there for a commemoration of 
that unnatural murder of Cain executed upon his inno- 
cent brother *. But whatever is in that, it is a plealant 
and gallant city, well walled, and fortified with a ftrong 


* Several writers have been of opinion, that Cain and Abel dwelt 
near Damafcus; and that this city takes its name fiom the Mood ot 
Abel; Dam, in Hebrew, fignifying blood, and Saik a righteous per- 
fon; and they Bill fhtw in thefe parts Abel’s monument, which is, 
as they fay, forty feet in length. The Jews and Ciniftians have a 
tiadition, that paradife was fituated in the belly of Damafcus. The 
beauty and fertility of the place induced the inhabitants to be of 
this opinion, though it is at a good diftanee from the Tigns and Fu- 
phratfs. T hey alfo afleit, that Adam was created near Damafcus, 
of .1 ceitain red earth, which is to be feen at the lame place, and 
v> hich to them feemed more proper than any other to form flcfh.— — — - 
Dictionary of the Bible, 
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caftle, wherein the Balliaw remaineth. The moft part 
of the ftreets are covered ; fo that the citizens are pre- 
ferved in fummer from the heat, and in winter from 
the ra ; n. 

The like commodity (but not after that form) hath 
Padua in Lombardy. Their Bazar, or market-place, is 
alfo covered ; fo are commonly all the Bazars, or Be* 
zeftans in Titrky. The belt carobiers, Adam’s apples, 
and grenadiers, that grow on the eai ih, is here. Near 
unto the Bazar, there is a mofquc, called Gemma , where- 
in my guide Ihewed me the fepulchre of Ananias, and 
the fountain where he baptized Paul. In another ftreet, 
I faw the houfe of Ananias, which is but a hollow cel- 
lar under the ground, and where the difciples let 
Paul down through the wall in a baiket. In the 
ftreet where they fell their Viano, my interpreter lhew- 
ed me a great gate of fine metal, which he laid was 
one of the doors of the temple of Solomon, and was 
tranfported thence by the Tartarians who conquer- 
ed Jerufalem about three hundred and eighty years 
ago, who, for the heavy weight thereof, were enfor- 
ced to leave it here, being indeed a relick of wonderful 
bignefs. And I law alfo fuch abundance of rofe-water 
here in barrels, to be fold, as beer or wine is rife with 
us. 

This paradife-like Shamma is the mother city, and 
moft beautiful place of all Alia, refembling every way 
(the tenures of her houfes excepted, being platform) 
that matchlefs pattern and mirror of beauty, the ciry 
of Antwerp. The only beft lhables, or Ihort crooked 
fwords, that be in the world, are made here ; and fo are 
all their other weapons; as half- pikes, bows and arrows, 
and baluckoes of fteel, that horfemen carry in their 
hands; their lliafts being three feet long, their heads 
great and lound, and iharply guttered, wherewith they 
ufe to brain or knock down their ent* 
The forces of mies in the field. The Beglerbdg or 
the BaJhaw of Balhaw of Damafcus has the greatcil 
J Damafus. command of all other Balhaws in A- 

lia ; having under his authority (as hr 
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is under his Emperor) twenty-two fanzacks ; and they 
conducing under all the aforefaid three, forty thou- 
fand Titnariots, or horfemen, belides two thouland ja- 
nizaries, which are the guard of the Balhaw, and gar- 
rifon of the city. His Beglerbegfhip extenduh over the 
greater half of Syria, a part of the two Arabias, Fe- 
lix and Pctrea, Phoenicia, Galilee, Samaria, Paleili- 
oa, Judea, Jerufalem, Idumea, and all the northern 
parts of Arabia the Delert, even to the frontiers of 
Egypt. 

r J he means ol the prefervation of fo great a Hate, k 
only by an induced confidence upon the power and 
force of thofe Titnariots, who as well have their pay, 
and local grounds of compenfation, in time of tran- 
quillity as wars, to defend thefe countries liom the in- 
curfions of the wild Arabs, which evermore annoy the 
Tuiks, and alfo 0 rangers ; and cannot pofiibly be 
brought to a quiet and well-formed manner of living, 
but are continual fpoilcrs of thefe parts of the Turkilh 
dominions. That mifehief daily increalcth, rather than 
any way diminiflieth. They, taking example from the 
beaftly Turks, add, by thefe patterns, more wicked- 
nefs to the badnefs of their own difpolitions : fo that 
every one of thefe favages, according to 
his power, dealeth with all men unci- Savage Ara- 
villy and cruelly, even like a wildernefs In in robbers . 
full of wild bealfs, all living upon ra- 
pine and robbery, wanting all fenfe of humanity, mote 
than a fhew of appearance ; whereby, being combined 
together, they do tyrannize over all, even from the Red 
ica to Babylon. 

Thus they, in that violent humour, invading alfo 
thofe of Afric, hath caufed Grand Cairo to be fur- 
nilhcd with thirty thouland Timariots, which defend 
the frontiers of Egypt and Gozan. Leaving all the 
Turks at Damafcus, (lave only our Janizaries and fol- 
dicn), within the fpace of two hours after our depar- 
ture from thence, travelling in the way of Jerufalem, 
the whole Armenians fell down on the ground, killing 
if, and making manvfmcere demonllrations of unwont- 

N 4 
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ed devotion. At the which < being amazed, Hood 
gazing, afking my Frenchman, what news i wl;o re- 
plied, faying, I' was the place where St Paul was con- 
verted, which they had (and all C iriftians lliould have) 
in great regard. The place was covered with an old 
chapel *, and, 

More like fomc retick, of extirp’d decay, 

Than for a monument rear’d for the way, 

To blaze on Paul’s couverlion ; yet it’s true. 

The work was done, even by the Chriftian Jew, 

Or Jacob, a circumcifed kind, 

"Who bear to Franks a molt refpc&ive mind. 

Three days were we betwixt Damafcus and the eafi 
part of Galilee, which is the beginning of Canaan ; in 
two of which three we encountered with marlhcs and 
quagmires, being a great hindrance to us. This bar- 
ren and marfhy country is a part of Arabia Petrez, 
coming in with a point between Galilee and Syria, run- 
ning along even to the fouth-weft lkirt of Libanm, 
which indeed in that place, far more than Jordan, di- 
vided the true Syria from Canaan. This Pctrean 
country itfclf, Hoping even down to the limits of Ja- 
cob’s bridge, cutteth away the denomination of Syria 
from this parcel of ground, rill you come eaftward to 
(he more labor ions plains. 

Through this p .ffage it is moft undoubtedly a very 
thicviih way : for as we travelled in tlu 
A dangeions night, there were many of us forced to 
way. carry burning lights in our hands ; and 

our loldicrs had their harquebufles ready 


* At aboui joo pices fioni Damafcus, on the fouth fide, upon tk 
highway, the place is lhewn whtic St Paul was thrown upon the 
giouiul, and heard i voice faying unto him, “ Saul, Saul, whypci- 
llcutcfl thou me line a chuuli was built, which at piefent o 
entirely min :d. In the fame city tliere is ftill to be feen the'houf' 
which is fml to be that ot Ananias, who haptifed and infhuCted Sr 
Paul.

to 
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to difcharge ; all to affright the blood -thirfty Arabians, 
who in holes, caves, and bufhes, lie obfcured, waiting 
for, advantage upon travellers, not unlike unto the law- 
lefs wood-carnes in Ireland. This part of Arabia is 
called Petrofa, becaufe it is fo rocky ; and fome think 
of Petra, the chief town. It was anciently divided in- 
to two regions, Nabathia and Agara, poffelled firft 
by the Hagarens, defcended of Abraham and Hagar. 
It is alfo thought to be the land ol the Midianites, whi- 
ther Mofes fled to, and kept fhcep ; and Mount Ho- 
reb is there, whereon the Lord did fhew him the land 
of promifc. 

Divers of thefe Petrean Arabs converfe and dwell 
amongft the Turks, whom we term, in refpe£t of the 
other, civil Arabs. South from hence licth Arabia Felix, 
bordering with the Indian lea ; which is the molt fruit- 
ful and pleafant foil in all Alia, abounding with balfi- 
mo, myrrh, and frankincenfe, gold and pearls, el'peci- 
ally about Medina, the fecond city to Mecca. The 
other towns of note are Horan, the chief port of the 
South ocean ; and AUeroch, the only town where 
Chriftians are in greateft number in that country. 

Truly, with much difficulty, and greater danger, 
palled we thefe Petrean journeys. Here 
I remarked a fingular quality, and rare Arabia Pe * 
perfection, in the careful conduct of our trc'U 
captain ; who would, when he came to 
any dangerous place, give the watch- word of St Jo- 
hanne, meaning as much thereby, that none lhouIJ 
l'peak or whifper after that warning, under the pain of 
a harquebufado. And no more we durft, unlefs he 
had flretched out his hand, making us a ilgn (when oc- 
casion ferved) of liberty, left, by our tumultuous node 
in the night, our enemies ihould have the foreknow- 
ledge of our coming ; and knowing alfo, that the na- 
ture of a multitude bred all timer, confuted effects, with- 
out •fome feverc punifhment. Himfelf rode Hill in the 
vanguard, upon a lufty gelding, with two Janizaries 
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fear of fuddeB aflaults. Thus moft dexteroufly difchar* 
ged he the function of his calling, not with infolence, 
but with prudent and magnanimous courage : For my 
part, I mull needs fay, the diligent care of that benign 
caravan extended over me was fuch, that whenfoever 
I remember it, I am not able to facrifice congratulations 
fufEcientiy to his well-dderving mind ; yet in the 
mean while my purfe bountifully rewarded his earned 
endeavours ; and notwitliilanding of this high concei- 
ved regard, yet in lome frivolous things, and for a 
imall trifle, he privately wronged me, which I mil- 
knew, as unwilling (knowing his difpofition, and that 
my life hung in his hands) to be too forward to feek a 
redrefs : For oftentimes an inconvenience is moft con 
venient ; and as the great corrupter of youth is plca- 
fure, and the violent enemy of age is grief ; even fo aic 
the inordinate defires of unconicionable ftrangers to- 
wards travellers, who preferring avarice above honet- 
ty, care only for that part of a man which is his for- 
tune, whole friendfhip beginning only in 
A corrupted an outward fhow, muft end in the roidft 

Caravan. of a man’s money ; as who would fay, 

fuch like were rather employed, as their 
employments rewarded ; and therefore in unlawful things 
they muft fuck the honey of their own prepofterous 
ends ; And thus it fared with him ; at the paying of 
my tributes by the way for my head, he caufed me 
oft to pay, more than reafon, to the Moors, Turks 
and civil Arabs, receiving iecretly back from them the 
overplus ; which my Turkifh fervant perceiving, mack 
my Trenchman tell me, that I might be fordeen 
therein. 

But fuch is the covetous nature of man, that with 
his covenant he cannor be contented, unlefs he feek o- 
therwife, by all unlawful means, to purchafe himfelf an 
unjuft gain. But the high refpcCt I had of his other 
perfections, made me overlook and wink at that imper- 
fection of avaricioufnefs in him ; and efpecially remem - 
beiing myfelf to be under his protection, I always en- 
deavoured my aims fo, that in his fight I won extraor- 
dinary 
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dinary favour ; infomuch that, in danger or fecurity, 
he would ever have me near by him, which I alfo cra- 
ved, and drove to obferve the points of his will, and 
my own fafety. 

The obligation of my bounden duty taught me to 
no other end, than ever to refpett the benevolence of 
his affe&ion, and to fupprefs my own weak judgement, 
which could never mount to the true acquittance of 
his juft merit. 

But to proceed on my pilgrimage ; on the aforefaid 
third day in the afternoon, we entered into Galilee, paf- 
fmg along a fair bridge that is over the river Jordan, 
which divideth a part of this ftony Arabia from Gali- 
lee. This bridge, by the Armenians, is 
called Jacob's bridge ; and not far hence, Jacob's 

they {hewed me the place where Jacob bridge . 

wreftled with the angel, and where Elau 
met his brother Jacob to have killed him, being upon 
the eaft fide of the river. Jordan is fcarcely known by 
the name at this place ; but afterwards I faw his great- 
er growth, ending in Sodom, whereof, in the one place, 
I fhall more amply difeourfe. Between Jacob’s bridge 
and Jerufalem, we had fix days journey, five whereof 
were more pleafant than profitable, in regard of the 
great tributes 1 paid by the way for my head, that at 
iundry places, and in one day, 1 have paid for my free- 
dom in paftage twelve zechins of gold, amounting 
to five pound eight {hillings of Englilh money : A jour- 
nal tribute, more fit for a prince to pay than a pil- 
grim ; the admiration only refting upon this, how I 
was furnillied with thefe great fums of money I daily 
difburfed. 

April the eighteenth day, according to the computa- 
tion of the Roman calender, and by ours March the 
eight and twentieth, I entered into Galilee a province of 
Canaan. This country was liift called Canaan, fiom 
Canhan the fon of Cham : fecondly, * The land of pro - 
mife t becaufe it was promifed by the Lord to Abraham 
and his feed to pofiels : thirdly, The land of Ifrael, of 
’he Ifraelites, fo called from Jacob who was firnamed 

Ifrael; 
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Jfrael ; fourthly, Jttdea y from the Jews, or the peo- 
ple of the tribe of Judah ; fifthly, Palcjiinc, quafi Phi - 
Ijihriy the land of the Philiftines ; and now, fixthly, 
* Terra San£la> the Holy Land, becaufc herein was 
wrought many wonderful miracles, but efpecially the 
work of our faivation. It is in length an hundred and 
eighty, and in breadth fixty miles ; yet of that falubri* 
ty of air, and fertility of foil, flowing with milk and 
honey, that before the coming of the Ifraelites, it 
maintained thirty kings with their people, and after- 
ward the two potent kingdoms of Ifrael and Judah ; 
in which David numbered one million and thirty thou- 
fand fighting men, befides them of the tribe of Benja- 
min and Levi. It is mod certain, that by the goodnefs 
of the climate and foil, efpecially by the 
Canaan blcfling of God, it was the moll fruit- 

greatly chan- ful land in the world : But, by expe- 
nd/. riencc, I find now the contrary, and the 

fruitfulnefs thereof to be changed, God 
curfing the land together with the Jews, then the (but 
now difperlcd) inhabitants thereof. Neither are the 
greateft pait of thefc eaftern countries fo fertile as they 
have been in former ages, the earth as it were growing 
old, leemeth weary to bear the burden of any moie in- 
creafc ; and finely the two eyes of day and night, with 
the planets, and ftars, are become neither fo forcible, 
fo bright, nor warm as they have been ; time, from 
old antiquity, running all things to defolation, making 
the ftrong things weak, and weak things feeble, at laft 
it returneth ail things to jufl nothing : And there is 
the end of all beginnings, and an infallible argument of 
the diflolution to come by the day of judgement. 

As things that are, flill vanilh from our eye, 

So things that were, again lhall never be : 

The whirlwind of time ftill fo fpeedy polls, 

That like itfelf, all things therein it toils. 

The Jews are alfo termed Hebrcci, or Hebrew r, from 
Iieber, one of Abraham’s progenitors, or Ilebra, quafi 

AW'.? j 
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Abraha ; who, at their defcent into Egypt, were but 
fevemy fouls, being the iITue of Jacob and his twelve 
fons. The pofterity of which patriarchy continued in 
bondage two hundred and fifteen years, till in the 
vearof the world 2453. At which time the Lord, 
(ommiferating their heavy oppreffions under the Egyp- 
tians, delivered them with a ilrong hand, and placed 
them here ; which then was inhabited by the Ilittites, 
Amorites, Perizzitcs, and Jebufites. 

Canaan is divided into five provinces, The Holy 
viz Judea, Galilee, Palelfina, Samaria, Land. 
and Phoenicia : Some divide it only into 
tluce, Palellina, Judea, and Galilee. It hath been by 
others alio nominated in general, Syria ; by which 
calculation they gathered all the countries from Cilicia 
to Egypt under that name. But howfoever they differ 
in deicriptions, ii is moft certain, that at this day, it is 
only and ufually divided into thefe five particular pro- 
vinces. Galilee and Paleftina, for the prefent, arc 
the moll fertile, and greatell provinces thereof, efpe- 
cially Galilee, which, in forne pans, yieldeth grain 
twice a-year ; and for abundance of filk, cotton-wool, 
delicate wines, honey, oil, and fruits of all kinds, I hold 
it never a whit more decayed now, than at any time 
when the glory of lfrael was at the highell. 'Phis pro- 
vince of Galilee is forty-eight miles long, and twenty- 
five broad, having Phoenicia to the north ; Samaria to 
the weft ; Jordan to the fouth; and to the call and 
north-eaff, a part or point of Arabia Petrofa, and the 
fouth-weft end of Libanus. 

After we had tiavelied a great way along the lake of 
Gennefareth, which is eight leagues in length, and four 
laoad, where I law the decayed towns of Bethfaida 
v.nd Tyberias, lying on the north fide of the fame fea, 
we ieft the fea-coafl, and came to Cana, to flay all 
J1 ight ; in which we had no Canes to fave us fiom the 
Aiab#, nor coverture above our heads, but the hard 
giound to lie on, which was always my bed in the moft 
pans of Afu. In the night when we flepr, the foldiers 

kept 
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kept centinel, and in the day when we repofed, they 
dept and we watched. 

This Cana was the town wherein our Saviour 
wrought the firft miracle, convening, 
Cana in Ga- at the marriage, water into wine ; and 
Idee. is now called by the Turks, Calieros , or 

Calinos , being a town compofed of two 
hundred fire-houles ; the inhabitants being partly A- 
rabs, partly Jews, and partly Chriftian Georgians, 
The circumjacent fields, being both fertile, deledtable, 
and plain. 

The day following, refuming our journey, we palled 
over a little pleafant mountain, where the Armenian 
patriarch, (for fo was there one with them), went in- 
to an old chapel, and all the reft of the pilgrims 
thronged about him, uling many ftrange ceremonies, 
for it was in that place (as they faid) “ where Chrift 
fed five thoufand people, with five barley-loaves and 
two fifties.” And indeed it is very like the place. The 
ancient chapel, lhewing as yet fome beautiful decora- 
tions, do dignify both the monument, and the memory 
of the founder thereof. 

Continuing our journey, wc faw Mount Tabor on 
our left hand, which is a pretty round mountain, be- 
fet about with comely trees. I would gladly have leen 
the monument of that place, where the transfiguration 
of Chrift was. But the Caravan, mindful to vifit Na- 
zareth, left the great way of Jerufalem, and would by 
no perfuafion go thither. 

That night we lodged in a poor village called Heer- 
febek, where we could get neither meat for ourfelves, 
nor provender for the beafts ; but fome of our compa- 
ny, for their fupper, had an hundred ftrokes from the 
Moors and Arabs in that place, becaufe the Chriftian 
pilgrims had trodden upon the graves of their dead 
friends, which by no means they can tolerate. They 
made no fmall uproar amongft us, defperately throwing 
ftones and darts, till we were all glad to remove half a 
mile from that place ; and the next morning we patted 
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by Cafarea Philippi, which is now fo 
miferably decayed, that the town confift- Cafarea Phi * 
eth not of above twenty-four dwelling- lippi. 
houfes, and is almoft in as ruinous a fi- 
tuation as facked Samaria, or another fpedhicle of time, 
like to the now ragged town of the Moorifh Bethu- 
lia. It was built by Philip one of the tetrarcns, in ho- 
nour of Tiberius Caeiar, and now called by the Moors 
llederafco . Here was Herod (mitten by the angels, and 
eaten of worms, after the fycophantic people called 
his rhetorical oration, The voice of God, and not of man. 
Here our Saviour healed the woman of the bloody flux, 
and raifed from death to life the daughter of Jairus. 
Here St Peter baptized Cornelius, and St Paul dil'puted 
againft Tertullus, in the prefence of Felix. 

April 20. about ten of the clock, (pafiing the river 
Kyfon), we arrived at Nazareth, and there repofed till 
the evening, providing ourfelves of victuals and water. 
In this town dwelt Jol'eph and the Vit gin Mary; and 
in which alfo our Saviour was brought up under the 
aigilant care of Jofeph and Mary. After we had dined, 
the Armenians arofe, and went to a heap of flones, the 
ruins of an old houfe, before which they fell down 
upon their knees, praifing God ; and that ruinous 
lump (fay they) was the houfe where Mary dwelt when 
Gabriel faluted her, bringing the annunciation of falva- 
tion to the world. I am fully perfuaded they carried 
away above five thoufand pounds weight to keep in 
memorial thereof : Then did I remcm* 
her of the chapel of Loretta, and told si counter 
the Caravan, that I faw that houfe Hand- buffet for La- 
ing in Italy, which (as the Romanitts retta. 

Ly) was tranlported by the angels. O, 
laid he, we Armenians cannot believe that, neither ma- 
ny other aflertions of the Roman church ; for we cer- 
tainly know by Chriftians, that have from time to time 
dwelt* here ever lince, that this is both the place, and 
flones of the houfe : Let Pa pi (is coin a new law to 
themfelves, we care not ; for as they err In this, fo do 
they err in all, following merely the traditions of men ; 

they

they run galloping poft to hell. The patriarch being 
informed by the laughing Caravan of thefe news, afked 
me in difdain, (thinking it had been an article of my 
belief), If I faw that houfe, or believed that the chapel 
of Loretta was fuch a thing ? to whom I conftantly an- 
fwered, I did not believe it, affirming it was only but a 
devilifh invention, to deceive the blindfolded people, 
and to fill the coffers of the Roman priefts. Now, 
thou bottomlefs gulf of papifhy, here I forfake thee, 
no winrer-blafling furies of Satan’s fubtil fforms can 
make fhipwrcck of my faith, on the ftony ihelves of 
thy deceitful deeps. 

Thus, and after this manner too, are all the illufions 
of their imaginary and falfe miracles, firft invented 
partly by monaffeiial poverty, then confirmed by pro- 
vincial bribery ; and laftly, they are faith-fold for con* 
iiftoral lucre. In the mean time of our flaying here, 
the Emir, or Lord of the town, lent fix women, con- 
ducted by twelve of his fervants, to an Armenian 
prince, that was a pilgrim in our com* 
Libidinous pany, to be ufed by him, and others 

lechery, whum he would eleCl to be his fellow- 

laboureis ; which indeed he did kindly 
accept, and invited me to that feafi ; but I gave him the 
refufal, little regarding fuch a frivolous commodity. 
He, and fome of the chief pilgrims entertained them 
for the fpace of three hours, and lent them back, gi- 
ving to their conductors fifteen piaflers as a reward. 
Truly, if I would rehearfe the impudence of thcle 
whores, and the brutilhnefs of the Armenians, ns it is 
moll ignominious to the aClors ; fo, no doubt, it would 
be very loathfome to the reader. 

Such is the villany of thefe oriental flaves under the 
Turks ; that not only by converfing with them, they 
learn fome of their damnable Ethnic cufloms, but al- 
fo going beyond them in beaflly fenluality, become 
worfe than brute-beafls. This maketh me remember a 
worthy faying of that hcathenifh Roman emperor Mar- 
cus Aurelius, who, in confidcration of llcfldy lulls, laid, 
That although he were lure the gods would not 


puniffi 
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him for the offence ; yet he would forbear it, in regard 
of the iilthinefs of the faft itfelf. Indeed a noble and 
virtuous refolution of a Vagan, ‘when fuch bafe and 
beaftly Chriftians, tbefe wretched Armenians, commit- 
ted with thefe infidel harlots, a twofold kind of volup- 
tuous abomination, which my conlcieuce commands me 
to conceal, left I pollute this 1101 them woild with that 
which their nature never knew, nor then knowlulge 
have heard, hearing of the like ; but God in his juil 
judgements, that lame night, threatened both to have 
puni Hied the doers, and the whole company for their 
fakes. For we having rcfolved to travel all that night ; 
and becaufc the way was locky, and hard to be known, 
and peiilousfor Aiabs, we hired a Chriftian guide, 
named Joab , and agreed with him to take 11s to Lydda, 
which was two days journey. But before we advanced 
to our paffage, Joab had lent a privy meffenger before 
us, to warn about three hundred Arabs (who had 
their abode on the fouth lide of Mount 
Carmel) to meet him at luch a place as /l villainous 
he had appointed j giving them to know plot. 
we were rich, and well provided whh ze- 
chins, and luhans of gold, and piafters of filver ; r.nd 
that he Ihould furrendcr ns into their hands for fuch a 
recompence and conlideraiion as their lavage judge- 
ments fliould think lit, according to the fpoils and 
booties they fliould obtain, together with the mifcrable 
murder and lols of our lives. This being done, and 
unknown to us, we marched along, travelling falter than 
our ordinary pace, lome on Iiorle, and feme on foot, 
for my pilgrimage was always on foot. Our guide lu- 
!pe<fting that, by our celerity, we fliould go beyond the 
place appointed for his tieaihcrous plot, began to 
crofs us grievoufly, leading 11s up and down amongft 
pools and holes, whither he lilted ; where many of 
our camels and affes were loft, and could not be reco- 
vered', becaufe we all began to fufpect and fear ; which 
was the caufe that the owners durit not ftay to iclieve 
their perilhing beafts. 

in the end, the captain and Janizaries intreated him 
0 earneftly 
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carneftly to bring us in the right way ; but the more 
they requefted, the more obdurate was his heart, re- 
plying, He was miftaken, and could not find it till day- 
light ; upon the which words the company was flop- 
ped ; and in the mean while there came a Turk, one of 
our foidiers, unto the captain, faying, he law the 
guide, before our departure from Nazareth, fend a 
Moor before him, tor what refpect lie 
A tranche- knew not, being long at private confer- 
rous guide. ence. \Y hereupon tiiey flraight bound 
him with iope^ on a hone- back, 
threatening him with death, to cattle him to confels 
the truth. 

in the mid ft of tins tumult, l having got fight of the 
norrh-ftar, (which feemed exceeding low to me), con- 
Jidering thereby, that the villain had led us more to the 
iouthward than to the weflward, which was our way 
to Jerufaiem : “ Whereupon I intreared the Caravan to 
turn our faces northward, otherwife we fhoutd be cut 
oil’, and that fuddenly : For although (laid I) it may 
perad venture be, that we are three or four' miles limit 
of the place intended for cur mailacre, yet they mill- 
ing us, will, like ravening wolves, hunt here and 
there ; whertfore, if vve incline to the north, (God 
willing), we dull prevent their bloody defigns. To 
which advice (being duly pondered) they yielded ; 
and fo l became their guide in that dark night, till 
morning ; for none of them knew that ftar, neither 
the nattuc of ir. At laft this delperate wretch confi- 
dering, that either by our vanquilhing, or the enemy’s 
vi&ory, he could not deape, iince his treafon was re- 
vealed, began to beg pardon of the Caravan, faying, 
That if he could have any furety of his life, he would 
lufitCHntly inform us how to cfcape thele imminent 
dangei i ; for vve were all in extreme pnil of our lives, 
and not fo much courage nor comfoit left us, as the 
verv fnialldl hopes of any relief. c 

The captain, being diftraded with fear, replied In 
would, and thereupon lwore a lolemn oath ; fo did the 
Janizaries lvvear by the head of Mahomet, for the hko 

eftcih 
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effeft. Which being done, he was untied, and confcfT- 
cd, that if wc had continued in the way he led us, we 
had been all put to the edge of the fword ; and falling 
down on his knees, cried oft with tears, Mercy, mer- 
cy, mercy. 

All that night we went with that (far, and againft 
morning we wete in the wtftern confines of Phanicia, 
and at the beginning of Palefiine, cloic by the fea-coaft, 
and within half a mile of Tyrus. 'this 
once renowned city of Tyrus, called now Tyrus is call* 
by the Moors Si<r, was famous for her cd Sur. 
purples, and colonies difpcrfed over all 
the wot Id by her citizens ; and once a kingdom of great 
antiquity and long continuance The worthidl ol her 
kings were Hiram, in find: bond of confederacy with 
, Solomon, and Pigtnalion^ the bt other of Dido, who 
built Carthage. 'This feat, giving way to the Periian 
monarchy, was, about the overthrow of l) iritis, attack- 
ed by Alexander ; who had much ado, with extraoidi- 
naiy expence of men, money, and great labour, to 
< onquer it, being then feparated from the main conti- 
nent by the fca, but now joined to the fmn land ; and 
bdore you come to the city, there lieth a gieat bank 
of fand, where it is likely the fea hath been in Alexan- 
der’s time ; though now, as time altercth every thing, 
ihe fea is lied from that place, which maketh that ruin- 
ous towm feem more defolate. At the break of day, I, 
and certain Armenians, went to vilit this decayed town, 
and found the moll famous ruins hcie, that the world 
for memory can afford, and a delicious incirtling har- 
bour, inclofed within the middle of the town, fit to re- 
ceive Imall barks, frigates, and galleots ; the comparing 
lore-face whereof being all four-fquaied marble and a- 
labafter Hones ; the molt part of all which houfes have 
Hood on pillars of the lame Hones ; the 
mlinite number whereof may as )et be The ruins cf 
(abovb and below the lands) perfectly Tyrus. 
beheld. There are only nineteen fire- 
joules here, which are the Moors ; and is now under the 
of the Dnilians, who remained! in bit! on. The 
0 2 < alb 
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eaft part of this country aboundeth in balm, honey, 
and oil, and was the feat of Alher, of whom Mofes 
prophelied, Deut. xxxiii. 24. that he fliould dip his 
feet in oil. 

Here thefe Egyptian Moors, for fo they weie firfV 
bred there, brought us to a pillar lying upon the ground 
of nine feveral colours of marble, being one entire done, 
and the length of it was twenty-two feet of my mea- 
jfure, and eight in compafs ; which, faid 
Sampfons they, was one of the pillars that Samp- 

pilar. ion pulled down upon the Philiftines, at 

the hour of his death. To whom I an- 
dwered, That Samfon died at Gaza, the furthed 
douth wed part of Paiedine, where he bore down the 
boufe of Dagon, upon the Philiftines ; and I think 
■’ - ancient Tyrians, laid I* could not tianfport that 
. fo far hither : But they the more condantly af- 
r 1 ’ and fo did thefe Armenians that were with 

‘‘nn it alfo, fome of whom had been twice 
them e j , yet, howfoever it was, I brought home 
a pound weight of it, and preferred the half thereof to 
King James of blcfted memory. 

Here, by accident, in returning back to the caravan, 
I met with an Englifh iattor, named Mr Brot kefs, who 
then remained at Sydon, eighteen miles from this place, 
and had been down at Acre about dome negotiations; 
who indeed eft-foons, and kindly took me into a Moor- 
id* houfe h/ the dca-iide, and one of his acquaintance; 
wlieie inllantly we iwallowcd down duch jovial and 
deep caroudcs of Lcatic wine, that both he and I were 
almoft faftened in the lad plunge ot imderftanding; 
yet uevertheiefs he conveyed me back to my company, 
and pm me lafe into the hands of the caravan, with 
whom divers times afterwards I met here at Lon- 
don, whofc kindnels I often cclcbiate in a glads of good 
wine. 

But now the dun difeovering the earth, and the night 
banifhed to the inferior world, we were all encouraged; 
for the light of day lends comfmt. The captain (lend- 
ing back that dulfe Judas, dor do was he dworn to do) 
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fent a poft to Tyrus for a new guide, who came forth- 
with, and brought us in our way to Mount Carmel ; 
for by it we behoved to go ; and in our 
way we met with the defolate town of The town cf 
Sarepta, nigh thereunto adjoining, where Sarepta. 
Elifhawas fuftained in a great famine by 
a widow, whole foil he railed from death. 

Great are the mercies of God ; lor as he hath made 
man an excellent creature, fo hath he alio endued him 
with two great powers in his mind ; the one a wife 
power of underftanding, by which he penetrateth into 
the knowledge of things ; the other a Strong power of 
dexterous refolving, whereby he executeth things well 
underftood : for we having judged the worft, nlolved 
the belt: ; and by his Almighty Providence were freed 
from that apparent danger, although the former day’s 
whoredom and unnatuial vices dekrved a juft punilh- 
ment. 

This I intimate to all travellers in general, that if 
they would that God Ihould further them in their at- 
tempts, blefs their voyages, and grant them a lafe re- 
turn to their native countries, (without the which, what 
contentment have they for all their pains :), that they 
would conlfantly refrain from whoredom, drnnken- 
nefs, and too much familiarity with grangers. : >r a 
traveller who is not temperate and circumlpcd 1. ill 
his a&ions, although he were headed like that Ilercuh m 
lerpent Hydra, yet it is impollible he can return in lafe- 
ty from the danger of Turks, Arabs, Moors, wild 
beafts, and the deadly extremities of heat, hunger, thiift, 
and cold. 

Approaching to Mount Carmel, and leaving it upon 
cur right hand between us and the lea-coall, I beheld, 
afar off upon the top of the hill, the place where F.~ 
hjah afeended to heaven, when he left his cloak behind 
him to Elilha his dileiple. 'Phis mountain is four miles 
’n length, lying iouth and north; the north end ten- 
dering with the fea, near to Acre, called 
ancemly Ptclemais, and the Iouth end Samaria. 
joining with the bordeis of Samaria, 
through the which confine we pa (fed. 
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Leaving Samaria on our left hand, we entered into 
a fair plain, adorned with fruitful trees, and all other 
ornaments that pleafant fields aftord ; but we faw no 
village. Marching thus about the declining of the fun 
from the meridian, we came in light of two hundred 
pavilions, all pitched in ranks ; yielding the profpeft ol 
a little city, by a brook-fide of water ; which being 
perceived, the captain began to coniider what they 
might be; and immediately there came riding towaid 
us fix naked fellows, well mounted on Arabian geld- 
ings, who demanded what we were ? and whither wc 
were bound v.ith inch a multitude ? and if there were 
any Franks in Chrilicndom in our company ? To 
whom the Janizaries replied, We were bound to Jerti- 
falem ; and that there was but one Frank with them. 
Upon the which they prefently fought me, demanding 
Cafiar, CafF.tr, that was tribute for my head, and cau- 
led me, hv force? notvvithlhnding of the refilling ca- 
i avan and Janizaiies, to pay them prefently for my life 
lever, zeehins of gold, feven times nine Ihillings Ster- 
ling : and this is becaufe, laid they, our King is refi • 
dent in thefe tents, and therefore we have tripled hio 
tribute. And yet were they difeontented, becaufe there 
were no more Franks in our company ; for from the 
Armenians they could not, nor would not, feek any 
tribute, becaufe they were tributary (laves and fubjeeb 
to the Great Turk; neither alio of any other Chriftian 
born in his dominions, when they ihall happen to fall 
into their hands. 

They returning back to their prince, with this male- 
di£fion of my heart, and the ibrrow of a pilgrim’s 
purfe, we marching on in our way, that day we tra- 
velled above thirty-four miles, and pitched at a village 
called Attonfi , being composed of iixty Moorifh anti 
Arabian houfes, Handing in a fruitful and delicate 
plain ; and garnilhed vvith olive, date, and fig-trees, 
which were both pleafant and profitable ; where we 
found alfo good herbs to eat, and abundance of water 
to drink, and alfo to fill our emptied bottles. As we 
lay down to llccp after a hungry lupper, on the hard 
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ground, and our guard watching us, 
that fame King of the Arabians came a The favage 
little before mid-night, with twenty-four Arabian 
wcll-horfed runagates, and naked cour- King. 
tiers, being armed with bows and ar- 
iows, and half-pikes, pointed at both ends with hard 
heel ; and alked for the Caravan, who prelently awoke, 
and went to lalute him, laying his hand on his breath 
bowed his head very low; which is the uiual courteiy 
amongll the infidels and Chriltians in thefe parts ; for 
they never uncover their heads to any man : and after 
fome lliort parley, they lat all down on the grab. 
The Caravan prefented his rude-like, Majefty with wa- 
ter, bread, herbs, figs, garlic, and fuch things as he 
had. 

As they were thus merry at this poor banquet, the 
awful King took the oath of our conductor, if there 
were any more Franks there than I ; and he having 
fworn the truth, the King, by a malignant informer, 
immediately caufcd me to be brought before him ; and 
Haring me in the face, aiked my interpreter, where 
were my companions ? who icplied, I had none. Then 
laid he, tell that dog, or Eliihole, he mull acknow- 
ledge me with five pieces of gold more, othervvife (ma- 
king a fign to his own throat) I ihall cut off his head ; 
becaufe (laid he) I will not lofe this night’s travel for . 
nothing. The which I being informed, and knowing 
that by no condition there was rdltlcnce 
againll fucli a wicked prince, gave it him Exatlion of 
foi th of my own hand, having confulted tributes. 
with my captain before, and that pre- 
fen tly with a half-fmiling countenance ; which he re- 
marking, told the rell, it leemed 1 gave it with a good 
bean, and a cliearhil geflure ; and to lecompenec my 
outwaid behaviour, he drunk a great draught of wa- 
ter to me, thinking thereby he had done me more ho- 
nour \han all the zechins of gold I gave him now, and 
in the morning would do him profit or pleufure. Plea- 
sure they could do him none ; for they were unlawful ■ 

and di/hontllly got, and delivered too horn the in- 
() 4 ward 
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ward forrow of my fighing foul. And no wonder, ha- 
ving fpent two years great charges in Tuiky before this 
time, but that 1 lliould have been exceeding penu- 
rious of money, and thereupon defolate of relief and 
comfort. 

Truly this was one of the greateft tributes I paid for 
one day’s journey, that I had in all my voyage in Aha. 
There are two kings in Arabia ; the one who liveth on 
Euphrates the delarts of Mefopotamia, fometimes in 
Arabia Felix, and fome parts of Syria ; and the other 
was he to whom I paid this money, who wandercth 
with his tribes, tents, and beftial, one while in Arabia 
Petrea and Delerta, and fometimes i a 
Two Arabian the Holy Land, as he findeth good pa- 
Kmgs , ft ura gc and freffi fountains. Thefe two 

Kings are mortal enemies ; and if by ac- 
cident they meet, tiny light moft cruelly, bringing da- 
mage, rapine, and ddliu&inn to themlelves, and their 
followers. For it is a difficult thing in them to com- 
mand their inordinate paffions, being untamed favages 
and regardlds of civility, who continually contend to 
corroborate the malignity of their difpofttions, with 
bloody and inhuman enterprifes. And yet all the reft 
of that night, after his return from us, we (Fill expect- 
ed lome treacherous furprife; which made our fol* 
.diers ftand ftoutly on their guard, and wc pilgrims to 
our vigilant and naked defence. For the Turks wili 
not l lifter Chriftians to cany weapons in all thefe do- 
minions, neither in any other place where they com- 
mand. And for all this great tribute, and night’s dan- 
ger of my life, here was my refo’ution pielent. 

The more I am befet with dreadful fnares, 

Begirded round, in ffieivy gulls of wrack. 

And fhipwrcck left on rocks of deep del'pairs, 
Where helplcfs care, with tort’ring thoughts mt 
rack ; 

Then ftoutly ftand I, hoping for the end, 

That time will change, aud God will better fend. 
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And now, by the way, I recall the aforefaid Turk, the 
mailer of the mule that carried my provilion, and on 
whom in the journey I had lie (lowed the moft part of 
my tobacco. When I had no more to give him, and he 
fufpe&ed the contrary, he was counfelled by his aflb- 
ciates to beat me foundly, and difmount my victuals and 
water from the mule’s back, till I complimented him 
with the reft. Which intention being by me underftood, 
I forthwith run to the Caravan and complained ; where- 
upon my friend was bravely belaboured with a cudgel, 
and my better lately procured. Thus was his former 
lhew of love quickly expelled, and an inward grudge 
iiiddenly conceived ; for it was the imoke, and not my- 
lelf, he refpe&ed. 

Love’s whirling fancies, mortals fondly feed, 

As rnarihy roots diflolve, even as they breed : 

An human creature, inhumanely taught, 

Is worfer given to ill, than evil fraught. 

Things in themfelves be not lo bad as ill, 

The caufe exeem’d, corruption hath free will. 

Man’s frail afFetftion is a cloudy mift, 

Whofe vapours fall, and fog, as pailions lift. 

Bad counfel’s worfe than nature ill applies. 

Weak judgement dulls, when fear in reai'011 flies. 
Thus lad eclips’d, the dark eclipfed moon 
Did change, e’er my eclipfed light was woo. 

At laft the lunlhine of my lilver day, 

Came crawling on, as fnails advance the way. 

The next morning, when the hopeful Aurora had 
forelhown the burning birth of glafly Thetis, and that 
orient majefty ariling to overcirculatc the eaith, then 
marched we along ia our way, and before mid-day 
pitched our hair-cloth tent round about 
Jacob’s well, near the decayed city of Jacob's ivelL 
Sychar in Samaria. This province of 
Samaria is now, for the moft part, quite deftroyed and 
overwhelmed with mountains of land We found this 
ancient well fo wondrous deep, tlut fcarccly all our 

ropes, 
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ropes could fink our bucket in the water. The tafte 
whereof was wondrous cold and fweet ; and, for Jacob’s 
fake, the whole number of us drunk more of it than 
need required. The fiery face of Phoebus declining to 
the weft, we marched through a part of the fields of 
13 alhan, of- which Og was laft king, a man of fuch a 
large proportion, that his bed, being made of iron, was 
nine cubits long, and four broad ; and all that afternoon 
we had exceeding pleafant travelling ; and at night we 
encamped by Lydda on the fields. Lydda is not above ten 
miles from the ruinous town of Cad area by the fea-iidc, 
and is now called by the Turks and Moors Hl/crron, be- 
ing a village only of ilxtccn Moorilh houics. Here 
Peter healed the man fick of the palfy. 

The towns fituated by the fea-fide, in Phoenicia, Pa* 
leftina, and Judea, are thel'e, Sydon, 
The fca-port which ftandeth in the borders of Zabu- 
towns of the Ion and Nepthahm, or Phoenicia, be* 
Holy Land. ing a goodly city, and well peopled, and 
is governed by the Emir or Prince of the 
Drufians ; who being the offspring of the Chriftians, 
which, under the conduct of Godfrey Duke of Bul- 
loine, delcended into thefe parts, do ftill maintain their 
liberty againft the Turks. The Signor whereof being 
threatened by the Great Turk, lied to Colmus Duke of 
Florence anno 1612, leaving his two Tons behind him, 
the eldeil to keep Sydon, and the younger to remain 
in a ftrong fortrefs on the welt end of Mount Liba- 
nus. The eldeft brother forthwith yielded to the Great 
Tmk the lignory of his lands ; but the younger would 
never do it ; and fo retaineth absolutely the country of 
Libanus to this day, making himfelf thereupon a moun- 
tainous monarchic prince. Tygtus, which is miferably 
brought to ruin ; Acre, or Aeon, that h uh yet lome 
indifferent trade of merchandile, called formerly Pto- 
lemais ; Caipha, called commonly Cajlello Pellegrino t 
which hath nothing but the remnants of an ancient 
abbey ; Caefarea, who referveth only but the memory 
of ruins; for there is no hofpitality in it, except it be 
to favage Moors ; Joppa, or Japhta, is a fea-port of 
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fmall barks, but the decayed town containeth not one 
divelling-houfe, fave only a high tower, which defend- 
eth the port from C01 fairs, Here Jonah took Ihip to 
fly from God ; here Peter railed Tabitha, or Dorcas, 
from death to life *, and when he lodged at the houfe 
of Simon the tanner, was in a viiion taught the con- 
verfion of the Gentiles. And Banui, famous for fo 
many Chriflian armies that have belieged it, is now 
compofed of eight hundred fire houfes; lying north- 
taft of Sydon, under Mount Libanus, formerly called 
Julta Felix ; nigh unto which ( is fabulous dories re- 
port) St George delivered the King’s daughter, by kill- 
ing the dragon. It is alio thought to be within Canaan, 
handing in the frontier of Phoenicia, and is the beft in- 
habited place of all the Holy Land, Sydon and Jeru- 
falem excepted, 

Saturday morning, before the break of day, fetting 
forward from Lydda, through the curling plains of fruit- 
ful Paleiline, fcarcely were we well advanced in our 
way, till we were befet with more than three hundred 
Arabs, who lent us from Ihrubby heights an expected 
lliower of arrows, to the great annoyance of all our 
comp my. For if it had not been that our loldiers ihot 
otY their guns on a iuriden, and hood 
manly alio to it with their bows anu / dreadful 
arrows, for our defence, we had then conjhtf* 
miferably, in tiie midfl of their raven- 
ous fmy, perilhed. But the nature of the Arabs is 
not unlike to the jackals ; for when any of them hear 
the Ihot of a haiqucbuls, they prefently turn back with 
Inch Ipeed, as if the bends of the infernal court were 
broken ioofe at their heels. 


In that momentary conflict, on our fide there were 
billed nine women, hve men, and about thiity perlons 
deadly wounded, which to our worthy Armenian cap- 
and to the rdi of ourhcaihcnilh conductors, bred 
no lmall grief ; the mourning node among the multi- 
* a, de being alio wondrous pitiful. Till bi ight day came, 

ii:n * . a _ ^ / * * • ’ 
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ous mutability of our auftere fortune ; and at our de- 
parture thence, we buried the flain people in deep graves, 
whereby jackals fhould not open up their graves to eat 
their corpfe. For iuch is the nature of thefe cruel 
beafts, that they only love to live on man's flelh. Thefe 
ravenous beads (as is thought) are engendered of a fox 
and a wolf. 

Proceeding in our journey, we entered about two of 
the clock in the afternoon, into the hilly 
7 he town of country of Judea, having two of their 

Rama. courfts to Jerufilem, which is about 

twenty Eugliik miles, leaving Rama on 
our right hand *, which containcth two hundred 
dwelling-houles, of one lfory high, and ten miles di- 
flant from Joppa, from which it lieth in he way to Je- 
rufalem. Heic icmaineth the Dragoman, aCh idian, 
who receiveih and conveyetli the pilgrims tojuula- 
lem, which land at Joppa. Each pilgrim paying feven 
zechins of gold, is furnilhcd with an afs to ride on, all 
the way-tributes at going and coming, being difehar- 
ged by their conductor, to whom they reiign this tri- 
butary money. 

Rama is a town inhabited by Chrillians, Arabs, and 
Moors ; not black Moots, as the Africans are, but they 
are called Mori, which arc a kind of Egyptians, and 
not naturally black, but fun-burnt with the parching 
heat. The whole territory of Canaan is inhabited with 
thele Moors, fome Turks, civil Arabs, and a few Chri- 
ftians and fcatiered Jews. The Arabians arc for the 

* Rama, or Rumula, anciently Arimathea, twenty-four miles 
rlifbmt fiom Jcrulaltm, and twelve from Joppa. M Ins town ftands 
on a little eminence in the midft of a plain, the ftreets aic narrow, 
and the houles contemptible; but ilictc aic ieveral ruins, efpe- 
dally of Chriftian churches, which are fo many monuments of its 
once hett:r condition. Here arc likewile the remains ot a mona 
fiery built by Philip, the good Duke of Burgundy, for the accom- 
modation of pilgrims, which ftill retains the name of biou-Uoufi’, 
and belongs to the Francifcan convent at Jeiufalem. Several Eu- 
ropeans t elide in Rama, who trade chiefly in oil, loan, and cotton. 
Thompfon's tra\ch, vol 3. p. 
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moft part thieves and robbers ; the Moors cruel and 
uncivil, putting Chriftians to death ; the Turks are the 
word of all the three ; yet all fworn enemies to Chrift. 
But when they know how to make any gain by ftran* 
gers, O what a diflimulate oftentation lhall appear in 
thefe de tellable villains, whofe outlides only they leem 
to afie£l, but entirely the inlides of their puifes; and 
that is their aim and forcible end : Wherefoie they 
both toil withal, and conduct llrangers through many 
perils, as imminent to themfelves as acceffory unto 
our inevitable dellinies ; time difeufling all, and mo- 
ney overmallering time ; for coin is the thing they mull 
have, though neceflity lbmetimes may not fpare ir. 

About four of the clock before night, we arrived at 
Berah, called of old Bcerjheba y being e- 
leven miles dillant from Jerufalern. Bccrfhcba, 
Having repofed there a little, giving 
our camels, mules, and afles, fotne provender; but we 
could get nothing for ourfelves from thefe deipitefui 
Moors, (lor what we carried with us was all Ipent), 
except a little water ; we relumed our mountainous 
way, as cheerfully as we could, for we were exceeding 
faint, and travelled that day above forty-three miles, 
whereby we might arrive at Jerufalern before the gates 
were Ihut ; fullaining great drought, burning heat, 
pinching hunger, and not a few other fuch inconve- 
niences. 

And now, about half-way between Berah and Jeru- 
falem, I and two Armenians advancing our way a llight 
Ihot before the company ; we, 1 fay, unhappily ren- 
countered with four Moorifh fellows, driving before 
them lix afies loaden with roots, and flirubs of wood 
to burn ; who feeing us, as they thought, alone, laid 
hands upon us, robbed us of our pocket-monies ; where- 
at I refilling, one of them pulled forth a 
broad knife, and, holding me by the A grievous 
beard, thought to have cut my throat, danger. 
tf it had not been for* one of his fellows, 
who fwiftly flayed him. 


Well, 
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Well, they leave us, and following their hearts, our 
foldiers inftantly appeared unto us ; whereupon we 
ihouting, the Moors fled to the rocks ; .and our foot- 
f’oldiers following, apprehended two of the chiefs, and 
brought them to the captain, One of which had my 
money, which I prefcntly received back again ; but my 
aflbciate’s money was with them that efcaped The 
captain and Janizaries meanwhile carried the two Moors 
along with them, thinking to execute them at Jcrufa- 
lent ; but their friends and neighbouis following tart on 
horfeback, and on foot, relieved them from the Cara- 
van, refloiing back again the two Armenians money. 
Whet eat all the Moots veie exceeding glad, and we 
no ways dihonteiited : for if they had not been re- 
deemed, certainly their friends and followers, who were 
thick Hocking together, would have cut us all off be- 
fore we could have atrained to Jerusalem. 

At la It we beheld the piofp* ct of Jerufalem, which 
■was not only a contentment to my weary body, but alio, 
being ravilhed with a kind of unwonted rejoicing, the 
teats gulhed front my eyes for too much 
Jl joyful bar- joy. In this time the Armenians began 
many, to fing, in their own fafhion, plalms to 

praife the Lotd ; and I alio fung the 103d 
pfahn ail the way, till we arrived near the walls of the 
city, where wc ceafed from our flinging for fear of the 
Turks. 

The fun being parted to his nightly repofle before 
our arrival, we found the gates locked, and the keys 
carried up to the Bartiaw in the caftle; which bred a 
common borrow in the company, being all both hungry 
and weary ; yet the Caravan intreated carncrtly the 
Turks within to give us over the walls flome victuals 
for our money, fhewing heavily the necefliry we had 
thereof; but they would not, neither dm It attempt 
flueh a tiling. In this time the guardian of the mona- 
rtciy of Cordeliers, who remaineth there to refceive 
U'avellers of Chriflendom ; who. having got news of 
our late arrival, came and demanded of the Caravan, 
if any Franks of Europe were in his fociety ; and he 
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faid only one : then the guardian called me, and alk- 
ed what nation I was of ; and when I told him, he 
feemed to be exceeding glad ; yet very forrowful for 
our misfortune. 

He having known my diftrefs, returned, and ferit 
two friars to me with bread, wine, and 
fillies, which they let over the wall, (as A dear night's 
they thought in a fecret place) ; but /upper. 
they were elpied ; and on the morrow 
the Guardiano paid to the fubb.ilh.uv, or fanzcck, a 
great line, being a hundred piafters, thirty pounds 
Staling ; otherwife both he and I had been beheaded ; 
which 1 confels was a dear-bought liipper to the Grey 
hiar; and no lefs almoft to me, being both in danger 
of my life for ftarving, and then for receiving of foo l, 
thcrelore fufpt&ed for a traitor. For the Turks al- 
ledged he had taken in ammunition f;om me and the 
other Chrillians, to betray the city. 'This they do oft, 
for a Idler fault than that was, only to get bribes and 
money from the Grey friais, which daily hand in fear 
of their lives. 

Anno 1612, upon Palm-Sunday, in the morning, we 
entered into Jerufaletn; and at the gate we were parti- 
cularly fearchcd, to the effect we carried in no furniture 
of arms, nor powder with us ; and the poor Arme- 
nians (notwithfUnding they arc {laves to T urks) beho- 
ved to render their weapons to the keepers : i licit is the 
fear they have of Chriftians. And my name was writ- 
ten up in the clerk’s book at the port, that my tribute 
for the gate, and my feeing of the lepulchre, might be 
paid at one time together, before my final depaiture 
thuice. 

Ihe gates of the city are of iron outwardly; and a- 
bove each gate aic brazen ordnance planted for their 
defence. 

HAving taken my leave of the Caravan 
ar |d the company, who went to lodge A foolifh ce- 
Ul di their own patriarch, I was met and nmony. 
received with the Guardian and twelve 


friars 
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friars upon the ftreets, each of them carrying in their 
hands a burning wax candle, and one for me aifo ; who 
received me joyfully ; and Tinging all the way to their 
monaftery Tc Drum Laudamus, they mightily rejoiced 
that a Chriftian had come from fuch a far country as 
Scotia to vifit Jerufalem. 

Where being anived, they forthwith brought me to 
a room, and there the Guardian walhed my right foot 
with water, and his vicar my left ; that done, they 
kifled my feet ; fo did alfo all the twelve friars that 
flood by. But when they knew afterward that 1 was 
no Popilh Catholic, it fore repented them of their la 
hour. I found here ten Franks newly come the near- 
eft way from Venice hither ; fix of them were Ger- 
mans, noble gentlemen, and alfo good Proteftants, 
who were wonderful glad to hear me tell the Guardian 
flatly in his face I was no Roman Catholic, nor ever 
thought to be. The other four Franks were French- 
men, two of them Parilians, old men, the other two 
of Provence, all four being Papifts ; with nine other 
trading Franks alfo that dwelt in Syria and Cyprus 
molt of them being Venetians, who were all glad of 
me, fhewing themlelvcs fo kind, fo careful, fo loving, 
and fo honourable in all refpe&s, that they were as 
kind gentlemen as ever I met withal, efpecially the Ger- 
mans. Such is the love of ftrangers when they meet 
in foreign and remote places. They had alfo in high 
refpeft the adventures of my half-year’s travel eaft 
and beyond Jerufalem ; troubling me all the while we 
were together to fhow them the rare dilcourfes of my 
long two years furvey of Turky ; but efpecially of my 
fnttheft lights in the eafl of Alia; and were always in 
admiration that I had no fellow-pilgrim in my long pe- 
regrination.

J Erufalem is now called by the Turks Kuddifr, which 
is in their language a holy city It was firft called 
Moriah, of Moriah, one of the leven heads of Sion, 
where Abraham would have facrificed Jfaac, Gen xxii, 
2- ; and upon his offering, it was called Jerufalem, 
Gen. iv. 1 8. It was alfo named Salem, 
where Sent, or Mclthifedick, dwelt. Jerufalem's 
And Jerufalem was alfo called Jehus , antiquity. 

2 Sam. xxiv. 16. And it is the place 
wheie Solomon was commanded to build the temple, 
2 Chron. iii, i. which afterward was termed Hieron So- 
hmonis ; whence came, by corruption, that word Hie - 
P rofulyma 
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rofulyma . David alfo, in his pfalms, gave it divers 
names. And Jerufalem, in the Arabic tongue, is alfo 
called Bcyt almo hadas . Beyt lignifieth the houfe, aim 
kadas , viz. of faints, 

Jerufalem llandeth in the fame place where old Jeru- 
falem flood, but not populous, neither in each refpe£l of 
breadth or length fo fpatious : for, on the fouth lide of 
Jerufalem, a gieat part of Mount Sion is left without, 
which was anciently the heart of the old city ; and they 
have taken, on the north fide now, both Mount Calvary, 
and the holy grave, within the walls which were built 
by Sultan Selim*. So that thereby the difference c: 
the fituanon is not fo great, though a part thereof bo 
removed ; but a man may boldly allirm, that the moir 
pait of this city is built on that place where the firft 
Jerufalem was ; as may truly appear, and is made m:v 
nircft, by tlicfe mountains mentioned in the lcriptures, 
whereupon Jerufalem is both fituate and 
The four hills environed about, who preferve theii 
of jerufalem . names to this day, and are bill fecn and 
known by the fame ; as Mount Sion, 
Mount Calvary, Mount Moriah, and Mount Olivet. 
The form of the iituation of Jerufilem is now like to a 
heart, or triangle, the one point whereof looketh eafl, 
extending downward almoffc to the valley of Jehofa- 
phat, which divideth Jerufalem and Mount Olivet ; the 
fecond head or point bendcth out fouth -well upon Sion, 
bordering near to the valley of Gehinnon; the thinl 


• The church *f the holy fepulchie is founded upon Mont’* 
Calvary, which is a fin.ill eminence or lull upon the gieater inotm' 
of Moriah. It was anciently appiopiiatcd to the execution o 
malefactors, and therctoic flint ou' ot the walls of the city A' 
execrable and polluted place ; hat fince it was made the altar, on 
which was rflfcred up the piecious and all-fuffinent fatriiiee lor 
fins or the whole world, it has recovered itfclf fiom that int ini) ■■

come: 
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corner lieth on Mount Moriah, toward the north and 
by weft, having its profpeft to the burial-place of the 
Kings of Ifracl. 

The walls are high, and ftrongly built with Saxo 
quadrato, which adorn Jcrufalem more than any thing 
within it, the holy grave excepted. It is of circuit a- 
bout three miles and a half of our mealiire. As touch- 
ing the former glory of this city, I will not meddle 
withal, nor yet deferibe, fincc the feriptures fo amply 
manifeft the fame. Concerning the lamentable de- 
ftruftion of it, I refer that to the famous hiftoiiogra- 
pher Jofephus, who largely difeourfeth or many hun- 
dred thousands famiihed, and put to the fword within 
this very ftrong city, by Vclpafian, and 
Titus his fon, being the meflhngers of The triumph 
Cod’s juft judgements; which, by his of Titus. 
computation, did amount beyond the 
number of de\cn huudred thoufand. But it is to be 
underftood they were not all at one time in Jeridaiein, 
but came up by turns and times, from the circumjacent 
countries about, by thoulands ; and as they were cut 
oft, fo their numbers were renewed again as neceftity 
required. 

'This city hath been oft conquered by enemies : Firft, 
by Nebuchadnezzar, the Aftyrian King ; f condly, by 
the Greeks and Alexander the Gieat, and Jlo mar- 
velloufly afllufted by Antiocluis ; third- 
ly, it was taken in by Pompeius ; fourth- The over - 
ly, deftroyed by Vefpafian and Titus; throws of Js* 
fifthly, it was rebuilt by Adrian the em- rujalan. 
peror, and won again by Gofdroes the 
fterftm king ; fixthly, it was overcome by Homer Ga- 
lift, the luccefTor of Mahomet ; levcntldy, by the great 
Sttuklan of Egypt, and by Godfiey du Bulloine, a 
Chrilban prince ; eighthly, by Saladine the Caliph of 
Egypt and Damafcus, anno 1480, who reierved luccel- 
fivelj*the fignory thereof for a long time; and laftlv, 
h wasfurprifed by Sultan Selim, orSolyman, the Em- 
peror of the Turks, anno 1517, joining the holy land, 
together with Egypt, to his empire, who fortified the 
¥2 lame, 
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fame, being by infidels detained to this day ; and in 
all likelihood fhall keep it to the confummation of the 
world, unlefs God, of his mercy, deal otherwife than 
the hopes of man’s weak judgement can expect. Whence 
truly I may fay, that when fortune would change friend 
fhip, fhe difleagueth conditional amity with the fenfc- 
iefs liturgy of foul ingratitude. This city is now go- 
verned by a fanzeck, or fubbafhaw, being placed there 
by the Bafhaw of Damafcus, whofe deputy he is; the 
otlur being chief ruler under the Grand Signor over 
ail the holy land and the half of Syria. There is a 
ftrong garrifon kept always in Jerufa- 
Tbc garrifon lem, to withllaud the Arabifh invallons, 
of Jerufalem. confiding of eight hundred foldiers, 
Turks and Moors, who are vigilant in. 
the night, and circumfpett in the day time ; lb that 
none can enter the town without their knowledge, nor 
yet go forth without their trial. This is a memorable 
note, and worthy of obfervation, that at that time 
when the cities of Jerufalem and Antiochia were reco- 
vered from the Pagans, by the means of Godfrey of 
llulloine, the then Pope of Rome was called Urbantis , 
the Patriarch of Jerufalem Herachns , and the Roman 
Emperor Frederick ; and at the fame time, and long 
thereafter, when Jerufalem was re-in* 
A notable ob- thralled, and feized upon by Saladine, 
fervation. the Pope’s name was Urbanus , the Pa- 
triarch of Jerufalem Heraclius , and the 
Roman Emperor Frederick . After Herod the Idumean- 
fon to Antipater, in whofe time Chrift was born, Ar* 
chelaus, Agrippa Herod, who imprifoned Peter and 
James, and was eaten of vermine, in whofe time Chrift 
i uttered, and Agrippa Minor, (before whom Paul plead- 
ed), the laft King of the Jews, had reigned, being 
ftrange kings. In the laft king’s time Jerufalem was o* 
verthrown, and the kingdom made a province of the 
Roman empire anno 37. After which defolatiod, the 
Jews were difperled over all the world ; but afterward, 
in a zealous confideration, were banifhed from the molt 
part of the Chriftian kingdoms. Out of France they 

were 
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were expelled by Philip the Fair, anno 1307; out of 
Spain by Ferdinando the Catholic, 1492 ; out of Por- 
tugal by Emanuel, 1 497 ; out of England by Ed- 
ward V. 1290 ; out of Naples and Sicilia by Charles V. 
1539. Yet they are found in great numbers in divers 
parts of Germany, Poland, and in fomc cities of I- 
taly ; as Venice, and her ten itoiics, Florence, and the 
jurifdi&ion thereof, the principalities of Parma, Man- 
tua, Modena, Urbino, and their extending limits, and 
finally Rome, (befides her ecclefiaftical Papacy), where- 
in there are no lefs than twenty thoufand of them. 
They are alfo innumerable over all the Turkilli domi- 
nions, who fo difregard and hate them for the cruci- 
fying of Chrift, that they ufe to fay, in detection of 
any thing, “ I would I might die a Jew.” Neither 
will they permit a Jew to turn Tuik, unlefs he firft be 
baptifed ; and yet live where they will, the mod part 
of them are the we althieft people in the world, having 
fubtle and fublime fpirits. Now for the fcvcral kings 
and rulers of Judah and ifrael, beginning at Moles, the 
judges of the Jews were lixteen, of whom Samuel was 
the lad ; at which time the people defired to have a king 
like unto other nations. 

The kings of the Jews were three, Saul, David, and 
Solomon ; and the kings of Judah were 
twenty, Zcdekiah being lad, in whofe The JcmJb 
time Nebuchadnezzar dedroyed Jerufa- kings. 
lem. Of the kings of Ifrael there were 
fcventcen, of whom Odas was the lad, in whofe time 
the Ifraelites were carried captives into Aflyria by King 
Shalmanezer. 

The Dukes or governors of Jewry were fifteen, 
of which Joannes Hircanus was the lad 
governor of Judea, which defeended Dukes of 
from the dock of David. During the Jewry. 
government of which captains, after the 
Babylonian captivity, the Jewifh kingdom was plagued 
°n both fides by the Kings of Egypt and Syria, who 
slaughtered their people, ranfacked their cities, made 
P 3 havoclc 
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havock of their goods, and compelled them to cat for- 
bidden flefti, and facrifice to idols. 

To reform which enormities, Mattathias and his five 
Tons valiantly refitted, and overcame the impetuous fu- 
ry of Antiochus Epiphanes, and his Syrians. Where- 
upon the Jews chole Judas, firnamed Machabcus , for 
their captain, one of the world’s nine worthies, who, 
though not of the line of David, was yet of the tribe 
of Judas. 

The Machabean princes of Jewry were only four, 
Joannes Hircanus the latt, who was 
The Marin- {lain by the Parthians. Of the Macha- 
hcan princes, bean kings of Judea were other four, of 
whom Hircanus, fon to Alexander Ty- 
rant, was the latt ; who being difturbed in his reign 
by Ariltobulus, his younger brother, with his Tons A- 
lexander and Antiochus, he was firmly eftablifhed in 
his throne by Pompey, and the other carried captives 
to Rome. 13 ut afterward Alexander and Antiochus e* 
fcaping, the one by policy, the other by favour of Ju- 
lius Csefar, villanoufly abufed Hircanus. The former 
was (lain by Scipio, and the latter, for his villany, was 
{lain by Marcus Antonius, and the kingdom given to a 
ttranger, Herod, born in Afkeion of Idumea, as i 
formerly recited ; of which ft range kings there weie 
four. 

The Chriftian kings of Paleftine, be 
Chrijiian ginning at Godfrey of Bulloine, were 
kings of Je- nine. Guy of Lyfingham, being the laft 
rvfalem, king of Jerufatem, and was furprifed by 
Saladine of Egypt, 1187. 

And lattly, At this prefent time, the emperors of 
the line and race of Ottoman, are Lords and kings over 
Jerufiilem, and the crofted, or rather now curfed land 
of Canaan : In whole hands it is fatter kept, than the 
feventeen Belgim provinces remain totally fubje^t to 
the Spanifh power. 

But to the intent the reader may the better conceive, 
and plainly underhand, the monuments I faw within Je* 
jufalem, and the circumjacent places of Judea, 1 

though 1 
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thought bed to prefix the defeription thereof, by the fe- 
veral days I faw <hem, not much condemning, neither 
abiolutely qualifying them, but fhall (as it were) neu- 
trally nominate and recapitulate thefe places, as I was 
informed by the Padre Guardiano, Gaudentius Say- 
bantus, a Veronefen born; whence he, and every one 
of them, every third year, are changed and ict ailed 
back to Chriftendom, and other new fiiars lent in 
their places. And elpecially the information of John 
Baptifta the Trenchman, who dwelt and had 11 aid 
twenty-five years in Jerufalem, and from whom the 
friars themfelves have their informations : for a Gran- 
ger that underftandeth not promptly the Italian tongue, 
which they ufually fpcak, when they de- 
monttrate thele places unto us, he (hall The igno- 
conceive ignorantly, difpofe his judge- ranee of tra - 
ment blindfoldly, and knows not how to vellers. 
dittinguitti the circumftances, and qua- 
lities of the things delivered ; as l have known fome 
of thele Franks in my company, fimply mittaken, even 
when the expofition of every object was largely mani- 
fdted unto them, and precifely declared fucli a thing to 
have been there, although perhaps the matter itfelf 
be vanidied and iranlported. 

About two of the clock on Palm-funday after din- 
ner, for all of us eat, drank, and lay in the monatte- 
ryj each or us paying a platter a-day for our diet, fix 
(hillings Sterling, befides all other cofts and charges ; 
the Guardian, 1 lay, departed from Jerufaletn to Beth- 
page, accompanied with twelve friars, and many other 
oriental Chriftians, which were come thither to that 
feftival time ; but I by no means would go, neither 
would the fix Germans, but repoling ourftlvcs on the 
top or platform of the cloyfter, we (laid till their re- 
turn. And yet from this place, we faw their back-co- 
ming from Bethpage, as they crofied the lower and 
tooth 1 fide of Olivet, going downward toward the 
^lley of Jehofliaphat, to afeend Mount Sion, for the 
greater performance of the foolery. 

lhe ridiculous ceremony which that day they ufe, is 
P 4 thus: 
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thus : In an apifh imitation of Chrift, at the forefaid 
Bethpage, there was an afs brought to the Guardiano, 
whereupon he mounted, (being, as it were, the greater 
afs riding upon the Idler), and came riding to Jerufalem, 
the people cutting down boughs of trees, and alio de- 
fpoiling themfelves almoft to the lkin, 
A fiuperjli- bdlrewed the way ns he rode along, cry- 
tious cercmo • ing, “ Holanna, Holanna, to the.Son of 
ny. David ; blelled is he that cometli in the 

name of the Lord until they came to 
the fouth-gatc of Sion, where the guardian thought to 
have entered, riding through Jerulalem to his monafte- 
ry, with this fhouting convoy of iix thoufand oriental 
Chrilfians, becaufe their patriarchs have not that libuty 
to do fo, as this Italian guardian. Notwithlhnding, 
the clamour of the people incenlcd fo the Tuikilh gai- 
rilon lying at this gate, that they not only abided the 
poor Chriilians in their ignorant devotion, but they 
pulled the guardian alio from the afs’s back, beating 
him molt cruelly, and all the relt of the friars and 
Frank pilgrims that were with him ; where at lalt en- 
tering the convent, molt of them came in groaning, 
and loaden with black and bloody blows , whereat [ 
and the other protellants did laugh in oui fleeves, to be- 
hold their foolifh procdlions fo fubftanrially rewarded. 
At night, after lupper, the Guardiano knowing that I 
was a proteftant, and alfo thefe other Germans, made 
an oration, faying, “ You pilgrims, who refuse to be 
participant with us in the facraments, nor will not ad- 
here to our mafles, proceffions, and ceremonies, which 
we follow of the Roman church, L would therefore 
intreat you (your liberty being here as much as mine, 
whereby you may do as you pleafe), only to abflain 
from fcandalizing and mocking our rites and ordinary 
cuftoms, which at this great fealf we muS perform.” 
To which we condefcended, and promiled to giv { e no 
occafion of offence ; feeing our outward carriage ita go* 
ing along with them to lee their culloms, tended no 
way to hurt the inward difpofitions of our fouls. 

.In the conclufton of his long exhortation, he diftlo- 

ftd 
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fed this admonition, faying, “ All of you travellers mull 
in general be endued with thefe three worthy gifts, 
faith, patience, and money: Faith to 
believe thefe things you dull fee hereat A flattering 
and about Jcrufalcm ; patience to cn- beggery. 
dure the apparent injuries of infidels ; 
and money to difeharge all tributes and colls, which 
here, (meaning in his own monaftery), and about this 
city, muft be defrayed.” His i'ermon he concluded like 
a Gray friar, as indeed he was ; for I am fully per- 
fuaded, he little cared for our faith and patience, pro- 
viding that our purfes could anfwer his expectation, as 
truly we found the jult trial thereof afterward ; ma- 
king our patience to flartle, our faith to overtop his 
lies, and our money to be a Have to his greed ; and 
we left the laft tributary fpoils of two extortionablc 
ilatterers, Avarice and Ignorance, with the which our 
reverend guardian was fully invelled. 

Monday early, we pilgrims went forth to view the 
monuments within the city, being acccompanied with 
the Padre Viccario, and a French predicatore. The 
places of any note we (aw, were thefe : Firft, they 
lhewed us the place where Chrift appeared to Mary 
Magdalen, who laid, “ Touch me not, lor I am not yec 
afeended to my Father,” John xx. 17. ; and this place 
by them is fuppofed to be the centre, or middle part of 
the world. Next, where St James, the firft bilhop of 
the primitive church, was beheaded ; then the houfe of 
St Thomas, but that is doubtful, (fay they) ; becaufe 
it is not yet confirmed by the papal authority. Irom 
thence they brought 11s to the place where Annas, one 
of the high priefts dwelt, and alio the tree to which 
our Saviour was bound, while Annas was making 
himfelf ready to lead him to Caiphas; but that I will 
ncft believe, for that tree groweth yet, being an olive- 
tree. They lhewed us all'o the houfe where St Peter 
was'impriloned, when his fetters were fhaken oft his 
legs, and the piifon-doors call open, and he relieved ; 
and where Zebedeus, the father of Jarfies and John, 
dwelt, which are nothing but a lump of ruins. 

6 Thence 
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Thence we came to the decayed lodging of Caiaphas, 
without the city, upon Mount Sion, 
Caiaphas' s whereupon there is a chapel builded; and, 

lodging . at the entry of that little domo, we faw 

the ftone on which the cock crew when 
Peter denied Chrift. Within the lame place is the 
hone that was rolled to the lepulchre-door of our Sa- 
viour, being now made an altar to the dbbalines Thefe 
Abbalines arc generally born black ; and thefe (illy 
religious men do hay at Jerufalcm in two places, 
to wit, here at Caiphas’s houle on Mount Sion, and the 
other convent on Mount Moriah, where Abraham 
would have facrificed ifaac. They wear on their heads 
flat round caps of a blackiih colour, and on their bo- 
dies long gowns of a white dimity, or linen cloath, rc- 
prefenting ephods ; the condition of themfelvcs being 
more devout than under Handing the true grounds of 
their devotion, blind zeal and ignorance overfwaying 
their beft light of knowledge ; they being a kind of 
people which came from Prefter John’s dominions. 

And within that chapel they fhewed us a narrow pit, 
wherein (lay they) Chrilt was incarcerate the night be- 
fore he was brought to the judgement-hall. Upon the 
fame fide of Sion, we law the place where Chrift did 
inftitute the lacraments ; and not far hence, a decayed 
houfe, where (fay they) the Holy Ghoft descended up- 
on the apoftles, and alfo the lepultures of David, and 
his fon Solomon : over the which there is a mofque, 
wherein no Chriftian may enter to fee thefe monu- 
ments ; for the Turks do great reverence to moft of 
all the ancient prophets of the Old Teftament. 

From thence we returned, and entered into via do - 
loroja , the dolorous way, by which our Lord and Sa- 
viour palled, when he went to be crucified, carrying 
the crols upon his back. And at the end of the lame 
ftreet (fay they) the loldiers met Simon of Cyrone, 
and compelled him to help Chrift to bear his crols 
when he fainted. Pilate’s judgement* hall is altoge- 
ther ruined, having but only between the two fides of 

the 
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the lane, an old arch of ftone, under 
the which I pafled, ftanding full in the Pilate's 
highway. Here they fhewed us the place judgment - 
where Chrift firft took up his crofs.; and hall. 
on the top of that arch, we faw that 
place called Gabbatha , where Jefus flood when Pilate 
faid to the Jews, Ecce homo. 

A little below this, they brought us to the church of 
St Anna, where (fay they) the Virgin Mary was born. 
And going down another narrow lane, they pointed 
into a houfe, and faid, here Dives the rich glutton 
dwelt, who would not give to Lazarus the crumbs of 
bread that fell from his table. This I mlpend amongft 
many other things, for all hold it to be a parable, and 
not a hiftory ; and although it were a hiflory, who 
can demonftrate the particular place, Jerulalem having 
been fo often transformed by alterations ? 

Thus, I mu ft needs fay, with fuch lying wonders, 
thele flattering friars bring ftrangers into a wondc.ful 
admiration, and although 1 rehearfe all I iaw theie, yet 
1 will not believe all, only publiflting them thirds 
indifferent, fome whereof are frivolous, and r.turs 
fomewhat more credible. But, as I faid betoic, 1 will 
make no (or very fnvall) diftin&ion in the relation. 

From thence we came without the ufhm onte, 
(ftanding on a low bank, called the Daughter of i 'on , 
that overtoppeth the valley of Jehofhuphat), m-to an 
immoveable ftone, upon the which they faid St Ste- 
phen was ftoned to death, the fit ft martyr of the Chri- 
ftian faith, and the faithful fore-runner of many no- 
ble followers. As we returned to our own convent, 
they brought us to Mount Moriah, and 
mewed us the place where Abraham of- Abraham's 
jered up Ifaac, which is in the cuftody of faith. 

Negroes or ./Ethiopians ; to whom each 
j T, ten madins of brafs, the common coin of 
jerulalem, for our in going to that place. And the 
other monaftery that theie Abbafmcs retain, is on 

ount Sinai, in the dcl'erts where the body of St Ca- 
tharine 
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tharine lieth buried, which is richly maintained, and 
flrongly kept by the /Ethiopian emperor. There are 
two hundred religious Abbafines in it, and one hundred 
foldicrs to guard tliem from the incurfions of Arabs, 
who continually moled them, bccaufe 
Mount Sinai. Mount Sinai ftandeth in the midft of 
that dcfolate Arabian wildcrnefs, and 
far from any civil or inhabited place ; being diftant 
from Jerufalem about feventy Englilh miles. Next, 
they lliewed us the place where Jeltis laid, “ Baugh- 
ters of Jerufalem, weep not for me/’ &c. ; and, near 
unto this, where the Virgin Mary fell into an agony, 
when Jefus palled by carrying his crofs : Alfo not far 
lienee, we beheld the place where (as they fay) Jefus 
laid to his mother, “ Woman, behold thy Ion,” and 
to St John, “ Behold thy mother,” 

Amending more upward, they lliewed us the houfc 
of Veronica San&a ; and faid that our Saviour going 
by her door all in a fvveat to Mount Calvary, llic 
brought him a napkin to wipe his face ; which he re- 
ceived, and gave it to her again ; in which (fay they) 
the print of his face remaineth to this day, and is to be 
feen at Rome. It is alfo faid to be in a town in Spain, 
and another of them at Palermo in Sicilia ; whereof I 
believe the one as well as the red. 

So, out of one, if Papids can make three, 

By it ihcy would denote heaven’s Deity : 

But O 1 not fo, thefe three revolv’d in one, 

Point forth the Pope from him his tripled crown. 

He wav’d thele napkins, lying rear’d his feat ; 

I'or which this number makes his number great. 

As concerning the temple of the Mod High, built 
by Solomon, (the defeription of which edilicc ye may 
read in i Kings vi.), it was dedroyed by Nebuchadnez- 
zar, at the taking of Jerufalem, anno mundi 4450. Se- 
condly, It was rebuilded again by the commandcnt of 

Cyru^i 
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Cyrus, King of Perfia, after the Jews 
returned from the captivity of Babylon ; The temple 
but not anlwerable to the date and mag- of Solomon 
nificencc of the former : For befides the thrice builded 
poverty and lfnallnefs of it, there want- and deftroy- 
ed five things which were in the other, ed. 

Firft, the ark of the covenant ; fecond- 
ly, the pot of manna ; thirdly the rod of Aaron ; 
fourthly, the two tables of the law written by the fin- 
ger of God *, and fifthly, the fire of the facrifice, 
which came down from heaven, which were the fym- 
bols and badges of God's favour and mercy Ihown to 
them and their forefathers in his covenant of love. 

This temple afterward growing in decay, Herod the 
Great (that killed the young infants for Chrift’s lake, 
who fu fibred for him, before he fullered for them) 
built another much inferior to the firft, and fuperior 
to the lecond. And although fome authors wtftlcl 
hue him but to repair the l'econd temple, yet it is 
molt certain, he did even, from the foundation, raife its 
greateft beauty and glory : for this Herod the Alka- 
lonite was an Edomite ftranger, or Idumean, who 
having gotten the kingdom contrary to the law of 
of Moles, and created king of Jewry by 
Octavius Auguftus, and knowing thefe Herod the /- 
people to be offended therewith, to du>\ean’s 
'procure their favour, did build them a temple . 
third temple. This was it in which oar 
•Saviour and his apoltles did daily preach ; and was fet 
on lire by Titus the tenth day of Augult, on which 
day like wife the firft temple was burnt by Nebuchad- 
nezzar : And laltly, there is another great temple 
budded in the fame place by Sultan Selem Solyman, 
rehrved by Turks, and highly regarded, for the refpebt 
they carry to Solomon ; near the which, or within 
'vhdfe courts, no Chriftian may enter, under the pain 
of lowing his head 

Phis prefent temple hath two incircling courts, invi- 
roned with high walls, having two entries. In the 
mnci ' court ftandeth the temple that is compofed of 

five

five circling and large rotundos, rifing 
Selem Soly - high, and incorporate from the ground 

man's temple . with round tops ; the outward fabric 
whereof we cannot fee, fave only Mount 
Olivet, which is overagainft the city, and twice as 
high as Mount Sion. 

Thefe are all the monuments which in one day I faw 
within Jerufalern ; but as for Mount Calvary, and the 
Holy grave, I (aw them afterward, which in their own 
place (hall be orderly touched. As we were fpending 
that day in thefe fights, the Guardian had prepared 
one hundred foldiers, iixty horfemen, and forty fooi- 
men, to take with him the day following, for his con- 
voy to Jordan, and the mountain in the wildernefs 
where Chrift faded ; which is his ufual cuftom once e- 
very year, between Palm-funday and Eafter, returning 
again before Good Friday. Thefe placee cannot be 
viewed, five only at that time ; neither may a pilgrim 
go along with the foldiers, unlefs he give the value of 
feven crowns or piafters (as a prefent unto the lieute- 
nant, being forty-two (hillings Sterling ; and if the tra- 
veller will not go to that charge, he may (lay there till 
their return ; which I would not wi(h him to do, il 
poflible he can fpare the money, for the light of So- 
dom and Jordan’s fake. That fame night after fupper, 
the Guardian demanded of us traveller, if we would 
go with him to (ce thele memorable and Angular 
things upon the foi mer condition : To whom we an- 
fwered, in a general confent, We would j and fo paid 
our money. 

Early upon Tuefday morning, all the friars and 
pilgrims being mounted on mules, fave 
A voyage only myfelf and two mules loaden with 

to Jordan. our provifion of victuals, we departed 

fiomjthe city about our nine of the c ock 
in the forenoon, keeping our faces fouth-eaft j, and 
leaving Bethpage and Bethany, on our left han/i, we 
had plealant travelling for (even miles ; but in the af- 
ternoon we entered into a barren and defert country till 
funfetting, where at lad we arrived at a (landing well* 
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and there refrcfhing ourfelves and the beafts, we repo- 
fed till two hours within night. After that the captain 
had cried Catethlanga , that is, March away, we fet 
forward, being well guarded round about with our 
keepers, becaufc we entered into a dangerous way, and 
a molt defolate and fandy foil. 

In all this deformed country, we faw neither houfe 
nor village ; for it is altogether defert, and inhabited 
only by wild beafts and naked Arabians. Before we 
tame near to Sodom and Gomorrah, by feven miles : 
(for wc behoved to pafs by the eaft end of it, before 
we could arrive at that place of Jordan which we in- 
tended), we, I fay, encounteied with Inch deep fandy 
ground, that the mules were not able to carry our 
company through : Whereupon they all demounted, 
wreliling and wading above the middle part of their 
bodies, and fometimes falling in over their heads, they 
were in great danger of perilhing, although the robuft- 
nel's of my body carried me through on my feet, relie- 
ving alio divers time fome of thofe friars and pilgrims 
that were almoft choked and overwhelmed with fand, 
but not for lack of wine. Even in the midft of this tur- 
moiling pain, (the night being dark), the unwelcomed 
Arabs invironed, and invaded us with a Iform of ar- 
rows, which they fent from the tops of 
little hard hills, whereupon they Hood ; A fearful 
lor knowing the advantage of the danger. 
ground, they took opportunity to give 
the more fearful aflaults : yet they prevailed nothing, 
(although they wounded lome of our foldiers), fuch 
was the relolutc courage of our valorous defendants. 
Tiue it is, that in all my travels I was never lo lore 
fadgued, nor more fearfully indangeied than 1 was that 
night. 

Ik little after midnight, tliefe lavages leaving us, and 
we Vaving our troublefome way, we came to the lake 
°f Sftdom, and marched along the mai ine Ikons above 
nine miles before we came to J 01 dan. JL his lake is 
called Lacus AJphaltites ; it yicldeth a kind of dime na- 
wed bitumen Afphaltum\ the which bituminous favour 

no 
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living thing* can endure ; and now Mare mortuum , ? 
fea, becaufe it is fait, and mortuum , or dead, for that no 
living thing breeds therein ; and more properly for 
this caufe called the dead fe u becaufe of itfllf it is im- 
moveable, fuch is the lcpioly and (lability of the watei, 
It is alfo called fo, becaufe if a bird fly over it, fh. 
prefently falleth down therein dead. And as Solomon 
reporteth of it, Wifdomx. 7. it fmoketh continually j 
from whence proceed filthy vapours, which deform 
the fields lying about for certain miles, as it wue 
blafled, fcorched, and made utterly barren. This l'mokc 
I take to be only the exhalation of Jordan. For tins 
liver falling into it, and there ending his courfe, the 
two contrary natures cannot agree ; ti\e one being .1 
filthy puddle, and the other a pure water, as I llidl 
more fully recoid. 

This lake is eighty miles in length ; and according to 
its inrervaliing circuit, fometiirtes two 
7 he length of three,, four, or five miles in breadth : 
Sodom's lake, yet the body thereof bending diredly 
lbuth-wefl, keepeth a glafiy courfe, tiH 
it falutc the foutherly confpicuoiity of the fandy and 
flony deferis ; being compalled with the rocks of Ara- 
bia Petrea on the loath ; on the north, with the fandy 
hills of the wildernefs of Judea ; on the well, with the 
fleep mountains of Arabia Deferta; and on the eaff, 
with the plain of Jericho. How cometh it to pafs there- 
fore, '.that the freih running flood of Jordan, falling ever- 
more into this bounded lea, that the lake itfelf never 
diminifheth, nor increafeth, but always flandeth at one 
fulnefs ? Neither hath it any bluing forth, nor re- 
boundeth backward on the plain of Jericho, which is 
one of the created wonders in the world. Wherefore, 
as I have (aid, it mud needs either exhale to ^he 
clouds, or othcnvii’e run down to hell ; for if it fan 
under the rocks, and fo burd out in the deferis, it 
would loon be known ; but in all the bounds of Alabin 
Deferta, whrch is betwixt this lake and the Red fea, ex- 
tending to three hundred miles ; there is no fuch thing 
as brook or drand, much Ids a river ; neither hath it 

any 
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^ny intercourfe with the ocean, unlefs it riln through 
fome fecret paflage of the earth under the wildernefs 
into the Red Tea. And that is doubtful, although it 
may appear probable ; in regaid of Nilus, that runneth 
hundred miles under the ground in the exterior /E- 
thiopia, and divers other rivers alio, after the fame 
manner, obfcuring thenifelves under locks, mountains, 
and plains for many miles ; which particulars, by my 
own experience, I could denote. 

But as for this river, the queftion may arife, Whi- 
ther ran it during the time of thele live cities of the 
plain, now overwhelmed with water ; or where was the 
blue thereof ? To this I anfwcr, Was not the hand of 
the Almighty, that laina! down from the heavens lire 
and brim 11 one to confume them, able alio to drown 
their lituations, and intervalling plains with water ? 
Yes, and doubtlels yes ; and the courfe of the river 
keeping Bill its former condition : And lor modern ex- 
amples, How many cities, manfions, and ffarions, have 
been overwhelmed with water ? Nay, innumnable, and 
fo remaining to this day, place, beauty, and being, 
all defaced ; as now in Scotland near to falkuk, reffs 
the laft and iateft memory of fuch wotul accidents, and 
fuperabounding difgorgings. 

It breedeth nor relcrveth no kind of fillies ; and if 
by the fwelling of Jordan, any lilhes be canted to it, 
they immediately die. Although jofephus witnefleth, 
that in his time there was an apple giew upon the banks 
thereof, like to the colour of gold, and within was 
totten, and would confume to powder; yet 1 affirm 
now the contrary ; For there is not Inch a thing (what- 
soever hath been in his days) as either trees or bullies 
grqwing near to Sodom by three miles ; lucli is the coil' 
lurAmrnion of that pelliferous gull. 

Avers authors have reported, that nothing will fink 
inrolit, of any reafonablc weight, as 
dead** men, or carcaffes of beafts : but Wrong inf of - 
by experience I found the contrary ; lor motions 
k be a re ih nothing at all, yea, not the ' made. 
weight of a feather, nor the pile of wi- 

ct 
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thered grafs, but it will fink therein, with the which 
my hands made fundry trials ; and dare approve it to 
be of truth, in fpite of the lying world, and all doting 
varieties of ancient relations. 

The water itfelf is of a blackifli colour, and at fome 
times in the year, there are terrible fhapes and Ihows of 
terror in it, as I was informed at Jericho, by the Ara- 
bian inhabitants there, which is the uearcft town that 
bordereth thereupon. 

This contagious and peftilentious lake of Sodom, re- 
fembleth much (as may be fuppofed) that infernal gulf 
of hell ; but, in my opinion, I hold it to be the pur- 
gatory of Papifts ; for they fay Limbus Pat rum is near, 
or in the iccond room to hell, which I think muft 
needs be Sodom ; for although it be not hell itlelf. yet 
I am peifuaded it is a fecund hell, having (as fome re< 
port) no bottom. Wherefore I conclude thus: that 
lince papifls will have a purgatoiy, 1 abfolutely affirm, 
it mull be ftich a purgatory as the purging of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, which was with fine and brimftone, to 
their deftruftion. 

About the break of day on Wedtiefday morning, we 
palled by the ruins of an old houfc ; where (as they 
fay) St John the Baptift remained, when he baptized 
thofe that came from Jerufalem, and other regions a* 
bout, which is but the flight of an arrow fiom Jordan. 

Approaching to the bank-fide, we difmounted, and 
uncloathed ourfelves; going in naked to 
Th>. rk'f? the river, we waihed us to refrefli our 
jordd'U bodies ; onr foldiers lying a little off 

from us, as pledges of our lives, and their 
own fafe-guards, ftaid as bulwarks for our protefifjon, 
and a continual obligation for two repugnant defences; 
time prefenting the awful opportunity of both okci- 
lions. In this place, as the Guardian laid, was On rift 
baptifed of St John, when the Holy Ghoft camefiown 
in a bodily fliape, like a dove upon him, and ’there 
was a voice fiom heaven faying, “ Thou art my belo- 
ved Son, in thee I am well pleafed.” I faw alfo an 
ipparuit-like teftimony, of a <p:adrangted Hone, lying 

or. 
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on the bank fide : whereupon are engraven letters of 
Hebrew, Greek, Latin, teftifying the fame thing ; and 
may be alfo conje&ured, in regard of the ancient habi- 
tation of that precurfor, which is not far from thence. 

This river Jordan, beginneth in Mount Libanus, of 
two fountains, Jore and Dan, which run feparated till 
they come to the lake Maronah ; and hence it maketh 
one body, keeping his courfe through the lake Genne- 
iareth, and ending in Sodom. The river Tiber at 
Home, and Jordan, are not much different in quantity 
and colour, and not unlike other in their comics ; for 
Jordan fallerh into the old Gomorrah, and fiber run- 
neth through the new Sodom ; a hiftory of fuch evi- 
dence, as travel taught me by experience : For it is the 
concourfe of priefts which breeds in the Italians info- 
knee : If I err, I will beg indulgence of the Pope’s au- 
1 cat magnificence. 

The rivers themfelves are both of a muddy colour, 
and their quantity not far different from other, which 
Jordan foi greatnefs reiaineth ; and the length of their 
courles much relembles one another. The water of 
Jordan hath been tranfported to Venice in barrels, for 
that purity it hath ; which will prelervc unfpoiled, both 
months and years, and the longer it is kept, it is the 
more frefh ; and to drink it, is an excellent remedy 
for the fever, Quartan, or Quotidian, being neat in 
virtue to the wine of Lebanon. 

Confidering the ancient reputation of this famous ri- 
ver, and the rare light of fuch an un- 
frequented place, 1 climbed up to the A turpentine 
t0 P of a turpentine tree, which grew red brought 
W!r jkin the limited flood, a little above jrom Jordan 
w hlre I left my company, even naked and given to 
as Ifcame from Iwiming, and cut down King James . 
a fai\ hunting rod of the heavy and lad 
turp^itine tree, being three yards long, wondrous 
AraigjU, full of fmall knots, and of a ycllowifla colour ; 
which afterward, with great pains, I brqught to Eng- 
*rid, and djj p re f ent j t ( as t h e ra refl gem of a pil- 
treafure) to his Majelty. But I remember, in the 
2 chuling 
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chufing thereof an unexpected accident fell out : for I 
being lequeftrate from the fight of the company, upon 
this folitary tree, with broad obfeuring leaves, the 
friars and foldiers removed, keeping their courfe to- 
ward Jericho ; but within two furlongs from Jordan, 
they were befet with the former nocturnal enemies, 
who aflailed them with a hard conflict : For I hearing 
the harquebufles go off, was ftraight in admiration, and 
looking down to the place where I left my afibciates, 
they were gone ; fo bending mine eyes a little further 
in the plain, I law them at a martial combat ; which 
fight gave me fuddenly the threatening of defpair ; not 
knowing whetherto flay intrenched within the lurround- 
ing leaves, to wait the events of my aufpicious foi tunes, 
or in profecuting a relief to be participant of thtir 
doubtful deliverance. At Lift confideiing that I could 
hardly efcape their hands, either there, or by the way 
going up to jerullilem, I leaped down from the tru, 
leaving my Turkilh cloaths lying upon the ground, 
took only: in my hand the rod, and fhafs which I wore 
on my head, and ran ftaik naked above a quarter of a 
mile, among thiflies and fliarp pointed grals, which pi- 
tifully pricked the foies of my feet; but the fear ol 
death, for the prefent, expelled the grief of that un- 
locked for pain. Approaching on the fa fe fide of my 
company, one of our foldiers broke forth on horle- 
back, being determined to kill me for my Haying be- 
hind, yea, and three times ftruck at me with his half- 
pike ; but his horfe being at his fpeed, I prevented his 
cruelty, liifl: by falling down, next by running in a- 
monyjl the thickefl of the pilgrims, recoveiing the 
(du.it • luu's lace ; which when the Guardian efpirdapnd 
law my naked body, he picfently piljlled 
The pibnm's ofl his gi ay gown, and threw it tcjjnic, 
three finer J wheieby I might hide the ferrets p da 

habits in half tuie. liy which means (in the iprtee ol 
an hviir. an hour) I was cloathed three manner ol 

ways : Firfl, like a Tut k; fi condly, like 
a wild Arabian; and thhdly, like a Gray filar, which 
was a baibavout, a lavage, and a religious habit. 

The 
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The captain at lad entering in parley with the iirabs, 
by lome contributing promifes did mitigate their fury, 
for their compounded acknowledgement was to be fenc 
them from Jerufalem: whereupon we marching to- 
ward Jericho, repofed ourfclves under a cooling ihade, 
and dined there on the wine and provilion carried 
with us. 

After dinner, we arofe, and went to the houfe of 
Zaccheus, (this was he who fat upon a tree to fee our 
Saviour as he paiTed by), the walls whereof hand to 
this day, the covering being only demolilhed. This 
new Jericho is now a poor village only of nine dwell - 
ing-houles, inhabited by a kind of Aiabs, (which are 
in fubjeftion to the governor of Jerufalem) ; but I faw 
many ruinous lumps of the walls, and demolilhings of 
the old town, which is a little from this, diitant about 
a ilmrt quarter of a mile. Here I fuv two mod dainty 
kind of fruits ; the one was a little lei's, than an apple, 
hut more round, whofe colour was like 
gold without, and within it was white Two Jorts of 
as fn.ow, and fvvect like fugar. I would rare fruits . 
gladly have eaten of them ; but the 
friars forbad me, Hying, they were the only peft of 
death unto a ftranger. The other apple was like to a 
green lemon, long and full of knots, of a reddilh co- 
lour like to a melon, being both delicate and whole, 
lomc of which we did eat, to fatisfy the natural appe- 
tite, and fo did all our foldiers eat of them exceffively ; 
their trees growing high and gieen by a brook fide of 
delicate water, that runneth from the founrains of E- 
lizcus. From Jericho we fet forward in the way of 
theiwildernels ; our determination being fuch, as to 
view the mountain whereon Cbrift faded forty days ; 
whire arrived, being late, we durd not go up till 
morhing, Wherefore we pitched that 
nigh? by the fountain of Elizeus, the Eiizeus foun- 
'vaterf of which was of old natuaral- tain. 

•y bi/tcr ; but by the prayers of that 

divine prophet, was redored to a fweet tade. It is 

S°Ov? in digedion, and harmlefs for health ; and it is

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the lighted: water the earth yields. Having on the mor- 
row filled a boar’s lkin of it, to carry with me to the 
mountain, I found it fo light, that I had no weight 
nor pain in the bearing of it on my fhoulders ; not- 
wirhftaftding the way of itfelf was fatiguing. This 
mountain is called Quarantanam, or Hhiaranto, be- 
ing of height, by the computation of 
Where Chr'ifl my painful experience, above fix miles, 
fa/icd forty and groweth from the bottom ftill fmall- 
days. er and fmaller, till that the top is co- 

vered with a little chapel, not unlike to 
the proportion of a pyramid. 

There is no way to afcend upon this hill, fave one, 
which hath been hewen out of the rock, by the indufby 
of men {killed in mafonry ; (which was done at the 
coffc of Queen Helen), going up by the degrees of for- 
ty-five turns, in all our company there were only one 
friar, four Germans, and I, that durfi attempt to climb 
the mountain. 

Thurfday early, at the break of day, we fix fet out 
for the mountain, leaving our foldiers to guard the pal* 
fage below, led fome draggling Arabs Ihould have fto- 
leu after us for our definition. Where, after di- 
vers turnings, traverfings, and narrow foot-pnffiigcs, ha- 
ving come with great difficulty to the top, we entered 
firft into an umbrageous cave, joining to and under the 
chapel, where the friar told us, that in this place 
Chrifi did faft forty days ; and here it was where he 
rebuked Satan. The chapel which covereth the top of 
this high and fieep rock, is covered, and alfo beautifi- 
ed, with an old altar ; between the outward Tides where- 
of, and the craggy face of this mountain, two men may 
only go lide to fide; here we dined, and refrefhed ij)ur* 
lelves with water that I carried on my back hitjer ; 
from which place we law the moft part of all the floly 
Land, except the north parts of Judea, Palefiine^ and 
Phoenicia, and a great way in the two Arabias, ^etrea 
and Dcferta, and all the length of Jordan, even ,-TOitf 
Sodom to Maronah. 


At 
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At laft in our return and fearful defending, there 
would none of us go down foremoft : For although the 
friar led us freely upwards, yet flrft downward for his 
life he durft not go ; and that becaufe at the narrow 
end of every turning, there was always between the up- 
per and the lower pailage, about my Aeight, and fome- 
where twice my height, of the flat face of the rock, 
whereon there was nothing but dimples and holes to re- 
live our feet, which in defeending 
was dangerous. Now the greatefl dan- Dreadful 
ger, at every turn, was in the down- danger in dc • 
going of the foremoft, who was to re- fending the 
edve them all one by one, and foot i? 'uaranta - 
their feet in the lliallow dimples ; of ram . 
which, if any of them had mifled, 
his Aiding down had carried them both over the rock 

Now, for the Noble Germans fake, two of whom 
were great barons, Signor Strowfe and Signor Crulhen, 
and born vafltils to the Marquis of Hanlpach, 1 refol- 
ved to embrace the danger; where down I went, re- 
ceiving every one of them at every turn, fiift leading 
thuir feet by my hands, and then by inveloping them 
with my arms. Well, having palled half-way down- 
wards, we came to the moll fcurril and timorous deicent 
of the whole pailage, where, with much difficulty, I 
fet fafe the four Germans, in our narrow road hewn 
out of the craggy hill; and then was to ieceive the 
friar. Whence he coming down from above, with his 
belly and face to the rock, holding his hands grum- 
bling above, the fellow fell a-trembling; and as I was 
placing his feet in the holes, diftempered fear brought 
him down upon me with a rulhing hurl. Whereupon 
fttjf.ght I mainly clofed with my left arm his body fait 
tolhe rock, keeping ftrongly my right fhouldcr to the 
faiie place; fori could not have laved myfelf, and 
lett^ag him fall, but he would have caught me headlong 
with him over the rock : and yet the Germans cried 
ft ill /to me, Lafia ti quel furfmto cafcar alia fondo con 
/ bicLvoh , e falva caro fratello la vit.a vojlra , viz-. 

“ Let that villain fall to the ground with the devil, and 
Q^4 five 
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favc, O dear brother, your own life.” But I neither 
would nor durft. At laft his fear, by my encourage- 
ment, having left him, I fuftered him to Aide foftly 
down, between my arms and the rock, to the folid 
path ; where, by and by, he fell down upon his 
knees, and gave me a thoufand bldlings, vowing for 
this he would do me a great good deed before 1 left 
Jerufalem. 

At lalf, towards the afternoon, we fafely arrived at 
the foot of the mountain ; and having faluted the Guar- 
dian, and all the rdf, who then were ready to take 
journey, the friar told his Reverence how I had faved 
his life ; whereupon the Guardian, and the other friars, 
did embrace me kindly in their arms, giving me many 
earned: and loving thanks. 

And now the foldiers and we being advanced in our 
way, as we ieturned to Jerufalem, we marched by an 
old ruinous abbey, where (fay they) St 
St Jcrcm's Jerom dwelt, and was fed there by wild 
abbey. lions. Having travelled fore and hard 

that aftei noon, we arrived at Jerufalem 
an hour within night, for the gate was kept open on 
purpofe for us and our guard ; and entering our mo- 
naif ery, we fupped, and retted ourfelves till midnight, 
having marched that half-day more than thirty-four 
miles. A little before midnight, the Guardian and tin 
friars were making themfelves ready to go with us to 
the church of the Holy Sepulchre, called Santln Sal- 
vatore ; where we were to ftay Good Friday and Satur- 
day, and Eaifcr Sunday till midnight. They took their 
cook with them alfo to drefs our diet, carrying wine, 
bread, fifhes, and fruits, hither in abundance. Mean- 
while a Jew, the Trenchman of the Turkifli fanzetk, 
came to the monaftcry, and received from every onlof 
us pilgrims, fntt two zechins of gold for our federal 
heads and entiy at Jerufalem, and then nine zechi/s a- 
piece for our ingoing to the Holy Grave, and^a 7,c- 
chin of gold a man to himfelf the Jew, as bcing^due 
to his place. 

Thus was there twelve zeehins from each of us dif- 
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patched for the Turk. And laftly, one 

and all of us behoved to give to the Our tributes 

Guardian two zechins alfo for the wax- for the Holy 

candles and fooleries he was to fpend, in Crave . 

their idle and fuperftitious ceremonies, 

thefe three aforefaid nights ; which amounted in all, to 

every one of us, to fourteen zechins of gold, fix 

pounds fix (hillings Sterling. So that in the whole, 

from the fix Germans, four Frenchmen, and nine 

trading Franks in Cyprus and Syria, Venetians and 

Ragufans, and from myfelf, the fum arofe, for this 

night’s labour, to a hundred and twenty-fix pounds 

Sterling. 

This done, and at full midnight, we came to the 
church, where we found twelve venerable-like Turks, 
ready to receive us, fitting in the porch without the 
door ; who forthwith opened at random the two great 
brazen halves of the door, and received us very re- 
fpc&fully. We being within, the door made faft, 
and the Turks returned to the cafile, the firft place of 
any note we faw was the place of unclion, which is a 
four-fipiared ftone, inclofed about with an iron revel, 
on which (fay they) the dead body of our Saviour 
lay, and was imbalmed, after he was taken from the 
crofs, while Jofeph of Arimathea was preparing that 
new fepulchre for him, wherein never man lay; from 
thence we came to the Holy Grave, leaving Mount 
Calvary on our right hand, toward the eaft end of the 
church ; for they are both contained within this glo- 
rious edifice. 

The Holy Grave is covered with a little chapel, (land- 
int witb’n a round choir in the weft end 
off the church. It hath two low and The Holy 
narrow entries. As we entered the firft Crave . 
dour, three after three, and our lhoes 
caft\ oft', for thefe two rooms are wondrous little, the 

g diano fell down, Ingenochiato, and killed a ftone 
eupon he laid the angel ftood, when Mary Mag- 
e came to the fepulchre, to know if Chrift was rifen 
e third clay as he promifed. And within the entry 

of 
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of the fecond door, we faw the place where Chrift our 
Mefiias was buried ; and protiraung ourfelves in great 
humility, every man, according to his religion, offered 
up his prayers to God. 

The fepulchre itfelf is eight feet and a half in length, 
and advanced about three feet in height from the 
ground, and three feet five inches broad, being cover- 
ed with a fair marble hone of white colour. 

In this chapel, and about it, I mean without the 
outer tides of it, and the inward encirclings of the com- 
paring choir, there are always burning above fifty lamp; 
of oil, maintained bvCliriftian piinces, who hand moil 
of them within incircling bands of pure gold, which is 
exceeding fumptuous, having the names of thofe who 
fent or gave them engraven upon the upper edges of 
the round circles ; each of them having three degrees, 
and each degree depending upon another, with fup- 
porters of puie gold, rich and glorious; the fairtft 
whereof was fent thither by King John of England, 
whereon I law his name, his title, and crown, curiouf- 
ly indented. I demanded of the Guardiano, if any 
part of the tomb was here yet extant ? who replied, 
There was ; but becaufe (laid he) Chriftians reforting 
thither, being devoutly moved with afFc&ion to the 
place, carried away a good part thereof, which caufed 
St Helen inclofe it under this Hone, whereby fome re- 
licks of it Ihould always remain. I make no doubt but 
that fame place is Golgotha, where the holy grave was, 
as may appear by the diflancc between Mount Calvaiy 
and this (acred monument, which extendeth to foity of 
my paces. This chapel is outwardly decorated with 
fifteen couple of marble pillars, and 
7 he glorious twenty-two feet high ; and, above (he 

chapel of the upper coverture of the fame cha|el, 
Holy Crave, there is a little fix angled tunet, made 
of cedar*w r ood, coveied with lead , / and 
beautified with fixfinall columns of the fame tree. ^ The 
chapel itfelf ftandeth in a half-circlc, or half moork ha- 
ving the little door or entry looking caft to the g.^at 
body of the chsurch, and to Mount Calvary, being 
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polite to many other venerable monuments of memo- 
rable majefties. 

The form of the choir wherein it ftandeth is like un- 
to that ancient Rotundo in Piome, but a great deal 
higher and larger, having two gorgeous galleries, one 
above another, and adorned with magnificent co- 
lumns, being open at the top, with a large round ; 
which yieldeth to the heavens the profpett of that moft 
facred place. 

In which fecond gallery we ftrangers repoled all thofe 
three nights we remained there, whence we had the 
full profpe£t of all the fpacious church ; and all the o- 
riental people were there at this great feaft of Eaftcr- 
day, being about fix thoufand perfons. From this cu- 
rious carved chapel we returned through the church to 
Mount Calvary; to which we afeended by twenty-one 
fteps ; eighteen of them were of marble, and three 
of cedar-wood : where, when we came, I law a molt 
glorious and magnificent room, whole covert was Tup- 
ported all about with rich columns of the porphyry- 
ftone, and the overceilings loaden with mofi.ic work, 
and overgilded with gold, the floor being curioufly in- 
dented with intermingled alabafier and 
black lhining parangone. On my left The beauty of 
hand I law a platformed rock, all co- Mount Cal' 
vered with thick and engraven boards vary . 
of filver; and in it a hole of a cubit’s 
deep, in which (fay they) the crofs flood whereon 
our Saviour was crucified; and on eveiy fide thereof 
a hole for the good and bad thieves, who were then 
put to death with him. Defcending from Mount Cal- 
vary, we came to the tomb of Godfrey du Bulloinc, 
who was the firft proclaimed Chriftian King of Jeru- 
fifem, and refufed to be crowned there; faying. It 
was not decent the fervant’s head lliould be crowned 
with gold, where the mailer’s head had been crown- 
ed yiih thorns ; having this infeription engraven on 
did one fide. 


Hie 
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“ Hie jacet inclytus Godfridus de Bul- 
Two famous loin, qui totam hanc terram acquifivit 
fepulchres . cultui divino : Cujus anima requielcat in 

pace.” 

And overagainffc it is the tomb of King Baldwin hh 
brother, which hath thefe verfes in golden letters, cu 
rioully indented : 

Jlcx Baldevinus, Judas alter Machabcus , 

Spes patria, vigor ccclefn r, virtus utriufqae ; 

Qiicm formidabanU cut dona , tributa ferebant , 

Cafar , /Egypt i Dan y ac homicida Damafcus.

The other things within the church they {hewed us 
were thefe, a marble pillar, whereunto (fay they) our 
Saviour was bound, when he was whipped and 1 cour- 
ged for our lakes ; the place in a low cellar, about 
fourteen done degrees under the ground, where the 
crofs was fid by the Jews, and found again by St He- 
len ; the place where Clnift was ci owned with thorns, 
which is referved by the Abafllnes, and where the fol- 
diers call lots for his garment ; the place where he was 
imprifoned, uhilft they were making of his crofs, and 
where the crofs being laid along upon 
Where Chrifl the ground, our Saviour was nailed faf: 
was nailed to to it ; the rock which (as they fay) rent 
the crofi. at his crucifying, which is more likely 
to be done with hammers, and fet one 
piece a foot from another; for the Hit looks as if it had 
been cleft with wedges and beetles. And yet the facial 
feriptures fay, that it was not a rock, but the remflk 
that did rent in two from the bottom to the top, where- 
in thefe filly foul-funk friars are merely blinded, undcr- 
ftanding no more than lying traditions, perfetting thr* 
their national proverb.

And laflly, they take upon them, below Calvary, to 
fliew us where the head of Adam was buried. Tilde 
and many other things, are fo doubtful, that I do not 
remitter them for truth, (I mean in demonftrating the 
pirticular places), but only relate them as I was in* 
io: med. 

There are feven forts of nations, different in reli- 
gion and language, who continually (during life) re- 
main within this church, having lodgings in cloyilers 
joined to the walls thereof. Their victuals are brought 
daily to them by their familiars, receiving the fame at a 
great hole in the church-door; for the Turks feldom 
open the entry, unlels it be when pilgrims come, lave 
one hour’s (pace only, every Saturday in the after- 
noon, and at fome extraordinary feftival days ; and 
yet it doth not ftand open then, but only opened to 
let Grangers in, and Hint again. For this purpofe, 
each family has a bell fattened at their lodging, with 
a bring reaching from thence to the 
church-door, the end whereof hangeth Seven reli - 
outwardly ; by the which commodity gious families 
each furnillier ringing the bell, giveth 
warning to his friends to come to receive their ne- 
ceffaries; for through the body of the church they 
mutt come to the porch-door, and return from it, to 
the cloyfter. 

The number of thofe who are tied to this auftere life 
are about three hundred and fifty perfons, being Ita- 
lians, Greeks, Armenians, Ethiopians, Jacobines, a fort 
of circumciled Chrittians, Neftorians, and Cheifanes of 
Mefopotamia. 

The day before the refurre&ion, about the hour of 
midnight, the whole fe£ts and forts of Oriental CJhri- 
ftian;? (that were come thither in pilgrimage, and dwelt 
at l-rafalem) convened together, which were about the 
jymibcr of lix thouland men, women, and children : 
lor being fep:i rated by the p itriaabs in two companies, 

they 
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they compafTed the chapel of the Holy Grave nine 
times, holding in their hands burning candles. In the 
beginning they made pitiful and lamentable regretting*; 
but in the ending there were touking of kettle drums, 
founding of horn-trumpets, and other inftruments, 
dancing, leaping, and running about the fepulchre, 
with an intolerable tumult, as if they had been all mad 
or diftradled. 

Thus is the progrefs of their proceflion performed in 
mere limplicity, wanting civility and government. But 
the Turks have a care of that ; for in the mid 11 of all 
this hurley-burley, they run among!! them with long 
rods, corredling their milbehaviour with cruel fliokes ; 
and fo thefe flavilh people, even at the height of their 
ceremonious devotion, aie flrangely abufed. 

But our proceflion begun before theirs, and with a 
greater regard, becaufe of our tributes. I he Tuiks 
that were guarding us, not fuffering the other Chri- 
Ilians to be participant in the Angular dotage of the 
Romifli folly, which was after this manner. Firft the 
Guardian and his friar, brought forth a facriftia, 
allotted for the fame purpofe, the wooden portraiture 
of a dead corpfe, reprefenting our Sa* 
An afomina- viour, having the refemblance of five 
tie idolatry. bloody wounds; the whole body of 
which image was covered with a cam- 
bric veil : where, having therewith thrice compart- 
ed the chapel of the Holy Grave, it wa6 earned to 
Mount Calvary ; and there they imbalmed the five 
timber holes with fait, oil, balm, and odoriferous per- 
fumes. 

Then the Guardian, and the other twelve Mrs, 
kneeled down, and killed each one of the five fuppo- 
iitive wounds ; the finks meanwhile laughing them to 
fcorn in their faces, with miferable derifion. Thence 
they returned, and laid the fenfclefs block upon the 
Holy Grave ; whence being difmiffed, the Papal cere' 

mony ended. .-nr A\ 

Ti uly hereupon may I fay, if the Roman Jciu^ 
Dominicans, and Francifcans, there relident in certaiV 

fpecu'f 
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fpecial parts of the Turk’s dominions, had only beha- 
ved thcmfelves as their politic charge required, and 
d.fmifled from the Paganilh eyes only their idolatrous 
images, veneration of pi&urcs, croffes, and the like ex- 
ternal (uperftitious rites; thde infidels, 1 lay, had long 
ago (without any inlight of religion) been converted to 
the Chiifiian faith. For, befides all this blindnefs, 
what infinite abominable idolatiies commit they in Ita- 
ly and Spain, in cloathing the pi&iires of dead abbots, 
monks, priors, Guardians, and the bettei kind of offi- 
cial friars and priefis, with robes of fattin, velvet, da- 
maik, taftata, long gowns and couls of cloth, Ihirts, 
(lockings, and (hoes ! And what a number of lit clefs 
portrayed priordles, morherlefs nuns, 
yet infinite mothers, are eredted (like the Damnable 
iVlaikerata of Mort ice-dancers) in filver, and into/e - 
gold, gilded brafi, iron, ftone, tin, lead, rable J'uper - 
copper, clay, and timber fliapes, adorn- Jhtion. 
cd with double and triple ornaments, o- 
verwroughr with filk, filver, and gold laces, rich brace- 
lets, lilk, grograin, and cambric veils, chains, fmocks, 
ruffs, cuffs, gloves, collars, (lockings, garters, pumps, 
nofe-gays, beads, and cofily head-drdles, letting them 
on their altars, O fpedaculous images ! adoring them 
for Gods, in kneeling, praying, and faying n idles be- 
fore them. Yet they are none of their avowed, allow- 
ed, and canonized, pontifical faints : for although they 
be baftards and wooden blocks, yet are they better clad 
than their lupifh legitimate ones ; nay, I may fay, as the 
heft king’s daughter alive. Which is a finful, odious, 
and damnable idolatry ; and I freely confefs, at fome 
fimts, and in fome parts, I have torn to pieces thofe 
rich garments from their fenfclefs images and blocks, 
thinking it a greater fin not to do it than to (land flaring 
0n fuch prodigal profanenefs, with any fuperflitious re- 
ipeft, or with indifferent forbearance to wink at the 
wickednefs of idolaters. 

H-re the Guardiano offered, for ten pieces of gold, 
Whough my due be thirty zechins, laid he) to make 
*T e knight of the Holy Grave, or of the order of Jc- 
\ rufalem ;

rufalem ; which I refuted, knowing the condition of 
that deteftable oath I behoved to have fworn ; but I law 
two of thole other pilgrims receive that order of knio{ lt .

The manner whereof is thus, Firft they bind them- 
felves with a folemn vow, to pray (<Ju- 
7 "he Knights ring life) for the Pope, King of Spain, 

cf the Holy and the Duke of Venice, from whom 

Grave. the friars receive their maintenance • 

and alfo, in fpecial, for the French King, 
by whole means they obtain their libeity of the Great 
Turk to frequent thele monumental places. Second- 
ly, they are fworn enemies to Proteftants, and others 
who will not acknowledge the iuperiority of the Ro- 
man church. Thirdly, they mufi pay yearly l’omc Hi 
pend unto the order of the Francifcans. Thele atten- 
tions ended, the friar putteth a gilded fpur on his 
right heel, cauling the young-made knight Roop down 
on his knees, and lay his hands on the Holy Grave ; 
after this he taketh a broad fword from under his grey 
gown, (being privately carried for fear of the Turks), 
which is (as he laid) the fword wherewith vi&orious 
Godfrey conquered Jerufalem, and giveth this new up- 
dart Cavalier nine blows upon the right flioulder. l.o 
here the falhion of this Papiftical knighthood, which I 
fcifook. 

Indeed upon the knighthood they have certain pri- 
vileges among thePapifts, of which tlicfe are two. If a 
malefactor be condemned and brought to the gallows, 
any of thele knights may Rraight cut the rope, and relieve 
him ; the other is, they may carry and buy lllks through 
all Spain and Italy, or ellewhere, and pay no culknn, 
neither in coming nor going, nor for any lilk ware, 
where the Romilh church hath any commandment* 
After our Guardiano had ended his fupei Rations rites 
and ceremonies, upon EaRer-day, before midnight, we 
returned to ihe monaRery, having Raid three days 
within that church ■, and the next day tlurcafter, di £ 
nine 11 a gu fan and Venetian factors left ir, retuiVjug 
back to their feveral Rations, \

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About fix of the clock on Monday morning, the Pa- 
dre Viccario and the aforefaid John Baptifla accom- 
panying us, we travelled abroad in the hilly country of 
judea. In this day’s journey, the places of any note 
we law were thefc : Firft, where the daughieis of je- 
1 ui item came forth to meet Saul, crying, 

“ S ml hath (lain his ihoufands, and Da- fori, an rc

an old monument. Thirdly, Btzura, where Ablalom 
<dc(l his brother Amnon for Tamar’s lake; wherad 
xarhing but the name only is reieived. 

Fourthly, the cattle of E.r.aus, now altogeth r ruin- 
ed, except only three tire TiOufes of Moor:, 
in which om Saviour was known afur 
Ins rtfunection, by the two difciples, in 
breaking of bread ; where now the remnants of that 
houfe, being vaulted, is turned over tor a inckurage to 
ihuep, and ,ifoftpa\cd lodging for quivering goat*.

cniious cai ptmer cannot join a piece of a board lo neat- 
ly as tlide Hone tloor> join with the rock.

Tlnirfday, the tenth day of my being at Jerufalem, 
not reckoning the tao days we {pent in going to Jon 
dan tlu week hdoie; we, I fay, ilhied foith of the 
city early, wall our afoicfaid guides, riding weftward.

us but one hole where it grew ; and fo they hold it to 
have been of one piece of olive-tree. But this 1 ful'pend, 
leaving it to be fearched by the pregnancy of riper 
judgements than mine. 

And here 1 cannot forget a diflembling knavilh 
Greek, who came here to London, a- 
bout eight years ago, to be g luppori for The lyw* 
the reparation of this decay’d monufle- iniuiny of a 
<y of the holy Crofs. Well, Gunda- roguijlj Greek 
more, the Spaniih ambaflador, cruel - 
t lined him, and recommended his caule to our politic 
power. A contribution is granted over all England 
lor the lame purpofe, and alfo received, belidcs, the 
hvtral acknowledgements of our noble courtiers. Op- 
portunity come, 1 rencountered with this counterfeit 
ideal in Whitehall; whereupon divers gentlemen, hA 
Majdly’s ilrvants, dcflrtd me to try him, if he had been 
at Jerufalem, or dwelt at the cloyftcr ot the Holy 
Crofs. Prefently I demanded of him, where the con 
vent flood ? He replied, Within Jerufalem, and up- 
on Mount Moriah. Which was falfe ; for the convent 
is remote from the city about ihiee Englilh miles. I 
•diced him further about the fltuation of Jei ufultm, At. 
the quantity of this cloyftcr, of its church, of rl e 
number of friars who lived in it, with many moie 
queftions whole circumflances would be tedious. T> 
any one of which he could not lcply, but flood flii* 
Bering for fear and fliame ; neither had he ever beci 
tn Alia, nor theic parts : whereupon dealing out of the 
c °urt, he was no more feen abroad ; lor he had got at 
coua and in the kingdom, above twelve imndied pounds 
Sterling, befides the advancement of the Papllls and re- 
plants. AnJ here was a trick that then the Spanifli 
htclion put upon us ; and themlcive? alio being deceived 
J y a deceiver, deceived us with a double deceit, policy 
nnd lies. 

Above five miles further, we anived at a village on

brought us to a c tve without the town, win rein (lav 
they) the Virgin Mary was hid, wlnn lleiod fought 
dter the babe’s life, horn which alio (being warned 
|,v the angel), ihc and Jofeph lied down into Kgypt 
with the child. 

Jn this time of her fear, fay they, the milk left her 
hkllul bi calls, fo that the babe was almoft llarved : 
but Use praying to the Almighty, there came forthwith 
abundance ; which overflowing her breads, and falling 
to the ground, left ever lince, as they alledge, this con- 
iujiient virtue to this cave. 

The earth of the cave is white as fnow, and hath 
this miraculous operation, that a little of it drunk in 
any liquor, to a woman that after her 
child-birth is b irren of milk, Hull forth- Almir ’ble 
kith give abundance; which is not on- dijL 
ly available to Chriftians, but likewife 
taTurkilh, Moorilh, and At able women, who will 
mine from far countries to fetch oif this earth *.

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have feeR the nature of this duft pradlifed ; where- 
fore I may boldly affirm it to have the force of a 
ftrange virtue. Of the which earth I brought with me 
a pound weight, and prefented the half it to our 
fometime gracious Queen Anne of bleffid memory, 
with divers other rare relicks alfo, as a girdle, and ,t 
pair of garters of the Holy Grave, all richly wrought 
in filk and gold, having this inlcription at every end of 
them, in golden letters, Santlo Sepukhro , and the word 
Jerufitem , fee. 

WcdneleDy following we hired four and twenty 
Moors to conduct us unto Solomon’s 
Solomon's iilh-ponds, which are only three, being 
Jjb- ponds . never a whit decayed ; and to Eons Sig- 

natus, whence cometh the water in a 
(tone conduit, along the mountains, that ferveth Jeru- 
salem ; which work was done by Solomon ; the ponds 
being hewn out, and made iquare, from the Hoping 
face of a precipitating mountain, through which the 
itream of Fons Signatus runneth, filling the ponds til! 
it come to its own aqueduct. 

Returning thence, and keeping our way fouthward, 
we palled through the valley of Hebron, where Jacob 
dwelt, and entered into the fields of Shechem, where Ja- 
cob’s ions kept their father’s iheep ; and not far hence, 
they ihewed us a dry pit, which they called Jofcph's pit , 
that was at Dothan, whcicin he was put by his brethren 
belore they l’old him to the Iffimaclites. 

In our back coming to Bethlehem, wc law a cave 
in the defect of Zip}}, wherein David hid himfelf when 
he was perfecutcd by King Saul ; and the field Atlra, 
where the angels brought the glad tidings of ialvation 
unto the ibepherds. Unto all which parts our Moor* 
iih guard, and John Biprill i, brought us, and con- 
duced us back again to Bethlehem, where we Haiti the 
Kcond night.

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Bethlehem is the pleafanteft village in all Judea, fi- 
tuated on a pretty hill, and five Eng- 
lish miles from Jerufalem. It produ- The town of 
ceth* commodioufly, an infinite number Bethlehem. 
of olive and fig trees, fome coi ns, and 
a kind of white wine, wherewith we were furnifhed 
all the time of our abode there, alfo in and about 
Jerufalem. In our way, as we came back to the city, 
the next day following, the Viccaiio Ihewed us a little 
mofque, kept by Tuiks, in which (laid he) was the 
tomb of Rachel, Jacob’s wife, who died in that place, 
as fhe was travelling from Padan-aram with her hufbund 
Jacob. 

The ruins alfo of a houfe where Habakkuk the pro- 
phet dwelt ; a turpentine tree growing yet by the way 
tide, under the which (fay they) the Viigin Mary was 
wont to repofe herfelf in travelling. We faw alfo a 
natural rock in the high way, whcieon (fay they) Elias 
often flept : and are not afhamed to lay, that the hollow 
dimples of the ftone was only made by the im predion 
of his body, as though the tender flelli of man could 
leave the print of his portraiture on a hard flone. 
And not far from this, they ihewed us the place wheio 
the ftar appeared to the wile men, after they had left 
Herod to leek for the Saviour of mankind. 

Approaching Mount Sion, we law a quadrangled dry 
pond*, wherein (fay they) Bathfheba, the wife of U* 
liah, was wafhing, when David looked forth from the 
top of his palace, gazing on the aipedt of his lull, gave 
the bridle of reafon fait tied into the hands of tempta- 
tion ; and becoming lubjeft to the fubtilty of I'm, was 
bewitched by her beauty; wherewith con uption triumph- 
ed in natute, and godlinefs decrealed in voluntary ton* 
lent, and from a royal prophet fell into ihe bloody hits 
of murder and adultery.

Mount Sion, even to the valley of Jehofaphar, and fo 
ea Award, being now filled up with fragments of old 
walls; and the v.ii'cy of Gehinnon, lying well and calf, 
bordering along the fouth fide of Sion, till it join alio 
VMtlnhe narrow valley of Jchofaphat, which environeth 
the eaft, and Hoping parts of Jerufalem. Near to tins 
demolifiied tower, we liiw the habitation of Simeon ; 
who ha\ingfeen the bltflcd M< flits, fnd, “ Now, Lord, 
let thy tirv.mt depart in peace, for nunc eyes Iuvc l'een 
thy ialvation.” 

And now, laftly, upon the* twelfth day of my abode 
there, early on Thurlday morning, the Guaidiano, 
twelve friais, and John Hapiilta, (becaule that was the 
laft day of feeing any moic, monuments, or was to be 
fecn there), accompanied us. As we iiiued at the fouth 
gate of the city, we came to a place, on the Ikirt of 
Sion, where (fay they) Peter, after his denial of Chrilt 
his nnffer, wept bitterly. 

Defending by the fide of that lame hill, we crofled 
the valley Gehinnon * , and came to Aceldama, the

the (loping fide of the fouthfalling Sion ; 
three parts whereof are environed with a natural rock ; 
and the foursquare bordering with the valley is made up 
of ffone work. The top is covered, and hath three holes, 
through which they let the dead Chriftians fall down; 
for it is a burial-place of pilgrims to this day. As f 
looked down, I beheld a great number of dead corpfes, 
fome whereof had white winding- fheets, and newly 
dead, lying one above another in a lump. They yielded 
a noifome fmell, by realon they were not covered with 
earth, fave only the architt&ure of a high vault; by 
which means the corpl'e cannot putrify and rot for a 
long time. 

Near unto this campo, we entered into a dark cave, 
where (fay they) the apoftles hid themfelves when 
Chrift was taken. At the foot of the fame valley, we 
came to Ponto Nehemia ; in which place 
the Jews did hide the holy fire, when Ponto Nche - 
they were taken captives to Babylon, mia. 

Walking more downward, toward the 
valley of Jehofaphat, we law a dark cellar under the 
ground, without windows, wherein (laid the Guardian) 
the idolatrous Jews made a iacrilke of thei • children 
unto a brazen image called i\lohib\ which being made 
hot, they incloled them in the hollovvnels thereof, and 
fo flew them ; and left their crying fhould have moved 
any companion towards tliein, they made a thundeting 
noife with drums, and other inftruments ; whereupon 
die place was called mentioned in Jer.vii. 31 . 

11 -nee we came to the pool of Silonm, in which we 
wallicd ourfelves ; the water whereot ialleth down

through 
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through a rock, from the city above, running ftraight 
to the valley of Jehofaphat ; and there we law alfo the 
remnant of that facked tower of Siloam. 

Near to this we faw a fountain, where (fay they) the 
Virgin Mary ufed oft to walh the babe’s cloaths and li- 
nen clouts. From thence we eroded the brook Cedron, 
which guttereth through the valley of Jehofaphat, and 
is always dry, unlefs it be in December, 
Brook Cedron . when the rain falleth there impetuoully 
for a month together, which is all the 
winter they have in thele parts ; during which time 
none may labour, nor travel, but are forced to keep 
themlelves within houles. Having palled, I fay, this 
brook, we came to the tombs of Abfalom and Zacha- 
rias, and *hc cave wherein St James was wont to hide 
himfelf from the perfecting Jews. Afcending more 
upward on the hill, in the way of Bethany, we faw 
the place where Judas hanged himfelf ; over which there 
is a vault eretSled, like a half-moon, in memory of his 
felf-murder ; and hard by they lliewed us where the 
withered fig-tree grew, the place being inclofed within 
a high done dike ; and half a mile thence we came to 
the ruined houfe of Simon the Leper. 

Arriving at Bethany, we faw the caftle and tomb of 
Lazarus, on whom Chi ill lliewed a mi- 
Lazarus’s racle, in railing him fiom the grave, af* 
tomb in Be- ter he had been four days dead. It is 
thany. a lingular and iarcalabaBer tomb, and 

fo exquilitely done, that it excelleth (Jo* 
rufalem excepted) all the monuments in Judea eroded 
for the hke purpofe, being inclofed within a delicate 
chapel under the ground. Not far thence, in the fame 
village, we law the decayed houfe where Martha and 
Mary Magdalene inhabited, and the Bone whereon 
Chnft fat (fay they) when he laid to Martha, “ Mary 
hath chofen the betier part.” 

Leaving this Moorilh Bethany, being now a village 
of no quality, we tetumed by beggarly Beth phage ; and 
finding it far worfc, about mid-day we arrived on the 
top of Mouiu Olivet, where we dined on our own pro- 

\iliOit 
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vifion carried with us, and then proceeded in our 
lights. 

From this place we had the full profpeft of Jerufa- 
lem : for the city Handing upon the 
edge of a hill, cannot be feen all at one Mount Olivet 
fight, fave on this mountain, which is and the places 
two times higher than Mount Sion, of note there - 
Thefe are the monuments fhewn us up- of 
on the Mount of Olives. Firft, the print 
of the left foot of our Saviour, in an immoveable ftone, 
which he made when he afeended to heaven. The 
Guardiano told us further, that the right foot’s print 
was taken away by the Turks, and detained by them in 
the temple of Solomon ; but who can think our Saviour 
trod fo hard at his afeenfion, as to have left the impref- 
lion of his feet behind him l 

Next, the place where he foretold the judgement to 
come, and the ligns and the wonders that Ihould be 
feen in the heavens before that dreadful day. Third- 
ly, the place where the Jymbolum Apojlolorum was made, 
which is a fine chamber under the ground, like a church, 
having twelve pillars to fupport it. Fourthly, where 
Chrift taught his difciples the Pater nofter , and where 
he fell in an agony, when he fwate blood and water. 
Fifthly, where Peter, James, and John fiept, whilft 
our Saviour prayed, and returned fo oft to awake them ; 
and alfo, below that, where the other difciples weie left. 
Sixthly, the garden of Gethfemane, wheie Chrift uled 
commonly to pray ; in the which place he was appre- 
hended by the officers of the high priefts : and here it 
was alfo where Judas killed him, and the fergeants fell 
backward on the ground. Seventhly, they lhewed us 
a ftone, marked with the head, feet, and elbows of Je- 
fus, in their throwing of him down, when they bound 
him, after he was taken ; and ever iince (lay they) have 
thefe prints remained there. 

And lafily, at the toot of Mount Olivet, in the val- 
ley of Jeholaphar, we delcended by a pair of flairs of 
forty-three Heps, and fix paces large, iri a fair church 
built under the ground ; where (lay they) the monu- 
ment 
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ment of the aflumption of the Virgin Mary is, and did 
fhow i% unto us, who (they think) was born in Jerufa- 
lem, dwelt at Bethlehem and Nazareth, and died upon 
Mount Zion. I faw alfo there the fepulchres of Jofeph 
her hufband, Joachim her father, and of Anna her 
mother. And for which fight paying 
Sacred and fixteen madins a-man to certain Moors, 
ftngular we returned to our monailery againH 

tombs. night to repofe us, having fcen all the 

antiquities and places of note that were 
to be feen in and about all Judea. 

Thus have I plainly deferibed all thefe monuments, 
by the order of thefe twelve i'everal days. The like 
heretofore was never by any traveller fo punctually, lb 
truly, and fo curioufly fet down, and made manifelt 
to the intelligent reader. But as I laid in the begin* 
ning of my defcription, fo fay I now alio at the conclu- 
fion, fome of thefe things aie ridiculous, fome mani- 
feft untruths, lome alfo doubttul, and others fome- 
what more credible, and of apparent truth. The re- 
capitulation whereof is only ufed by me, as I was in- 
formed by GaudentiusSaybantus, the father Guardian, 
Laurenzo, Antonio il Viccario, and the "frenchman John 
Baptitto. 

Now, in Jerufalcm we eleven Franks (laid three days 
longer, preparing ourfelves for a new voyage, to go 
down to Egypt with a caravan of Grand Cairo. In 
which time the aforelaid friar Laurenzo, whole life I 
had fiived on the Quarantanam, complimented me pri- 
vately with twelve erodes made of the olive wood of 
Mount Olivet ; each crols having twenty-four relieks 
indented in them, with forty pair of chaplets made ot 
the fame wood, twoTurkilh ii. ndkerchiefs, and three 
pair of garters and girdles of the Holy Grave ; all 
wrought in filk and gold, with divers other things, &c. 
which were not lo thankfully received, as they were 
thankfully given by a grateful and unlorgetful friar. 

Meanwhile, the laft day of our Haying 
The arms of there, we went all of us, friars and pil- 

Jerufalem. gnms, in again to the Holy Grave, 

where we remained ail night. Early on

veyor for the friars; who did engrave on our fevcral 
jnn«, upon Chrift’s fepulchrc, the name or Jefus, and 
the Holy Crofs, being our own option and delire : and 
here is the model thereof. But 1 deci- 
phemi, and fubjoined below mine, the Kino James's 
lour incoiporate ciowus of King Jame ; , four crowns. 
Mill this inlcription in the lower circle 
of the crown, l mat jaiub'^ Hx. Returning, to the 
ft How two pullers lor his icw.ud, i i:x,d iheK lines tor 
Ring James.

Jendalem, his fubjecls being as fiee here as tiny ; 
’* inch indeed f jx-itoimcd. for after my atnval m 
England, and having complimented kis Majefly witn 
diver* r u e things, ..nd a turpentine* rod from Jordan, 
'*0 the midlf of my dilcourlcs, 1 told his Highnds, in 
the pi ivy garden of Giecnwich, the Guaidian’s reoudl. 
^ fho indeed gave me a molt gi; cious aulwer, fayng, 
“ They never fought any help of him ; and if they 
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had, he would have fupported their neceffity.” Bid- 
ding farewel to the church of St Salvatore, and being 
entered again, after breakfaft, the reckoning of jiri- 
dor dentium came to us, for ieventeen days diet, be- 
ing to each man fix ihillings a-day, amounting, for my 
part, to five pounds two findings. Then 
Of EnglifJj the Guardian’s fecretary prefented me 

money. my patent under their great leal; and 

that coft me three zechins of gold. 
The beginning whereof I remember, although the 
principal was loft in the inquifition of Malaga, was 
thus : 4k Frater Gaudentius Saybantus ordinis minorum 
regularis oblervantia: Santti Antonii, Dei et Apoftolicre 
fedis gratia facri montis Sion Guardianus, Ttrrse San- 
ttse gubernator et cuftos, ac in partibus Orientis apo- 
ftolicus commillarius, falutem in Domino fempiternam. 
Notum vobis facimus,” &c. The contents whereof, 
reciting all the memorable things I faw within the Holy 
Land ; there was thereunto annexed their great feal, 
ilicking faft or locked in upon the lower face of the 
parchment ; the impreffion whereof had the effigies of 
the twelve apollles, and Chrift in the midft; having 
tins circumfct iption about, 71 Ingnum Jigillim Sacri moil' 
tis Sion Guardianus . 

Then had we avaricious Baptifta, our guide and in- 
terpreter, to reward, eveiy one of us complimenting 
him with two zechins of gold. And laftly, we grati- 
fied the gaping ffeward, the Cerbcrian porter, the Cimme- 
rian cook, and hisAunean face, with a zechin of gold 
the man from each of us, amounting in all, among the 
four Catzo-cullioni, to twenty-four pounds fifteen f, hil- 
lings Sterling. 

Nay, this was not all : For even when the Egyptian 
caravan was Haying for us without the 
Greedy and city, the Guardian made a begging fer- 
mon to us, imploring our bounties to 
commiferate and fupport their great ca- 
lamities, Ioffes, and oppreffions infli&ed 
upon them by the infidels, with many other bale and 
flattering fpeeches ; which indeed nine of us refuted, 

becaufc 


flattering 

friars. 
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becaufe of the great extortion he had impofed upon us 
before ; but the two German barons gave him the value 
of fix English pounds, or thereabout. 

And now, finally, ere L leave Mount Sion, I think 
it not amifs to give the itching traveller a frozen fto- 
niach, who perhaps foweth words in the wind, con- 
ceptions in the air, and catcheth falmon fvvimming on 
Atlas ; I will now, I Jay, juftly caft up to him the char- 
ges I defrayed within the walls of Jerufalem, not reckon- 
ing my journal-expences and tributes elfewhere abroad ; 
ariiing to eighteen pounds fixteen (hillings Sterling. 
And there a cooling card for his caprizziat and imagi- 
nary inventions ; and it may ferve alfo to damnify the 
blind conceit of many who think that the travelleis are 
at no charges, go where they will, but are freely main- 
tained every where ; and that is as falfe as an heretical 
erior. May 12 . and the eighteenth day of my flaying 
there, about mid-day, the other ten and 1 joined with 
the caravan, who formerly had bargained with us to 
cirry us to Egypt, and to furnifh the reft with camels 
or dromedaries to ride upon, (for I would never ride 
on any), for nineteen piafteis the man, freeing us alfo 
funn all tributes and caffars to be impo- 
led upon us by the way ; and fo we The author's 
marched through the fouth-wefl part of good night to 
Judea towards Idumea, or the Edomites Jerufalem , 
land; and meanwhile 1 gave Jeiufalem 
this good night, &c. 

Thrice facrcd Sion, fometimes blaz’d abroad, 

To be the manfion of the living God ;

And godly kings, who rais’d great gloty here ;

Next for the Holy land, which I have trac’d,

Call down, erected, unfeepter’d, flain, and crown’d ; 
The Land of Promife, once a fea of oil, 

Whence milk and honey flow’d ; yea, to a foil 
Where men, and might, like miracles were rais’d, 
Sprung from a garden-plot : a wonder prais’d 
Above conceit ; whofe ftrength did far excel 
AH other lands ; take thou my kind farewel. 

And laft, Francifcan friars, 0 painted tombs ! 

Where vice and luff lurk low, beneath your wombs ; 
Whole hearts, like hell, do gape for greed o; 
gold, 

That have religion with your confcience fold, 

To you I fay a pox, O battering friars ! 

And damn’d deceivers, born and bred for liars, 
Whofe end my purfe implores ; O faithlcfs fellows! 
And leaves you, for your pains, curs’d Hainan’s 
gallows. 

Having bid farewel to Sion, wc marched that after- 
noon in the way of Gaza, and arrived at night in a 
goodly village, more full of Jews than Moors, called 
Hcmbaluda , fituate on the face of a 
Kin d Jews to fruitful hill, and the lall limit of Judea. 
vs Franks. Here the Germans and I were well enter- 
tained gratis , by certain Jews that Ippke 
Italian ; and much rejoiced to fee fuch firangers in title 
bounds, for two of them had been born in Venice. 
The captain and our company were all Egypti ans, all 
of them being Chriftians, called Coptics, viz. bplievcrs. 
Their number was about eight hundred perfijns, who 
had come up from Egypt to dignify, for devotion’s lake, 
this Ealler time, being the great feaft of Jeruf^lem ; oi 
whom, by the way, we received great affability, i nd kind 
refpeft, without any offence. 

r That 
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That night the whole caravan lay in the fields, and 
we (laid within the town, making merry with our He- 
braic friends. Early the next morning we relumed our 
Idumean way, finding this Edomitilh land forely di- 
ftreffed by the Arabs, and yet the inhabitants were fub- 
jett to the Turk. In this Ion.; day’s journey we found 
abundance of water, and all other nccdTarks for our re- 
lief; and yet the people were both rude and extremely 
barbarous, having no more Ihew of humanity than the 
four-footed leopards of Berdoa. 

The Dutch gentlemen grew afraid at thefe lavages, 
as being unacquainted before with finch an awful fight ; 
and to difpel their fear, Tu Hi, laid 1; courage, gentle- 
men ; no fcope, no hope ; and ilafhcd over thcle lines 
in Italian to them, 

To gallant minds, all kind of foils they be 

Their native land, as lilh embrace the lea ; 

For they who would traverfe earth’s various face, 

Muft take their hazard, as they find the place ; 

And that’s my foil, belt means can me defray ; 

But, Sirs, be glad, we came not here to Hay. 

Againft night we declined towards Gaza, and there 
ltaid in a fine cave prepared for travel- 
lers; where tire whole caravan, foldicrs, The ancient 
eamels, dromedaries, mules and afies, ciiy of Gaza, 
were all well finished and refrefhed. The 
next morning we went to the Bezeflan, or market- 
place, and there furnifned ourlelves with provilion of 
bread, hens, eggs, gariick, and onions, fufiicicnt fr* 
n°ug\ to carry us through the deftrts, being ten days 
journeY Gaza now is called Habaldlo, and is compo- 
tes of twelve hundred fire-houfes, and fencible againft 
jbe inciVfions of Arabs ; the ruvid citizens, being 
Turks, Moors, Jews, domeftic Arabians, with a few 
Georgiarl and Nefiorrans. 

Therels a garrilon here of foldicrs, and a Turkilh 
ca ptain Jhat commandeth the town and cattle. In the 
3fiernoo\ wc let our faces forward to that fearful wil- 
S dernefs, 
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dernefs, and travelled before night twelve miles, pitch- 
ing our ttnts bettde a fource or handing well. Here 
our guard kept a ftridt watch abou us all night ; and 
I kept the Germans fro.n languor, clicriihing them with 
jovial merriments, for they were «nv inward friends, 
yet of a faint and Htrnd nature. At the break of day 
we let forward, palling th.ough divers locky uul thrub- 
by heights till afternoon, and then we declined to a 
iandy valley ; where, when come, what 
Burma? with the d- epucls of the way, u d the 
fancL gieat heat of titc lun reiicdling (tom -he 

find to our faces, we were mderabiy ta- 
• tinned, efpecially I, who went always on foot. 

Having puffed this weaiifome bottom, and before 
night, marching along the ik rt of a ciAggy h'H. 
hundred Arabs broke out upon us from . holes .mo 
bullies, and greatly annoyed our company witn a.ro v , 
till a contribution of iixteen piafteis ".as lent to th m 
The half of that night we puchcd our ten s m a 

lit for patture, whert iome 'ca»u ltd d- 
IVHd Arabs rabs fold u> wuu in wooden cups 
felling water, carrying it in wild bo a lkint upon then- 
naked backs : tv.'- tn whuh la\ ag.‘-s 0'ir 
captain hired to guide us the oex day to the tint cattle 
of the three that were built by the lurks, and a di) 5 
journey diffant one fiom ano'her ; being each of them 
ttrongly guarded with foldiers and that for the ielc 
of caravans, being the moft dangerous, and molt 
defolate place in the deferts. 

Our guides, the day following, brought us through 
the beft and fafett places of the country, whew w: 
found certain profitable parts, planted with haivclotj 
tents, and overclad here and there with Hot- oi 
iheep and goats ; and yet even there we wcre ; /nGt fre< 
from the invafion of {haggling Arabs, and paying 0 
tributes, which the captain defrayed for usA our con 
dition being formerly made fo at Jerufalcrfv. Uefor 
night, with gieat heat, and greater drouglyj, we ap 
proachcd to the firft cattle, where the captain ihcrco 

received us kindlv, cauttng our tents to hi P ltcie< 
• youm 
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round about the quadrangled tower, Here we had a- 
bundance of water (though I would rather have had 
wine) to fuffice the whole company, drawn out of ci- 
ttern ; and repofing fafely upon the haul ground, 
the cafte-garrilon watched us, and our guard watched 
them. 

The next morning, with a new guide, we marched 
through a fiery-faced plain, IcorcheJ 
with burning heat, and deep rolling Grievous and 
hind, where feveral of our ImailUt defer tons tr a- 
beads perillied, together with iix men veiling. 
and women that were relieving their o- 
verwhelmed afles. Long before mid-day, having got to 
a hard height, we pitched our tents, repofing under 
their fhadows till the evening, for we were not able to 
endure the intolerable heat of the fun ; and in like man- 
ner did we overlhade ourfeives every mid day. The vi- 
gour of the day gone, and the cooling night come, we 
advanced forward to the middle cable, being led by 
our guide, and the pale lady of the night leading him : 
where, when come, we found neither that fort anfwer- 
able to the former in ftrength, nor the captain fo hu- 
mane as the former was. Here we were all offended 
with the Icaicity of water ; the captain playing the vil- 
lain, eroded us, becaufe the caravanfliip were Cliri - 
Ilians : at lall about midnight, thirty Arabs came to us 
loaden with water, carried on their backs ; to whom we 
paid for every caraff, being an Enghfh quart, three af- 
pers of filver, ten afpers going to a (hilling. My kind 
Dutchmen drank too much of it ; the water being thick 
antWjf a brownilh colour, and hot like pifs, offended 
tueiVjver-wained ftomachs, which, as I luppofed, was 
die cllkff caufe the next day of fome of their deaths. 

Aftcl midnight, the Turkifh captain and our Caravan 
fell at v\riance about water to our beads, who were rea- 
dy to ch^ke ; and if they had not been prevented with 
foldiers both ddes, it had drawn us and them to a 
final mijihief. The difeord unpacided, before die fol- 
lowing Jay, and while yet night, we refumed our toil- 
fome afe dangerous way, journeying through many 
* - dens 
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dens and umbrageous caves, overlhaded with moulder- 
ing heights : in lome whereof we found lavage women 
lying in their barbarous child-bed, having their bodies 
naked (the fore-face of their womb excepted). Their 
beds were made of fofc land, and overfpread with 
leaves of a foot thick ; whofe new-born 
Savage ivO’ babes lying in their arms, were fwad- 
men Lading died with the lame leaves. And for all 
their chill - their Ikkncri, which was very fmall, they 

red in caves* had none of our wives fugared fops, 
burnt wines, venifon-paftics, delicate 
(are, and great leading, nor a month's lying in, and 
then churched, putting their hulbands to gteat charges. 
No, no, their food is only bread, garluk, htibs, and 
water ; and on the third or fourth day, inftead of their 
chiuching, they go with bows and arrows to the fields 
again, hunting lor fpoils and booties from palling cara- 
vans. 

Advancing in our courle, we fell down from the 
hills in a long bottom of hind, above lix miles in length ; 
wherein, with fore vvreftling againft the parching fun, 
and getting no ground to pitch our tents to overfhade 
us, three of our Germans, the two Barons, Signor 
Stroufe and Signor Crulhen, with one Signor Tho- 
mafio, tumbled down from their beads backs quite 
dead, being fufl’oeated with the drong hear, for it was 
in May, choked alfo with extieme drought, end the 
reflection of the burning fand ; and befides their fare 
was giown milerable, and their water wotfe, for they 
had never been acquainted with the like 
The death of didrefs before, though it was alwa# my 
three German vade mecum. Whereupon the Caravan 
gentLmeu. Raid, and caufedcadon their /corps a- 
gain on their own beads backsjlnd car- 
rying them to the fide of a hard hill, we digge/'a hollow | 
pit, and dripped them of their Turkilh cloans : I did, 
with my own hands, cad them all three ohembove an- 
other in that fame hole ; and covering their bodies with 
mouldering earth, the foldiers helped me to Jbll heavy 
ftones above their grave, to the end that t$e bloody 
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jackals ftiould not devour them ; and to conclude this 
woful and forrowful accident, the other Germans alive 
bellowed on me their dead friends Tmknh garment!', 
becaufe of the love and diligent care I always Hrnved 
them ; which one of their empty mules carried for me 
to Grand Cairo. 

Whence, with divers aflaults, and greater puns, co- 
ming to the third caftlc, bewailing as 
much the lofs of our friends as lcjoi- The third ra- 
cing in our own lafety, we found this file \f the a) ■ 
third captain both humane and hofpita* frtu 
ble ; who indeed himfelf in pu'ion, with 
his garrifon, watched us all night, and had a fpecial cai e 
in providing water for us all, giving our captain and us 
eight franks, with three roalled hens and two capons, 
before fupper. This Turkilh captain told us theic 
weie three inhabited towns in thefe deferts, the chief 
tvhereof was Behan, fituare on the Red fta, having a 
harbour and lliipping, that trade both to Egypt and 
^Ethiopia, whole commodities are fjlken Hulls and 
fpices, which they traniport fiom Mecca, and cany 
to Melincia, and the aforefaid places in Africa. But 
now, left left I fink in prolixity, difcouifing of finking 
fands, and make good the Italian proverb, Chi troppo 
abbracio , nulla fringe, viz. “ That he who would em- 
brace too much, can hold nothing fall,” I will debit 
horn this journal of our proceedings. However, ha- 
ving already laid open more than half of the wilder- 
nefs, the reader may eafily, (bke that learned geometri- 
cian, who finding the length of Hercules’s foot on the 
hilkOlympus, dievv forth the portraiture of his whole 
bod\thereby), conjecture, by the former relation, the 
appea\mce of the reft of thefe defert places : the relr. 
^ereftVe I will only epitomize in general, until my ar- 
rival atl^aleack on the confines of Egypt. 

Arabi||is bounded on the weft with the Red fea, and 
'lie Egjfti an lfthmus ; on the north,

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fea. This country lieth from the eaft to the welj:, in 
length about nine hundred, and is three thoufand five 
hundred miles in compafs. The people generally are 
addicted to theft, rapine, and robberies ; hating all 
fciences mechanical or civil : They are commonly all of 
the fecond ffature, fwift of foot, wicked, and feditiou«, 
boillerous in fptech, of a tawny colour, boafting much 
of their tribal antiquity and noble gentry *, notwith- 
standing their garments are born with them fiom the 
bare belly, their food alfo like to their ruvid condi- 
tion, and as Savagely tame, 1 proteft, as the four foot- 
ed citizens of Libya : They are not valiant, nor defpe- 
rate in afiuults, without gieat advantage; for a hun- 
dred Turks are ttulv cftcuncc! to be fufficient enough 
to encounter three hundred Arabs: Their languigc 
extendeth itfelf far, both in Alia and Africa ; in the 
former through Paleftine, Syria, Mefopotamia, Cilicia, 
even to the mount Cancafus ; in the latter, through 
Egypt, Libya, and all the kingdoms of Barbary, even 
to Morocco. 

This Arabia Dcferta, is the plr.ee where the people 
of Ifrael wandered forty years long, being fed with 
manna from heaven, and with water cut of the drieft 
rocks ; in which is Mount Sinai, where the law of 
the two tables was promulgated. The 
The fcurril moft part of thd’c deferts is neither fit 
sirabian Jc - for herbage nor tillage, being cover- 

ferts . ed over with a dry and a thick fand, 

which the wind tranfporteth whither it 
lifleth, in heaps and mountains, that often intercept 
and indanger fatigued traveller. The inhabit a n o re 

arc few ; fo are their cities ; their dwellings bc/iig in 
fequeflrate dens, and hair-cloth tents : The /noli of 
their wealth confiftcth in camels, dromedaries, and 
go:ns._ . . , '' 

Before our arrival in S.deack, we

alike both 
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ftris king of Egypt was the firft ; fecondly, Darius 
the great Perfian monarch ; thirdly, another Egyptian 
king, who drew a ditch an hundred foot broad, and 
thirty and odd miles long. But when he intend, d to 
finilh it, he was forced to ceafe, for fear of ovei flow- 
ing all the lower land, the Pad lea being found to be 
higher by three cubits, than the ordinary plain of 
Egypt : yet, however it was, the ditch is hollow in di- 
vers parts, and troublciorne, becaui’e of funds, to pat's 
over. 

At Saleack we overtook a great caravan of two thou- 
fand people, and twelve hundred camels undthomeda- 
daries, which were laden with the ware of Aleppo, and 
come from Damafcus, intending their voyage ten* Cai- 
ro, whofe company we politicly left, and matched be- 
fore them, for the receiving of water by the way, for 
ourfdves and beads, out of citterns which we left diy 
behind us. 

A dromedary and a camel differ much in quality, but 
not in quantity, being of one height, 
breadth, and length; fave only their The nature of 
heads and feet, which are proportiona* camels and 
ted alike ; and the difference is fuch, dromedaries. 
that the dromedary hath a quick and 
hard reaching trot, and will ride above eighty miles in 
the day, if that his rider can endure the pain. But 
the camel is of a cootraiy difpodtion ; for he hath a 
moft flow and lazy pace, removing the one foot from 
the other, as though he wcie weighing his feet in a 
balance ; neither can he go fader, although he would : 
bu\hc is a great deal more tractable than the other ; 
for \hen his mader loadeth him, he fdleth down on 
his ki\es to the ground, and then rifeth again with 
his bijjxlen, which lome times will be marveloufly 
great, Ibmctimcs fix hundred or eight hundred weight. 

The med fen, which we left to the weftwatd of u;. 
an d onjjpur luft hand, is not red, as many luppofe, bur. 
is the \Jpry colour of other feas. The realon for which 
it hathroeen called Marc Ruhr urn , is only be can ft: of the 
hanks, %u flies, funds, and bufhes, which gtnw by the 
Say ftoie- 
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fhore -fide, which are naturally red. Some others have 
called it To, in refpeft of the brooks which Mofes turn- 
ed to red blood, who, mifeonftruing the true fenfe, 
took feas for rivers. 

It is vulgarly termed Sinus Arabicits> whofe length is 
fixteen hundred miles. This fea is famous for the mi- 
raculous paflage of the lfraclites through it, and the 
drowning of Pharaoh and his people ; and becaufe of 
4 pices that were brought from India and Arabia to A- 
lexandria, from whence the Venetians difperfed the 
fame through all Europe, and the Mediterranean coahs 
of Afia and Africa. But this navigation is now dif- 
continued by the Portugude, Engliih, and Dutch, 
who bring home luch wares by the 
Indian /pices back fide of Africa ; fo that the trailic 
much weak’ of Alexandria is almoft decayed, and 

ened. the riches of the Venetians much dimi- 

niihed, fo is the virtue of the fpices 
much impaired by too much moifture contracted with 
the long and tedious carriage thereof. 

This aforefaid Saleack is thought to be feated on the 
lower and eaftmoft end of Gozan, confiding of eight 
hundred dwelling-houfes, being walled and fencible a- 
gainft the Arabs, and defended alio with a caftle, and 
ten troops of horfemen, being Janizaries. Here we 
icftcd and refrefhed ourfelves two nights, providing 
ourfelves with frefh victuals for Grand Cairo, being 
four days journey dillant; and at our leaving of Sa 
leack, I took leave of this new feen country, with ? 
greedy conceit of more curiofitics. 
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•A low well met Egypt , fo our fate allots ,

Jarring from Saleack, and having paHcd one oi 
heir courier, which i? cur twelve miles, we nu t 
^ with 
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with a number of villages on both hands, and on our 
highway, all builded upon artificial channels drawn 
from Nilus, and thefe fabrlcks only made up of wood 
or brick, being one or two dories high. The captain, 
in divers parts at our mid-day’s lepofing, was con* 
drained to buy water from the Egyptians, to latisfy the 
company; yea, and that fame night, the firft of four 
ere we came to Cairo, at the village of Bianltarc, he paid 
five fuhans of gold for watering all of us and the beads, 
amounting to thirty-live /hillings Sidling. 

The next day, May i.\, journeying towards a good- 
ly town, named Saliabjleek, we tiavelled through a 
fruitful plain, full of fruit-trees, and abounding with 
wheat, rye, and barley, new cut down. For this wi»« 
their full harvelt, the land yielding twice 
The feafons a year corns ; and the latter happens in 

of reaping our December. This land hath, as it 

gtain in F- were, a continual dimmer, and notwith- 
gypt, /landing of the burning heat, it prod li- 

cet h always abundance of fiuits and 
herbs for all the feafons of the year ; fo that the whole 
kingdom is but a gat den, having always one fruit rca 
dy to be plucked down, and anothtr coming forward. 
Or like to the bed fort of lemon-trees, that as feme 
reap, ibme aic growing green, others budding forth. 
and fomc ftill in the flourifh : e\cn io is the beauty 
and fertility of all the lower Egypt ; which although 
the country be not often troubled with rain, yet the 
drong dew of the night, in the dimmer, refre/lieth ati 
kinds of growing things. Between Saliabdeek and 
Cairo, being two days journey, we Franks bad faiywei 
to water, and drank daily of coffee, made of y ked 
coava ; which being taken hot, and ever keru boil* \ 
ing within furnaces in earthen pets, it cxpejyth the 
crudity of fiuits and herbs, fo much there ufed 

Arriving at lad in this littie world, the grf it Cairu. 
and bidding faiewcl to our Caravan, the three yiciinnu 
and I lodged with one Signior Mateo Antonid j a ecu* 
ful there for Venice ; the other four French nl [n went 
to their own conful, a Maifcillian born, ar.d there 
. . f>- 
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{laid. Here with this Venetian, for three days, the 
Dutchmen and 1 had good cheer, but they far greater, 
a daily fwallowing down of fixong Cyprus wine, with- 
out mixture of water; which hill I inti eared them to 
foibear, but they would not be intreated. The feafon 
being cruelly hot, and their ftomachs fur- 
kited with burning wine, upon the The lift three 
f< urth day, long be lore noon, the three Germain 
Dutchmen weie all dead; and yet 1 death in 
thought they had no fieknefs, the red of Cairo. 
their faces haying pkafant, their eyes ha- 
ling always on mine', and their tongues perfeft, even to 
the lah of their bteath. 

He who died lah was William Dierganck, who left 
me all his own gold, and what the former five had lefc 
him. Delivering me the keys of their cloak-bags before 
the conful, he declaied that he left me abfolme heir, to 
inti omit with all and whatioever they had thete ; but 
pielently the treacherous conful, knowing that l was a 
11 ranger to them, and by accident met together at Je- 
ndalem, and that they were gentlemen, and well pro- 
vided with gold, forged a reafon to himfeif, and for 
his own benefit, that he would meddle with all they left 
behind them, under this excule, that he would be an- 
iwerablc to their friends for it, at his return to Venice. 
VV ell, I am left to bury them, and with great difficulty 
bought them one grave for them all three in a Coptic 
chapel, where 1 interred them; paying the Egyptian 
Chriflians for that eight foot of mound, ten lidtans of 
g^kl, befides fix pialtcrs for can ving their corps hither, 
two miles in the city dilhnt from the conful’s 
Bel ore I returned, the Venetian factor had 
fv/ermupon all, and ihmting his gate upon me, lent 
mc 111 v own budgf *\ \V hereupon I addreiTcd my- 

‘Gi to me French conful, Monfieur IV 'iwlair, who kind-

where having coniulted together, the next day

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beglerbeg, or governor of the city. We foon complain* 
ed, and were as foon heard ; the Venetian conful is 
fent for, and he cometh ; where facing 
A favourable the judge, and pleading both our belt 
TurkiJJj (for there are no lawyers in Turkey every 

judgement . man fpeaking for himfelf), the baihaw 

with his council, upon light of the keys 
of their cloakbags in my hands, and my narration 
thereupon, (and notwithftanding favoming the factor), 
immediately determined that I Ihould have two parts of 
their money, with all their Jerufalem relicks, and 
Turkilh cloaths, and the Venetian to have the third 
part. It is done, and irrevocable ; upon which the 
Jewilh doctor and I, with two Janizaries, came t» 
mine adverf.iry s houfe : where I giving the Jew the 
keys, the cloak-bags were opened, and the money be- 
ing told, it came juft to one thoufand four hundred 
twenty-four zechins of gold, befides certain rings and 
tablets. The Jew delivered me my part, which came 
to nine hundred forty-two zechins, the reft went to tin 
unconlcionable conful, with the half of the tings and 
tablets. And packing up all the relicks, money, 
clothes, and cloak-bags, 1 hired a mule, and brought 
them along with me to the French factor’s houft 
Where, when come, Monfieur Beauclair, and my fel- 
low-pilgrims, were very glad that 1 had fuccecdcd fo 
well, none of us all knowing what was in the cloak bags 
till they were lighted : and giving hearty thanks to 
the conful, and ten pieces of gold to the Jew and jani- 
faries, I flipped, and repoled till the morrow, thank- 
ing God of my good fortune. Yet was I exceey,<ng 
forrowful for the lofs of theft gallant gentlemen^ icli- 
gioully diipofcd, and fo ad able, that for familiarly and 
kindnefs, they were the mirroms of noble min^s, and 
virtuous fpeciaclcs of humanity; whole cleathy r weie to 
me a hell, and wliofe lives had been my pai'-.idife on 
earth: to whole memoiy and praile, I am V net able 
to give the leaft commendation their heroic!,; dilpo* 
fitions deferved at my hands. Ij 

But what lliall I fay, their time was com which

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mortality might forrow, but forrow cannot prevent 
death, whofe power is deaf to all human lamentations. 
Neither will I rely fo much upon my 
own worthinefs, as to think, that the be- God's provi- 
nefit of having my life prolonged, was dent mercies . 
deferved by any merit of mine ; but that 
God might the more fhow his incomprehenfible good- 
ncfs in delivering me from the violence of fuch unex- 
pected accidents, and to tie my foul to be thankful for 
liis mercies. For all the beginnings of man are deri- 
ved from God, whofe ends are either perfected or dif- 
annulled by his determination ; and nothing we pof- 
fefs is properly our own, or gotten by our own 
power, but given us only through his goodnefs and 
munificence. 

And all the fpaces of the earth which our feet tread 
over, the light we enjoy, and the excellent faculties we 
are endued with ; or what we can do, fay, or think, is 
only raifed, guided, and dilbibuted, by God’s impene- 
trable counfel, will, and providence : and although the 
pride of our wicked nature doth not attribute them 
thereunto : yet the powerful woikingof the counfel of 
God is fuch, that in itfelf it proveth an eternal wif- 
dom, and confoundeth the foolilhnefs of the world. 

This incorporate world of Grand Cairo, is the mod 
admirable, and greated city feen upon the earth, be- 
ing thrice as large of bounds as Confhmtinople, and 
likewile as populous, but not fo well builded, being fitu- 
ate in a plcafant plain, and in the heart of Egypt, 
touching the Nile at fome parts.

Thdrfecond is Cairo Vecchio, the old Caire, called 
Lillr o \e Babylonia , or Babylon Egyptiorum ; for there 
were t^o Babyions, one in Aflyria, called now by the 

Turks 
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Turks Bagdat, and the other is this that joinetb with the 
new Caire : It was aifo anciently called Memphis . and 
was the furrhefl: place that Ulyfies in his travels vifited, 
io well memorifed by Homer; yet a voyage of no Inch 
eftimation, as that princely poet accounted it ; for iw 
travels vvcie not anfiwerable to the fifteenth part of 
mine. 

The third town is Medin, joining to the back-fide of 
the old Caire, towards the pviamids; the fourth is 
Roulak, running a great length down along and near 
the river lide, having three market- places of no final! 
account ; the fifth and iaft, is the great town of Carar- 
fai, bending fouthwatd, in the way of the Red fea, 
for many miles : all which arc but as fiuburbs to the 
the new Cure, that of many finalls make up a coun 
try rather than a city ; arid yet all of them are conti- 
guous one with another, timer to the left or rign:

cooling air. Their Bazar or exchange, beg*, aneth at

At the corner of the chief firccts or mark/ < L-pl.KO , > 
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there are divers horfes Handing read/ faddled and 
bridled, that, for a fmall matter, or according to the 
way, a man may hire and ride where he will, either to 
negotiate, or to view this fpacious and cxtenlive city ; 
and he may change as many hones as he pleafeth, ha- 
ving 1 he mailers which owe them to convoy them 
hi a lei's or longer way, which is a great eafe ro weary 
pailengtrs. 

There is a great commerce here with many nations, 
for hy their toncuriing hither, it is wonderfully pen- 
p;ed with infinite numbers ; for the country aboundah 
i,i lilks, corns, Suits, wax, honey, and the fovereigu 
balla.no good for all fores, bellies many other com- 
modities of cotton-wool, tich Huffs of cloth of gold 
and fiver, and the belt liu.ms, dam ill:, tallatus, and 
giogi ains, that are mule in the wot Id, are here. 

The g*eat populcullef of this place, and the extreme 
heat, is the caulc why the pitgue is conftamiy in the 
city ; info much that, at lbme certain times, ten thou* 
I rnd per ions have died in one day : Nay, the city is re- 
puted to be in good health, it <huc die but one or two 
thouland in a day, or three hundred ihouiatul in a 
whole year, I mean, when the lore incroaching pe- 
Itilencc, which every third year ufeth to vi'it them,

In this town a traveller may ever happily find all 
thde forts of Clniltians, Italians, French, Gieeks, 
Cneli.tine'J, Georgians, Ethiopians, Jaco- 
hi n s > Syrians, Armenians, Nicolaitans, Divers 11a - 
Auvinnes, Cypnots, Sclavonians, cap- thus refiling 
Malttzcs, Sicilians, Albancfes, and in Cane. 
hig\ Hungaiians, Ragufans, and their 
owiiYgyptlm Coptic^, the number of which is thought 
to be Beyond two hundred thoufand people; bciides 
the in,|nite number of infidels, whole lorts are thefe, 
lurks, otawny Moors, white Moots, black Moors or 
NegroeJ Muflulmans, Tartars, IVrhans, Indians, Sa- 
Berdoanes, Jews, Aiabians, Bai bares, and 
Imgitiliian Saracens ; all which arc Mahometans and 
idolatrous Pagans. 


From 
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From the great palatiate manflon, where the begler. 
beg or vicegerent hath his refidence, being builded on 
a moderate height, a man may have the full profpect 
of the better part of the town, the gardens and villages 
bordering on Nilus, and a great part of the lower 
plains of Egypt. Their laws here, and heathenilh re- 
ligion, are Turkifh and Mahometan ; and the cti- 
ifoms and manneis of the people, are like unto their 
birth and breeding, beaftly and barbarous, being great 
Sodomites, and diabolically given to all loits of abo- 
minations. 

The better fort of women here, and all the kingdom 
over, wear rings of go id and lilver, thiough the hol- 
low of their nofes, both ends of theii 
TheEgvptivi mouths, and in their undcr-lips hang- 
ilccordti'jnu ing rich peaiis, and piecious Hones to 
them; wealing alfo about their arms 
fair biacclcfs, and about their ancles below, broad 
bond", of wold and lilver. To which if the baler fait 
cannot attain, then they countei licit their betters, with 
ring*, bracelets, and bonds of brals, copper, lead, and 
white it on, and think thtmlehes not wot thy to live un- 
ids they wear iliefc badge*. 

They alio ufe here, as commonly they do through 
all Turky, the women to pifs handing, and the men to 
com* low on their knees, doing the like. They wear 
here linen breeches and leather boots as the men do; 
and if it vveie not for their covcied facis, and longer 
gowns, we would hardly know the one from the othu. 
As for the religion of the Coptics or Egyptian Clnifiians, 
they aie channelled after the Jud^ai 
The Ei\yj>- manner, but not after the tightly /lay, 
turn Cbn- but the eighth year. And it is th- 'bight, 

jtians. they follow the religion of E^fychti, 

holding but one natue in ChrilT' which 
was defended by Diofcorus, and the council yf Ephe- 
ius, in regard of Eutychcs. But the Coptics tiy'emfelvo 
lay, they have their religion from Prdter Jo\.»n ; w [ 
lo it is inch manifeft, there being no difference j ( , letweca 
ihc pne and the ether.

They make frequently, at all their meetings, the fign 
of the crofs to other ; eroding their two foremoft 
fingers, they lay them on their brow, and then on their 
breads, and killing them, their laiutation is done. 

They will not fuffer images nor pi&urts to be in their 
churches; and yet they have an alrai, 
and a kind of mals, laid in their own The Cophes 
language, facrificing the Holli.i for the religion. 
teal body and blood of Chrill ; yet they 
deny purgatory, the invocation of faints, and prayers 
for the dead, &c. Ntverthelcfs, auticular conl'dllon 
is commonly uled among them. The Greeks in all thefe 
points do the like, and all the oriental people. 

The inhabitants heie were the firlt inventoisof the 
mathematical lciences, of letteis, and of the ufe of 
writing, great magicians and alholo- 
gians, and arc yet endued with a fpecial The nature of 
dexterity of wit; bur fomewhat iloth- the Egyptian 
ful, and given to riot and luxury ; mer- Moors. 
iy alfo, great fingers, and fociable com- 
panions; and no wonder, the land being fo plentiful, 
and their nature libidinous, it incieaieth both their in- 
folence and inordinate affe&ions. Neither do they live 
long, in regard of the great heat they endure, Egypt 
being placed between the two Tropics, under the Tor- 
rid zone, it cometh to pals, that leldom any there attain 
to threefcore years of age. 

In all this land of Egypt, which is a great kingdom, 
there is no running well or fountain, lave only the ri- 
ver Nilus. Scarce do the inhabitants know what rain 
h,^ecaufe they leldom fee any; and if by rate acci- 
dent\ cloud happen to diilolve upon them, it bringeth 
to tht\ bodies innumerable lores and dilealcs. And 
yet forlibundance of corns, and all kinds of fruits the 
earth ylldeth, theie is no country can brag with E* 
gypt ; vVerefore it was called, in the' time of the Ro- 
mans, asiwell as Sicily, Horreuni popuii Romani. And 
>^t this lingdom producedi no wines, neither is it gar- 
nilhcd vjith vineyards, but that which ftfangers make 
j ule °f ale broupht from Candv, Cyprus, and Greece. 
L T The 
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The defeat being thus ; thefe Mahometan Moors ob< 
ferving ftri&ly the law of their Alcoran, will neither 
plant wines, nor fuffer any to be planted, accounting 
it a deadly lin to drink wine ; but for cofFa and flier* 
pet, compofed liquors, they drink enough of. 

As for their balfamo, the garden wherein it grow- 
eth, lieth near to the fouth fide of 
The garden Cairo, and is incloibd with a high wall, 
cf Balfamo. being fix miles in compaft, and daily 
guarded by Turks, To which when I 
came, being conduced with a Janizary, they would nut 
fuffer me to enter, neither any Chriftian, and farltfs the 
Jews ; for not long ago, they were the caufe that almoll 
this balm was brought to confulion, they having the cu- 
ftody of it for reitain years. 

The tree itfelf is only three foot high, which keep- 
eth confiantly a green colour, having a broad three 
pointed leaf; which being thiice in the year incited in 
the body and branches, it yicldcth a it'd water th;u 
dioppeth down in earthen vcfiels, which is the natural 
balfamo. 

And not far from this garden, in a fandy defert, is 
the place called Mmnmeis, where are innumerable caves 
cut forth of a rock, whercunto the bodies of moft 
men in Caire are carried, and interred. Which dead 
bodies remain always unputrified ; neither yield they a 
if inking fmell. Whereof experiments are plentiful at 
this day, by the whole bodies, hands, or other parts, 
which by merchants are now brought from thence, and 
doth make the Mummia which apothecaries ufe ; tlw 
colour being very black, and the lldh clung unt^fthc 
bones. t / 

Now, having viewed this Microcofmus jof the 
greater woild, the four French pH' 
The pyramids grims and I did hire a Janizar V to con* 
of Egypt. dufl us to the great pyramids, fir na ‘ 

med the JVorld’s wonders ; c\vhich ?re j 
diftant from Caire about four leagues, ftaL^ding 
fide or near to the banks of Nilus ; whej >e, whe 11 
come, l beheld their proportion to be qu/v.drangM 

/' growth 
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growing fmaller and fmaller to the top, and built with 
huge and large ftones ; the moft part whereof arc five 
feet broad, or thereabout, and nine in length, being of 
pure marble. 

All the hiftorians that ever wrote of thefe wonders 
have not fo amply recited their admirable grearnefs, as 
the experience of the beholder may teftify their excef- 
five greatnefs and height. The largeft of thefe pyra- 
mids, which has fuffered leaft by time and weather, is 
fix hundred ninety-three Englilh feet iquarc at the b;i- 
fis, and its perpendicular height is fout hundred ninety - 
nine feet. But if we take it as the pyramid afeends, 
inclining, then the height is equal to the breadth of the 
balis, namely, fix hundred and ninety-three feet, the 
angles and the bafe making an equilateral triangle. The 
whole area, therefore, of the balis, contains four hun- 
dred and eighty thoufmd two hundred and forty nine 
fquare-feet, which is fomething more than eleven acres 
of ground. 

At bill, having afeended upon the foutli fide of this 
grcatefl pyramid to the top, and that with great diffi- 
culty, becaufe of the broken degrees here and there, 

I was much ravifhed to fee Inch a large four-fquared 
plat form, all of one entire Hone, which covered the 
head, each fquare extending to feventeen font of my 
meafure *. 

It is yet a great marvel to me, by what engine they 
could biing it up fo fafe to fuch a height. But us I con- 
ceive it, they behoved certainly (fill to raife it, and take 
it with them as they advanced the work, otherwile the 
wit^oir power of man could never have done it. fiu- 
fv the^nore I beheld this ftrange work, the more I was 

* tJtnhl eaftern fide of the fccond pyran id, you fee the mint of 
^ temple, Vhc (tones of which arc of a prodigious fize, they being 
J u feet broad and deep, and moll of them fixteen or feventeen feet 
' ()n £> And fome of them twenty- two ; the whole building being a 
hundred and eighty feet in front, and a hundred and iixty in depdi. 
— Billion Pococke’s tiavcis in Egypt, and Mr Norden’s. 
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ftruck with admiration. For before we afcended, or 
came near to this pyramid, the top of it feemed as lharp 
as a pointed diamond ; but when we were mounted 
thereon, we found it fo large, that in my opinion it 
would have contained a hundred men. 

In the bottom whereof we found a great cell, and 
within that thtough a ftraight and 
The great eft narrow paflage, a four angled room ; 

pyramid of wherein there was ifanchng the relicks of 
the three. a huge and ancient tomb, where pro- 
bably he that was the fir ft founder ot 
this pyramid was inclofld. Fiom the top of this py- 
ramid our Janizary did lhoot an arrow in the air with 
all his force, thinking theieby it fhould have fallen to 
the ground ; but as we defeended downwards, we found 
the arrow lying upon the fleps, fence half-way to the 
ground. From this we came to the middle pyramid, 
which afar off looked iomewhat higher than the other 
two; but when we came to the root theicof, we found 
it not fo ; for the ftone-woik is a greit deal lower ; but 
the advancement of the height only bccaule of a high 
ground whereon it ft mdeth. 

It is of the lame fafhion with the fiifl, but hath no 
degrees to afceiul upon; neither hath the thud pyra- 
mid any at all, being, by antiquity of time, all worn 
and demolifhed, yet an admirable woik, to behold 
iuch maifes, and (a; it wcie) eroded mountains all of 
fine marble, The icafon why they weie firfl found- 
ed is by many ancient authors lb diveifly conje&uied, 
that I will not meddle therewith. They were fir ft called 
Pharaoncs . j/^ 

Ter. the fir ft and greatcfl is laid to have beej/ buil f 1 
by Cheops, who in this work employed a lutndr^l thou 
fund men the fpate of twenty tfears ; m 
The charges which time the charges of garlic, roots 
of the great - and onions only, came to lixtecn hum 
eft pyramid. dred talents of iilver. It is recorded by 
jofcplus, an-i conjeclurcd by many 
good wirntiT's, tii.it the bricks which the children o- 
firadwee. roiced to make, were partly employed a- 
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bout the infides of thefe pyramids, whofe outfides were 
adorned with marble. Neither can I forget the drift 
of that effeminate Cheops, who, in the end wanting 
money, did proftitute his daughter to all comets; by 
which deferable means he finifhed his building ; and 
ihe, befides the money due to her unnatural father, de- 
fired for herfelf, of every man that had the life of her 
body, one ftone ; of whom flic got fo many, that with 
them fhe built the fecond pyramid, alrnolf equal to the 
llrft. Befides thefe three huge ones, there are a num- 
ber of fmaller, whereof fome were traniported to Rome 
in the time of her fupreme domination. 

In the front of the fecond pyramid, about a quarter 
of a mile to the eastward, lies the famous ftatue of the 
Sphynx, now certainly known to be cut out of the fo- 
lic! rock. This is a monument of mofl extraordinary 
dimenfions, being, by exact meafurement, twenty (even 
feet high in the head and neck, no mere being above 
ground. The lower part of the neck is thirty-three, 
feet in diameter. Some peifons have chmbtd to the 
top of the head, where they have dilcovcred a hole, 
which very probably was the channel whtreby the 
priefts communicated their f.i!(e oracles to the credit* 
Ions multitude. There is an opening alio in the back, 
whereby perhaps they dciccndcd to the iubterraneous 
apartments. This extraordinary monument is laid to 
have been the fepulchre of Atnafe. It is a hundred and 
thirteen feet from the fore-pat t of the neck to the tail ; 
but the fund is rifen up in inch a manner, that the top 
of the back is only feen. 

FK our way as we returned, our Dragoman {hewed us 
(on t\je bank of Ndus) where a crocodile was killed the 
year before, by the ingenious policy of a V enetian mer- 
chant, being licentiated by the Baihaw ; the match 
whereof, for bignefsand length, was never feen in that 
river, whole body was twenty-two feet long, and in 
compafs of the flioulders eight feet ; who was thus flam. 

1 his beaif, for four years together, kept always about 
one place of the river, being leven rnilts'above Caire ; 
where, for a mile of ground, thue was no tillage nor pa- 
T o (Image, 
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fturage, being for fear of him laid wafte ; and never* 
thelefs he had devoured about forty-fix perfons. His 
cuftom was, to come forth of the river every morning, 
about our eighth hour ; where here and there he would 
lurk, waiting for his prey till ten ; for longer from wa- 
ter he could not flay. 

This Venetian, leaving his fhip at Alexandria, and co- 
ming to Caire, was informed by the con- 
A reflate ful, my adverfary, of the great fpoil 

Venetian clone by this bealf ; and herewith gene- 

merchant. roufly he undertook to kill it, the vicege- 
rent licentiating him ; whereupon, going 
to his fhip, he fetched thence his gunner, and a piece 
of ordnance, to Caire. 

The next day, in the afternoon, he being well hor* 
fed, and accompanied with twenty Janizuies, the piece 
iscanied to the crocodile’s accuflomary place of forth- 
coming ; where llraight there was an afs {lain, and 
hung up on two handing and a thwarting tree, with his 
open belly to the flood, and about twelve fcore paces 
theiefrcm. Behind this carcafe, about 
The killing of other twelve fcorc, the piece was plant- 
a great cro • ed, and levelled at the carrion, being 
codile. charged with cut iron, and a train ol 

powder about the touch-hole, and a- 
bovc it a night'houfc to keep the train dry fiom the 
night’s dew, having a cock faflened thereto, and in it 
a burning match, to which a bring was tied ; then for- 
ty paces behind the piece was there a pit digged to 
hide the gunner ; vvheiein he was put, holding the 
firing’s end in his hand, and his head veiled 
ivooden covert. 

After this, and about mid-night, the horfemen re- 
tired themfelves two miles off. The morning come, 
ami the convenient time, the crucodil comes to lancl ; 
where, when lie law the carcafe, came grumbling to ih 
and ferting his two foremofl feet on the carrion’s ibid* 
die, began ro makegood chear of the intrails; whereat 
the (quint-eyed gunner peiceiving his time, drew th f 
firing, and giving fire, off went the piece, and fhot the 

crocoihk 
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crocodile in three parts. Well, he is deadly wounded, 
and making a horrible noife, the gunner lay denned, 
and durft not ftir ; meanwhile the bead driving to re- 
cover the water, tired, and lying clofe on his belly, there 
he died. 

After the fhot, the horfemen drew near, and find- 
ing the beaft flain, relieved the gunner, and brought 
with them this monftrous creature to Caire ; where now 
hisfkin hangeth in theconful’s hall, which I faw during 
my day in his houfe. For this piece of fervice the met - 
chant was greatly applauded, and frorned to take from 
the city five hundred fultans of gold, as a reward for 
his pains, which they freely offered him, and he as free- 
ly refufcd. 

Now to difcourfe of Nilus. This flood irriguateth 
all the low plains of the land once in the year ; which 
inundation beginneth ufually in the latter end of July, 
and conunueth to the end of Auguft ; which furnilh- 
eth with water all the inhabitant 6 , being the only drink 
of the vulgar Egyptians, and of luch vittue, that when 
Pefcennius Niger faw his foldiers grumble for wine, 
“ What,” faith he, do you grumble for wine, having 
the water of Nilus to drink ? ” And now, becaulc 
many fcholars and learned men are 
merely midaken about the flowing of The true 
Nilus, I will both fliew the manner and knowledge of 
quality, or caufe of its inundation ; and the flowing of 
thus. There is a dry pond, called Mac- Nilus . 
hajh t digged near unto the brink of the 
river ; in the midft whereof dandeth a pillar of elgh- 
t^n cubits height, being equal with the profundity of 
the ditch, whereby they know his increafing ; and in 
the year following, if they fhali have plenty or fcarciiy 
of things *♦ 

Now, 


* Nile/ the famous large liver of Fgvpt in Africa, rites in Ahyf- 
tinia, or Upper Ethiopia, fiom two fouiccs, twentv yards a liinder, 

at the foot of a mountain. Every year theic aie great rejoicings 

yhen the Nib riles to a contain height, their future hat veil depen 
,n g entirely upon it. The juft height of the inundations Hmy 
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Now, between the river and this pond, there are fix 
paffages or fpouts digged through the bank ; where, 
when the river beginnelh to fwell, it immediately falls 
down through the loweft pafi’age into the pond ; and 
being diicovcred, there comes forth of Caire certain 
of the priefls, called Dcrvifcs , accompanied with a 
hundred Janizarits, and pitch their tents round about 
this quadrangled pit. In all which time of the inun- 
dation, they make great feuftings, lare folemnities, 
with dancing, tinging, toukingof kettle-drums, lound- 
ing of trumpets, and other oftentations of joy. 

Now, as the water groweth in the river, and fo 
fiom it debording, lo it gioweth alfo upon the pillar 
Handing in this pond ; which pillar is marked, from 
the root to the top, with brailes, handfuls, a foot, a 
fpan, and an inch. And fo, if it dull happen that 
the water rife bnt to ten braile;, it prelageth the year 
following there fliall be gtcat dearth, peftilcnce, and 
famine ; and if it amounreth to twelve cubits, then the 
following year fliall be indifferent ; and if it fwell to 
fifteen braffts, then the next year Hull be copious and 
abundant in all things ; and if it lhall happen to flow 
to the top of eighteen brailes, then all the country of 
Egypt is in danger to be drowned and ddtroyed. 

Now, from the body of Nilus there are above three 
thoufand channels drawn through the 
Many fcho- plain; on which palling ditches are all 
lars mijiaken the boionghs and towns built ; and 
about Nilus. through which channels the river fpreads 
itl'eli through all the kingdom ; which, 

/- ' 

reckons twenty-iix cubits Whrn theft- rife only to twelve or tlui- 
tecn, a famine is expelled; and when they exceed lixteen, dangti o 
apprehended. This iivcr begins to nlc annually in May and June; and 
upon an iflaiul oppnfite to old Cairo hands i pillar which is divided 
into pu\, a incannc of two het, to obfeive the tiling of the water ; 
and win. 11 ii is .it a hdhen m hnglit, the Khahs, or Gieut Canal, is 
ctu from whn h it is conveyed into other icfcivoirs, in Older to hi* 
dilbibuLed into their lields and gardens. In this river aie valt 
numbers of ciocodiles, lea -hoi hs, and othei vomc.ous crea- 
tures, which infill it, and probably dimuulh the quantity of its till

when 
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when fcoured of filth and worms, and the water be- 
come clear, then every houfe openeth their ciftern-win- 
dow, and receiveth as much water as is able to fuffice 
them till the next inundation. Neither doth ever the 
river flow any where above the banks ; for if it fliould, 
it would overwhelm the whole kingdom. 

All which channels, here or there, do make inter- 
courfe for their ftreams again, to the body and branch- 
es of Nilus. Now Stoical fools hold the opinion, that 
it oveiHoweth the whole face of the land ; then, I pray 
you, what would become of their houfes, their beftial, 
their corns and fruits ? for the nature of violent ftreams 
do ever deface, tranfplant, and deftroy all that they 
debord upon, leaving flime, mud, and land, behind 
their breaches ; and therefore fuch overflowing cannot 
be called cherifliings. 

There are infinite venomous creatures bred in this ri- 
ver ; as crocodiles, fcorpions, water- lnakes, grievous 
mil-fhapen worms, and other monftrous things, which 
often annoy the inhabitants, and thofe who traffic on 
the water. This famous flood is in length alrnoft three 
thoufand miles, and hath its beginning under the equi- 
noctial line from Montes Luna ; but more truly from the 
Zembrian lake in Ethiopia Interior, whence if bringeth 
the full growth down into Egypt, and in a place of the 
Exterior Ethiopian Alpes, called Catadupa. The fall 
and roaring of Nile maketh the people deaf that dwell 
near to it. 

The infallible reafon why Nilus increafeth fo every 
year, at fuch a time and continuance, is v 
°V ‘bis, That when the fun declining The reafon of 
northward to Cancer, and warming with the flowing 
his vigorous face the northern ftdes of f Nilus . " 
tliefe Cynthian mountains, the abun- 
dant lnow melteth ; from whence diftolving in ftreams 
to the lake Zcmbria, it ingorgeth Nilus lo long as 
the l’now melteth. For benefit of which river, the 
flreat Turk is inforced to pay yearly the tribute of 
fifty thoufand fultans of gold to Pieftef John, left he 
,ni pede and withdraw the courfc of Nilus to the lied 
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Sea, and fo bring Egypt to defolation ; the ground 
and policy whereof begun, upon a defperate war in- 
fixed upon the Ethiopians by Amurath, which he was 
conftrained to give over, under this condition, and for 
Nilus fake. 

The river Nile had many names ; for Diodorus named 
it Aetos, to wit Eagle, becaufe of its fwift paffing over 
the Catadupian heights. It was called too Egyptus , of 
a king fo named, that communicated the fame to it, 
and to the country. 

Feftus faith it was called Melos , and Plutarch termed 
it Mela . Epiphanius called it Chryforoas , that is, running 
or coulant in gold. The holy feriptures termeth it Scor, 
or Sifm, to wit, trouble, becaufe of the great noife it 
bringeth with it to Egypt ; and the fame holy feriptures 
call it Gihon and Ptfin. The Egyptians were wont to 
name it Nofpea ; and now prelently the Abyffines, and 
the inhabitants of Egypt, name it Abunhu, to wit, the 
river of a long couife. 

This river maketli the ifle of Delta in Egypt ; fo like- 
wife in Ethiopia that ille of Meroa, fo 
The ijle of renowned. The ancient authors could 
Delta. not agiee, touching the mouths of Ni- 

lus ; for Milo, Strabo, Diodorus, and 
Herodotus, place feven ; Ptolomy, and others, nine ; 
and Pliny eleven. And fome modern authors affirm it 
hath only four ; as Tyrre and Behou alledge, dividing 
itfelf two leagues below Caire, in four branches, the 
two chief whereof are thole of Damieta and Roleta, 
But that is falfe ; and fo are the opinions of all the reft : 
for it hath now eight fcveral mouths, and as nr^y 
branches drawn from its main body. 

The water of Nile is marvellous fwcet, above all o- 
theis in the world ; and that proceedeth of the ex- 
treme heat of the fun, beating continually upon it, 
making it become more light, pure, and fimple; as 
alfo its running over fo many foils, and its long courfe. 

And truly it is admirable to fee this river grow great, 
when all others grow Imall, and to he it diminifh when 
others grow great. So always it is no wonder that the 

nature 
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nature of this river ftiould fo increafe, when even here, 
and at home, the river of Rhone hath the like inter- 
courfe, and at the fame time, through the town of Ge- 
neva, and fo to the Mediterranean fca; their beginning* 
being both alike, from the impetuofity of rains, } md 
diftolvings of fnow. 

Egypt was fir ft inhabited by Mifraim, the fen of 
Chus, from whom the Arabians name the/fand Mi/re, 
in the Hebrew tongue Mifrohe. It was^ffo named 0 - 
ceana, from Oceanus, the fecond king thereof. Third- 
ly, Ojiriana, from Ofiris. And now Egyptus , from E- 
gyptus, the filename of Ramcfes, on ie a king of great 
power. It bordereth with Ethiopia and the confines of 
Nubia, on the fouth ; on the north, with the Mediter- 
ranean fea. The chief ports whereof are Damieta 
and Alexandria. Towards the weft, it 
joineth with the great lake Bauchiarah, The confines 
and a dangerous wildernefs confining of Egypt. 
therewith, fuppofed to be a part of Gy- 
rene ; fo full of wild and venomous beads, which ma- 
keth the weft part inacceffible ; and on the eaft, with 
the ifthmus and confines of Defertuous Arabia, and a 
part of the Red Sea, through which the children of If- 
lael pafled. 

This country was governed by kings firft, and long- 
eft of all other nations. From Ofiris, (not reckoning 
his regal anceftors), in whofe time Abraham went down 
to Egypt, he and his fuccclTors were all called Pharaohs ; 
of whom Amalis is only woithy mention, who infti- 
tuted fuch politic laws to the ancient Egyptians, that 
1ft. deferveth to be ranked as founder of this king- 
dom. 

This race continued till Cambyfcs, the fecond Perfian 
monarch, made Egypt a member of his empire ; and fo 
remained till Darius Nothus, the fixth Perfian king, from 
whom they revolted, chufing kings of thenffelves. But 
in the eighteenth year of Ne&anebos, the feventh king 
thereafter, Egypt was recovered by Ochus, the eighth 
Emperor of Perfia. 


In 
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In the end, Darius being vanquifhed, and Alexan- 
der king thereof, after his death, it ft 11 to the fliare of 
Ptolomeus, the fon of Lagus, from whom the kings 
of Egypt were for a long time called Ptolomies ; of 
whom Queen Cleopatra was the lail ; after whole felf- 
murder, it was annexed for many years to (he Roman 
empire, and next to the Conftantinopolitan ; from whofc 
infupportable burden they revolted, and became tribu- 
taries for a fmall time to Haunter, the third Caliph of 
Babylon. 

Afterward, being opprtfTed by Almericus king of 
Jerufalt m, Noradin, a Turkifh king of Damafcus, lent 
Saracon, a valiant warrior, to aid them, who mace 
himfelf abfolute king of the whole coun- 
Tbe altera - try ; whole offspring l'ucceeded (of 
t ions of E- whom Saladine was one, the gloiiour 
gypt. conqueror of the Eaft), till Melechfala, 

who was llain by his own ioldiers the 
Mamalucks, who were the guard of the Suldans as the 
Janizaries are to the Great Tuik; who lately, am- 
1622, have almoff made the like mutation in the Turk- 
ifh empire, as the Mamalucks did in the Egyptian. 

They made of tiiemfclves Sultans, whereby the Ma- 
maluck race continued from the year 1250, till the 
year 1517 ; wherein Tonembius, together with his pre* 
tleceffor Campion Gaurus, was overcome by Selimus l.; 
by whom Egypt was made a province of the Turkilh 
empire, and fo continueth as yet. 

The length of this kingdom is four hundred and 
fifty Englifh miles, and two hundred broad ; the prin- 
cipal feat whereof i r « the great Caire, being dillantfrdm 
Jerufalem fixteui days journey, or caravan’s journals, 
amounting to two hundred and forty of our miles. 
Some hold, that the fpace of earth that lieth between 
the two branches of Damieta and Rofeta, was called 
the Lower Egypt, now crdled Delta , under the figure 
of a Greek letter triangular. 

The head of this great Delta, where Nilus divideth 
itfelf, was called Hcptapolis, or Heptonomia ; and Delta 
it f elf was called by the Romans Angufiamuu Egypt. 

be Ikic.; 
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befides the aforefaid names, had divers epithets from 
divers authors ; for Apollodorus termed it the region 
of Melampodes , becaufe of the fertility of it : and Plu- 
tarch gave it the name Cbimia, becaufe of the holy ce- 
remonies of the Egyptians in worfhipping their gods : 
'l he etymology whereof Ortelius julfiy remarked, de- 
riving it from Cham, the Ion of Noah ; fo that fome 
hold the opinion, that the Egyptians had their original 
from Mifraim, (for fo was Egypt called), the fon of 
Ciius, that pi oceedcd from Cham, Noah’s fon. The 
circuit of Delta, or the Lower Egypt, is thought to be 
three thoufand of their [fades, which maketh a hun- 
dred Spaniih leagues. 

In the time of the Ptolomies, the re- 
venues of this kingdom were twelve The revenues 
thoufand talents ; fo alio in the time of of E t \ypt. 
the Mamaiucks ; but now through ty- 
r innical government, and difcontinuance of traffic 
through the Red Sea, the Turk receiveth no more 
than three millions yearly ; one of which is free to 
himielf, the other two are dilti ibuted to fupport the 
charge of his vicegerent Bafltaw, and prelidiary loldiers, 
being twelve thoufand Janizaiies, betides their thou- 
lands of Tmiariors, which keep Egypt from the incur- 
fions and tyranny of Arabs. In Cuirc I [laid twelve 
days; and having bid farewel to Monlieur Beauclair, 
the conful, who cuurteoully entertained me, the other 
four French pilgrims and I embaiked at Boulacque in 
a boat : and as we went down the river, the chief towns 
of note we faw were thefe, Salmona, Pharfone, Eoua, 
^d Abdan. I remember our boat was double hooked, 
with forked fpikes of iron round about the (ides, for 
fear of the crocodiles, who ufually leap upon boats, 
arid will carry the paffienger away headlong in the 
dream : and yet thefe beads thcmielves are devoured by 
a water rat, of whom they taking great plcafurc and 
play, and gaping widely, the lat running into his 
mouth, the other out of joy fwalloweth it down; 
where the rat, for difdain, cometh forth at the broad 
dde of his belly, leaving the crocodile dead. In thcle 

part?, 
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parts, there is a ftone called Aquiline, which hath the 
virtue to deliver a woman from her pain in child-birth. 
In all this way, the greateft pleafure I had, was to be- 
hold the rare beauty of certain birds, called by the 
Turks Ellock ; whofe feathers being beautified with the 
diverfity of rareft colours, yield, afar off, to the be- 
holder, a pleafant fight ; having alfo this property, the 
nearer a man approacheth them, the more they lole the 
beauty of their feathers, by reafon of the fear they con- 
ceive when they fee a man. Upon the third day we 
landed at Rofetta, and came over land with a company 
of Turks to Alexmdria, being fifty miles diftant. 

Alexandria is the fecond port in all 
The town of Turky : It was of old a mod renowned 
Alexandria . city, and was built by Alexander the 

Great, but now is greatly decayed, as 
may appear by the huge ruins therein. It hath two 
havens; the one whereof is ftrongly fortified with two 
caftles, which defend both itlelf and alfo Porto Vec- 
chio. The fields about the town are Tandy, which 
engender an infectious air, cfpecially in the month of 
Auguft ; and is the reafon why grangers fall into 
bloody-fluxes, and other heavy fickndfes. In my flay- 
ing here, I was advifed by a Ragufan conful, to keep 
my ftomach hot, to abftain from eating of fruit, and 
to live foberly, with a temperate diet. This rule I 
ftrove diligently to obferve, fo did I alfo in all my tra- 
vels prolecute the like courle of a fmall diet, which was 
often too fmall againll my will ; by the means where- 
of, (prailed be God), I fell never lick till my return to 
France. 

This city is mightily impoverifhed fince the trading 
of fpices that were brought through the Red Sea to E- 
gypr, and fo over land to Alexandria, and its fea-port, 
whence the Venetians difperfed them all over Chri- 
ftendom ; but now are brought home by the back pait 
of Africa, by the Portuguefe, Englilh, and Flemings ; 
which maketh both Venice and Alexandria fare the 
worfe, for want of their former traffic and commerce 
in thefe fouthein parts; whence Venice grew the mo- 
ther* 
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ther-nurfe to all Europe for thefe commodities, but 
now altogether fpoiled thereof, and decayed, by our 
weflern adventures, in a longer courfe for thefe Indian 
foils. 

This city was a place of great merchandife ; and in 
the Micene council, was ordained to be one of the four 
patriarchal fees ; the other three arc, 

Antiochia, Jerufdem, and Conllanti- The four pa* 
nople Here, in Alexandria, was that triarchal fees 
fatuous library *, which Ptolomeus Phi- 
ladelphus filled with feven hundred thouftnd volumes. 
It was he that alfo caufed the feventy-iwo interpreters 
to tranflale the Bible. Overagainft Alexandria is the 
little ifle Pharos ; in the which, for the commodity of 
Tailors, the aforefaid King builded a watch tower of 
white marble, being of fo marvellous a height, that it 
was accounted one of the feven wonders of the world ; 
the other fix, being the pyramids ; the tomb Maufo- 
leum which Artemifia Queen of Caiia, caufed to be 
built in honour of her hulband ; the temple of Ephe- 
fus; the walls of Babylon; the ColofTus of Rhodes; 
and the flattie of Jupiter Olympius at Elis in Greece, 
which was made by Phidias, an excellent work-mafter 
in gold and ivory, being in height fixty cubits. 

Waiting fifteen days here in Alexandria for paflage, 
great was the heat the Frenchmen and 1 endured, in- 
lomuch, that in the day time we did nought, but in a 
low 100m bdprinkle the water upon ourfelves, and all 
the night lie on the top or platform of the houfe, to 
have the air ; where, at lafl, bidding good night to 
otir Greckifh holt, we imbarked in a Sclavonian fhip 

* In this city it was that Ptolomy ereifted his famous library, 
‘'Inch in his time contained four bundled thoufand volumes, mod 
ot them of great value, and very fcarcc; and by fevcral additions 
made to it by his fucccfTors, when this icpotitoiy of literature 
burnt in the civil wars of Rome, (Capfir having been obli- 
ged to fet fire to the enemy’s fleet, by which means the flames 
Spread from the dock to the books), it amounted to feven hundred 
t^oul'and volumes. — — Barrow’s Geographical Dictionary. 
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belonging to Ragufa ; and fo fet our faces north for 
Chriftendom ; in which Blip I was kindly ul'ed, and 
Chriftian-like entertained, both for vi&uals and palTage. 
The winds fomewhat at the beginning favouring us, 
we weighed anchor, and fet forward to lea, leaving 
the coalt of Cyrene weftward from us, which iietii be- 
tween Egypt by the fea fide, and Numidia, or kingdom 
of Tunis. 

The chief cities therein are, Cyrene, 
The fabulous Ariinoa, and Barca, whence the whole 
country of Cy- Cyrenian country taketh the modern 
rene . name Barca Mar morudy anciently Pent a 

Pohtana. 

The foil is barren of waters and fruits, the people 
rude and theftuous ; yet it hath bred the moft ingenious 
fpirits, Callimachus the poet, Ariftippus the philofo- 
pher, Eratofthenes the mathematician, and Simon or 
Cyrene, whom the Jews compelled to carry our Saviour s 
crofs. 

In this province, which is now reckoned as a part of 
Egypt, flood the oracle of Jupiter llammon, in the 
great wildernefs adjoining to Libya, whither, when A- 
lexander travtlled, he law, for four days fpace, neither 
man, beaft, bird, tree, nor river; where, when an i- 
ved, the Battering prieits profelled him to be the Ion 
of Jupiter; which afterward (being hurt with an ar- 
row) he found falfe, laying, “ Omnes me vocant filium 
Jovis, fed hare fagitta me prob.it elTe mortalem.” Well 
from Cyrene, all the kingdoms of Tunis, Tremiien, 
Algier, Fez, and a pan of Morocco, even to Cib- 
raitar, or Fretum Herculcum, under a general name, 
now called Barbary, and hardly can be diltinguilhed by 
the baibajous Moors. 

In the time of this our navigation for Chriftendom, 
there died feventeen of our mariners, and aii our four 
French pilgrims, two of them being gray-haired, and 
hxty years of age; which bred no Imall grief and fear 
to us ail, thinking that they had died of the plague; 
lor it was exceeding rife in Alexandria, from whence 
we came. 

The 
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The Frenchmen had only left unfpent among them 
all threefcore and nine zcchinsof gold, which the ma- 
iler of the ihip meddled with ; and becaufc they were 
Papifts, and they and I always adverfe to other, 1 could 
not claim it. Their dead corpies were 
call overboard, in a boundlds grave, to Four French 
feed the fillies, and we then expecting pilgrum 
too the like mutation of life ; io like- dead. 
wife, in our paflage, we were five inn- 
dry times aifailed by the coriairs and pirates of Tunis 
audBiferta; yet unprevailing ; for we were well pro- 
vided with good ammunition, and ikiktil, martial, and 
jdolute Ilagufans, and a gallant Hup. 

Our flip’s burden being ii\ hundred tuns, did ear- 
ly twenty-eight pieces of ordnance, two of them bra- 
wn, and eighty ifrong and itrenuous iailors, belults 
nine merchants and palTengcrs. The greatnds of our 
ihip did more terrify the roguilh runagates, than any 
violent defence we made; for they never duril let on 
us, unlefs they had been three all together; and yet we 
little regarded them, in refpett of our long 1 caching 
ordnance, and expert gunners. In thefe circumflances 
of time, 1 remember, almoil everyday, we would fee 
Hocks of flying Tillies, icudding upon the curling waves, 
lo long as their fins were wet, which grow from their 
back, as feathered wings do from fowls; but when they 
grow dry, they are foiced to fall down, and vet them 
again, and then Hy along. 'Their flight will be the 
length of a cable’s rope, untouching water; and in 
this their feudding, it is thought the 
flfc'pM 11 is purluing them, who is their Flying fifJj. 
only enemy in detouring and feeding 
vpon them ; whofe bigneisaml length aie like to mack- 
5 els, but greater headed and fhouldered. Mean- 
while, in thefe our couries were we feven weeks erod- 
ed with northerly winds, ever tackling and boarding 
h'oni the Afiic coaft to the Carminian there ; in all 
which time we law no land, except the boitlerous bil- 
Ijivs of glaffy Neptune. And, as ()v>d, laid, in the 
IT like 
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like cafe, crofllng the Ionian Teas, Nil nifi pontus ct 

aer> viz. 

Nothing hut waves I view, where (hips did float, 
And dangers lie ; huge whales do tumbling play ; 
Above my head, heaven’s rtar-embroidcr’d coat, 
Whole vault contains two eyes, for night and 
day; 

Far from the main, or any marine coift,

If Ovid in that flraic iouimdecp 

Was toiVd fo hard, much more am I, on fcas 
Of la:g<r bounds, where flail and compais keep 
Their AsicT obfervanre ; yet in this uncale 
Of tackling boards, we fo il»e way makc/hort, 
That Bill ourcourlc draws nearer to the port, 
Between the Area in and fllvcr-ipangled fky, 

We rolling climb, then hurling hfll beneath: 

Our wav is ferpent-like, in meads which lie, 

That bows the grals, but never makes no path ; 
But fitter like young maids and youths together, 
Run here and there, all where, and none know 
whither. 

Our way we know, and yet unknown toother, 

And uhl! ft unknown to us, before wc dive, 

The hand and compafs that govern the rudder 
Do often err : although the pilots Arive 
With chart and plot, their leckonings iometimes fall 
Too narrow, ihort, too high, too wide, too imall.

Then fince but air and water J perceive,

Though none more dare than they that have molt 
fear : 

It’s courage makes us ralh, and wifdom cold ; 

Yet wife men, flout, and llrong, grow lion-bold. 
Now we look our for land, now we fee Malt, 

That little famous iilc, though llerile loll ; 

Where we’ll lome bay, or cieek feck to a fault, 
Whence anchorage and fafety flips recoil : 

Now, now let anchor fall, we’re in the road, 

Safely arriv’d, by providence of God. 

This done, as time avouch’d, 1 kindly bade 
' My comforts all adieu ; then came alhore, 

Where I fuch plenty of great favours had, 

That fcarce the like I ever found before. 

Thefe vvhitc-croffJ knights, with their eight pointed 
erodes, 

Embrac’d my light ; with it, my toils and tod'es. 
bo ends my verfe; and fo Til fit night difdole 
he ilJe, the folks, their manners, in plain prole. 
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The greareft caufe of our arrival here, was in regard 
of our frefh water that was fpent, and therefore con- 
drained to bear into this ifle ; which was my foie defire, 
wifliing rather to land here, to fee the order of our 
knights of Chrittendom, than to arrive at Ragufa in 
the Adriatic gulf, where I had been before. Our an- 
chors being grounded, and our boat ready to go to the 
fliore, l bade farevvel to all the company, 
A joyful arri- and in a lingular iefpc£t to my generous 
‘calm Malta, captain, who would have nothing for nr; 

victuals and tranfportation for Egypt, ex- 
cept a few relicks of Jerufalem. The boat being launch- 
ed, and we landed in the haven, I called at a vulgar 
tavern, and there lodged. 

This city is divided into two, the old and new Malta, 
from w r hich the ifle taketh the name. It is a large and 
populous place, and ftrongly fortified with invinubk 
walls, and two inpicgnable cattles, St Hermes and Si 
Angelo; St Michael being dittant from both. Here 
the great matter, or prince for that year, being a Spa- 
niard, made much of me for Jerufalem’s lake ; fo did 
alfo a number of thefe gallant knights, to whom I was. 
greatly obliged. And withal, to my great content- 
ment, I met here with a country gentleman of mine, 
being a foldier there, named H'llham Don An r ; who 
afterwml, for his long and good fcrvice at lea, was 
iolcmnly knighted, and made one of their oixkr. 
Whole faithful and manly ferviecs have been linceas 
plaulibly regarded by the Mai tele, a* Montt Cicich- 
ton’s worth, in learning and excellent memory, ldts 
admit ed in Italy ; hut cfpecially by the noble Gonztgdcs 
and dependent friends of the houle of Mantua; foi 
whofe lots, and accidental death, they Hill heavily be* 
moan: acknowledging that the race of that piinceb 
ttnek, by God’s judgements, was cut olf, became of h h 
untimely dc;rh. 

Malta was called Mehta, mentioned 
The I A: cf Achxxviii. t.2.; where the viper leap- 

Malta. < d on Paul’s hand. 1 fawalfo the civJ- 
wheiJn lie was ttiipwscrked Tins i' 

fluid 
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Hand may properly be termed the fort of Chrijlendom ; 
yet a barren place, and of no great bounds ; for their 
corns and wines come daily by barks from Sicilia : but it 
yieldeth good (tore of pomegranates, citrons, cottons, 
oranges, lemons, figs, melons, and other excellent fruits. 
The knights of Malta had their beginning at Acre in 
Paleftina, from thence to the Rhodes, and now expo- 
fed to this rocky ifle. They are pertinacious foes to 
infidels ; for fuch is the oath of their order, continual- 
ly making war and incurlions againft them, to their 
power ; being ft rengthened alfo with many foldiers ; and 
their captains alfo are firnamed Knights of Malta , and lb 
through a great part of Chriftendom. It is a moft ho- 
nourable order. They are not permitted to marry, the 
moft part of whom being younger brothers. The rea- 
fon was, becaufe not being intangled to wife and chil- 
dren, they might be the more relolute to adventure their 
lives in the Chriftian fervice ; but therein they are migh- 
tily decayed, and their valour no way anfwerable to that 
it hath been when their anceftors lived in the Rhodes 
and Holy Land, having had, thefe eighteen years paft, 
httle or no good fortune at all. 

This ifle was given in pofteflion to thefe knights of 
St John, by the Emperor Charles V. and King of 
Spain, being newiy expelled from the Rhodes by So- 
lyman the Magnificent, anno 1622. And afterward 
the Turk, not contented therewith, and mindful ut- 
terly to exterminate their power, came with a huge ar- 
mado, and aflailed Malta, anno 15 65, 
jjhen Valetta was great mafter, who lb An invincible 
couiageoufly withftood their fury, that viflory. 
the Turks were defeated, and forced to 
return. 

This ifland is ten leagues in length, and three broad ; 
die earth whereof being three feet deep, is the caule 
why it is not fo fertile as the climate might afford. lr 
containeth, befidcs the city, forty deven villages, and 
U 3 nine 
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nine caffales # ; the peafants or natural inhabitants 
whereof are of the African complexion, tawny, and 
fun-burnt ; and their language like to the Barbarian 
fpeech, without any great difference, both tongues be- 
ing a corrupt Arabic ; and not unlike therein to the I- 
talian from the Latin, or the vulgar Greek from the 
ancient ; yet the modern Greek is nearer the ancient 
than the Italian is the Latin. Thefe rural Malteze are 
extremely bent, in all their a&ions, either to good or 
evil : wanting fortitude of mind, and civil dilcretion, 
they cannot temper the violent humours of their pal" 
lions : but as the hcadllrong tide, fo the difpofitions run 
in the luperlluous excels of affections. 

They follow the Roman church, though ignorant of 
the way; and their women are lovely fair, going with 
their faces cohered with black veils, and 
The nature cf much inclined to licentioufnefs ; then* 
the Malteze. beauties being borrowed from art more 
than nature : for it is a common prac 
tice amongft decayed beauties, worn out by time or 
accidents, to hide it from others eyes with art, and 
from their own by falle glaffcs. But, alas ! the graces 
and beauties of the foul ought more to be cared for, 
and to have the firlt place and honour, above thdl 
counterfeit or outward (hows of the body ; and the 
beauty and lovely propoition of the body fhould be pre- 
ferred before the effeminate deckings, that the body 
doth rather carry than enjoy; hnce it often happened], 
that a foul and deformed carcale hath a fair and licit 
wardrobe. In this town of Malta, there are manv 
Turkifh and Moorilh flaves, very rudely treated ; yd 
not anlwerable to that cruelty the (lavilh Chriftians en- 
dure upon their galleys in Barbary orTurky. The de-

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fcription of Malta I poftpone to the fucceeding relations 
of my fecond travels. And after twelve days ftaying 
here, I imbarked in a frigate with other paffengers, and 
at rived at Cicily, in the louth-eaft corner of Sicilia, be- 
ing iixty miles diftant. 

From thence coafting the fhore fifty miles to Syracti- 
fa, I met with by the way, in a clefty creek dole by 
the fea-fide, a Moorifli brigantine, with twelve oars on 
each fide, charged with Moors, who had fccretly ftaid 
t!wre a night and a day, dealing the people away la- 
bouring on the fields ; at which fudden fight, and be- 
ing hard by them, I flopped my pace. Whereupon 
about twenty Moors broke out upon me, with Jlublcs 
and ilings. But my life and liberty being dear to me, 
my long-traced feet became more nimble in twelve {’core 
paces, than they could follow in eighteen : fur I beho- 
ved to fly back the fame way I came ; where, when 
freed, 1 haftened to the next watch tower, leader, 
and there told the centinel, that a Moorifli brigantine 
v. as lying within two miles, at an ob- 
fenre clift, and that I hardly cleaned A Alcorifi 
their hands : Wheteupon he, m iking a brigantine. 
fire on the top of the tower, and from 
all watch-towers along, gav- nrelently warning to the 
counuy; fo that in a moment they of the villages 
tame down, on horfe and foot, and wtll armed, and 
demanding me lexiouily of the truth. I brought them, 
with all poilible difpatch, to the very place ; where 
foithwith the hoilemen broke upon them, wounding 
divers before they were all taken; for fome fled to 
rocks, and feme wcie in the covered fields hunting 
fiu-ir prey. At lait they were aU fenced upon, and fait* 
tied two and two in iron chains, and fix Sicilians ie~ 
hcved, whom they had flolcii and thralled ; whence 
they wete carried to Syracufa. i went aifo along with 
them, where by the way the people blctfed me, and 
thanked God for mine efcape, and me for difcovcring 

the gal- 
dermo, 


d’-em. From Syiacufa, (being condemned to 
fcys), upon the third day, they writ kut to J? 
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They gone, and I repofing here, the governor of 
that place, for this piece of fcrvice, and my travels 
fake, did feaft me three days, and at my departure 
would have rewarded me with gold ; fo alfo the friends 
of them that were relieved ; which if I took or not, 
judge you, that beft can judge on difcretion, This 
city is lituate on a promontory, that juttcth into the 
lea, having but one entry, and was once the capital 
feat of the kingdom ; though now, by old tyrannies, 
and late alterations of time, it is only become a private 
place ; yet girded about with the moll fragrant fields, 
for dainty fruits, and delicate mufcatello, that all Eu- 
rope can produce. 

From this place, overtracing other fifty miles to Ca- 
tngna, lituate at ^Etna’s foot, I mealured the third fifty' 
miles to Meffina. Where now I ceafe to dilcourlc 
any fmthtr of this ifland, till my return from Africa, 
being my fccond voyage, (for true it is, double expe- 
rience, deeper knowledge), where then punctually, in 
my following order, the leader, 1 hope, lhail find his 
dcfired fatisfaction. 

From Meflina I imbaiked in a Neapolitan boat, 
loaden with paliengers ; whence coalling 
j4n happy along for four hundred miles, the high- 
arrival. cr and lowc r Calabrian coa/l, with a part 

of the Lauoiean lilts, upon the twelfth 
day we landed at Naples ; where, being difimbarLed, 1 
gave God thanks, upon my bended knees, for my lafe 
arrival in Chriftendom. And meeting there with the 
Earl of Bothwell, and Captain George Hepburn, 1 
took the way to Rome, being a hundred and thirty 
miles diflant ; where I Hole one night’s lodging private- 
ly ; and on the morrow early, departing thence, and 
crolling Tyber, I vilited thefe towns in Italy before I 
courted the Alps, Siena, Florence, Luca, Pila, Genoa, 
Bologna, Parma, Pavia, Piacenza, Mantua, Milan, 
and Turin. The commendation of which cities veil 
revolved in thefe following verlls.

Having pafled Turin, and its princely court, whofc 
prefcnt duke might have been the mirror of nobility, I 
kept my way through Piedmont or Pedemontano, the 
filter of Lombardy, and fecond garden of Europe : and 
crofling the fteep and fnowy mountain of Mount Cola 
di Tenda, the highefl hill of all the 
Alpes, I found on its top, that it re- The Ligurian 
ierveth always a Gradinian mill, for a Alpes, 
mile of way long (lakes fet in the fnow, 
each one a fpear’s length from another, to guide the 
paffenger his dangerous way ; of the which Hoops if 
he fail, he is loll for ever. 

After I had traverfed this difficult paffage, I had 
two days journey in climbing and crofling the rocky 
and intricate hills of Liguria, over which Hannibal had 
fo much ado to conduct his army to Italy ; making a 
way through the fnow with fire, vinegar, and wine : 
\h rnce it was laid of him, Viam ant vrveniet Ann dal, 
ant facict. Leaving thefe mountains behind me, I ar- 
rived at Nice in Provence, ittuate on the Mediterra- 
nean lea ; and palling the towns of Antibo and Cana 

night at Purges, there were three French murderers 
ht upon me in a thievifh wood twelve miles long ; one 
°f which had dogged me hither from Nice : where, 
Luing given me a Larlul chace for a long league, and 
nut mending themfelvcs, they gave me over. Well, 
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in the midft of the wood I found an hoftery, and in it 
two women and three young children, with whom I 
ftaid and lodged all night. 

After I had fupped and gone to bed, in came thefe 
aforefaid villains, accompanied with my 
A happy e - holt ; where, when ieen, they llraight 
fcape from accufed me for my flight, and threaten- 
murder . ing me with ftrokes, coniulted my 

death. Then I cried to my hod for 
help, but he flood dumb, for he was their companion ; 
and to fecond their intention, his wife made tali the 
lower door : whereat being moved with deadly fear, I 
pulled my Turkifh gown ftom my back, and opening 
my flicker, faid, Now Chriflian gentlemen, I know you 
are diftreficd, and foam Is come fearch my deaths 
and budget, and if you And what you look for, let me 
die. Alas, 1 am a poor llranger, newly come from 
Jerufalcm and the fepulchre of Jclus Chrilf, and alter 
long travels ; and lo there is my patent : and concern- 
ing my flight, I Iwear I only lied for the fafety of my 
life, but not for the prefervation of my money, for 
come, fee I have none; my grief is, that 1 have it not 
for you. Good gentlemen conlider the dangers that 1 
have part among infidels, and let not your Chiillian 
hands rob me of my life, having nothing wherefore 
you Ihould. 

This fpoken, and much more, they never feai died 
me nor touched my wallet, but went to couniel ; where 
they concluded, from my forwardness in opening my 
body and other things to them, that I had no money, 
and there! ore confirmed my life, which, lor the iormef 
refpecl, and the Holy grave's lake was granted. Where- 
upon packing up my relicks again, they called for v/uv, 
and drunk divers times to me ; and after a long fpent 
conference, their fupper making ready, they dilhnflH • 
me lor my bed f whither, whes led by my hofltis, I 
privily made the door fait, Jufpe&ing Hill a hidden 
death. Well, they fupped and were jovial ; and at the 
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firft cock, went forth to the wood, and the high-way, 
for their own ends. 

All which time I hood centinel ; and the morning 
come, my hoft confefled, that he only had laved my 
life, forfwearing himfelf of their former fight ; but, 
{'aid he, certainly they are murderers. Leaving him 
with diftembled thanks, I arrived at Furges ; where I 
learned that my hoft was fufpe&ed to be a confort with 
theft, and many more murderers. Well, afterwards 
I heard he was arraigned, hanged, and quartered, the 
houfc razed, and his wife put to death : 
and ever lince, the French king keep- A guard of 
cth a guard of horfemen there, to keep horfimen for 
that filthy and dangerous wood free a dangerous 
from murderers. For now may I lay, wood, 
like to a lhip that after a long voyage, is 
either in greateft danger, or elfe calf away entering the 
road and haven from whence Ihe came ; even lb was 1 
raft in the moft imminent peril that I had in all my 
travels ; being on the frontiers of France, and as it 
weie, (in regard of remoter places), entering the town 
wherein I was born. 

Having given humble thanks and lofty praifes to the 
Almighty lor my deliverance, I travel led Provence and 
Iangnedoc, where, near to Montpellier, I met with the 
Iu each gentleman’s father, whom I relieved from the 
gallies in Canea of Candy ; who being overjoyed with 
my light, kindly intreated me for eight days, and 
highly rewarded me with Spanifh piftoles, lamenting, 
4<>r my lake, that his fon was at Paris. Whence, con- 
tinuing my voyage to Barcelona in Catalonia of Spain, 
l gave over my purpofe in going to Madrid, becaufe 
of dear bedding and fcarcity of victual* , and footing 
the neareft way through Airagon and Navarre, I croi- 
^d at the pafiage of Sanfto Johanne, the Pyrenean 
mountains, and falling down by Pau and the r;vcr Or- 
tes, I vilited Gafcony and Beam ; and from them, the 
c ’oes of Bourdeanx and Rochelle; and arriving at Ps- 
r,s » whence I licit began my voyage, I alto there end- 

cd 
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cd my firft:, my painful, and pedeftrial pilgrimage. 
Whence, Ihortly thereafter vifiting England’s court, I 
humbly prefented to King James, and Queen Anne of 
ever blefled memories, and to his prefent Majefty King 
Charles, certain rare gifts and notable relicks brought 
from Jordan and Jerufalem. Where afterward, within 
a year, upon fome diftafte, I was expofed to my fecond 
peregrination as followeth.

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And rejling there , till JEole's j even rtgg'd towers, 
Prefs'd Triton's back , {crofs'd Neptune's paramouts ), 
And wifljd me fad : G then with fpeedy flight 
I board the jhip , and bade the Moors good-night, 

T H E knowledge of the world, above all things, 
picferreth men to thofe honouis and char* 
ges that make great houfes and republics flou* 
rifh ; and render the actions and words of them who 
pollels it, agreeable both to great and 
The necejfary imall. This fcience is only acquired by 
nfe and honour converfition, and haunting the company 
of travels. of perfons the molt experienced, by di* 
vers difeourfes, reports, by writs, or by 
a lively voice in communicating with /hangers; and 
in the judicious confidcration ot the falhion of the li- 
ving one with another. And above all, by traveller 
and voyagers in divers regions, and remote place.', 
whofc experience confirmeth the true fciencc thereof ; 
and can beft draw the anatomy of human condition, 
For which, and other refpeeb, it holclcth true, that the 
heart of man is infatiabic, being let upon whatfoever cb 
je& his predominant afluhion liheth. Neither can lea 
ion land place in the violent hurry of fuch paflions ; for 
as judgement is feldom compitible with youth, but rein* 
ved to old age ; fo to an ineouibint dilpolition, cveiy 
accident is a conftellation, by which bell thoughts are eii- 
verfified, and driven from the centre of deepeft rdo- 
Jution : whilft contrariwajs the found -fet man, though, 
by opportunity he alterah his pace, yet hill keepetn 
Iiis way, ferveth time for advantage, not for fear ; but 
us the fun fetteth to life again, fo he changeth h;s 
couife, to continue his purpofe. As to in y fell', whe- 
ther difcontent or ( urioury drove me to this leccnd per- 
ambulation, it is bdl lefeived to my own knowledges 
as for the opinion of others, I little care cither for then 
fweeteh temper, or their fom eft cenfurc ; 
The author s for they that hunt after other men’s fan- 
apohgy. cies, go rather to the market to fell than 

to and love better to paint the bare 
fnlhicr- 
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fafhion and outfides of themfelves, than to re&ify or 
repair their own defers and errors ; wherewith I leave 
them. Then it is well, if it pleafe me, it is enough ; 
my pains are my own, and not others ; and therefore 
beft worthy to judge of my own labours, being bell 
known to myfelt who dcarell bought them. And fo 
to make fhort this preamble or conducing complimenr, 

I come to the matter itfelf. 

Now, as 1 began my ftrft voyage from Paris, fo 
from London mu ft i begin this my fecond peicgrina- 
tion : whence leaving the court, the country, and Do* 
wr, I courted Calais, and fo to Graveling, Dunkirk, 
.nd fatal Offend, whole ruinous condition gave my 
mule this fubjeft. 

'fo view the ruins of thy wafted walls, 

Lo! I am come, bewailing thy difgrace, 

.Ait thou this bourgt, Belkina, io inftals 
To be the mirror for a martial lace ? 

Ay, fure, his thou, whofe bloody bathing bounds, 
Gave death to thoulands, and to tbpuiands wounds.' 
What hoftile force bellcg’d thee, poor Ollend, 

With all engines, that ever war devis’d ? 

What martial noops, did valiantly defend 
Thine earthen ftrengths, and fconces unfurpris’d ? 
By cruel aflaults, and defperate defence, 

Thine undcleived name won honour thence. 

Some deep interr’d, within thy bofom lie, 

Some ior, fome renr, lome torn in p’eces 
Some warlike maim’d, fome lame, fome halting ciy ; 
Some blown through clouds, fome brought to 
deadly thrall;

To fly lienee, in a word, I meafured all the Nether- 
lands with my feet, in two months fpace, the delcrip- 
tion whereof is fo amply fet down by modern authors, 
that it requireth no more : only this, for policies, in- 
duhries, llrong towns and fortifications, it is the mir- 
ror of virtue, and the garden of Mars ; yea, and the 
light of all Europe, that he who hath exactly trod it, 
may fay he hath fecn the map of the 
Wciflc taken whole univcric. And now afeending 

by SjnncoLu to Cleve, I came juft to Grave-Mauriccs 

camp at llhiefe, as Spineola had taken 
Weille. Between which armies for five weeks I had free 
inteicouilc, being kindly lefpeClcd by both the gene- 
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rals ; for Spineola fet me at his own table, and I lay in 
his lecond rent nine nights; the Duke of Newenberg, 
and Don Pietro di Toledo, being there both 'for the 
time : fo with the Prince of Change, with whom I dif* 
courfed divers times, was the Marquis of Brandcnbing, 
certain nobles, and foreign ambalEalors. All which 
time, O how it grieved me to lee the tyranny of the 
Spaniards daily executed upon the ditlreHed Proteftants 
of Weifle, over whom they domineered like devils ; 
for thele afllidted citizens, being heavily opprefled by 
their inlupportable ufage, weie beleagured with their 
friends, when they were held captive by their enemies; 
and, obeying neceflity, kept their bodies within the 
wills, though their minds were without, and entirely 
with the aifailants. 

Bidding adieu to thefe armies, and accompanied with 
a young gentleman, David Biuce, the Lord of Clak- 
manan his fon, whom 1 conducted to Italy ; fcarcely 
had we outlfripped llhineberg (where Colonel Edmond 
was linn) a Dutch mile, till we were botli lobbed of 
our cloaks and pocket-monies, with five foldiers, French 
and Vallones, and that within a village, women and 
children beholding us, but no man to relieve us, they 
being vfith carts ferving SpineoU’s camp. 

Whence, the next clay approaching Culloine, and 
bills of change anfwered, we vilited the 
Lllely fuppoled tombs of the three kings The fabulous 
that came to Bethlehem, who, as the miracles of 
Romani ft s fay, lie interred there. O Culloine. 
filthy and bale abfurdnefs, for their ho* 

T mother-church to confirm hellilh and erroneous lies ; 
for thefe kings came from the eaft, and from Chaldea, 
unci not from the north : or if they will have them to 
die there, and fo buried, furely this is even fuch ano- 
ther damnable error, furpaffing tradition, as their wan- 
ing Jew, the (hoe m aker of Jerufalem, is, of whom, 
In Rome, they have wrote ten thoufand fables and fop- 
peries. From this we vifited the eleven thoufand virgins 
beads, martyrs : indeed wc faw the churcl>-walls all in- 
'd-nted about with bare fculls, but whofe heads they 
X were, 
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tfere, the Lord knoweth. From thence a gentleman 
brought us to a chapel, within a vineyard, called the 
t'hapel of miracles ; the original whereof was thus : 
Upon a feftival-day, being vintage time, there came a 
peafant to the town, and palling by the vines (as there 
is a number within.the walls) did eat his belly-full of the 
grapes ; and thereafter hearing a mafs, was confefled, 
and received the facrament : And returning the fame 
way he came, and juft where he had eaten the grapes, 
he fell a-vomiting, and catting up, with 
A forged and what he had eaten, the holy lacrament, it 
falfe miracle, ftraight turned into the likenefsof a new- 
born babe, being bright and glorious. 
Well, the amazed fellow run back, and told his con- 
feflor what was done, and his offence, who had eaten 
grapes before the reception of the eucharift. The Con- 
feflor told the biftiop ; where he, and other prelates 
coming to the place, and beholding as it were an an- 
gel, grew aftonilhed. 

In the end, they wrapped up their little dead god in 
a cambrick veil, and there buried it, building this cha- 
pel above the place ; where, ever lince, there is a world 
of I)ing miracles done. Lo, thele are the novelties of 
Culloine. 

Thence afeending the Rhine, and reaching Ideidle- 
berg, 1 faluted the Princcfs Palatine with certain 1 are 
i clicks of the Holy Lind. And leaving Munfieur 
Rruce there till my return, I went for Nurenberg, to 
difeover the fix Germans death, whom 1 had buried 
in the deferts, and Grand Caire of Egypt ; for the two 
barons were iuhjeift to the Marquis of HanfpaclU 
where having met with fome of their brethren, lifters, 
and kinfmen, and related to them their deaths, 1 was 
prtTenrly carried to their prince the Marquis, to whom 
I related the whole circumftances. Whereupon a bio- 
ther of the one baron, and a filkr of the other, were 
inftantly invefted in their lands ; and I likewife, by them 
all, greatly regarded and rewarded ; and, after ten day? 
feafting, reviewing Heidleberg, mine affotiate and 1 
forward for Helvetia, or Switzerland. 
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This country is divided into thirteen cantons, fix 
whereof are Proteffants, and fix Papifls ; the odd can- 
ton being likewife half and half. The mod powerful 
whereof is Berne, whofe territory lying along the lake, 
reacheth within a league of Geneva. The people, and 
their fervice to moft Chriftian princes, are well known, 
being manly, martial, truffy, and faithful. 

Here, in the canton of Berne, near to Urbs, we 
we went and favv a young woman, who then had nei- 
ther eat, nor drunk, nor )et pafied cxcrcmems for 
thirteen years, it being tiuly certified by her parents, 
iiiends, phyficians, and other viliiois. 

She was always bed faff, and id extenua- A woman fa* 
ted, that her anoiomifed body carried Jhng Jour - 
nothing but finew, ikin, aud bones, yet teen years. 
was llie mindful of God. Aud the year 
after this time, her body returned again to its natural 
vigour, in appetite and all things : and lhe inanicd a 
huiband, bearing two children, and died in the fifth 
year thereafter. 

The day following we entered Geneva, where view- 
ing the town, the chief burgo-mafiers, the itven mini- 
ifers, and the four captains, were all familiarly acquaint- 
ed with me, with whom, in divers places, 1 dany lead- 
ed and difeomfed. The minilfers one night compli- 
menting me with a bible, newly n anfiated into the Italian 
tongue by one of themfelves, born in Milan, told me, 
there was a mafs prielf, fix leagues off', a curate of a vil- 
lage in Madame de Longevile’s country, who had got- 
ten, in his own parifh, three willows, and their three 
leveral daughters, with child, and all about one time ; 
an d for this his luxurious cullions was brought to Di- 
jon to be executed, defiring me to go fee the manner, 
d he next day (leaving Mr Bruce with them) I went hi- 
ther, and upon the following day, I law him hanged 
u pon a new gallows, as as high as a lfripad ; the three 
mothers and their three daughters were fer befoie him, 
j^tng gravidato, whofe foi rowtul heaits, and eye-gufh- 
j n g tears for their fin and fiiame, were lamentable to 
behold j the inccftuous bugerono, begging ffili mer- 
X cy 
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cy and pardon for dividing their legs, and opening 
their wretched wombs. Lo, there is the chaftity of 
the Romifli priefls, who, forfooth, may not marry, 
and yet may mifearry themfeives in all abominations, 
tfpecially in fodomy, which is their continual pleafure 
and practice. Returning to Geneva, and acquainting 
the magi if rates with his confeilion, for they are great 
intelligencers, I wrote this literal diftich. 

Glance, glorious Geneva, gofpel guiding gem : 

Great God, govern good Geneva’s gholfly-game. 

The like of Geneva is iixteen leagues in length, and 
two broad. At the fouth-weft end whereof ftandeth the 
town, through whole middle runneth 
The lake of the river Rhone, whofe head and body 
Geneva , and beginneth from the lake among the very 

the river houfes. The nature of which river is 
Rhone . not unlike to Nilus ; for when all other 

rivers decreafe, (being in fummer), this 
increafcth. The reafons proceeding from the exceflive 
fnow that lies upon the Sangalian and Grifonean Alpes, 
which cannot melt till about our longeff day, that the 
force and face of the fun dififolve it ; and lo ingorging 
the lake, it giveth Rhone fuch a body, that it is the 
fwifteff river in Europe. The town, on both Tides the 
flood, is ftrongly fortified with Tampered walls, and 
counterbanding- bulwarks ; the ditch without, and a- 
bout, being dry, is flrongly palafadoed with wooden 
flakes, for preventing of fudden fealades *. Many 
aflaults have this handful of people fuflered by land and 
water, from the Duke of Savoy ; the recital whereof 

• Towards the lake all the port is fenced with double and triple 
rows of huge ports driven jnto the water, with only a narrow pil- 
lage for the boats, which is Ihut up every night wuh large chains 
and on the land-tide are baftions, with fevcral other woiks and 
ditches The Dukes of Savoy have nude fevcral attempts for- 

merly on this city ; and an annivcrfaiy celebration of its dehvei- 
ance from one of tlicfe in the year i6oz, is obfeived (till every 
*zd day of Deccmbci. Harrow’s Geographical Di&ionary. 


would 
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would plunge me in prolixity ; and therefore commit- 
ting that light-ftiining Sion, and her religious Ifraelites, 
to the tuition of the Almighty, I ftep over the AlpcsMo 
Turin. 

Here is the refidence of the Dukes of Savoy, whole 
beginning fprung firft from the houfe of 
Saxony : For Berold, or Jkrauld, being The firfi be - 
a near coufin to the Emperor Otton the ginning cf 
third, and brother to the Saxon Duke, the Duke cf 
the Emperor gratified him with thefe Savoy. 
lands of Savoy, and parts of Piemont ; 
where he and his fucceflor continued four hundred 
years under the title of Earls y until the Emperor Sigif- 
mond, at the council of Conftance, did cieate Amer, 
the eighth Earl of his name, Duke. And fo begin- 
ning with him, to this prefent Duke now living, named 
Charles Emanuel, there have been only eight Dukes, and 
lotne of them of fhort lives. And yet of all the Cliri- 
ftian Dukes, the moft princely com t is kept here, for 
gallants, gentry, and knights. 

At the fame time of my being there, this prefent: 
Duke had wars with his own brother-in law Philip 
111. about the marquifate of Montferrat, and dutchy 
of Mantua, the illue whereof but retorted to the Duke 
a redoubling difadvantage ; though now it be gone 
from the Gonfagaes to the French Duke of Naviers. 
This country of Piemont is a marvellous fruitful and 
plain country, and wonderfully populous, like to the 
liver-lides of Arno round about Florence ;’infomucli, 
jhat a Venetian demanding a Piemont-cavalier, What 
Piemont was ? replied, It was a town of three hundred 
miles in circuit ; meaning of the habitations and popu- 
lofity of the foil. 

The reft of the firnames of the Italian Dukes arc 
thefe, viz, that of Parma, is Ferncfe , ftgnifying part- 
ridges ; that of Modena, is /. Ifiie ; that of Florence, de 
Medicis ; that of Urbino, Francefco Maria ; and the laft 
puke of Mantua, Gonfaga ; the dutchy of Ferrara be- 
ing dilfolved, is converted to the Pope’s patrimony. 

Leaving Piemont, and coafting the lafiinous Ihore of 
X 3 Genoa’s 
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Genoa’s reviero, I reached Leghorn, the great Duke’s 
lea-haven ; where 1 left Mr Bruce with a galley-captain, 
a voluntary fuldier : and inclining alone to Florence, 
by the way at Piftoia, 1 found a comfortable crofs ; 
for 1 viewing the maiket-place after flipper, and carry- 
ing a French poniard in my pocket, the 
A comfort - head of it was elpied by a badgello, cap- 
able no/s. tain of the fcTgeants, who fliaight grip 
ped me, bore me to piilon, and clapped 
me in a dungeon, lobbing me of all my monies and 
poniaid ; and porting that night to Florence, on the 
munow fhews the jurtice there a flilletto of his own; 
upon which, Iw.is condemned to row in the galleys for a 
year, elfe to pay an hundted duckets- He ftaid thiei 
days : in this time was I difcovered to the governor of 
Pilloia, a nohle gentleman, and being brought befoic 
him, and acquainting him with the undeferved cruelty 
of the badgello, nor that ever I wore a Billeto, but un- 
der pietext of that, had lobbed me of feventy-two 
piece*' of gold : Whereupon, the governor perceiving 
the knavery of the villain, and that he had not acquaint- 
ed him with my apprehending, to whofc place it belong- 
ed, he grew impatient, and forthwith feat port to his 
lligbnefs, fhewing him the truth of the bulintfs : 
Whereupon the badgello was fent back to the gover- 
nor, with whom I was domefticly referved ; and being 
accufed before my face of his roguery, could not deny 
it. Well, my gold and my poniaid is rellored again, 
the Badgello banifhed the tettitory of rdloia for ever, 
with his wife and children ; and 1 received, in compen- 
fation of my abides, from his Highnefs’s chamber, or 
t readily there, fifty Florentine crowns of gold, being 
modified by the Duke himfelf : whereat I extolled the 
knave that wrought his own wreck in feeking my over* 
throw, and brought me fuch a noble reward. 

Thanking God for this joyful crofs, and approach- 
ing Floience, I found one John Brown t here, whofe 
company 1 took to Sicily, Whence, having privately 

paflul 
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pa{Ted Rome, and publicly Naples, we 
footed along the marine by Salci no ; and Coufenza in 
courting Coufenza, the capital feat of Calabria. 
Calabria, where a vicegerent remaineth, 
wc tepofed there certain days. 

The town is of no quantity nor quality ; in regard of 
the obfcurentfs and folitarinefs of the country, the bet- 
ter fort of their gentry living at Naples. Having left 
the Lower, and entered the Higher Calabria, we arri- 
ved at the bourge of Allauria ; and the next morning 
travelling clofe and couvert mountains, twelve miles a- 
long, in the midft of our paiLge, we. were befet with 
four banditti, and four guns ; to whom holding up my 
hands, and imploring for our lives, Ihewing them mine 
adventures, and former travels, they unbend their fire- 
locks, and reading my patent of Jerufalem, uncovered 
their heads, and did me homage, notwithlhnding they 
were abfolute mutderers. Our lives and hherty are 
granted, and for a greater afiinance, they took us both 
unto a great thicket of wood, wheie their timbered ca- 
bin flood, and there made merry with ns in goo 
wine, and the bed cheer their llquellrate cottage could 
a fiord. 

And now, becitife there were foi ty more banditti, 
their companions, among tliefe mountains, one of 
themfelves, for our fafeguard, came along with us, and 
as near Caflellucia as he durfi; making me fwear, that 
I fhould not Hie w the baron of that place of their pri- 
vate refidence, neither that 1 met with them at all ; 
which I freely did ; and fo gave him many heaity and 
defeived thanks. 

Thefe banditti, or men-llayers, will come into any 
free town in the night, when they 
pleafe, and entering either a church The liberty of 
or hofpital, they flay there as they lill, banditti in 
conducing with their friends, their wives, Calabria. 
and their affairs ; being as fafe in thefe 
places, as though they had not committed any criminal 
; neither may the power of juftice jeach to them, 
fo long as they keep themfelves within doors.

This 
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This is an ancient liberty which Calabria hath ever 
retained, and fo it is through the moft part of all the 
Spanilh dominions. Having arrived at Caftellucia, the 
baron thereof made much of me, and wondered that 
I had lately palled the mountains ; tor, faid he, when 
I go for Naples, 1 am forced to go by tea, notwith- 
Handing I have foity in train. 

The next day, in palling Montecilione, the faireft 
and molt fruitful bounded bourge in all Calabria Supe- 
rior, 1 law an uncovered houfc, which, the people told 
me, had been the fchool where Diony lius the thud 
and hill tyrant of Sicily, (alter his lliglit from the king- 
dom and crown), taught children piivately nine years, 
ere he was known to be a king, but a poor Ichool- 
mafter. 

This higher Calabtia, though mountainous, abound- 
eth in delicious wine*;, tine pafturage, and exceeding 
good filk. The pealants tor the moil heie are addicted 
to eat onions : whence arole this proverb, 1 Calcbro • 
fe mngnnino di ccpolty The Calabrians feed upon onions. 
Their women wear uncomely habits, bung hooded 
from their brows to their backs behind, with lix or 
feven 1 undry colours of cloth or ttulF; whofe upper 
gowns come no faither than their middle thighs : and 
their breeches and ftockings being all one, and their 
legs half- booted, they look like the ghollly Armenian 
Cargo Tons. 

I remember, in palling this higher country, I found 
divers caffales or rerraes (fmall villages) of certain 
Greeks called Albanefes , whofe predecel* 
Gr+’ek Alba - fors had tied from Albania when the 
nefes fled to Turk feized upon Epire, and this their 
Calabria. province : and were privileged here to 
Hay by the Spaniard Philip the firft ; and 
though exiled from their natural patrimonies, {Omne 
folum forti patria r/7), yet are they exceeding kind to 
Grangers, meafuring largely their own infranchilcd for- 
tune, with the voluntary expofement of many unnecef- 
fary viad.mts. Declining thence to the marine bourge 
of Molino, being by bnd, which \vc footed, diftanc 
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from Naples four hundred miles, we crofTed the nar- 
row faro, or Sicilian euripus, to Meflina, being two 
miles broad ; where, when landed, and meeting with a 
young Scots Edinbuigh-man, William Wylie, come 
from Palermo, and bound for Venice, I fattened 
John Brown with him to accompany his return; and 
on the following day imbarked them both back for Ca- 
labria. 

And now having followed the Italian faying, Si 
meglior afar folo come mala accompaniato y “ It is 
better for a man to be alone, than in ill company,” 
I traverfed the kingdom to Trapundic, feeking tranf- 
poi ration for Africa, but could get none ; and return- 
ing thence overthwart the illand, I call to memory be- 
ing lodged in the bourge of Saramutza, belonging to a 
young baron, and being bound the way of Caftello 
I’rancko, eight miles diltant, and appertaining to ano- 
ther young noble youth, I role, and marched by the 
break of day, where it was my luck, half way from 
either town, to find theft: beardlefs barons lying dead, 
and new killed in the fields, and their 
hoilcs handing tied to a bulh belide Two young 
them ; whereat being greatly moved, 1 barons killed 
appioached them, and perceiving the at combat. 
bodies to he richly clad with hlken fluffs, 
ealily conjethured what they might be, my hoh ha- 
ving told me the former night, that thefe two barons 
were at great difeord about the love of a young no- 
ble woman ; and fo it was : for they had fought the 
combat for her fake, and for their own pride lay flain 
here. For as fire is to gun-powder, fo is ambition 
to the heart of man, which, if it be but touched with 
lelf-love, mounteth aloft, and never bendeth down- 
ward, till it be turned into allies. 

And here it proved, for that lady’s fake, that trop- 
po amore turned to pre/lo dolore. Upon which fight, 
to lpeak the truth, I fearched both their pockets, and 
found their two liiken purfes full loaden with Spanifh 
piitoles : whereat my heart fprung for joy ; and taking 
live rings off their four hands, l hid them and the

two purfes in the ground, half a mile beyond this 
place ; and returning again, leaped to one of their 
horfes, and came gallopping back to Saramutza ; 
where, calling up my hoft, 1 told him the accident, 
who, when he law the hoile, gave a fhout for forrow, 
and running to the callle, told the lady the Baron’s 
mother ; where, in a moment, iLe, her children, and 
the whole town, tun all with me to the place; fome 
clad, fome naked, lome on foot, and fome on horfc ; 
where, when come, gi turn's was it to behold tLeii 
woful and lad lamentations. J, thus leeing them all 
mad and diftra&ed of their wits with fonow, left them 
without good night ; and coming to my treafure, made 
1 needy way to Caftcllo Fiancko, where bearing them 
the like news, brought them all to the like diflrao 
lion and llight of feet. 

Well, in the mutability of time there is ay fome fer- 
time faPeth by accident, whether lawful or not, I will 
not queition. It was now mine that was laft theiis; 
and to lave the thing that was not loll, I travelled that 
day thirty miles further to Terra Nova. Whence, the 
next morning being eaily imbaiked for Malta, and 
theie lately landed, I met with a fhip of 
A London fhip London, called the Matthew, bound for 
eallcd the Conilantinople, lying in the road ; wlieic 

Matthew. indeed with the company I made meriy 

alboie for three days; and efpecially 
with one George Clark, their purfer ; who (driving to 
plant in my brains a Maltezan vineyard, had almoft loll 
his own life. 


Upon the fourth day, they hoifting fail, and I hay- 
ing alhore, it was my good luck, within eight days, to 
find a Ficnch flop at Toulon, come from the Levant, 
and bound for Tunis, by the way in going home ; with 
whom defiroufly conforted, within three days we touch- 
ed at our intended port. And now, to reckon the gold 
that I found in the aforefaid purfes, it amounted to 
three hundred and odd double pilfoles ; and their rings, 
being fet with diamonds, were valued to a hundred ze* 
chins of Malta, tight (hillings the piece, which I dif- 
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patched for lefs : but the gold was my belt fecond, 
which, like Homer’s Iliad under Alexander’s pillow, 
was my continual Vade mecum. 

Tunis is the capital feat of its own territory, and of 
all the eaft and lower Barbary, containing ten thoufand 
fire-houles. And it is the place where old Carthage 
Hood, that was built by the Tyrians and Phoenicians 
of the Holy Land, feventy-two years before Rome, 
and had twenty miles in circuit ; which city, in thefe 
times, was the fovereign queen of Afric, and the only 
envy and predominant malice of the Romans, being 
more than Rome’s rival-mate in greatnefs, glory, and 
dominion. Neverthelefs, in the end it was taken, fack- 
ed, and burnt, by Scipio Africanus, fix hundred and 
two years after Rome was firft founded ; and her ruins, 
and large territories without, made fubjedl to the am- 
bition of Rome. 

After which detriment, defolate Carthage was re- 
built by Cmlar, and a colony of Italians 
tranfported there, flourilhed for a time, The divers 
till it was dellroyed and over-run by the plantations . 
Goths and Vandals; and Iaftly fubdued of Carthage, 
by 'he Saracens and Moors, It was by 
them tranfmitted to theTuikilh power, who now is 
mailer of it, being no way anfwerable to the (ixth part 
of the greatnels it had before. This town is fitua- 
ted in the bottom of a creek, where the lea, for a 
mile, having cut the bofom of the land, maketh a 
large and iafe refking- place for lhips and galleys; 
.which haven and town is fecured from fea-invafions 
by the great and ftrong fortrefs of Galetto, built on a 
high promontory that toucheth the fea, and command- 
ed the mouth of the bay ; wherein aTurkifh Balliaw, 
and a ftrong garrilon of foldiers, remain ; the fort it- 
fclf being well provided with arms, men, artillery, and 
ammunition. 

The kingdom of Tunis comprehended once the 
whole country that the ancients called properly Afric t 
0r Little Afric , being the old Numidia ;• and was divi- 
Jfd then into thefe five provinces, Bugia, Conllantine, 

that 
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that of Tunis, Tripoly, and Ezzebba. In the town of 
Bugia, lying half-way betwixt Tunis and Algier, and 
forty leagues from either, being now called Arradetz , 
there were ancient beautiful temples, colleges, magni- 
ficent buildings:, hofpitals, and convents, after their 
faftion ; but the town being taken, and razed, anno 
1 508, by Peter King of Navai re, it hath remained ever 
fince without beauty or ornament, fave a few ruflic in- 
habitants. 

The province of Coaiflantine lieth betwixt Tu- 
nis and Bugia ; the town Conftanririe, 
7 he maritime now Abirouh, being capital, and was iir- 
provinces be - named Cortez and Julia. It is furround- 
tvnxt Tunis ed with rocks and ancient walls, con- 
and Algier . taining eight hundred fire-houfes, whet e* 

in are the relicks of a triumphant arch, 
formerly built by the Romans ; and in this province, 
fixteen leagues within land, was the town of Hippo, 
now Bolen, wheieof St Auguftine was bilhop. 

The territory of Tunis lieth betwixt the borders of 
Abirouh well: ward, and the limits of Tripoly eatiward, 
being of length eighty miles ; and on the fea-coali 
lieth the town Biieru, adorned with a commodious 
haven, and fix galleys, the molt wicked of condition, 
and the molt quick in Hying or following, of all the 
coriaiis in Turky. Tiipo'iy in Barbary (commonly call- 
ed fo) was once drowned by the fea; but now its litua- 
tion was tranfported fafely a little more fbuthwanl, 
■which fometime was beautified with merchants of Ge- 
noa, IVagula, and Venice, but now become a den of 
thieves and fea piiafcs ; and fo are all the fea*towns be- 
twixt Eyvpt and Morocco. 

The lait province of the kingdom of Numidia is Ez- 
zebba, lying ealt from Tripoiy, and bordering with 
Cyrcrio, a pendicle of Egypt. The chief part where- 
of is Mdfaick, being tweoty-four leagues from Tripo- 
ly, containing many villages and towns on the plains 
and mountains, abounding in filks, corns, and divers 
fruits. 
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All tbefe five maritime provinces have but narrow in- 
lands, not advancing fouthward from the fea-coaft a- 
bove forty miles. Here in Tunis I met with our Eng- 
lifh captain, General Waird, once a great 
pirate, and commander at fea ; who, in rfn Englijb 
defpite of his denied acceptance in Eng- pirate y Capt . 
land, had turned Turk, and built there JVaird. 
a fair palace, beautified with rich mar- 
ble and alabafter (tones; with whom I found domeftics 
fifteen circumcifed Englilh renegadoes, whofe lives and 
countenances were both alike, even as defperate as dif- 
dainful. Yet old Waird, their mafter, was placable, 
and joined me fafeiy with a palling land-convoy to Al- 
gier ; yea, and divers times, in my ten days Haying there, 
1 dined and fupped with him, but lay aboard in the 
French fhip. 

At laft, having obtained my pafTport from the Bafhaw 
there, and furety taken for my life and money, I im- 
braced the land way with this convoy, confiding of for- 
ty Moors, and a hundred camels loaden with filks, 
dimities, and other commodities, traverfing the fore- 
laid regions of Abirouh and Arradetz. In all which 
way (lying nightly in a tent) I found a pleafant and fruit- 
ful country, abounding in wines, rye, barl.y, wheat, 
and all kinds of fruits, with innumerable villages, and 
lo infinitely peopled, that it made me wifh there had 
been none at all ; otherwife that they had been Chri- 
itians, and fo more civil. 

The greateft enemy I met with in this journey was the 
Jun, whofe exceeding heat was intolerable to endure, 
being in September, anno 161$ \ but for provilion of 
water, wine, and victuals, we had abundance. Upon 
the leventh day of our courfe, we entered in the coun- 
try of Trcmizcn, formerly Mauritania 
UUarea. This kingdom hath, to the Trcmizcn in 
weft, Mauritania Tingitana, containing Barbary . 
thp empire of Morocco and Fez ; on the 
Inuth, Getulia, or defert Numidia ; on the eaft, with 
the rivers of Mulvia and Amphlaga, the marches of Ar- 
radetz; and on the north, the Mediterranean lea, op- 
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polite to Sardinia. The country is in length, from the 
eaft to the weft, twenty-five of their courfes, and of 
our miles about three hundred ; and of breadth, be- 
tween the fea and Getulia, no more than thii ty English 
miles. 

This kingdom, copious in all things, hath been oft 
and ever molelted with the Numidian Saracens, or ha- 
ftard Arabs, who, falling down from the mountains, 
do tun their career at random upon the ground-toiled 
Moots, to fatisfy their needy and greedy dclires. Tre- 
mizen, or Telenlim, had of old four provinces, but 
now only two, its own teiritory, and that of Algier ; 

whofe capital town being, too, called 
The town of Tremizen , contained once eighteen thou- 
Tremizen dc- fand fire-houfes. But in regard of lo* 
cayed with fephtis King of Fez> who belreged it fc- 
wars, ven years, overmaftering it, and then 

fubdued by Charles V. and likewile the 
Turks invafion of it, and finally, becaufe of the long 
wars betwixt the Seriff, or King there, and the Turk, 

is become a great deal lefs, and almoft diiinhabitcd, 
and the moft part of that country lubjeft to the autho- 
rity of the Bafliaw of Algier. 

At laft, upon the twelfth clay of our leaving Tunis, 
having arrived at Algier, abandoning my conduct with 
a good refpeeft, I ftaid in a Spaniard’s houfe, turned 
runagate, who kept a roguiih tavern, and a ground- 
planked holpitality. In all this way of a hundred and 
twenty miles, I paid no tribute ; neither had I any immi- 
nent peril, the country being peaceable, though the 
people uncivil. 

This town of Algier was formerly under fubje&ion 
to the kingdom of Tremizen; but be - 
The thievifh caufc of infupportable charges, it re* 
town of Al- volted, and furrendcrcd to the King of 
gier. Arradetz or Bugia. Afterwards it was 

under the King of Spain, from whom 
Barbarofta did take it anno 1515, being now under the 
Turk ; and is fituate upon the pendicles of a Hoping 
height, and ftandeth triangular. The fide next the fea 

is 
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is ftrongly fortified with earth-backed walls, bul- 
warks, and artillery ; but the fcmifquared land-walls 
are of fmall importance, and cafily to be furprifed ; 
and three miles in circuit, containing thirty thoufand 
perlons. 

There is aTurkifh Bafbaw liere, and a flrong garri- 
fan of fix thoufand Janizaries, with two hundred cor- 
j’airs Ihips, or pirates, who, ever preying upon Chriftian 
traders, by their continual fpoils and prizes, have made 
the devililh town wonderful rich, and become the in- 
veterate enemy of Chriltendom ; being now a kingdom 
of itfelf, and in length, from eaft to weft, between the 
towns Tei racot and Guargola, one hundred and twenty 
miles. It hath a long-reaching mould in the fea, that 
maketh a fafe harbour for their Ihips againfl northerly 
winds, which on that coaft are deadly dangerous. 
At this time, the greateif part of the town were fled 
to the mountains, to fliun the parching heat that beat- 
eth violently on the plains and fea-lhore. All the 
maritime towns of Barbary do the like every fummer, 
for the months of July, Auguft, and September 
which then being left half-naked of defence, it were 
the only time for Cbrifiians to invade or furprife their 
towns. 

1 found here abundance of flaves, moft oi them Spa- 
niards, whom they daily force within the town to bear 
ail manner of burdens here and there, and without the 
town to drudge in the fields, among their vines and 
corns, and other hard labours, abuling them Ail! with 
buffets and baltinadoes, as their perverfenefs lifteth. 
^Neither durft I leave my lodging, unlels I had three or 
four Chriftian flaves to guide me, and guard me too 
from the wicked vulgar, who bear no rtlpeft to any 
A ranger or free Frank. Here I remarked a wonderful 
policy in the Turkifh if ate, concerning tilde thcftuoils 
and rapinous towns of Barbaiy; who, as they are or- 
dained ever to plague and prey upon the 
Spaniard, yet under that colour, they A natural 
-eemiatc them to make havock, and . tub lime policy 
--’ze upon all other Chriitian lk:ps 
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goods, and perfons, as they pleafe, the French nation 
excepted | and lo they do, notwitliftanding of our fe- 
veral ambafladors lying at Conftantinople, who rather 
liay there as mungrels than abfolute ambassadors. For 
why Ihould Chriltian princes mediate for peace and 
commerce with the Turk, when theirs, with his lub- 
je<fts the barbarian Moors, have no fafety l they being 
obedient to his laws, and over-ruled by Bafhaws, as 
well as thole of Alia and eaftern Europe are. From 
which I gather, as from all other like examples, that 
there is a more lublime overmaftering policy, l'ubtilty, 
and provident forelight, in mere natural men, as Tuiks 
be, than in our belt grandees, for all their Iciences and 
fchool-lfudies, can either perceive or perform, far Ids 
prolecute. To which avowed dangers, if any frnall 
fliip, ruled by ralii fellows, Ihould adventure within the 
ftraits, as too many Englilh do, being unable, and 
unprovided for defence, and lo are taken and captiva- 
ted, and afterward redeemed by contributions over the 
land, I julfly affirm it, they deferve rather to be pti* 
„nifhed, and lernain there in punilhment, than any re- 
lief or redemption to be wrought for them, who will 
nakedly hazard themfelvcs in known perils, without 
ordnance, ammunition, and a lliip of fullicient bur* 
den. 

But to return : The maritime provinces which lie 
between Egypt and Ceuta, overgain If Gibraltar, be- 
ing the Ifraits, are thefe, Gyrene, Bar- 
77^ Barba - ca, Marmot ica, Ezzebba, the Tnpo* 

rian provin - lian jurifdi&ion, the kingdoms of Tunis, ^ 
ccs betivixt Abirouh, Arradetz, Trcmizen, Ah 
Egypt and gier, and a part of Fez ; extending to 

Gibraltar. two thoufand three hundicd maritime 

miles. All which, by ignorant leanten, 
and ruvid Moors, is termed Barbary , who cannot dii* 
tinguilh parts nor provinces, but even as the oriental 
Turks do, that denominate all Alia Minor under the 
name Carmania, and know no further of their ancient 
nor particular, titles. 

Now, as concerning their cuftoms, it is the fafhion 

of 
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of all thefe Barbarian Moors, in mairying of theii 
wives, that after the bridegroom and the bride arc in- 
rolled by their Totfecks, or priefls, in the molqnc, bt- 
foie the parents of each putv, ami the biide pitkntly 
brought home to the houie of her hnihand, accompa- 
nied with all their friends, mufic, and revelling, he 
Immediately wiihdraweth her to a private chamber, ha- 
ving, only one old woman handing by them in acointr 
of the room ; where he lying with the bride, and flic 
being found a maid, by a ccitain cloth laid under her 
pi ivy place, which being by the old l.agg drawn our, 
and found Iprmkled with loots of blood, flic picfuit- 
nh it jirli ro him, as a token of virginbv ; and tht a 
forthwith iimneth through the honle, among all the 
Jiiends of tlie new mairied couple, crying wiih a loud 
voice, and cairying the bloody napkin in her hand, 
“ The virgin-bride is bioken up.” Whereat they all 
rejoice, giving rewards and good cheer to the ci\er. 
hut if the bride be not found a maid, then he rctum- 
tth her back unto her p units; uii.ch 
they account as an immoi tal iliame, and The /,* \i! cf 
die nuptial fealf, and all the ailillinta Myr.Jb 
thereunto, are i'uddcnly dilmitU-d ; but w 
T a vi i gin, the banquet continuuh all 
the iirh day, with great cheer, dancings, revelling*, 
\drh inulical indruments of divers ioits. 

The fecond night is only the lead of women for both 
panics. And the third banquet is made on the leventh 
day after the nuptial; the proviiion of which the fa- 
jher of the bride fendeth to the houie of his new fon- 
m law ; where, after this banquet, and the leventh 
day, in the next morning the bridegroom gocth then 
•fbio.id from his houie (which he doth not till the a- 
mrefaid time) unto the market-place, where he buveth 
:i number of fifh, to carry with him to his dwelling as 
:| of good luck, it being an ancient culfom through 
die mod part of all the northern Afric. 

f’he men and women at Inch meetings dance a- 
pyt, each of them having their own rnude and orders 
merriment.

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f They have alfo a cuftom, when that infants begin 
to breed teeih, their parents will make a folemn feaft 
to all the children of the town, with divers ceremo- 
nies ; which cuftom they nreferve yet in divers parts of 
Italy. 

The women through all Birbary wetr abundance of 
bracelets on their arms, and rings in their ears, but not 
through the nole and lips, as the Egyptians do ; and 
turn alio the nails of their hands and feet to red, ac- 
counting it a bafe thing to lee a white nail. The meri 
here, for the molt part, are the belt archers and horfe* 
men that arc in Afric, and take great pleafure in breed- 
ing of their haibs. So they are both active and cou- 
rageous, and very defperate in all their attempts, being 
all of the Mahometan religion, though more ignorant 
thereof than the Turks; fome whereof are fubjeft to 
the Turk, fome to the Emperor of Motocco, and fome 
to their own barbarous princes. 

And now it was my fortune here in Algier, after 
twelve days abode, to meet with a French lapidary, 
**'■ Monf. Chatteline, born in Aix du Pro- 

Mon f Chat tc - venee, v\ ho intending to vilit Fez, join- 
line , a French ed company with me, and we with cer- 
hipidiny . tain merchants of Algier that were go- 

ing thither, being in all thirty pallengcrs 
with two Janizaries and a dragoman. 

Whence advancing our way, fome on mules, and 
fome on foot, with allcs carrying our baggage and pro- 
vision, we left the maritime towns of Salee and Ti- 
tuan, far to the well:, on our right hand, and facing,, 
the inland, we marched for three days through a fruit- 
ful and populous foil : and although the people’s bar- 
barous and difdainful countenances were awful, yet we 
two went hill free of tiibutes, as not being a thing 
with them cuftomary, to execute cxa&ion on Franks, 
as the Turks ami Moors do in Alia; neither under- 
hood they what ue were, being clad with company* 
and after their falhion; fave only that nature had let 
a fairer ft amp on my face than theirs, which often I 
wifhed had been as black as their uglinefs. In h 1IS 

• journeying) 
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journeying, mixed with pain and pleafure, we founa 
every where ftrong wines, abundmce of excellent 
bread, and the bell and greaceft hens bred on th- catAi 
with plenty of figs, fruits, olives, and delicious oil ’ 
yea, and innumerable villages, the houfes whereof civ 
all built wiih mud, and piattormed on their tops ; ami 
fo are they in Alia, and all Afric over. 

Upon the fourth diy, having paifed the plairs, we 
entered into a hilly country, ya pafturablo ; where I 
beheld, here and there, clouds of tents, filled v i ul mi . 
ritime people, that were fled hi, her Com the K«i-coail 
for the frelh and cooling air. 

And upon thefe plealant and irnbiagcous heights I 
law the fields ovcrciad with flocks of flieep and <>oat$ ; 
wnich flieep are wondrous great, hiving from their 
tumps and hips broad and tnick tails gi owing, and 
hanging to the ground, fome whereof, when fold, will 
weigh fixteen, eighteen, or twenty pounds weight, and 
upwards. Here, among the mountains, our company 
knowing well the count] y, took a great advantage oV* 
the way ; and on the fcwiuh day, in the *** 

morning, we arrived at the gi eat town My m rival 
ot Fez; where the Frenchman and I at Fsz, 
were conducted by fome of our compa- 
ny to a great Moorifh inn or tavern ; and there recei- 
ved : we were as kindly antj refne&ivcly ufed as ever l 
was in any part of the Turk’s dominions, being now out 
of them, and in the empire of Morocco. 

This city of Fez is iituate upon the bodies and twice 
•doable hoping faces of two hills, like to Granada in 
• Andclufia in Spain, the interval or low valley between 
oth (through which the torrid river of Munaheba run- 
n eth fouthward) being the centre and chief place, is the 
moft beautiful and populous part of the city ; the lima- 
tll)n °f which, and of the whole, is jult let under the 
tro P»c of Cancer.

arc infinite muchandife, and ware of all forts, to b. 
fold. 

The people of both kinds arc c loathed in long bi C( che • 
and bate ankles, with icd or yellow (hoes, fhod wit’ 
iion on the hech, and on the toes with white horn * 
and wear mi their bodies long tobes of linen or d 
mity, and iilken w.ulhoats of divers colouis. Tin 
„ behaviour of the vn’gar being far more civil toward 
itrangcrs than at Conftantinople, or clfcwhere in ah 
Tin lev.. 

'1 he iwinuii here go unmalkcd abroad, wtating on 
their he., els bioad arid lound caps, made of flraw cn 
ftuall le-.ds, to lhaeh their fares Horn the fun; and 
damnable hhidiimtb, l eing piepared botli ways to fate 
fy the luff of llnir In \iiri<»ns villains; neither are tlwv 
fo ilrictly kept as the i mkilii women, marching when' 
tluy pleafe. 

There are twelve thoufand allowed brothel- houles nv 
this town, the com .elans being neatly kept, and wed . 
ly well looked to by phyiiciam ; but wot it of all, in tlw 
futnmer time, they openly licentiate three thoufand 
common llews of lodomitical boys ; nay, l have led’, 
at mid-day, in the very market-places, the Moors bug- 
gering thefe filthy carrions, and, without fhame or pu- 
mfhment, go fictly away. 

There aie feveral feats of iufticc hen-, (though 
to vindicate beaftlii.cfs), occupied by Cadeis and San* 
recks, which twice a* week hear differences and com- 
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plaints. Their chief ScrifF, or vicegerent, being feift 
from Morocco, is returned hither again every thiid 
year. 

The two hills on both fiJcs of the pi mured city, 
call: and wed, are over-clad with dreets 
and houles of two doiies high, being Thcbcaniy 
beautified Hfo with delicate gardens, and at Jtncalnrls 
un their extreme doping paits, wirh cj tez, 
numbers of mofques and watch-towers ; 
on which heights, and about the town, there Hand 
three hundred wind-mills, mod part whereof pertain 
to the molques, and the two magnificent college; c- 
iceted for the education of chiidien in the Mahome- 
tan law # . 

One of which academies cod the King Ilabahenor 
in building of it, four hundred and fixry thouiand du- 
cats. Jacob, Ion to Abduiach the find king of the fa- 
milies of Mcennons, divided IVz in three paits, and 
with three feveral walls ; though now inviicned with 
only one, and that btoken down in i undry parts. 

The chief mofquc in it is called ALimmo Cu/rartff /, 
iignifying the gloiy of Mahomet, heir \ an Italian mile 
iii compafs, and beautified with ILvenieen high ground

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fleeples, bcfidcs turrets and towers ; having thirty-four 
entering doors : being fiupported within, and by the 
length, with forty-eight pillars, and twenty-three ranges 
of piliars in breadth ; belidcs many ifles, choirs, and 
circular rotundots : every pillar having a lamp of oil 
burning thereat, whcie there, and through the whole 
mofque, there ate every night nine hundred lamps light- 
ed ; and to maintain them, and a hundred Totfecks 
and preaching Talifmans, the rent of it extendeth to 
two hundred ducats a-day ; neverthelcfs there are in 
the city bell Jcs it, more than four bundled and fixty 
mofques buy whereof are well benefited, and fupeib- 
iy decorated, within and without, with 
ifonous and txtiaordinary workman- 
ihip, whofe roois within are all Mofaic 
work, and curiouliy indented with gold, 
and the walls and pillars being of guiy 
marble, intei larded with white alaba- 
der ; and fo is the chief rnolque too, in which Mon- 
lieur Clvatteline and I went three (undry times, ac- 
companied with our JUoorift holV, who from their 
prieft had procured that licence for us. This city a- 
boundeth in a«» manner of provilion fit for man or 
beaft, and is the goodlidt place of all north Afric, 
containing an hundred and twenty thoufand fire-houfes, 
and in them a million of fouls. Tiuly this is a world of 
a city, and may lather (econd Grand Cairo, than lub- 
join itfell to Condantinople, being far (uperior in great- 
nel’s to Aleppo. For tilde are the four greateft cities 
that ever I law, in the world, either at home or abroad. 

The citizens here, are very model!, and zealous at 
their divine lervices, but great dancers and revellers on 
their folemn fdtival days, wherein they have bull-baiting, 
niaiqueiades, finging of rhymes, and procdlions of 
pridts. The Moors of Fez and Motocco, in times pad, 
had divers excellent perlonages, well learned, and very 
civil; for arnengd the Mahometan kings, one cannot 
too much piaile the Kings Almanfor, Maunon, and 
liucceph, being, moll excdknt men in their ftiperftition* 
In whole times ilourifhcd the mod famous phy* 

. fi;ians, 



in Europe, Asia, and Africa. 343 

ficians, and philofophers, that were among the Pagans^ 
as Avicenne, Rafis, Albumazar, Averroes, &c. with 
other great numbers maintained by the kings of Mo- 
rocco, that then were mailers of ail Barbary and Spain: 
as in Spain may be yet feen (though now fallen in de- 
cay) a great number of thcr colleges, fhewing they 
were great lovets of their religion and doftiiue, and 
are fo to this day ; lave only in their drinking of wine, 
forbidden by their Alcoran. They were great deviici 
too, of gallant Iportings, cxcrcilG, tt uinament*, and 
bull-baiting, which Spain rctaineth to this day ; yea, 
and the Romans did learn, and tollow many ot them. 

Here, in Fez, there be a gie.it number of poets, that 
make longs on divers fubjedts, cTpecully of love and 
lovers, whom they openly name in their rhymes, with- 
out rebuke or lhame. All which poets, once tveiy 
year, againft Mahomet’s birth-day, make thymes to his 
praife : mean while, in the afternoon of that fcftiv.il- 
tlay, the whole poets aftembling in the 
market-place, there is a dalked chair Poets among 
prepared for them, whereon they mount, Ba\ bar inn 4 
one after another, to recite their verl'es, in gnat re- 
in audience of all the people ; and he put:. 
who by them is judged to be bell, is 
efteemed all that year above the reft, having this epi- 
thet, The Prince oj poets, and is by the vicegerent and 
town rewarded. But in the time of the Mcennon 
kings, the prince, on that day, in his own palace, did 
convene the whole citizens, in whole prefence he made 
a iblemn feaft to all the bell poets ; cauling every one 
of them to recite the praife of Mahomet bduie his face, 
ftanding on a high lea fib Id : anti to him that was thought 
to excel the reft, the king gave a hundred iultans of 
gold, an boric, a woman-llave, and the long lobe that 
was about him for the time ; and to each of the reft he 
gave fifty luhans; fo that eveiy one had iome recom- 
pence for their pains. Indeed a w 01 thy obfervance, 
and would to God it were now the cuftom of our Fu- 
i’opcan princes to do the like, and especially of this ifle, 
would the bravstl wits, and quickell brains, ftudy 
Y 4» 
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v and drive to fliow the ingenuity of their ftyle and preg- 
nant invention, which now is cchpfed and Imutheicd 
down, becaule, now .idays, there is neither regard nor 
jcw.iui for Inch excellent penmen. Fez vims anciently 
named S\ Ida, whole kingdom has Atlas to the louth, 
the liver ol Jhirdiaga to the cad, and 'i'lemizen i\lo- 
locco to the well; and the coniines of Guargula and 
a p,iit oi the lea to the not lb. Having Ipent in In/ 
leventec n days, in all which time wc 
Ji }rgni\ daily converted with lorne (.hiiilian A 
AV ‘ t't'i lulines, lleragensor FahKjjn.ni negroes, 
lome whmof weie muclntnts, and 
lome religious; and MonlieurChatm- 
•line's bulnieL not dueled, ieeking diamonds and pie- 
ciiuib (tones to Ini), was lerioully adviled by them, to 
go to Aii.uon, a gieat town on the fiontiers ol d,.; 
noi tliii n Hdhiop.a, whue he would liud .ihuml mce 
of furh at an taly tate ; giving him a puled duettum 
for his p.dlage thithu, bung thntydays journey: lie 
concluded with their counlel Ins relolutiou, and per- 
suading me to die lame intention, I yielded, being ova- 
milteied with the gittdy ilcliit of more lights. 

■Meanwhile’, lor our conduct, welnie a thagoman 
Moor, that (poke Italian, to be our lmerpietcr, and 
with him a tent, and two Mooiilh drudges, to guide, 
guard, and ieive us, by the way, lor iilty-cight lultans 
ol gold, eighteen pounds four lhillings Lngliih : In.* 
ving iix of their kinlmen fait bound to a lanzack or 
jultice, lor our lives, libel tics, and money. 

Hereupon, ha\ ing provided oui felves with all neccil u y 
things, ant! a nude to cany our victuals, water, and bag- 
page, we diieh.irgcd our unconiuonable hoilage, at 
twenty afpers a-d t y the man, being thirty lour Hulling, 
to each oi it*' ; and wue hi ought on om way, by the 
alorciaid Vhijiiuiu Uuayuu, lour league s : whue, ha- 
ving kit slum, u idi duiilul thanks, we Ictfmwaid on 
our lomiuy, .md lorhun d.u,s loyuitcr wue not 
viulendy moiened by a*>y tinny, un muA i aide h :at, 
fin ling tented people and leattutd vill i( y ■, all the way. 

d he ugluli day the way beu g muonic anel ioek.y, 
and (.'Lattclin; cn foot< h; iuecunii;; 1, and could iv 
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fubfifl, not being ufed to travel on foot ; and, for our* 
better fpeed and his relief, we mounted 
him aloft on the top of our baggage, Chatteline the 
At lalt arriving at Ahctzo, (ulicie we trench lapi- 
repolal) being the furtheif and louth- dary jails 
molt town of the kingdom of Fez, com- Jnk, 
poled of a thouland lhe-houles, well for- 
tified wiih walls, and a ganilon of floors in it, fuhje£l 
to the Emperor of Mmocco, the Frenchman, long ere 
diy, Ell lick of a burning fevu' ; whereupon we (laid 
jive d.i\ >, expelling his health ; which growing woile 
and worle, and he mind lid to return, which l would 
nor, I left him in file cultody, and one of our drud- 
ges to attend him to Fez. And bearing the cbaiges of 
the other two, according to the forma' condition, I 
ht foiward for my pui pole, which ere long turned to 
Lid lepcntance. 

Leaving Ahetzo behind us, and cnteiing the coun- 
try of the Agarocs, we found the belt inhabitants 
halPclad, the vulgar naked, toe countiy \oid of villa- 
ges, rivers, or cultivate ; hut the foil licli in belfi.4, 
abounding in (beep, goals, camels, dromedaries, and 
palling good holies: Having .m Lancer of their own, 
being fubjedt to none, but to his own paflious, and 
them, to the dilpolhion or his wicked nature; yet he 
and they had a baUml-fhow of the Mahometan reli- 
gion. Their cattle aic w.ueu-d wall fomce.->, and the 
nafloral fields with the nightly dew, and thunlelves vvitli 
the waterifh concavity or the earth. In our fix days 
toil, travelling this country, we had many troubles 
and fnarhngs from thole lavages ; who loinctimes ovei - 
laboured us with baftinaiiocs, and wcie fhli inquirous 
what I was, and whither l went ; yea, and it was dif- 
Lculr enough for the dragoman to lave my life and li- 
bei ty. 


Having paft the perverfenefs of this calamity, upon 
die Icvcnth day we encountered with an- ^ ^ ^ , 

other foil, and a woile hike ot the Ha* , }e * L b ' 
I’ttts or Jamnites, moll pare whereof r a ** an * 
Wuc white Moors, a people more ugly J> J' mni u ‘ 
dtan the Negioes ; yet foa e of the better fort had their

^members covered, but of condition far more wicked 
than the former. 

They are ruled by a Seriff, whofe guard is compofcd 
of women, and young Balars, pages; feeming rather 
to live without religion, than acknowledging any kind 
of deity. Here my Dragoman doubting of his paflape, 
and the difficulty of the country, which arofe from his 
ignorantnefs thereof, was inforced to hire a Hagan 
guide, to bring us to the province of Abadud, border- 
ing with ^Ethiopia. But our guide having led us for five 
days together fouth-eaftward, and almoft contrary to our 
purpofe ; in the fixth night, he hole away, while we dept, 
either for fear or fall'ehood, miftaking our journey, or 
deceiving us for defpite, the half of his wages being paid 
him before. Well, the villain gone, I and my Drago- 
man the next day continuing our faces in the fame di- 
rection, we were long ere night involved in a difinha- 
bited countiy, being a defert, and dangerous for wild 
beads, and full of mountains. Pitching our tent near 
to a rock, we burnt all that night dirubs of Para, to 
iTfiight the beads of all kinds, and lo did we eveiy 
night of that woful wandering, which darning light, 
their nature cannot abide. Day come, and our com- 
fort yet fredi, we fought further in, thinking to find 
people and tents to relieve us with victuals, and inform 
us of the country ; but we found none, nor for feven 
days thereafter. The matter growing hard, and our 
victuals and water being done, we were forced to rely 
upon tobacco, and to drink our own pifs, for the time 
aforefaid. 

The foil we daily traced was covered with hard and 
foft fands, and them full of ferpents, being interlarded 
with rocky heights, faced with caves and dens; the ha- 
bitation of wild beafb, whole hollow cries, as we heard 
in the night, fo we too often faw their bodies in the day, 
efpecially jackals, bears, and boars ; and 
fometimes cymbers, tygers, and leopards, 
againffc whom in the day-time, if they ap- 
' proached us, we either {hot ofTaharque- 
bufs, or elfe flalhed fome powder in tbs 
air ; the fmell whereof no ravenous beaft can abide.

Then next, and nigh, the crawling ferpents lurk 
Still under foot fome dung-fwoln fmart to work ;

< ljcI i iie.il, inch hunger, and lueli toil, did tlucaten uk 
• with death, to main: me leek hack for our neareli i 
fuge: whereupon, holding our courie north-cad, my 
compal-i di d bung our guide, we met early on the eighth 
day with nine hundred lav ige;, nak*d Libyan Sabuuk, 
live bundled wliLieof were women, aimed with bow, 
and arrows , who, with their accomplices, the fonuu 
night had put to the lwoid three hundred Bcrdoam, 
their neighboui -tribe, canying away above fix thou- 
fand lheepand goats, belidcs other cattle ; from when , 
:iicu* our light of their Emir orpiince, we had iii :i 
,-liberty of life, and then relief of food ; for he came ui. 
in tlie rear, with an hundred ho; iemcn charged wit.'t 
lialf-pik.es, headed at both ends with lharp keel. T In- 
pc ticn of their ptince was only cloatii- 
T/:c Pi incc 'f cd irom his breads down to his inidJk 
tic S.iimnk's thigh, with a ctimfon veil of iilk hanjj- 
apl tire!. iug on his naked lliouldeis with colour- 

ed libands, and on his head a party-co- 
louied fhalh, fet iike a garland. Both. Ids knees weu 
hire, io wuc his ankles, the calves of lus Itgs bunj 
g'rdv d v iili crimkm li Ik, and on his fi et y- !low ihots , 
Ins beard was like his face, burnt with the fun, and lm 
age was like to my own, of thii ty-ihree years. His u* 
iigion is damnable, fo is his life; for he and all d 1 
four tiibcso; Libyaftvorfhip onlv for their God, gar 
lick; having alums, piicfts, and lupu ditious lites a" 
iiexidtoit: thinking gailick, bong (trong of itftL, 
and the mod part of their loud, to have a loveretg 11 
value in an herbal deity. All Ills eourtLis were ft-k 
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naked except his page, who was even covered like to 
the king his matter. 

And now having difmified his army for the way, 
and failing in an hour’s pai ley with us, at hs depar- 
ture he complimented me with his bow, and a quiver of 
arrows, which afterward i prefented to his Maejfty, 
then prince. 

There is a merry fecret here concerning the women, 
which often I recited to King James of blefud memorv, 
(hewing him alio three cutibcates of this my defer t. 
v/andeiing ; one of which was confirmed by Englifh 
Waird at Tunis, upon the Dragoman’s report ; though 
now they, with all my other patents, are loft in the in- 
tjuilition of Malaga. This former fa\age prince fends 
a guide with us four days journey, the condition of his 
man’s wages being made by Limieif, and 1 rankly advb 
iidus, that Tunis was our beft and nearclt ret ourfe. 
Which being forcibly coniklered, I was con drained to 
renew my bargain with the Dragoman, at the rate oi 
huiy live fultans of gold, to bring me lately lather. 

'Ibis Sa’ounk guide, to whom I ga\c live foltan^ 
thiityTive (hillings, bi ought 11 s through the mo ft habi- 
table vallies, and beft clad paflages of the country, with 
tents ; wlu rc, every day once, we found water, bread# 
garlic k, and onions, and fometimes hers at tv'enty af- 
ipers the piece, two (hillings ; which we would roalr# 
or fcorch dry, (if truth may have credit), at the very* 
face of the lun, and fo eat them. Upon the fifth day, 
our guide leaving us in the afternoon, ucil fettled a- 
oiong four hundred tents of Numidhn Moots, or b«i- 
hard Arabians, pitched in a plealant valley, between 
two fourccs of water, we fluid flill th-'re repoling our* 
hives, and lefrefhing our bodies with victuals, for 
u 'iie days.

And now from hence renewing our 
the fun. guides from place to place, and defeent!- 
ing fiom lavage Moors to civil Moors, 
we arrived (though with great difficulty and danger) 
fafely at Tunis. 

And to conclude this eighth part, there are three 
Begierbeg-fhips in the Higher and Low- 
The Degler - er Barbary ; the firft is at Tripoli's, 
hegfhip of which was taken in bySinan BafTa, from 
Uarbary . the knights of Malta, 1551, and com- 
manded! under him eight thoufand Ti- 
mariots, befides fix thoufand Janizaries. The fecontl 
is at Tunis, the Beglerbeg whereof being of great au- 
thority, commandeth under him twelve fanzacks, and 
thirty-five thoufand Timariots ; the third is that of Al- 
gier, whofe balhaw hath under him fourteen fan- 
zacks, and the command of forty thouland Timariots. 
Thefe are all the beglerbegs the great Turk retaineth 
in Africa, except the great Vifier Baffiaw of Egypt ; 
although in Afia Major and Minor, he commandeth, 
ia feveral provinces and kingdoms, thirty bafhaws or 
beglerbegs.

A nd now my wifli, and my arrival, being both 
defirous, for a while I fettled in Tunis, and dis- 
patched my Dragoman, and the other Barbarian hire- 
rs* with a greater conlideration, than rny two former 
conditions allowed me ; yet being urged to it by Cap- 
lam Waird’s decerniturc, I freely performed his direc- 
{1 °n. My conductor gone, and I flaying here, Cap- 
! a,n Waird fent twice one of his fervants with me, to 
ce tvvo fundry ovens drawn, being full o£ young chick- 
ens, 
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cns, which are not hatched by their mo- 
The hatching there, but in a furnace. The method 
of chickens is thus : The oven is firft fpread over 

without their with warm camel’s dung, and upon it 
mothers. the eggs, clofing the oven. Then be- 

hind the oven there is a daily conveyance 
of heat, venting through a paflage beneath the dung, 
juft anfwerable to the natural warmnds of the hen's 
belly ; upon which moderation, within twenty days, 
they come to natural perfection.

the only inveterate enemy of the Moors, Captain 
being employed by the French king in Danfer r em - 
nnibaflage, to relieve two and twenty ployment. 
French barks that were captivated, done 
by the policy of the baihaw, to draw Danfer hither, not- 
withftanding that he was then retired, and married in 
Mai fei lies. 

Well, he is come, and anchoterl in the road, ac- 
rompanied with two French gentlemen ; two of which 
came alhorc, and fahred the Bafliaw in Danfei’s be* 
half. They are made welcome, and the next day the 
Baihaw went i rankly aboard of Danfer, feconded vvi;h 
twelve followers. Danfer took the piricnce of the Ba- 
maw for a great favour, and feafled him with good 
cheer, great quailing, founding trumpets, and roaring 
diets, and none more fimiliar than the diflembling 
Baihaw, and overjoyed Danfer, that had relieved the 
bulcs; for they were all lent to him that morning, 
nor wanting any thing. 

After deep cups, the Baihaw invites him to come 
Ihoie the day following, and to dine with him in the 
iortrcls; to which unhappy Danlcr confented ; and 
the time come, he landed with twelve gentlemen, and 
coming near the caltle, was met with twu Turks to n> 
ccive him : where, having pallid the 
thaw-bridge, and the gate Unit behind The untime - 
Mm, his company was denied entrance; ly death of

m uch ado efcaped ; but, for the other gentlemen a-

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Jr aboard of the redeemed barks, whence they hoifted 
tails for Marfcilles. 

Lo, there was a Turkifh policy, more fublime and 
crafty than the bell European alive could have for- 
med. A little while thereafter, the aforefaid Hol- 
lander being ready to go for lea, I bad good night to 
generous Wait'd, and his froward runagates ; where, 
being imbarked, and with proiperous winds, upon the 
third clay, we landed at Malta ; and there leaving my 
kind Flemings, and their negotiation, 1 went a-lhore, 
Filming again my former hod. 

The fifth day of my flaying here, I faw a Spanifh 
foldier and a Maltczen boy burnt in alhes, for the pu- 
blic profeflion of fodomy ; and long before nig.’w, 
there were above an hundred bardafloes, whorifh bovs, 
that fled away to Sicily in a galliot, for fear of fne; 
but never one bugeron ffirred, being few or none there 
fiee of it.

The Maletze anciently did adore the goddefs June, 
whofc temple was fuperbly adorned with rich decora- 
tions, and to which, for homage and devotion, came 
all the inhabitants of the circumjacent ifles, bringing 
rich prefents and gifts ; and they were alfo honoured 
with the temple of Hercules, the ruins of which appear 
to this day.

After this, the chapel clerk, a prieft of the order, 
receiving him with divers ceremonies, taketh a black 
cloak in his hand, and (hewing him the white crofs 
that is fixed thereon, demandeth if he doth not believe 
that to be the fign of the crofs whereon Jefus Clirift 
was crucified for our fins ; he conhfi'eth it, killing the 
uols : after which, his receiver putteth the ciofs of 
the cloak upon the heart and left-fide of the new-made 
knight, faying, “ Receive this fign in the name t>f the 
Tiinity, the blefied mother of God, the Virgin Mary, 
and of St John the Baptifi, for the augmentation of the 
Catholic faith, the defence of the Clnifihn name, 
and fcrvice of the poor ; alio we put this ciofs on thy 
Icft-lide, to the end that thou maytft love it with all 
thy heart, and with all thy right hand, for to defend 
it : And if, in fighting againlt the enemies of Jefus 
Cfmfi, thou llult happen to II y, and leave this holy 
behind thee, thou (halt of good right be deprived 
<>i this holy religious order, and of our company?' 
This done, he knitteth the cordon of the clo.»k about 
him, faying, “ Receive the yoke of our Lord that is 
hveet and light, and thou (halt find red for thy foul.” 
1 his fpoke, he kifieth the cordon, f’o do ail the knights 
Handing around, and there are made unto him divers 
orations and precepts contained in the book of their 
ordinances. They have a priefihood too of this fame 
order, being maL-priells, that wear this badge of the 
white crofi. 

Now bidding farewel to Malta, and to mine afore* 
iaid country-gentlcmnn William Douglas, 1 landed the 
nt xt moining at Sicily in Cicilia, being twenty leagues 
didant. And now this being the third time of my tra- 
iling this kingdom, (triple experience, deeper knovv- 
K ’dgc;, I begin to give you a perfect defenption 
‘hereof.

It was called Sicilia from the Siculi or Sicani, who 
polufted it, and hath been famous in all former a es : 
By Diodorus Siculus it was called the Paragon of if.ts ; 
by I mis Livius, the garden of Italy : It was alio an- 
ciently called the Orange of the Romans t and is never . 
whit decayed to this day. 

The length of the ifland lieth eaft and weft, in cir- 
cuit lix hundred, and fifty broad, and in length two 
hundred and forty kalian miles. The 
The fertility foil is incredibly fiuitful, excelling in nil 
oj Stalia, forts of grain, as corns, wheat, wine, 
fugar, rice, oil, fait, allum, ah kinds 
of fruits, whokfome herbs, exceeding good li!k, ex- 
cellent mines of metal, and the beft coral in the world 
is found here, btfide Trapundy ; growing under th' 
water green and tender ; but when ariling above, it 
berometh red and haul. The like whereof is laid to 
be found in the Bed Sea, and gulf of Perfia. 

The moft of the towns and villages within land are 
huilded on the higluft hills, and greateft heights in the 
country. The realon is twofold : Firft, it ferveth them 
forfticngth, and is agieat defence in time of coiian' 
invalions, of which divers arc fo ftrait in 
Towns jet on afeending, that one may ealily ldift and 
heights, re- • beat down live hundred. The leeotvd 
frve good ’is, bccaufc their dwellings being ho 
air. hove the parching plains, thefe fiuiauom 

aicgooU nrcfci vati\cs lor their health, 

wh creon 
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whereon they have a fweet and cooling air, \vhicj», 
in fuch a hot climate, is the fovereign lalve to pnven: 
ficknels. 

Their villages are far dill ant, fome fix, ten, fifteen, 
twenty, miles one from another, in all which gmunds 
there is no iequeitnite houle, unlds (being a highway) 
it be a fundaco, or inn. About the liJcs of the hill, 
whereon their towns Band, grow all their wines, and on 
the plains nothing but red wheat, which for goodnels 
is unparaliellcd *, and the bell bread, and abundance of 
it in the world is here. Sicilia was formerly divided into 
three region;, to wit, the valley of Demonia, contain- 
ing /Etna, Catagna, Mdllna, and that angle of Cap di 
Faro, of old Pelora ; the other, the valley of Media, 
containing Syracufa, Terra Nova, and the angle of 
Cap di Coro, of old Lilybea ; and the thiid was the 
valley of JMalzara, containing Palermo, 

Tiapundy, Malzara, and the angle of The ancient 
Cap di P.ilFero, old Pachinum. JUa- divjknofSi- 
ny think, that Sicilia was icntfioml* ului. 
taly by the violence of waters at the ge- 
neral deluge, lome bygien earthquakes; and fome 
limply conjecture the caule to have proceeded from 
combuflious ACtna, which is mere ridiculous. 

There are diveis grounds and valleys in this iile, 
that abound lo in wheat, that the inhabitants receive 
an hundred meafurcs for one, and commonly are called 
the Fields of an hundred meafurcs* 

The Sicilians, for the moil part, are bied oiarors, 
which made the Apulians tarn them, Men cf three 
Tonnues : Behdes, they are full of wit- 

y did'hinf me 

»y leniences, and plealant m their ren- , 
tounters ; yet, among themlclves, they 
arc full of envy, (meaning their former 
kmdndles unto if rangers), lulpicious and dangetous 
in converlation, being lightly given to anger and of- 
fences, and ready to take revenge of any injuiy com- 
mitted. But indeed 1 mull confds, more ptneious 
bran the Italians, who murder their -enemies in the 
^>ght ; ior they challenge one another to tingle combat, 
^d that manfully, without iumdulcnt practices.

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They are curious, and great lovers of novelties, and 
full of quicknefs and rare inventions in all kinds of fci- 
ences, great intelligencers and lovers of hi dories ; as 
I found in divers of them who knew the paflages for- 
merly of my country fo exquifitely, that I was aftonilli- 
ed at their lelations, fo agieeable with the truth, and 
times pad. The parliament of Sicily hath a wonderful 
great authority; infomuch that the viceroy cannot 
have the free gift, (as they call it), which is every thiid 
year, nor no extraordinary thing, nor the renewing of 
any matter concerning the commonwealth, without the 
general confent of the whole kingdom. The general 
council whereof is compofed of three 
The great branches, called by them, the Anns of 
council cf Si- the kingdom , v.z tirlf, the prelates and 
cilia, inferior clergymen, named the Arm eul- 

fiafiic ; fecondly, of Barons, called t'r: 
Arm military ; and the third, the commidir.neis of ci- 
ties and towns, intitled the Ann Srgnhrnil. The crown- 
?*ent of this kingdom, amouutcth 10 a million and a 
hjjf of duckets yearly ; which being difbui led ever for 
entertaining of captains, garrifons, and galleys, and 
corlair-ihips, the badgdioes, and fervants for the fields, 
the maintaining of towers and watches about the coads, 
the reparation of colleges, highways, Lords penfions, 

* and other defiayings, there reds little or nothing at all 
to the king. 

I remember in my twice being in this kingdom, (Spe- 
cially the fecund time, wherein I compafled the whole 
Blind, and thrice traverfed the middle parts thereof 
from fca to fea), I never law any of that nation 
beg bread or feek alms ; fitch plenty abounds here. 
And 1 dare avow ir, (experience taught me), that tre 
poore ft creatine in Sicily eateth as good bread, as the 
bed prince in Chtiftcndom doth. The p< ople ate v cny 
humane, ingenious, eloquent, and pleat. uu : their lan- 
guage, in many words, is nearer the Laim than the if- 1 ' 
ban, which they promilcuoufly pronounce : fmiewhat 
talkative they ate, but effeminate ; but geneiailv won- 
derful kind to ft: anger;. In the months of July nnd 
v Augufu 
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Auguft, all the maritime towns every year, are ftrift- 
jy and ftrongly guarded with them of the inland vif- 
lages and bourges, both on foot and horfe-back ; who 
■ U e compelled to lie there at their own charges, lo long 
as this foafon lafteth, in which they fear the incur- 
sions of the Turks ; but the reft of the year, thefc 
leacoaft towns are left to the vigilant cuftody ot the in- 
dwellers. 

This country was ever fore opprefied with rebels 
and banditti, until fuch time that the 
military Duke ot Sona came to rule The Duke of 
there as viceroy, anno i6ir ; where, in Sona vueroy 
the ftrft year, he brought in live bun- of Sicilia. 
dred, fome whereof were hanged, fome 
paidoned, and fome committed to the galleys. So that 
within two years of his four years government, there 
was not one of them to be found in all Sicilia ; the like 
before was never fecn in this region, nor one in whorn 
Altrea’s woith was more honoured, in foititudcof 
mind, and execution of true juftice, than this Duke, 
before whole face the filly ones did lliine, and the proud 
ftilf- necked opprefTors did tremble. 

And, in a word, he was no oppreflbr of the fubjefts, 
(as many now be), to fatisfy either licentious humouis, 
or to enrich light headed flatterers ; but ferving juftice 
he made juftice ferve him. For the equity of juftice 
of itl'elf cun oftend none ; neither of any will it be of- 
fended, unld* the corrupt tongue and hand of the mer- 
cenary judge fuller found judgement to perilh for tem- 
porary rdpedts, which this noble governor could never 
do, neither fuller any inferior magiftrate to do the like 
under him ; as it well appeared by his juft proceedings 
againft the Jeluiis of Palermo, and the authoi icy impo- 
led upon them in fpite ot their ambition. I he cir- 
cumdances whereof were very plauiible, if time per- 
muted me ; and yet my patience could perform it with 
piealure.

An equitable a knight’s lervant in a brothebhoufe, the 
juft ice for in- brother of a fhoemaker ; which fellow

The cardinal having, only for the pricft’s fa ft, dif- 
charged him to fay mils fora year, without iathfic- 
tion for the mm’s life; fo the Duke inhibited the 
fhoc maker to make <hoes for a year; and nevertheld-j 
allowed him two linkings a-day to maintain him fur 
that time.

The chief remarkable thing in this ille, from all an- 
rquity, is the burning hill of ./Etna, called now Monti 
Bt'lhj or (iifutio, fgndyhg a la.r mountain; fo it 
being of height, towards Catagna fig;n the fcn-lile, hi- 
teen , Sicilian miles, and in circuit fury. The north ftk*

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cowards Rindarza, at the root, being unpayable fteep # 
yet gathering on all parts fo narrow to the top, as if k 
had been induftrioufly fqnared, having a large profpe6t 
to lea ; about the lower parts whereof grow exceeding 
good wines, corns, and olives. 

And now in my fecond travels, and return from A* 
frica, I not being latisfied with the for- 
mer fight, the kind bilhop ofRindatzi My fecond 
courteoufly lent a guide with me, on view of JEt- 
his own charges, to v.ew the mountain mi. 
more flridlly. Amending on the eaft 
and pafiable part, with tedious toil, and curious climb- 
ing, we approached near to the fecond fire, being twelve 
miles high, which is the greatefl of the three now burn- 
ing in Ai tna ; whofc valt mouth or gulf is twice twelve 
icore long and wide, lying in a Araight valley between 
a perpendicular height and the main mountain, whole 
temble flames and making fmoke is monftreus fearful 
to behold. 

Having viewed and reviewed this, as near as nv/ 
guide durfl adventure, (the ground, meanwhik, 
whereon we flood wanning our feet, and is dangerous 
fur holes, without a perfect guide), we al'cended three 
miles higher to the main top, or cima, from which 
the other two fires had their beginning. Where, when 
come, we found it no way anfwerable to the greatnds 
of the middle fire ; the other two drawing from it the 
fubflance, wherewith it hath been anciently furnilh- 
e d : yet between them two upper lires I found abun- 
dance of fnow (being in July) lying on the north iides 
the hill. It was here, in this upmofl furnace, thsjr 
Empedocles the philofophcr call himfelf in, to be re- 
puted for a god.

To be a god, this curious wretch defives,

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, As we defcendcd on the north-eaft fide, we came to 
the third and loweft fire, which is within a Ihort mile 
of the mountain's foot, overagainft Rindatza ; and if 
it were not for a fulphurous river, which divideth the 
town and the hill, it would be in danger to be burnt. 
This lafl: and lead fire ran down in a combuflible flood, 
from the middle above, anno 1614, June 25. where the 
lulphur-ftreams, btloie it congealed, 
The loweft falling into a bituminous foil, where wine 
and third fire and olives grew, there ceafed, and daily 
cf Aetna. augmented more and more, having quite 
fpoiled the lands of two barons in Rin- 
datza. But the King of Spain, in recompence of t heir 
miferable mifhaps, did gratify them with fotne of his 
crown-lands for their maintenance. 

1 fpeak it credibly, 1 have found the relicks of theie 
fulphur dreams, which have burft forth from the up- 
molt tops ofifhna we if ward, above twenty miles in the 
plain. The realon of fuch ardent difgorgements is thus; 
that when the abundance of fulphur, being put oil 
♦dge with exceflive rain, and the bituminous lubllance 
{till increafing, which by the chaps, flits, and hollow 
chinks of the ground, (rent partly by the fun, and by 
the forcing flames), is blown by the wind as by a pair 
of bellows ; the vault or vail bofom of which ugly cell, 
not being able to contain fuch a compofiture of com- 
bullible matter, it impel uoufly vomiteth out, in an out- 
rageous torrent, which precipitately if 
The combufti - fueth forth, lo long as the heat lemain- 
ble matter if- eth ; and growing cold, it congealerh in , 
fuing cut of huge and black Itones, refembhng mine- 

Aetna's fire, ral metal, and full of finall holes, like 

to the compofcd cinders of a lmith’s 
forge, wherewith the houfes of nine towns circumjacent

• ^Etna, the highefl mountain in Sicily, and a dreadful volcano. 

It is the flrft ihyig dilcovcrtd in this iiland by Tailors when at fomc 
diftance. It appears like a prodigious chimney or column .of « rf * 
cf an cxtraoidinary &cc. It is of a circular tosm, and tcnnmates i' 1 

i a 
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This is tlm place which the poets did report to be t 
the fhop of Vulcan, where Cyclops did frame the thun- 
derbolts for Jupiter; whereof Virgil’ doth make his 
tratt called /. letna . Under this hill the poets feign the 
giant Encc+adus to be buried, whofe hot breath fireth 
the mountains lying on his face. And to conclude 
of JEtna, the grofs Papifts hold it to be their purga- 
toi y- 

The chief cities therein are Palermo, the feat of the 
Viceroy, fituate in the norrh-weft parr, 
ovcragainft Sardinia. Jt is a fpacious Palermo . 
city, and well watered with delicate foun- 
tains, having goodly buildings, and large ftreets, where- 
of Sirado Reale is principal, being a mile long ; in 
which I have feen, in an evening, match along ior re- 
creation, above lixty coaches, a pair of mulets being 
tied to every coach. The galleys of Sicilia, which ate 
ten, lie here. 

The fecond is Medina, toward the eaft, overagainft 
Rhegio in Calabria, being impregnable, and giacedwirh 
a famous haven ; having three invincible catties, th* 
chief whereof is St Salvator, by the fea fide. There 
are divers other buRvarks of the town-walls, that ferve 
for offenfive and defenfive forts, which is the caufe (in 
derifion of the Turks) they never lliut their gates.

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The third is Syracufa, Handing on the fouth eaft 
coaft fifty miles beyond Alma, and half 
The famous way betwixt Medina and Malta, a rc- 
city of Syra- nowned city, and once the metropolitan 
cufi. feat. It is famous for the» Arethufcati 

fprings, and Archimedes, that molt m 
genious mathematician. He was the lit ft author of th- 
iphere ; of which inftruments he made one of that 
-bignefs and art, that one Handing within might eahly 
perceive the feveral motion^ of every ccleftial orb. And 
when the Romans bdieged Syracufa, he made fucli 
burning glafics, that let on fire ail their ihips lying m 
the road. At D:t he was <1 tin by a common lbiuier 
in his ftudy, at the lack cf the town, to the great gner 
of Marcellus the Roman general, when he was making 
plots, and drawing figures on the ground, how to pic- 
vent the allaults of the Romans. 

The fourth is Trapundv, in the weft, overagainft l>i- 
fetta in Basbary, which yieldeth furpafi j 
Trapundy. ling fine fait, that is tranfported to Italy, 
Venice, Dalmatia, and Greece, made 
only in fome certain artificial l’alt-pools, by the vigo- 
rous beating of the Botching lun, Vhich monthly tlttv 
empty and fill, The feacoaft here abounds with ruby 
coral, whu h fetteth the half of the town at wo» k ; and j 
when refined, is difiperfed over all Chriftendom. 

This city is in great requeft among the Pnpifts, be- j 
caufe of the miraculous lady here, reputed the ifltnJ's | 
protestor, and foie governor of thde narrow leas, for 
ihips, galleys, and (laves; which indeed, if an imago j 
cut out in white marble was fo powerf ul, it might be j 
credible. But btfides this idolatrous title, they fuper- 
(litioufly thereunto annex a i abide of nbfurd lies. 

The fifth is Catagna, placed at the marine loot of 
jEtna, that was fo vexed by Dionyfius the tyrant, dho 
fixth is Matzara, fouth weft, overagainft the Barba- 
rian promontory of Lyftra. The reft are, Kindatza, 
Terra Nova, Emma, whence Pluto is faid to h* iv;: 
(lolen Profcrpina, Malzara, Fiancavilla, Bionzo, 
rairdgua, and Argcnri, once Agpgemum, ' v ! K,t

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the tyrant Phalaris lived, who tortured Peiillus in 
rhe brazen bull, which he made for the deltruttion of 
others. .... 

The tyrannies which were ufed in Sicilia were in times 
oaft lb fam***, that they grew unto this 
proverb, Jnvtdia S'zculi non mveniere ty~ The Sicilian 
ranni torment um nnijus. The elder and tyrants. 
‘younger Dionyfius, were Inch odious ty- 
! ants, and the third Dionyfius worll of all, that when 
the people poured out continual executions on the laft, 
wifhing his death ; only one old woman prayed for his 
life. She gave this reaion, Since from the grandfather, 
lus father, and he, each lucceuling had been worfe 
and worfe; and ldt (laid Ihc) he dying, the devil flioulcl 
come in his place, (tor a woifc never lived), i wilh him 
to continue Hill. 

This kingdom, after it was rent from the Piomans, 
remained in lubjecVion under the French till the year 
1281; in which Peter of Arragon contrived his pur* 
pole fo dole, that at the lound of a bell to the e- 
vening vdjpcis, all the Frenchmen in Sicilia were cruelg 
iy mail acred ; Once which time it hath ever belonged 
to the houle of Arragon, and now of Spain; which 
exploit malketh under the namtoi Vcfpcn Snitli. For 
nobility this illand may compare with Naples, their 
ttylcs (like unto Italy) are great, but their revenues 
wondrous fmall. 

The Sicilians have a proverb, as having experience 
of both, that the French arc wifer than they feem, 
"nd the Spaniards feem wifer than 
duy arc. And even as the Spaniard is A true com- 
extremely proud in the lov/eH ebb ot pari fin be • 
fortune; fo is the Frenchman exceed* tivnn the 
in g impatient, cowardly delperate, and Ft end) and 
( iuitc dilcouragcd in the pinch of Hern Spaniards.

Ihip tottering on top-tempeftuous waves ; and the 
'Frenchman hangeth in the ftirrup, at the full reach 
of his great toe, with fuch a long-legged oftentation, 
pricking his horfe with neck-ftropiit i'purs, and beat- 
ing the wind with his long waving lirv,b?> even us- 
the Turks ufually do when they are tolled at their 
Byrham, hanging between two high trees, reciprocally 
waving in the air, from the force of two long bending 
ropes. 

The women ride here ftridling in the faddle; and if 
double, the man htteth behind the wo* 
The Sicilian man. The women* alio, after the death 
cujloms. of their friends, keep a ceremonious 

mourning twice a-day, tor a month’s 
fpace, with fuch yelping, howling, Ihouting, and clap- 
ping of their hands, as if all Sicilia were furprifed by 
the Moors ; yet neither Ihedding tears, nor lorrowful in 
heart ; for they will both hollow and laugh at one time. 
The fame cuftom for the dead the Turks obferve, and 
all the oriental people of Alia. 

Finally, this ifland is famous for the worthy fcholars 
ffie once produced ; Archimedes, the great mathema- 
tician ; Empedocles, ihe firfl inventor of rhetoric; Eu- 
clid, the textuary geometrician ; Diodorus Siculus, that 
renowned hillorian ; and iEfchylus, the hr ft tragedian 
of fame, who being walking in the fields, and bald 
through age, by chance an eagle taking his bald pate 
for a white rock, let a Ihell-hlh fall on it, of that big- 
nefs that it beat out his brains. 

But to proceed in my itinerary relation : Having twice 
imbarked at Meflina for Italy, from Aha and Africa, I 
have chufed the laft time (double experience, deeper 
knowledge) for the difeourfe of my departure thence. 

After a general furvey of this ifland and 
My arrival Monte Bello, arriving at Meflina anno 

at MeJJ'ma. 1616, Auguft 20. I encountered with 

a wor fliipful Englifli gentleman, Mr Sty- 
dolfle, Efq, of his Majefty’s body, accompanied with 
my countryman Mr Wood, now lervant to James Earl 
of Carlifle, who inftantly were both come from M alr jd 
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the generous affability of which former gentlemen to 
me in no fmall mealure was extended ; meeting alfo af** 
terward at Naples, as in their own place Hull be fuc- 
cirndly touched. 

# *Here I ^nd fixty Chridian galleys, alfemblcd to the 
fair of Medina, which holdeth every year the 17th of 
Auguft, wherein all forts of merchandife are to be fold, 
cfpecially raw lilk in abundance ; thirty of which gal- 
leys went to fcour the toads of Greece. Medina is four 
miles dilfant from Rhcgio in Calabria, and two miles 
from the oppofitc main. This Rhegio was that town 
where St Paul arrived after his lhipwreck at Malta, in 
his voyage to Rome. It was milerably lacked by the 
Turkish galleys of Condantinople anno 1609 ; but now 
by the Spaniards it is repaired with dronger walls, and 
new fortifications, lufficientiy able to gaindand any fuch 
like accidental invafions. 

During the time of my abode here, there happily ar- 
rived from Italy my lingular good friend Mr Matthew 
Douglas, his Majtdy’s furgeon extraordinary, being 
bound alfo for the Levant, in the lame voyage of th^ 
Chrifiian incurfions againlt the infidels, whole prefence 
to me, after fo long a light of Ethnic drangers, was ex- 
ceeding comfortable ; and did there prelent him with 
this fonnet, (which 1 made on yEtna), as the peculiar 
badge of my innate love. 

High dands thy top, but higher looks mine eye; 

High foars thy fmoke, but higher my delire ; 

High are thy rounds, deep, circled, as I lee, 

But higher tar this bread, vvhild I alpire. 

High mounts the fury of thy burning lire, 

But higher far mine aims tranlcend above ; 

High bends thy force, through niidft of Vulcan’s

Here, in Medina, I found the once great Englilh 
gallant Sir Francis Verncy lying lick in an holpitai, 
whom fix weeks before I had met in Pa- 
The death of lei mo ; who, after many misfortunes 
Sir Francis in exhaufting his large patrimony, aban- 
Verncy. cloning his country, and turning Tui k 

in Tunis, he was taken at fe a by the Si- 
cilian galleys ; in one of which he was two years a (lave ; 
whence he was ledeemcd by an Englilh Jtlhit, upon a 
prbmife of his convcrlion to the Chrillian faith. 
When let at liberty, he mined common foldier; and 
here, in the extremdl calamity of extreme miferies, 
contracted death ; whofe dead corpfc I charitably in- 
terred, in the bell manner tune could alford me llrength, 
bewailing forrowfully the miferahle mutability of for- 
tune, who, from lo great a birth, had given him lo 
mean a burial ; and truly lo may I fay, Sic tr unfit gloria 
mumii. 

After lixteen days attendance for palfage, there for- 
tunately touched here twelve Neapolitan galleys come 
from Apulii, and bound lor Naples; in one of which, 
by favour of Marquis Del SanCta Crucc the general, l 
imbarked, and fo let forward through the narrow Teas, 
which divide Italy and Sicilia; the (trait whereof b 
twenty-four miles in length, in breadth, lix, four, and 
two miles. This lea is called the Faro of Mefina, and 
Frctwn Siculum ; at the well end whereof wc met with 
two contrary rhoping tides, which fomewhat rulhing 
like unto broken leas, did choke the galleys with a drug' 
gling force.

quickly lofe fight, both of life and land, for ever. As 
v'e entered into the gulf of St Knphemia, we fetched 
up the little ifle of Strombolo. This ifolet is a round 
jock, and a mile in compafs, growing to the top like to 
a porno, or pyramid, and not much unlike the ilolets 
of Bede and Elfey, through the top wheieof, as 
tluough a chimney, arifeth a continual fire, and that fc> 
tenibly and furioiifly cading forth great Bones and 
flames, that neither galley nor boat date Coal! or 
board it. 

South from hence, and in fight thereof, on the north 
eoaft of Sicily, fie the two ifiands Vulcan Major and 
Minor; whereof the lefler perpetually burnetii, and the 
greater is long fince confumed. On the fourth day we 
touchtd at Ifcha, the greateit ifle belonging to Naples* 
and twenty miles in circuit, being flrongly fun ounded 
with rocky heights. The chief town is Ifcha, whither 
Fcrdinando of Naples fled, being thrufl: out of his king- 
dom by Charles VIII. * 

There is a fountain here, of that incredible height, 


* Tfchia, a pretty town in the illand of the fame name. It lies 
, the north fide towards the lea, and is the feat of a biihop who is 
pndci the metiopolitan of Naples. It is defended by a (hong fort, 
jotting out into the lea, on the fouth fide of it, and joined to the 
^■uul by a blidge. King Ferdinand of Naples made it his place 
refuge, when Cluilcs VIII of Fiance, in the year 1495, had, in 
a lew days, over-run his whole kingdom. It hath alftf been fubje&, 
at all tunc*, to dreadful earthquakes ; fo that the poets feigned this 
tin* place where Jupiter overwhelmed the Titan Typhon with 
lls 11 ter bolts- It lies two miles from Medina cape, and ctgh-

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that in a fhort time it will boil any fifh

fountain in to digeftion. Departing from thence, 

the ijle of and coaAing the main ihore, 1. *d a 
Ijhca. Moot ilh frigate in chacc ; where feizing 

on her, we found fixteen Moors there- 
in, and fix ChriAians, three men, two women, and a 
boy, whom they had taken up in going between twe 
towns bv the fea-fide. The peafants were let at liber- 
ty, and tin Moors immediately preferred to chains ol 
iron, bloody lalhes, tugging of galley oars, and perpe- 
tual flavery. 

Near the fea coaA, and in fight of Naples, we 
boaidedLclofe by the foot of the hill Vefuvio, whu.li 
in rime palf did burn, but is now extinguilhul. It was 
here that the elder Plinv, who had (pent all his link 
in (liirovering the fecrets of nature, pulling near to 
behold it, wa 4 - Allied with the ilame, io that he died 
in the fame place ; which is molt excellently deferibed 
in the book of his epilties, by his nephew Plmy the 
younger. 

Airiving at Naples, I gave joyful thanks to God for 
my Life return to Chridendom ; and the day following 
J went to review the ancient monuments of Puz/oli, or 
Puteoli ; which when I had diligently i unaiked, in my 
leturn half-way to Naples, I met the aiorefaid Knglifli 
gentleman, and M> Wood, who needs would have me 
turn back to accompany them hither. When come, wc 
took a guide, and fo proceeded to take a view of die 
places. The firlt thing of any note we fuv was the Ru- 
penduuus biidge Cains Caligula bunt 
' The antiqui - between Puzzoli and Baia, oviranann 
tics oj Puz * oi the fca two miles broad ; iome huge 
zoli . arches, pillars, and fragments whereof 

remain unruined to this day. The next 
was the new-made mountain of Land, which hath drift 
up Lago Lucrmo, being by an eaithouake tr;uifph ,t£l 
hither. At the foot of this landy bill, we law the ten’ 
nants of Cicero’s village.

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Thence we came to the temple of Apollo, (landing 
on the call fide of Lacus Avernus, the walls whereof, 
and pendicle, (the covering excepted), are as yet unde- 

* This Lake Averno is round, and hemmed in about 
with comely heights, being, as our guide reported, in- 
finitely deep, and in circuit a limit mile. The weft 
end whereof is environed with the mountain of Cuma, 
whither yEneas arrived when he lied from Dido Queen 
of Carthage, and fifter to Pygmalion King of Tyiua. 

Advancing our way along the brink of the lake, we 
came to Sybilla’s cave. The entry be- 
ing dark, becaufe of the obfcuie paiYige SybilLi's cam ; 
hewed our, and cut through the main 
rock, our guide ftiuck fire, and with a flambeaux 
marched before us. The full paiYige was exceeding 
high cyme, and the further end flopped with moul- 
dering earth. Inclining to our right hand, we palled 
through a very ftraic and low pmlage, and lo ai rived 
itt tSvbilla’s chamber, which is a delicate room, and ar- 
tificially decorated with Mofaical woik. Here, it fs 
laid, the devil frequented her company, and wnere fhs 
wrote her prophecies. From thence he conducted us 
thiough a moll intricate and narrow way, (wherein 
we were forced to walk lidewile), to a huge and vail 
toom ; the rocky vault whereof was liangmg full of 
loole and long (tones, many of which weie fallen to the 
bottom. 

This great cell or hall is a lyard deep of blackifh wa- 
ter, and was the dining-room of Sybil la, 

111 which, hearing toward the fuither The cIJ dt- 
end a Ihrieking noife, as if it had been ning-ruom of 
the chirking of frogs, the hilling of ler-. Sybilla. 

P^nts, the buzzing of bees, or loading 

wolves, we demanded our guide from whence fucli 
cl lound proceeded ? Who anfwered, they were dra- 
gons, and flying ferpents, praying us to leturn, for the 
fellow was mightily afraid: whereat f, laughing, ic- 

ted, there was no fuch matter ; and Mr Stydolffe de- 
hious to know it, he only and 1^ leaving the other two 
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behind us, adventured the trial. Having more than 
half way entcied in this ceil, Aepping on huge ftones 
becaufe of the water, and I carrying the flambeaux, for 
I tch of air, being fo far under ground, H the 1 
riflied Whereupon, we hollowed to our guide; but 
the reverbeiatmg echo avoided the fenfe of our words, 
neither would he, nor duift he, hazard to fupport us. 

Meanwhile, u being hell duk, and impoffible to find 
finch n difficult way back, and tendering (a* by duty) 
the worthv puit’emun, I flopped down to my middle 
thigh in d.r w;.;< r. wreflling fo along to keep him on 
tht tit v (tones. Where, indeed 1 mnft confefs, I grew 
ail'pghtnl for my legs, fearing to he interlaced with w\- 
t< r-it rpi ids and luakts; for indeed the difli ailing noiic 
diew full nearer and nearer i.s. At laff, falling near 
the voire of our guide, who never left (homing, we 
returned the fame way we came in, .md fo through the 
oilier paflages, till we were in the open fields. 

Heie indeed, for my too much cunouty 1 was con 
dignly nqnited, being all bcmucii and wet to the middle ; 
yet forthwith the vigorous fun diiouethcned me quick- 
ly thereof. To be bnef, from thence ue came to the 
hagai, the relicks of Pompey’s village, 
TJ)c ant mil to the tent of llaia, and the labyrinth of 
vanities of Ciento Camareilo, into the admit able 
the antiqvh fifh ponds of Leadin', (the coverture of 
ties of PuZ' which is fuppoitcd bv forty-eight natti- 
zoh. ill pillars of ftony eatth) to the detri- 

ments of Medina, lUercato fabbato, and 
the Eiiflan fields. T hcncc, we returned by the lepuh ' 
chre of Agrippina, the mother of the cruel Nero, who 
flit up her belly, to fie the matiix wherein he was ( on- 
caved ; and by the two decayed temples of Venus and 
Mercury. Crofling over in a boat to the town of R ,z ' 
zoli, the chief monument we faw was the ancient tern* 
pie of Jupiter, which flivcth now for their domo of 
parochial chmch ; the later idolatry of which is n0 ' 
thing inferior to the former. 

Meanwhile the French gallies ariivcd here, fetching 
home Chevalier de Vnndum the Prior of France, h° I!l 

MaLa; 
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fylalta ; who fcouring the coaft of the lower Barbary, 
their fortune was to fall upon a misfortunate Englill* 
iliip belonging to Capt. Pennington, which they, as a 
Curfaio, or man of war, conliicatul. Their anchors 
iwhe^-ded the queen’s galley ; where, to my 
great grief, 1 found a countryman of 
i pedal acquaintance, George Gib of 7 he mnfler of 
Burrow-towns, (who was pilot to the a Si ots /hip 
Iinglilli), fall chained to an oar, wiih dijre/fcd by 
iiiavcn head and lace, who had his own eutlmifot- 
fiiip twice ft i zed on by the Tut ks, and tunc. 

Manioia, winch (hip lie la Illy recoveied 
at the iile of Sardinia, and iold her at N iplcs, being 
mileiably worm-eaten. To whofe undderved mifenes, 
in my ciuiit.tblc love, I made a Chnjtian oath, that 
at my arrival in England, I llioukl proem e, by the hdp 
</f Ins fi lends, his Alajeity’s letters to the Duke ol Guile, 
admiial, for his deliverance. But loon thereafter, 
being of a gieat fpirit, his heart broke, and lb died in 
Mailcilles.

We defirous to make trial of a dog, 
and finding the fellow that purpofely ftayeth there 
fomewhat extortionable, I ventured, inflead of a dog, 
to make trial of myfelf ; whereupon, Mr Stv^olftc 
holding up the quartered door, I went t fc/'die further 
end thereof, bringing back a warm Rone in each hand 
from thence ; whereat the Italians fwore I was a devjl,

In our way, and return to Naples, we pafled through 
Virgil’s grot, being half a mile long, and cut rluough 
the main body of a rock, whereby the mountain of Ca 
taia, by the lea- fide, i* made p.ifhble ; at the caff on i 
whereof, near rhc*iyme ofrhcxaulr is Vngi! tomb; 
and aio ed at Naples, Mr William Stydolffe lepoitmg 
to divers of his country gentlemen and mine, of my 

vuinm- 
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venture in Grotto di Cane, they could hardly be pei- 
fuaded to believe it ; but when avouched, they all a- 
vowed I had done that (fo did divers Neapolitans) 
which never man had done before me, referving life. 
->\^uu..*y i fyewel to my generous friends, I matched 
through Terra di Lavoio, and in the way of St Ger- 
main, and Mount Cadino, to Rome. Within ten miles 
of Capua, I iound the poured billiop ( nomen Jine re), 
t)ie world aifordeth, having no more, (nor ever had 
lie, nor any before him) than dm Carohni or Juletii , 
twelve pent e a day, to fpcnd. So is there 
many a m.ntju's, carl, baron, and knight Cheat poicr- 
ia Italy, who is unable at one time, to (y under 
keep a footman at his heels, a dog at his great titles. 
loot, a hoife between his legs, a good 
fait of clothes on his back, and his belly well fed, fo 
gloiious arc their titles, and lo milerable them revenues. 

d ouching at Rome, 1 fecredy bon owed one night’s 
lodging theic, and at the hicak of day, another hwiu’s 
light and confeience with my coufm Simeon Graham; 
who, ere the fun arofe, eroding Ponco Flamingo, 
In ought me on my journey, till a lvgii-way tavcrfi, 
like a jail, held 11s both fad ; where leaving our reci- 
procal loves behind us, we divided our bodies > all and 
wed. 

And now ere I leave Rome, I think it bell to let our 
Papifts here at home fee the flumeful lives, and cruel 
deaths, of mod of their Popes beyond leas ; which theii 
own belt authors in France, Italy, and Spain, lnvc 
judly and faithfully avouched and recorded, and au- 
thorized alio to light by their piime powers civil and 
Ipintual. The J.Vpifls generally hold, that in their 
Popes, is all power; Super unnef pelcflaies, tain < mil 
W'im terra ; above all powers both in heaven and *..irth. 
1 hey term him, hher Der\ m terns, a lecond God upon 
the earth ; Dens mortal is in tetri*, el immortahs homo in 
!( rhs ; a mortal God upon the earth, and an immoita! 
m an in the heavens. Some o t them have allotted tliai 
he is, Non Dens, non homo, fed ntrnm f t uep, nuthu Gotl, 
man, but both. The Pop.. 1 : leiincr title was, ''u 
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n.vus fcrvortim Dei , and they call him Rex regum , Z)o- 
minus dominantium , King of kings, and Lord of lords.

What a Pope boy of twelve years old was Benedub 
IX. and after wi ought by inchnntrnents ? Another 
Pope they had, whom they called Union gems, in t 
quod de mane faiichat gratiam, et de jero nvocahat ; 
very afs ; tor in the morning he would grmt mar.v 
great kindndTes, and at night revoke them all again. 
What a thief was Pope Boniface VII. who robbed St 
Petei’s chinch ? What a ibdomitical Pope was Scxtm 
IV. who h.dlded IUms ofbo'lt kinds, gi anting hisCir- 
binds the ule ol lodomy for three hot months ? What 
;m atluibical Pope was Leo X. who called the gofpel a 
fable ? What an heretical Pope wa, Hononus I. who 
by fix general councils wa« condemned for a Mono 
thelite? What peijurcJ Pope was Giegory XII. and 
openly fonworn ? What a necromancer was Syivedei 
II. who gave himfelf both foul and botlv to the dew!, 
to obtain the Popedom? What was Pope John \h 
but a baflardly brat to Pope Sergius ? Wli.it a iorccie., < 
chtrmer, ami conjurer was Hildebrand, called Uregor 
VII given to all bcaftlincfs and diabolical practices’ 
This was he that threw the facrament in the lire. What 
was Innocent III. who was bianded with 
yf trail of t lii-^ black mark, Non rfl lnnocentim , ure- 
heaflly Pojn uou'ns vere, he is not Innotenr, but very 
anderaJ vil- rmcent ? What a wbked and ciuel mur- 
lams. derer was John XII. a Roman burn, 

• who caufed to cut oil* the nofe of ° nc 
Cardinal, and the thumb of another; only becauk 

they 
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they had wrote the whole trad! of his abominable vices 
to the Emperor Otho. 

What an inhuman and homicide Pope was Ste- 
phans VII ? who after he had cancelled the decrees 
or his piteX^eflor Fonnofus, caufed take lip his dead 
body, cut off his lingers, and lay him in the fields to 
he devout ed with the fowls of the air. What a beafily 
Pope was Set gins HI ? that afa*r he had imprifoned 
Chi iftopholus his prulccdlbr, caufed to draw out the 
corpfe of Pope Formolus his old competitor from the 
grave, and cut off his head, as though he had been 
alive. 

What a cruelty was fhown upon John XVII. who 
after he was depiived of his Papacy, had his eyes pull- 
ed out, his nofe and his members, cut oif, and was 
hinged. What a poifonahle Pope was Damafus ? who 
pnlontd his predecefibr C'emens II. to attain the Pope- 
dom, and yet died within a month thereafter being 
Pope ? What a mercilefs Pope wis Boniface VII. that 
after he had robbed St Peer’s church and IleJ to Con- 
H.mtinople, hearing that Pope John XIV. was replace^!, 
he returned, and pulling out his eyes, did cafe him in 
pi if on, where he died of extreme hunger? What a 
perfecution had Gelale, born in Gierta near Naples, 
who fii If l>y the Homans was imprifoned, then Honed 
through the city, iniferahly died ? Gregory VIII. fuc- 
cceding him, was dcpoHd by Calille, brother to the 
Duke of Burgundy, who imnriloncd the other, and 
fiarvng him to death, made hrniof Pope. 

W hat devotion fell out from the brains of Rome, 
10 Hone Pope Lucius IL to dtath ? What a lliamefid 
divilion was in your Popedom for fifty years, when 
Pope Urbantis and his lucceiTtin were Popes at Rome, 
a nd C'unens \ 1 1 . and !iis luccellors at Avignon ? N 1 y. 
V >u have had three Popes at one time ; 

‘‘ v en when Sigifmotul King of Hungary Three Jcvcrd 
: >nd Bohemia was eh fled Lmneror. viz. Popes living 
Benedict III. at Avignon ; John XX: tl. at one time. 

;it Bologna; and Gregory XII. at Hi* 
mini. I pray you, could every one of them open and 
1 fhut 
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ftiut the gates of heaven and hell ? What an infidel 
'was Pope John XXII. who denied the immortality of 
the foul ? 

What was Clement V. but an open whoremonger 
and a drunken fot i What was Bonify, v 2aa 
was called a thief, a robber, and rooted in all unfpeak- 
able fins, the eighth Nero of Rome. Wlut a furious 
and wicked Pope, was Julius II. ? who given more to 
war than to Chrilt, call St Peter’s keys (as they call 
them) into Tyber. What a profane fcolFer of Chrilt, 
was Paul III. who lying in bed with his own coufin 
Laura Farnefia, was lore wounded by her hufband ? 
He lay with his own daughter, and poifoned her huh 
band; and then lay with his own lifter, and after poi~ 
foned both her and his own mother. What was Ju- 
lius III. ? an open fodomite, and horrible blafphemu'. 
What was Pope Eugenius ? a damnable fcandalizer of 
the church, and condemned by the Council of Bafil, 
for an incorrigible and wilful heretic. Pope John XXIII 
was depoled by the Council of Conftance, for herefy, 
fiuiony, murder, inchantment, aduitery, and worft of 
ail, for lodomy. What was Pope John XIII. ? a vile 
monfter in his life, committing incclt 
The Papifts with both his fifters, and father’s con* 
?nay look here cubine Stephana. He was a gamefter, 
ttpon devihjb and playing at dice, did call for help to 
Popes. the devil, and would drink the devil’s 

health ; he was repleXe with all abomi- 
nable vices ; at lalt being taken in the a£t of adultery, 
was wounded to death. 

Boniface VII i aforenamed, came to be Pope, by 
cozening his predeceffor Celelline, in fpeaking through 
the wall in a reed (as if it had been a voice from heaven] 
admonilhing him to furrender his Popedom ; whole 
epithet was tints : Intravit ut vulpes, regnavit lit lu- 
pus, moriuus ejl ut canis. He came in like a fox, he 
-ruled like a wolf, he die cl like a dog. 

At the fixth Council of Carthage, was not the 
treachery and falfehood of Pope Zulimus, condignly < 
Isarchcd into, in corrupting for ambitious government 
, the 
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the council of Nice ? Bernard about five hundred 
years ago, complained much of the tyranny of Popes’ 
in his time, calling them defrauders, raveners, traitors, 
darfejnefs of the world, Pilates, wolves, and devils. 
r -^Albeilv- Magnus afTirmeth, that they who now go- 
vern their church, are for the moft part thieves and 
murderers, And Platina calleth fome of their Popes 
vile mongers, unclean beads, and ftrange creatuies. 
And I remember it was noted by an hiftorian, Epific- 
fos Romanos ne pcccata quidem fmc laude committer c , 
The Popes could do nothing, were it never fo mifehie- 
vous, but it was commendable. 

And even likewife are their prime pardons, for noxas 
fratcritasy aut futuras ; and their future, poteJlatcm> 
tam quoad ccmmtjfa t quam quoad committemia , crimina 
abjolvenda ; “ That his holinds hath all manner of 
power, as well to abfolvc them irorn crimes committed, 
as from crimes to be committed.” And I remember, 
about twenty years ago, Paulo Papa 
Quinto, cannonized Curolo Boirameo, A falfc can- 
the late Bilhop of Milan, fora notable nomzedfautf. 
faint, ffcing known to be a notorious and 
wicked liver ; done fooner, by fifteen years, than their 
ordinary time, and that for the touch of fo. ty thou- 
land duckets i allotting prayers, miracles, pardons, and 
pilgrimages to him, and erecting a new older of friars 
and monafteries unto him. And yet the poor Bifhop 
of Lodi, a good and charitable man by all reports, 
r ould never, nor cannot attain to the dignity of a faint, 
his means was fo fmall when dead, and his friends fo 
poor, being alive. 

And how wonderfully abfurd is the Pope’s bulla di 
f'nVitfa Cruzada, pro dejun'chs in purgatorio ; that for one 
Eater nojler at a mafs-faying, or a mafs laid for them, 
Suavano fuora dalla purgatorio tre anime quakhc ci 
wgfiano, viz. “You Hull relieve any three fouls out of 
puigatory whom you pleafe. Nay, I have feen the 
dope’s edi£l fo gracious, that during one mafs, as 
many Paters as you can recite, as many fouls you free 
from thence. 
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And thus I think, in one half year, he might empty 
that purging-pit : yet unlefs the fuppliant touch with 
his finger, during his prayers, a gaudy bead inrivalled 
between five fmall fall-made irons, placed before the 
altar, their bulla, their payment for it,» 4 ' A Rtutfot 
their devotion for their friends fouls, are all loll. Then 
iay, if peradventure the tiiends of the defunft be for- 
getful in this oflicioufnds, and neglecl both the cere- 
mony and Pater nnfter , might not the Pope jufily be 
reputed a cruel monfler, that for the want of pattering 
an abridged Pater , his Cerberian ollice in hell, flioukl 
detain any poor foul in fuch torments as, they fay, ;ue 
in pm gatoiy i* 

Infinite pallages of the like kind could I recite, if I 
had longer time and more leifuie ; and efpecially of 
their miraculous lies, or lying miracles, m eiecling of 
fallehood, and maintaining of perjury: but, till a fit- 
ter occafion, 1 wall revert to my itinerary difeourfe, 
and fo piocecd. Having left my aforefaid friend Mr 
Graham, at a tavern at Ihlboa near to Rome, I let for- 
ward through the vale of Ombna, and the country of 
Romania, whereof Ravenna is^Lady, 
.Ravenna, the and the Pope Lord, I ai rived (the way 
t'hief iity <f of Ferrara and Padua) at Venice, who 

Romania. then was levying an army againit the 
Croatian Scokes of Gradifca, and the 
Duke of Gra (lb, now Emperor. Of which army Count 
Mansfield was general, and with whom l eroded the 
gulf to Pola i:'. Illria, and from thence to ihe liege ot 
Gradifca ; the difcourle whereof I have here foimeily 
avouched in the lecond part of my find travels. Now, 
tnfpeak of a foldier, certainly he is moic than pr.iilc* 
worthy and fortunate, that hath faced the low coun- 
files, reviewed lireleia in Lombardy, and footed ami 
figlucd the arfcnal of Venice, then his eyes have lirlt 
leen the foils, the foice, the policies, and kingdom oi 
iMais. Secondly, the fieiy fliop of Vulcan, where ra* 
rclt arms and weapons are hammered our upon the 
^avifi for the- honour of Mats; and laftly, the in* 

comparab 1 - 
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comparable armory, or {lore-houfe for fea and land, # 
the magazine and treafury of Mars. 

Now, leaving both the arn.ics barking at other like 
tg^b '^nian wolves, I traced the fertile foils of Ca- 
rindia, Ca’iV.c’Ola, and Stria, even to Vienna ; all which 
were fubjedk to the F.mpeior, five a part of CarntoU 
that groans under the Tuik. JJeing ar- 
rived at Vienna, I found the town, and Vienna in 
the Hying fame of it far difleient, either / hijlrui , no 
for greatnefs, ftrengih, or wealth ; for 'way an fiver- 
the town, riling upon a moderate circu- able to com- 
Lir height, is but of fmall compals with- men fame. 
out, not palling two Englifh miles.' 

The fuburbs round about, being twice as great a-; 
the town ; and the ltrcngth of it is no way compara- 
ble to a hundied cities that I have have lcen ;. neither is 
it for wealth fo much to be admit ed, being deprived ot ; 
Teas, flopping, and navigation, having only the need- 
ful poikiity of diy land towns. 

Here I found a Turkilli amballador going down, 
the Danube for Conflantinople *, and with him o&e 
Grattanus a Greek, his interpreter, to whole familiar 
love I was much obliged ; and with whom 1 imbarked 
down the river for Freiburg ; a place where the Hun- 
garian crown is kept, and from thence defeenriing the 
liver to Commote, the downmoft town the Emperor 
ictameth on the Danube, I left my noble interpreter, 
and traverled the champaign country. 

The chief towns wheteof I will briefly touch, and 
fo proceed. Buda is the cipitai city of Hungary, 
wherein the Turkilli Bafluw hath his refidence, and 
was taken in by Solynun the Emperor, the 20th of 
Augulf i 52O ; the other is the nforeiaid Prefburg, an - 
c i c n 1 1 y Bolonia ; the rdf are Belgrade or Albcgrek, 
anciently Taurinum, in Dutch Greichs • Weiflemberg 
Hint was taken by Solynun 1520; Valpa and Singidum 
upon the Danube, b uh unthr the Turk ; and that ol- 
die Seven Churches upon the river Diana taken in, in 
1 v( and Zigeth taken alio in the year 1 ^66.

Near the fame place is Stridon, where, they fay, 
St Jerom was born : And now, above all other, the 
ftrong town of Gomorrah, handing in an ifle of the 
Danube, of that fame name, which the Turks have fo 
oft befieged, yet never could furprife it. 

There is alio Tockay, and Januarin or Rab, feated 
too upon the Danube, a town as it were impugnable; 
yet it was overtaken by the Turks, and laftly recovered 
by the Chriilians. 

The Beglerbcg of Buda, hath under his command 
eight thoufand Timariots, and twelve 
The forces of thoufand common foldters, which lie in 
the Bafhaw garrifou in continual pay on the con- 
6 f Buda. lines of Hungary, Croatia, and Dacia, 
and thoie confines belonging to the 
Ifoufe of Auflria. The bulha \ hath under his autho- 
rity, thirteen fanzacks, lying at thefe thirteen towns 
here undernamed, to wit, Novaguard, Semendria, 
Simontorno, Zetflien, Ecclditt*, Sii nium, Capar, Z01- 
nock, Alba Regalis, SigeJin, Mucchatz, Zegedin, and 
Sexard. 

The other Beglerbcglhip of Hungary is at Temefe- 
ra, who retaineth under his command, eight fan- 
zacks, and as many jurifdi&ions, fpreading his au- 
thority over fix thoufand Timariots, and eight thou- 
fand foot-fold iers ; and thefe fanzacks lying at Teme- 
fara, Lippa, Iiifhinad, Mudania, &c. The great Turk 
hath eight Beglabcgs tfr Balhaws under him in Eu- 
rope ; that of Bofna bung one of them, who com- 
manded ten fanzacks, and eight thoufand limariots, 
the refidence of which balhaw is at Bagiliavezza, a 
commodious place, lying in the midil of circulating 
provinces, over which he fpre.ids the ballucco of bis 
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The foil of Hungary aboundeth infinitely in all# 
things the earth can produce for the 
well of man, and produceth admirable Hungary is 
K PQp'' " : nes ; the beft whereof grow a moji fertile 
near and aDout the town of Sirmia, and and fruitful 
fo fweet, that they may compare with foil. 
the wines of Candy ; yea, and abound- 
eth in all kinds of cattle, that it is thought this king- 
dom may furnilh all Europe with beef and mut- 
ton. 

The Hungarians are defcended of the Hunns, a 
people of Scythia or Tartary. The an- 
cient inhabitants divided their habita- The firfl plan* 
tions in nine circles, which the Germans tation of 
named Hagyes , and fenced them with Hungary . 
high walls, made of earth and wood, 
being twenty foot high, and as much in breadth, be- 
ing iurrounded with dtveis bulwarks and towers of 
earth, whereon grew all forts of herbs, and fructife- 
rous trees. 

The fpace from fide to fide of each one of thefe eli- 
des, amounted to twenty Dutch miles ; the towns, 
villages and houfes, being within, and fo contrived, 
that each one was within cty of another : This was 
the firft admirable plantation of the Hunns in this 
kingdom. 

The Hung; irians have ever been theftuous, treacher- 
ous, and falfe ; fo that there one brother will hardly 
trult another, which infidelity among themfelves, and 
’ diftnfted deceitful governois, was the chief caufe of 
their overthrow and fubjettion under infidels ; and fo 
have corrupt counfellois, and infolent piinces, been 
the ruin of their own kingdoms; for if we would 
have a prince fit to govern others, and to direft him- 
fdf with the fquare rules of wifdotn and judgement, 
to know how to become all places, and to ufe all for- 
tunes ; let him bind his tender youth with a difpofition 
tempered with fadnefs, for inch a man can neither fe- 
M ‘ec his minority with ill examples, nor mar his wax- 
en 
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en age with a falfe im predion, too common a condi 
tion of thefe dilfolutc times. 

Now, as for the foil of Hungary, and kingdom i tie If, 
and for the goodnels of it, it maybe

The* Hungarian miles are the longeft upon earth, for 
eveiy one of- theirs is fix < f our Scots miles, nine En- 
giilli ; fo that the molt that ever I could travel there in 
one day, was but fix mill s. Their ‘language hath no 
affinity with any other kind of ipeech, and yet the 
greateflpait of die countiy, both under the Tuik and

There is a great number of gentry in this kingdom, 
but being untravelled abioatl, they are tar Ids manner- 
ly at home, being luxurious and ill taught, and damn- 
ably given to that mafculine nfilery the whole loutbcin 
world is defiled with. Having now travelled all the 
country to Grana, and fo to Gatterad in Valechia, l 
found the country fo covered with woods, and them 
full of murderers, (for I was robbed on thefe confine*, 
and hardly laved my life), I was conftraincd, I lay, to

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and defolate, by incurfions of Tartarians. Here I de- # 
termined to have entered into Tartary ; but finding no 
conduct nor aflurance of my fiifety, I continued my 
courfe to Cracovia, (ituate on the upper frontiers of 
Poland, bordering with Hungary. 

Tartary is thought to be (ix hundred leagues in 
length, bounded eaftward, with China ; to the fouth, 
with the Cafpian fca ; to the notrh, with Rulli.i ; and 
to the weft, with Podolia and Moldavia. 

The Tartars are not expert in war, neither are they 
fo valiant as the Turks, nor fo manly as 
the Polonians, who counter blow them The Tartars 
at rencounters ; neverthelefs, by ftealth arc mighty 
of inroads, they mightily fupprels the opprejjbrs of 
extreme parts of Poland. The Turks Podolia in 
term the Cham or Emperor of Tartary, Poland . 

Ulakim } that is, a great prince ; and the 
Mufcovitcs call him Catzar Cataijki, to wit, the Csefar of 
Cataia ; and he is fo obeyed and reverenced among the 
Tartars, that they intiilc him the Son of God, the Plan of 
God, and the foul of God ; yea, and the greateft oath that 
they think can be fworn, which they ufually do in mat- 
ters of fidelity and importance, is by his throne >oyal. 

This cuftom of idolatrous obeifance came iirft by 
one Rangaviftah, who being chofen to be their Emperor, 
would try their promptness and good-will of obedience 
towards him, commanding feven of his chief princes, 
and head governors under him, of the people, to kill 
their infants with their own hands. 

And notwithftanding the commandment feemed very 
nide and intolerable, yet they fearing the common peo- 
ple. who efteem their Emperors to be the divine kini- 
mc n (as it were) of God, they did cut the throats c- 
vci ‘y one of them of their own children, before his own 
e y c ‘s, and the fight of the people. 

Infomuch that, ever fince, the life and death of the 
Tartars depend upon the good-will and word of the 
k |n g> which no way they dare contraditt; fuch is the 
P, b 2 ignorant 
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ignorant reverence they carry toward him. As for the 
idolatrous rites they ufe at his death, in inclolmg, or 
interring, quick in a v;m!r, near ro his tomb, one of 
every office that he loved bed, being a- 
A lore net live, lo go ferve him in paradift, 1 will no:*’ 
worthy meddle with it, ntither with the vulgu 

thanks . fupei Hition, who religioufly feaft upen 

tlie corps of their aged parents, and 
then do burn their bones into allies, giving them 
iuch a burial as we give our witches ; for indeed the 
worms come ihort, among the dead Tartars, of their 
food. 

Jjcing arrived at Cracow, or Cracovia, the capital 
city ot Poland, (though but of Im.iil 
The Count of importance), I met with divers Scottilh 
Tome fed merchants, who were wonderful glad 
from Ptngue of my arrival there, efptcially the two 
to Poland . brothers Dickfons, men of lingular note 

for honclly .and wealth. It was my luck 
here to be acquainted with Count du Torne, the lidt

They are all, for the mod pair, 
hjuare and thick bodies, having hull-necks, gieat 
thighs and legs, grim and broad faces, and commonly

•’t'cmans of Alia, aie of ftatuie and ihickneis the big*

B UT now having fmifhed the two deferiptions of 
my firft and iecond adventures, it rells now molt 
neceflary to relate the meritorious delign, and 
miferable cfleft, ot my thiid voyage. After I had (I 
fiy\ by the great providence of God, el'caped infinite 
'Lingers by fcas, lufleiing thiice (hip wreck ; by land, in 
woods, and on mountains, often invaded ; by raven- 
ous beafts, crawling and venomous worms, daily in- 
1 umbered ; by home-bred robbers, and remote favages. 
Jive times dripped to the ikin ; excefiive fatigue, un- 
foeakable advethties, patching heats, fcorcltingdrought, 
ntokrable chilrefles of hunger, imprifonments, and 
cold ; yet all theie almoit incredible lufiei ings paft, 
could never abate the flame of my auflere affe&ion.,, 
onceivcd ; but ambitious curioflty expoiing me to»a 
third voyage, I may lay as -/Eneas did in his penitential 
mood, 

0 Jlcii , ( neque erim ignari fttmns ante male rum) 

0 pajji graviora : dabit Deus ins (juoque jmenu 

0 fotials ! we’re not ignorant of lofles; 

0 fuflerings fad, God too will end theie erodes. 

But to obferve a methodical order, I think it bell: to 
fiievv the unacquainted retdera realonuble fiuisfadion 
lor undertaking this third, and almoft invincible at- 
tempt. 

f ull, The moll fpeeial and urgent caufe proceeded 
from a ntcelfary good (the neceflity oi knowledge) in 
the leqinlite peifedion of Europe’s full and fpacious 
%ht, the ancient tieice, and now moft Chriflian world, 
having formerly no part thereof linked, as well under 
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t{ie Turk as Chriftian, except Ireland, and the half of 
Spain. 

The fecond caufe was moved from a more infatiate 
content, that when 1 had compafled all 
Certain ap • Europe, my refolution was, to travel a 

proved rea - larger extent of ground in Afric than 

Jins. formerly 1 had done twice before, even 

to ./Ethiopia, Prefter John’s domi- 
nions. For the fame eflett, and a greater imprettion 
to my refolution, I let pen to paper, drawing from the 
dittait of the mules a poetical pamphlet, dedicated to 
themfelves, to their profound Apollo, his then hopeful 
heir, and divers noble peers of both kingdoms. 

And having, from a royal favour, obtained his Ma- 
jetty’s letters, and feals of fafe condutt, and regal re- 
commendation to all kings, princes, and dukes, &c. 
I, in all obfequious humility, bid farewel to this fc- 
quettrate and molt aufpicious monarchy; and arriving 
at Dublin in Ireland, Augutt 22. 1619, I faluted the 
Right Honourable Sir Oliver St John’s, late Loul 
Gramlifon, and then Lord-deputy there ; to whom, 
for regard and lingular courtettes, I was greatly obli- 
ged ; lo was I allb to many of the Englifh nobility and 
knighthood there, who, through the whole country 
where-ever I came, entertained me kindly, fending 
guides with me lioni place to place ; yea, and fomt times 
(lifeguards alfo ; bcildc in their houfes great good cheer 
and welcome. But in (pedal, a dutiful remembrance 
I owe to the memory of that once judicious and reli- 
gious Lord Arthur, late Lord Chichc* 
'the mat chiefs fter, Baton of Belfatt, &c. ; who, in 
LordChuhe - his time, for virtue, wifdom, and va* 

Jier , for vir - lour, wore the diadem of love, and gar- 
tue f ivifdom , land of true noblencfs. Of whom, and 
and valour. for whofe lofs, if I fhould more praife, 
and longer lament, my ink would turn 
to brinilh tears, and 1 to helplefs forrow, But lea- 
ving him who lived in goodnefs here, and now in 
glory for ever; I celebrate thefe lines to his eternal 
fame. , . TL . 
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If ever bounty ftiin’d in loyal bread, 

If ever judgement flow’d from generous mouth, 

If ever viceroy rul’d this kingdom beft, 

If ever valour honour’d hopeful youth, 

If ever wifdom Aftrea’s worth poflefs’d, 

If ever virtue was inclin’d to ruth, 

If ever juftice enormities redrefs’d, 

If ever patron pattern was of truth ; 

Then, noble Chichefter, the heavens aflign, 

Thefe gifts (thy honour’d parts) were truly thine. 

And now, after a general furvey of the whole king- 
dom (the north-weft part of Canoch excepted) was ac- 
compliflied, from the ift of September till the laft of 
February, I found the goodnefs of the foil more than 
snfwerable to my expectation, the defect only remain- 
ing (not fpeaking of our colonies) in the people, and 
from them, in the bofom of two gracelels fillers, Igno- 
rance and Sluggilhnefs. 

This kingdom is divided into four provinces, although 
fome make five, that is, eaflern and weflern Maiiti 5 
but they are underftood to be annexed 
to Leinftrr. Their names are thefe, The four pro - 
Lein ft er, Munfter, Ulfter, and Canoch ; vinca of he- 
the louthmoft whereof is Munfter, a land. 
foil (and fo is Leinfter in moft parts) no- 
thing inferior, if feafcnably manured, to the beft 
grounds in England. The illand lieth almoft in a ro- 
lundo, being every way Ipaciousj the greateft river 
whereof is Shannon, whofe courfe amounteth to a 
hundred and lixty miles, incloflng within it many little 
ifles. 

And this I dare avow, there are more riveis, lakes, 
brooks, ftrands, tpiagmires, bogs, and mai flies in this 
country, than in all Chriftendom beJules ; for travel- 
og there in the winter, all my daily folace was fink- 
down comfbrt; fometimes boggy plunging deeps, 
touching my horle’s belly ; fometimes over-mired fad- 
dle, body, and all ; and often and ever let a fwimming, 
0 great danger, both I and ^iy guides, of our lives ; 
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t^ar for cloudy and fountain-bred perils, I was never 
before reduced to fuch a floating labyrinth. Confider- 
ing that, in five months fpace, 1 quite fpoiled fix 
horfes, and myfeif as tired as the word of them. 

And now 1 call to memory, (not without derilion), 
though I conceal the particular place and prelate, it was 
my fortune, in the county ol Dunneg tl, to be jovial witti 
a bilhop at his table ; where, after clivers diicourfes, my 
ghoftly fathei grew offended with me for terming of 
his wife mi/lrtji ; which, when underflood, I both call- 
ed her Madam and Lady Biflwp. Whereupon lie grew 
more incenfccl, and l left him unfatisfied. llefolvc me, 
reader, if it be thecuflom heieor not ? and if, amends 
ihail repay ovcrhght, a ghoflly wile fhall be flill JMa- 
dam Lady with me ; if not, my oblerved manner fliall 
- be Miflrefs. 

But now, to come to my intended difcourfc of Ire- 
land, tiueitis, to make a fit companion, the Barba- 
rian Moor, tlv* Mooriih Spaniaid, the 
The ignorant Tmk, and the Iriihman, arc the leafi 
and Jhtggt/b indufliious, and mofl lluggilli livers un- 
life oj the der the lun; for the vulgar Irilli, I 
common dnjlj. ptoteil, live more miferably in their bru~ 
tilh falhion, than the undaunted or un- 
tamed Arabian, the devilifh idolatrous Turkoman, or 
the moon-v/ortfiippiug Caramines \ [hewing theieby <) 
greater neceflity they have to live, than any pleafure 
they have, or can have, in their living. 

Their fabrics are advanced three or four yards high, 
pavilion-like inch cling, treated in a Angular frame ol 
Imoke-torn ftraw, green long pricked turf, and rain- 
dropping wattles Their leveial rooms, of palatiatr 
divilions, as chambers, hills, parlours, kitchens, barns, 
and flables, are all incloled in one, and that one per- 
haps in the midft of a mire ; where, when in foul 
weather, fcarccly can they find a dry part whereupon 
to repole their eloud-baptized heads. Their lliirts be- 
ing woven of the vvool or linen of their own nature, 
and their penurious food like to their ruvid condition. 

And, 
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And, laftly, thefe only titular Chriftians are fo ignp- 
rant in their fupei ftitious profeffion of Popery, that 
neither they, nor the greateif part of their priefts, know 
or underftand what the myftery of the mafs is, which 
they daily fee, and the other celebrate, nor what the 
name of Jefus is, either in his divine or human nature, 
Aik him of his religion, he replieth, What his father, his 
great-grandfather were, that will he he alfo. And hun- 
dreds of better than the common fort have demanded 
me, if Jetufalem and ChrilPs iepulchre were in Ireland ? 
and if the Holy Land was contiguous with St Patrick’s 
purgatory ? 

They aifo, at the fight of each new moon *, (I fpeak 
it cicdiblv), hequeith their cattle to her pioteftion, 
humbly imploring the pale lady of the 
night, that (lie will leave their beftial in A foclifh and 
as good plight as (he found them; and fipcrjhticus 
if lick, fcabbed, or fore, they folicit error. 
her maiden* faced Majefiy to rdf ore them 
to their health. In which abfurdity they far furmount 
the iilly Sabunks, and (Jaiolinean Moors of Libyft f . 
Indeed of all things (beiides their ignorance) I only la- 
mented their heavy bondage under three kinds of ma- 
ilers ; the landlord for his rent, the minifter for his

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tjthes, and the Romilh prieft for his fees. And re- 
mark, when their own IriQi rent-mafters have any 
voyage for Dublin, or peradventure luperfpended at 
home in fealVing of ftrangers, then muft thefe poor 
ones be taxed and aftli&cd with the fupply of the wafted 
provifton of their prodigal houfes ; otherwife in lup- 
porting their fuperlluous charges for Dublin. 

O what a ilavilh fervitude do thefe lilfy wretches 
endure, the molt part of whom, in all their lives, have 
never third-part food, nature’s clothing, nor a fecure 
fhelter for the winter’s cold ! 

The miftrable light whereof, and their fad-founding 
groans, have often drawn a forrowful remorfe from my 
humane compaflion. 

As for their gentiy, fuch as are brought up here at 
London, learn to become a great deal more civil than 
thole who are brought up at home, after their own 
rude and accuftomable manner. And this I obferved, 
in my travelling the whole kingdom, I never law one 
or other, neither could move any of that nation to pledge 
orr prefent his Majefty’s health ; but as many other 
healths as you pleale, they will both fallen and receive 
from you, till they fall in the muddy hoth-potch of 
their dead grandfathers underftanding. Indeed for en- 
tertainment of ftrangers, they are freely difpofed ; and 
there gentlemen of any good fort, referve ever ia their 
houfes Spanilh facie, and Irifh ufcova, and will be as 
tipfy with their wives, their priefts, and their friends, 
as though they were naturally infeoft in the eleven royal 
taverns of Naples. 

And now, amongft many, there are 
Twointclcra - two intolerable abuks of protections in 
tie akifes in that kingdom ; the one of thieves and 
Ireland. wood-c.irns, the other of priefts and Pa- 

pills. 1 difeourfe of thefe corruptions 
now as I found them then *.

• They account it no fliame or infamy to commit robben^. 
which they practife cve.y where with Rre.it cruelty. When they g 
lo rob, they pour out their prayers to God, tint dicy may meet w 
a booty. They fpare ncithcV churches nor hallowed places 
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The firft is prejudicial to all Chriftian civility, tran- 
quil government, and a great difcouragement for our 
colonifed planters there, belonging to both foils of this 
ifland, being daily molefted, and nightly incumbered,

And notwithftanding of their barbarous cruelty, ever 
executed at all advantages, with liaughter and murder 
upon the Scots and Englilh dwellers there *, yet they 

thence alio they fill their hands with fpod; yea, and fometimes th-y 
let them on lire, and kdl the men that theie he hidden. And the 
uule heieof is, the mod idthy life ot then piiefh, who of u'lurchev 
nuke profane houies, and keep harlots, who follow them whither- 
foever they go*, but when they are calf oil', lick cunning deuces to 
do mifcluct by poilons. The pueQs, lemim, and then ludaids, 
abide within the circuit of a church, drink until they he drunk, lie 
together, Hied blood, and keep up their cattle there. — - Cambdenh 
Jhitannia. 

• About the month of May 1641, when the Scottilh army, under 
the command of Mijoi-Gcneral Monro, had nurclicd imm Cai- 
rickfergus, taken in the Neuay, beaten the hith out of thofe pu ts, 
with the (laughter of many of them, Su Phelim O’Neal caufcd five 
thou faml Hritilh, whom he detained in Armagh Tyron, and otloer 
parts of the noith, to be moft nuferably murdered in the fpace of 
three days.

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lifted churches, impaflable bridges, indigent dholars 
anddiftreiled families, be fupportcd therewith, I am as 
clear of it as they, although I fmart by the contrary 
confulion. 

But leaving this, and obferving my method, I remem- 
ber I law in the north parts of ireland two remarkable 
fights ; the one was their manner of til- 
lage, ploughs drawn by horle-tails, want- A bad and 
ing garnilhing, they are only fattened uncivil huf 
with llraw, or wooden ropes, to their bandry in 
bare rumps, marching all fide for lide, Ireland. 
three or four in a rank, and as many 
men hanging by the ends of that untoward labour. 
It is as bad a hulhtndry, I fay, as ever I found among 
the wildtft favages alive ; for Caramines, who under- 
hand not the civil form of agriculture, yet they delve, 
hollow, and turn over the giound, with manual and 
wooden inilruments. But the Irifli have thoufands 
of both kingdoms daily labouring belide them ; yet 
they cannot learn, becaufe they will not learn, to ufe 
garnilhing, fo obttinate they are in their barbarous 
cu homs, unlefs punilliment and penalties were inllict- 
ed ; and yet moll of them are content to puj twen- 
ty ftiHings a-year, before they will change their cu* 
hom. 

The other as goodly fight I faw was women tra- 
veling or toiling at home, carrying their 
infants about their necks, and laying Northern /- 
their dugs over their llioulders, would rijh women 
8>ve fuck to the babes behind their giving fuck 
backs, without taking them in their to their babes 
ar ms. Such kind of breads, methink- behind their 
t'th, were very fit to be made money- Jhoulders. 
hags for Eall or Well Indian merchants, 
being more than half a yard long, and as well wrought 
* s any tanner, in the like charge, could ever mollify 
‘ u ch leather. 

As for any other cufloms they have, to avoid pro- 
!X, ty> I fpare : only, before my pen fly ova* fcas, I 
v tould gladly iliakc hands with fpme of our churchmen 
C c there ; 
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there ; for better are the wounds of a friend, than the 
fweet fmile of a llatterer ; for love and truth cannot 
dilTemble. 

Many ditTembling imptidents intrude thcmfclvcs in 
this high calling of GoJ, who are not truly, neither 
worthily, thereunto called ; the ground here arifuig 
either from a carnal or carelefs prelumprion, other- 
wile from needy, greedy, and lack of bodily mainte- 
nance. 

Such is now the corruption of time, that I know 
here even mechanic men admitted in 
Ancidefiaftic the place of pallors ; y: a, and rude- 
corruption in bied foldicrs, whole education was at 
unlawful the inulket- mouth, are become theic 
preacher j. both Libyan grave, and unlearned 

churchmen ; nay, betides them profefl'. 
eel, indeed profdFed lcholars, whole wa.biing mouths, 
ingorged with fpoonfuls of bruifed Latin, ieldom or 
never expi died, unleL the force of quailing 1'pew it 
forth from their empty feuds; liich, Hay, coniine 
t^jeir dochine between the thatch and the church- 
walls tops ; and yet thcii lmalldl llipends (lull a* 
mount to one, two, three, or four hundred pounds 
a-y ear. 

Whereupon you may demand me, how fpend they, 
or how delerve they this ? I anllver, Their delerts are 
nought, and the fiuit thereof as naughtily ipent j for 
fermons and prayers they never have any ; neither have 
they ever preached any, noi can pieach. 

And although lorn*: could, as perhaps they feeming 
would, they Hull have no auditor (as they lay) but bare 
walls tie pints of their pai flics being the roots of 
me.c Iiilh. As concerning i heir carnage in lpending 
fuch fact ilegious fees, the courfc is thus. 

The alehoule i their chuich, the irilh prieils their 
conforts ; their auditors be. Fill and fetch more ; their 
text Spanish lack, their prayers carouling, their hog' 
ing of pfahns wh'fTirg of tobacco, their kill blcfling 
aqua viLc y and all their do&iine found drunkemiels. 
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And whenfoever thefe parties do meet, their parting 
is Dane like, from a Dutch pot, and • 

the minifter, ftill pui fe-bcarcr, dcfrayeth A flattering 
all charges for the prieft. Arguments covenant be - 
of religion, like Podolian Polonians, tiuixt mini- 
they fuccumb ; their conference only flers ami 
pleading mutual forbearance ; the mini* mafs-priejis* 
j!er afraid of the prielt’s wood- earns, 
and the priefts as fearful of the mioifter’s apprehend* 
ing or denoting them ; contra&ing thereby a Gibeoni- 
zed covenant; yea, and for more fubmiffion’s fake, 
he will give way to the prieft to mumble ma(s in his 
thuren, where in all his life he never made prayer nor 
krmon. 

Lo there are fome of the abufes of our late weak and 
(haggling ecclefi allies there, and the foul-dunk forrow 
of godlels epicures and hypocrites. 

To all which, and much more, have I been an ocular 
teftator, and fometimesa conftrained conlociatc to their 
companionry ; yet not lo much inforced, as delirous to 
know the behaviour and converlation of fuck merce- 
nary Jebufites. 

Great God amend if, for it is great pity to behold it ; 
and if it continue fo ftill, as when I faw them laft, O 
far better it were, that thefe ill-beftowed tithes, and 
chut ch- wall rents, were diftributed to the poor and 
needy, than to fuftocatc the Twine- fed bellies of lucli 
idle and profane parafites. 

And here another general abufe I obferved, that 
wherfoever any lrifh die, the friend of the delimit (bc- 
fides other fees) paying twenty lliillings to the Knglilh 
curate, lhall get the corpfe of the dcceafed to be buried 
within the church, yea often even under the pulpit- 
foot; and for lucre, interred in God’s lan£luaiy when 
dead, who, when alive, would never approach nor en- 
ter the gates of Sion, to worlhip the Lord, nor conloim 
thcmfdves to true religion. 

Truly fuch, and the like abufes, and evil examples ot 
kwd lives, have been the greateft hindrance of that 
ld nd’s converllon : for fuch, like wolves, have been, horn 
C c ? 1 nme 
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time to time, but tumbling blocks before them ; re- 
garding more their own fenfual and licentious ends, 
than the glory of God, in converting of one foul unto 
his church. 

Now asconcerning the unconfcionable carriage of the 
lrifh clergy, afk me, and there my reply. 
Minijlerial As many of them (for the moll part) 

offices as are Proteftant minifters, have their 

jirangely wives, children, and fervants inverted 
dbufeiL Papilfs ; and many of thefe churchmen 

at the hour of their death, like dogs re- 
turn back to their former vomit. Witnefs the late 


Vicar of Calin (belonging to the late and laft Richard 
Earl of Dcrtnond, who being on his deathbed, and ha- 
ving two hundred pounds a year ; finding himfelf to 
foriake both life and llipend, fent ftraight for aRomilh 
prieft, and received the Popifli facrament : con felling 
freely in my hearing, that he had been a Roman- 
catholic all his life, diflembiing only with his reli- 
gion, for the better maintaining of his wife and chil- 
dren. And being brought to the burial-place, he was 
interred in the church, with which he had played the 
ruffian all his life ; being openly carried at mid-day 
with Jeluits, priefts, and friars of his own nation, and 
after a contemptible maimer, in derirton of our protec- 
tion, and laws of the kingdom. 

Infinite more examples of this kind could I recite, 
and the like refemblances of fome being alive ; but I 
refpeftfully lui'pend, (wilhing a reformation of fuch 
deformity), and fo concludeth this clerical corruption 
there. Yet I would not have the reader to think, that 


1 condemn all our clergy there ; no, God forbid ; for 
1 know there are many found and religious preachers 
of both kingdoms among them, who make confidence 
of their calling, and live as lanthorns to incapable ig- 
norants, and to thofe draggling Stoicks I complain of 
condemnatory judges ; for it is a grievous thing to fee 
incapable men to juggle with the high myrterics ot 


man’s falvation.

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And now after the wearifome ending of a tcmpeftu- 
ous rain- facking toil, I embarked at Yog- 
hall in Munfter, February 27. 1620. in My dcpar - 
a little French pink bound for St Malo ture from 
in Bretagne. Where, when tranfport* Ireland to 
ed, I fet forward to Paris, where I Frame, 
found the works of two wicked and per- 
verfe authors, the one of which had difdainfully wro'e 
againft the life and reign of Queen Elifabcdi of eternal 
renown : the other ignominiouily, upon the death of 
our late Queen Anne of ever blefied memory.

This is -a 
barren icun- mountainous and invincible country, (of 
try. which Vi&oiia is the chief city) being a 

baleen and almoll unprofitable foil. The 
fpccinl commodities whcieof aic Bleep, wool as loft 
rs fflk, goats, and excellent good iron. Corns they 
have none, or little at all ; neither wine, but what is 
brought fiom Navas le in pelagoes, or i wine -Heins, car- 
1 i<^el on mulets backs. 

Lca\ ing Bifcay, I entered Navarre, and came to Pam* 
pfluna its metropolitan city : litre 1 found the poor- 
elf viceroy ( nomen fine re) with the halt means to main- 
tain him, that ever the world afforded luch a Pyle. Na- 
\ 1 itc is but a little kingdom, amounting in length 
(with the fouth pendicles of the high Pyrenees) to twen- 
ty-three leagues ; that is, between Porto di St Johanne 
in Bafque, and Grono upon the river Hebro, dividing 
the old Caftile and Navarre. In bieadth it extendeth 
to feventeen leagues ; that is, between Varen in Bilcay, 
aifd Terrafranca, in Arragon ; the foil is indifferent 
fertile of corns and wines. From thence I fet eaftward 
to Siragula, the capital feat of Arragon. 

Ariagon hath Navarre to the weft ; fouth, Valentia 
kingdom ; eaft and fouth c.ift, Catalonia ; and on the 
north, the Pvienean Alpes. It h an ancient and famous 
kingdom, under whole juriidielion were both the pet- 
ty kingdoms of Valencia and Baicelona ; and not long 
ago was given to the Caftilian king by maniage ; for 
although Caftile hath the language, they have the li- 
neal defcent of the Romans ; the inhabitants whereof 
being inftin&ivcly endued with all human affabilities. 
From thence, returning through the old Caftile, or 
kingdom of Burgos, in the way to St Jago of Compo- 
ftella in Galicia ; it was my fortune at St Domingo to 
enter the town-church, accompanied by two French 
puppies, mindful to fhew me a miraculous matter.

The father and the Ion, two Bourboneans of 
France, going in pilgrimage to St James, it was their 
lot to lodge here in an inn ; where, fupper ended, and 
reckoning paid, the hoft perceiving their dcnariate 
charge, he entered their chamber when they were aileep, 
and in bed, conveying his own purfe in the young 
man’s budget. '* a 

To morrow early, the two innocent pilgrims, foot- 
ing the hard bruifing way, were quickly over-hied by 
the Jufticc ; where the hoft making fearch for his 
purfe, found it in the fon’s bag. Whereupon inftant- 
)y> an d in the fame place he was hanged, and left hang- 
ing there, leizing on their money by a fentential for* 
feiture. 

The forrowful father, notwithftanding, continued 
his pilgrimage to Compoftella. Where, when come, 
and devotion made, our Lord of Mount Serata appear- 
ed to him, faying, Thy prayers are heard , and thy 
groans have pierced my heart ; a rife , and return to St 
Domingo, for thy fon hveth. And he accordingly re- 
turned, found it lo, and the fon hanged monfter, after 
thirty days abfcncc, fpoke thus from the gallows : Fa- 
ther, go to our hojly and focw him I live ; then fpecdily re- 
turn.

.Nation, the two fire-fcorched fowls 
^eaped out fuddenly alive, with heads, wings, feathers, 
n feet; and cackling, took fj'gkt thrice about the ta- ^

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ble. This amazing light made the aftonifhed hofi: to 
confefs his guiltinels, and the other being relieved from 
the rope, he was hung up in his place, allotting his 
houle lor an hofpitaliry to pilgrims for ever. 

There are Hill two hens refervcd here, in memory of 
this miracle, and always changed, as they grow fat, foi 
the priells chops, being freely given to the place. And 
I dare /'wearing fay, thefe priells eat fatter hens than 
Don Philippo hutdelf, they being fed by the people's 
devotion, at their entrance to the morning and evening 
Sacrifices, and are termed holy hens. Much paper could 
I blot, with relating the like abfurdities, and miracu- 
lous lies of the Romilh church ; but leaving them till a 
fitter occalion, I proceed. From thence traverling a 
great part cf the higher Affuria, I entered into Galicia, 
and found the country fo barren, the people fo poor, 
and vi&uais fo learce, that this impottunate infoice- 
ment withdiew me from St Jaques, to Portugal : where 
X found little better, or Idler relief, their lbil being 
abfolute litiile, delert, and mountainous. 

, Portugal was foimcrly called Lujitama , and Ifif panto, 
Ulterior : It is tlnee hundred atul tweiu 
Tic a it.gibn ty miles in length, li^Cy-eight in breadth, 

of Portugal, and fometimes under. When under the 
dominion of the Floors it was d’vided 
into two kingdoms : the one idetved the name of all ; 
the other w*is called y/rarlms ; an Arabic word, that 
fignilleth the wdkin pait : and uerc divided with the 
river Guadron, and the two cattles Odcbera and Alco- 
tino. Agarbas was toward the loath, and Portugal 
noithward. 

Portugal is now confined, on the fouth and fouth-eah, 
with Aiulalufia ; well: and louth-weft, the main ocean ; 
Galicia to the north; and ealtward, the old and new 
Callile. After twenty days toiilbme climbing in this 
kijigdom, I returned to Salamanca in Callilia Vecchia, 
the lacculotal univerftty of Spain ; whence fpiift/J 
thefe Hocks of fludents that overlwarm the whole land 
with rogi.ciir, tobberies, and begging. From thence 
travu ling the AJpcs of ,Sieia de (Jadcrama, (which di- 
vide:) 
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vided the two Caftiles) I defcended the fouth fide of the 
mountains, and arrived at the Efcurial, where then t^e 
late King Philip III. had his rdidence

<llc part of Spain, fituate in the kingdom of Toledo, 
the new Caftilia; and diftant from Lifbon in Portugal, 
wellward, one hundred leagues ; from Sevilia in An- 
dalufia ninety leagues ; fiom Granada, fourhward, 
fixty-eight leagues ; Barcelona in Catalonia, eaft l'outh 
eaftward, one hundred leagues ; from Valentia, fifty 
leagues ; from Siragula in Arragon, eallward, three 
leagues ; from St Sebaftian in Bifcay, north-wefhvard, 
feventy leagues ; and from Pampcluna in Navarre, 
north -eafhvard, forty-nine leagues. Spain generally is 
a mals of mountains, a barren ill manured loil, neither 
well inhabited nor populous ; yea, fo defers is it, that 
in the very heart of Spain I have gone eighteen leagues 
(two days journey) without feeing either houfe or vil- 
lage, except two ventas, tavei ns ; and commonly eight 
leagues without any houfe; villages arc fo far diltanr, 
the rocky Sera’s or Alpes fo innumerable.

As I take it, the Spaniard being of a low fea- 
ture, borroweth his high-minded bread from the high- 
topped mountains ; for the one in quality, and the o- 
ther in quantity, are extraordinarily fimilar. 

Certain it is, as the Spaniard in all things ftandeth 
greatly upon his reputation, (but never to avouch it 
with fingle combat), fo he vaunteth not a little of his 
antiquity, deriving his pedegree from Tubal, the ne- 
phew of Noah. But (efpecially as they draw it) how 
often hath the line of Tubal been baftarded, degene- 
rated, and quite expelled, by invafions of Phoenicians, 
oppreflions of the Greeks, incurfions of the Cartha- 
ginians, the conqueft and planting of provinces, and 
colonies of the Romans, the general deluge of the 
Goths, Huns, and Vandals; and laftly, by the long 
and intolerable tyranny of the Moors, whofe flavifh 
yoke and bondage in eight hundred »

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The moft wretched peafants in the world are here, 
wnofe daily moans might draw tears from ftoncs. Their 
villages dand as wade, like as the Sabunk, Garamont, 
or Arabian pavilions, wanting gardens, hedges, clolTes, 
barns, or back-lides. This lluggiffi and idle hufband- 
ry being a natural indintd of their neighbour or pa- 
ternal Moors. 

As for induftrious arts, inventions, and virtues, 
they are as dull thereof as their late predecdlors. And 
truly I confel's, for the Spanifh nun, Ihe is more holy than 
the Italian ; the former are only rei'erved to the friars 
and priefts; the latter, being more noble, have moll 
affinity with gentlemen. The Spaniard is of a fpaie 
diet, and temperate, if at his own coll he fpend ; but 
if given gratis, he hath the longed tulks that ever play- 
ed at table. 

After a doub fu! and dangerous departure fromMa 
drid, (as Sir Waiter Ailnn, his Majelly’s amballador, 
can tcllify, wi'h his followers, as fome of his people 
have alrcadv here done the lame), being the drift ol 
my 4 own countrymen, I came to Toledo, twelve leagues 
didant from thence. This city is lituate on a ragged 
FOck upon the river Tagus, being an archbifhop’s leaf, 
the primate and metropolitan fee of all Spain ; yet a mi- 
ferably impoverilhcd and deformed place. 

* And although the Spaniard, of all towns in Spain, 
braggeth molt of Toledo it is neither (doubtlefs 1 know) 
for beauty, bounds, nor wealth, if not 
Naked amhi- for (he Intrado belonging to it, amount- 
tion conferred ing yearly (as they affirm) to two bun- 
upon poor To - dred thoufand duckets ; for there is no 
ledo. other Epilcopal feat in all Cadilia, or 

kingdom of Toledo. Going from To- 
ledo, I eroded the ci offing Sieva de Morada, (which 
divideth the kingdom of Granada from the Manilla of 
fhe new Cadilia), and arrived at Granada, the capital 
of Andalulia. 

Here the Moors had their lad refidcnce in Spain, 
and was magnanin^oully recovered, anno 149^, by 
Ferdinando the Cadilia^ King, and his wife Ifabella. 
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It ftandeth at the loot of Siera de Nevada, (the fnowy- 
Alpes), who referve continually fnow on the tops, and 
partly inclofed between two fiiow-melting rivers. In 
this city is the principal feat and college of jullice of 
all i'outh Spain ; as Valladolid is for the north of Spain ; 
the high court of Madrid having preiogative ova* 
both. 

It hath a fpacious and flrong caftle, which was budd- 
ed by the Moors, and indeed a kingly manlion ; where 
I fawthe hails and bed-chambers of the Moorilh kings, 
moll exipiifitely over cieled, and indented with .Mo- 
laic work, excelling far any modern indullry whatfo- 
t vcr. 

The Emperor Charles V. and King of Spain, alter 
his return from that misfortunate voyage of Algier, 
left a monument here, never likely to have been ac- 
complilhed, that is the foundation of an admirable work 
advanced two (lories high. Without it is quadrangled, 
and within round ; having two degrees of encircling 
promontories, fupported by marble pijlars and alaballer 
arches. # 

Being difmiffed here, it was my foitune, at Anteca- 
ra, to encounter with a merchant (Mr 
Woodfon, a Londoner) newly come Mr JVoodfon % 
from Venice, and bound to Malaga, a London mer- 
With whom accompanied, the day fol- chant . 
lowing, being Sunday, with lore travel, 
we came within night to Malaga ; and thereafter, part- 
ing to our fcveral lodgings, the next morning 1 ad- 
drefled myielf to the Ihore-lide ; where I had notice 
^iven me of a French lliip belonging to Toulon in Pro- 
vence, that was lying m the Mould, and fhovtly 
found for Alexandria : and fading that tianipom- 
U011 moll convenient foV my delign, (my lalell courfe 
*ying through Egypt, arVei the Red Sea, for P.dler 
John’s ^minions and court), I prclently made bar- 
gain tfith the Ihipmaller Vor my paifage and vie- 

And now, attending my deWtur.e thence, upon the 
fifth dav alter mv comint; hither, anno 1620, OtTt. 27. 

the 
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the Englilh fleet that went againfl the pirates of Algier, 
caff anchor at midnight in the road ; whofe fudden co- 
ming yielded no fmall fear to the affrighted town, 
miftaking them for Turks : for the two caftle-bclls 
ringing backward, the thundering drums refounding, 
and the town all the latter part of the night in arms, 
bred fuch difturbing defpair to their families, and di- 
ftra&ion to themfelves, that their wives and children 
fled to the higher caftle, without the town ; and I fluid 
confort with the defendants till day light. But morn- 
ing come, and the English colours difeovered, Don 
Jafper Ruiz de Peredas, the governor, went aboard 
of the Englifli general Sir Robert Maunlil ; where, 
after congratulating compliments, he being returned 
afhore, dilinifled the burghers, and their 
Malaga af - arms. In that afternoon, and the day 

frighted with following, being Saturday, there came 
the Englifi hundreds afhore of my fpecial friends, 
fleet. and old familiars, Londoners, and cour- 

tiers ; with whom met, we were jovial 
together till Sunday morning. Then I went aboard 
the Lion, his Majefly’s fliip, and faluted the general, 
who kindly entertained me to the next day, that the 
fleet was divided in three fquadrons, and he under 
fail ; and then unhappily came I afhore in a fPher- 
boar, to my de ir-bought definition, being fore againfl 
the general’s will but that I fliould have gone with him 
to Algier ; lave only that my linen, letters, and facket, 
was lying in my hoftery, and fo could not go. But 
what fliall I fay ! 

Quod fortuna dedit , nemo tollcre potcjl. 

And fo now followeth the ^jr row fill relation of my 
tragical fuflerings, which, a**' briefly as I may, I fluil 
fuccintly avouch, althougl J the larger the bet :er to be 

underftood. ./ 

Sad 
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Sad foul, mix truth with grave and prompt dif- 
courfe ; 

Let pafiions be ; this tragic ftyle muft reft 

On faith and patience, columns of recourfe, 

Which underpropp’d my fufFcrings here expreft. 

Lord, weigh my words : with vvifdom, give me 
grace, 

In all this woik to give thy glory place. 

I was no fooner entered the town, and going up a 
private way to my lodging, to fluin company and ac- 
quaintance, for that night was I to have imbarked for 
Alexandria, but I was fuddenly furprifed in that narrow 
depopulated ftrect, with nine Alguozilos, fergeants; 
who inclofing me on both Tides, laid violent hands on 
:ne, wrapping me up in a black frizado cloak ; and grip- 
ping my throat to flop my crying, they carried me on 
their arms to the governor’s houfe, and incloftd me in 
a low parlour. 

To which when the governor came, for I was ac- 
quainted with him before, I fadly fpoke, 
laying, “ My moft noble governor, and A fad requefi 
worthy Lord, I humbly befeech your to a mcrtilefs 
goodnel's to fhew for what offence or governor. 
caufe I am thus violently brought before 
you, knowing that in me, and from my carriage, there < 
h no injury committed.” Whereat, without anfwer, 
and fhaking his head, he caufed inclofe me in a little 
cabinet within the parlour, till he went for mafs, com- 
manding them, with all poflible, diligence to fetch hither 
the captain of the town, Don Franeifco di Cordova, 
the Alcalde Major, and the ftates ferivan, enjoining 
them to conceal my apptehending till further trial, un- 
der pain of deatli. \ 

At laft he came from tlvc mafs, and they come hither, 
the fergean^^redifmilfedXthe doors made faft, and I 
was bmtfght forth before thVle four ca\uliers, all placed 
'llSl&rs, and the icrivan-taUfc let, with pen, ink, and 
paper, to write my confeflionV Where, after long fi- 
'Snce, the governor a/ked me af my nation, and how 
D (1 1 long. 
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long, and how often, I had been out of my country ? 
and whither 1 was bound ? and how long I had been in 
Spain ? 

To whom I punctually returned my dividuate an- 
iwers. 

Whereupon, being inclofed in my former cabinet, 
within a while Don Francilco entered my room, de- 
manded me if I had been in Seville, or was come from 
it ; and clapping my checks, with a Judas-fnnle, made 
this mtieaty, *• My dear brother, and gallant compa- 
nion, confefs freely that yon have been in Seville ; for 
your countenance bewrayeih, there are fome hidden 
purpofes in the clolet of your breaft ; and Para Juyr- 
jnas malo, you had belt in time relate to me the 
ti utli.” 

Whereat I faying No, as truth required, he went 
back, refoiving them of my ftiff denial; and they there- 
with inccnled, I was invited to their former piefence, 
and gieat accufations enfuing ; ftrft, the 
A tyrannical governor made me lwear, and hold up 
ttvrji rained my hand, that I fhould tell the particu- 
oatb. lar truth of every thing he was to demand 

of me ; which indeed I did according to 

my knowledge. 

Then he tequired, if the Englifli general was a Duke, 
or great Signor ? and what could be the realon that he 
refilled to come afhoic there ? for that was the fit ft im- 
prdTion of their falfe conceived jealoufy. Next he dic- 
ed me, if I knew his name, and the other captains ! 
and what their names were ? and what their intention 
was ? or if I had known of their coming abroad, cr 
preparation for it, before my departure from Eng- 
land ? 

The ferivan writing tlowjf mean while, every word 
be ipoke, and what 1 .mfwe'cd : well, all the former 
particulars giving full Ik^sfaClion, ancEiO the laft de- 
nying th n J knew of Fie forthcoming of titc. fleet, 
they all lour gave a lhr it to the contrary. Where- 
upon the governor lWaj'mg, curled and laid, “Thou 
Heft like a villain; tl/ju art a fpy and a traitor, and 

earned 
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tanreft dire&ly from England of purpofe to Spain ; an$ 
haft been lying nine months in Seville, getting fure in- 
telligence when the Spanith navy was looked for from 
the Indies; and that thou expielsly came heie to meet 
with the Englifti armado, (knowing of their diet), to 
give them credible knowledge thereof; and that by thy 
information they might the more readily compafs their 
ends ; and thus thy treachety and fubtilty hath been enir 
ployed. 

Whereat I being aftonilhed, and ferioufly anfwering 
for the intention of the Englifh fleet, 
and my own innocency concerning The Enghjh 
them, he threatening laid, I was fecn acquaintance 
familiar, aboard and a (bore, with the my great eft 
whole captains, and known to be of huuUanu. 
their fpecial acquaintance ; belides, 
three hundred other gentlemen, and mariners, with 
whom you was fo familiar, and they with thee, that it 
far exceeded the kindnefs of accidental meeting. 

All this we faw, and hourly temarked, (laid lie), and 
thou art newly come fiom the general, when thou wait 
taken; where, confuhing with their council of war 
this morning, (concerning what they affigned thee to 
accomplifh), thou haft delivered thy opinion, and the 
expectation of Seville, touching the returning of hisMa- 
jefty’s armado di plato ; and therefore thou art a ipi- 
ono, a traitor, and a federate velacco : for we are not 
ignorant (laid he) of the burning of St Thome in the 
Weft Indies; for there, and then, we had a certain e- 
vidence of the Englilh infidelity, and treacherous ex- 
ploits in time of peace : wherefore thefe Lutherans, 
and fons of the tdevil, cmght from us good Catholics to 
receive no credit. \ 

Whereupon! befoug^t him to fend for fome fu in- 
dent Englilh jTaCtors, tliqte fojourning, who would te- 
flily t^ctymrary in my\bt half, their country, and 
thei/fieet ; but th it he woi\d nor, for my being difco- 
^*efed. At laft, leting his \amnablc opinion, and to 
clear myfclf of 1'uch falfe imitation?, 'I requefted him 
1) d ?! to 
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to fend a fergcant to my pofado, or lodging, for my 
cloak-bag, where he Ihould fee a more evident teftimony 
of my carriage and honeft purpofe, and thereupon the 
approbation of my prince. 

This demand he liked well, thinking thereby to find 
out all the fecrets and practices of my negotiation with 
the Englifh fleet. Whereupon forthwith, 
Pis Mdjcjly's and with clofe circumfpedlion, he had it 
htu n and brought unto him, my hoftage-houfe not 
Jcais mijre- knowing where I was. The cloak-bag 

garded. I opened myfelf ; and fhewing him his 

Majefty’s letter in parchment, and under 
his hand and Teal, dated at Theobals 1619, July 17. 
and compiled and wrote by Mr Thomas Reid, then 
lecretary for the Latin tongue, done in my behalf, and 
my intended refolution for Ethiopia ; the King's fa fe 
conduit he mifregarded, giving it neither refpedt nor 
trull. 

After which, I /hewed him divers patents, Teals, and 
the great fe.il of Jeruftlem, paflports, and my book of 
a*r..$, called Liber amicorum, wherein I had the hand- 
writs and arms of iundry kings, dukes, princes, vice- 
roys, marquifes, earls, lords, and governors, &c. done 
in profe and veiic. in<Greek, Latin, or their maternal 
tongues, being as propitious pledges of their faveur in 
commendation of me, and of my travels. 

But all thefe would not fatisfy him; nay, rather con- 
firming a greater jealoijfy of his former fufpicion. 
Whereupon, mifconllruing all, they icized abfolutely 
upon my cloak-bag, viewing and detaining all I had at 
their pleafure; /hutting me up the third time. This 
done, and within night, beings callcdi ^gain, the go- 
vernor commanded me to li aferibe jny confeflion ; 
which I voluntarily obeyed, , /though niey Bill urged 
me further and fui ther to c^nfefs. Meanwhile thefe 
four accomplices confulim*/' about my ihfpft&nmcnt, 
the Alcalde, or chief Jumce, would have Ifad roe a- 
long with him to the towA-jail; but the Corrigidorrs-/ 
fultd, laying, “ Para n/m flar viflo con fus pefanos;” 
That he may not be fe*jn by his countrymen, it beho- 
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veth me to have a care of his concealment ; and I war- 
rant you (faid he) I fhall lodge him well enough. * 

Upon the knowledge of this, that 1 was fecretly to 
be incarcerate in the governors palace, 
entered the Mr Serjeant, and begged Anunjufi rob- 
my money, and licence to fearch it ; bery by un - 
and liberty granted, he found in my juft judges . 
pockets eleven Philippoes, or ducatoons ; 
and then unclothing me before their eyes, even to my 
fhirt ; and fearching my breeches, he found in my 
doublet-neck, fall: fhut between two canvafles, a hun- 
dred and thirty-feven double pieces of gold. Where- 
at the Corrigidor arofe, and counting my gold, being 
live hundred and forty-eight ducats, he laid to the 
ferjeant, Cloath him again, and inclofe him there in 
the cabinet till after fupper. Meanwhile the fergeant 
got the eleven ducatoons of lilver; and my gold, 
which was to take me for Ethiopia, the governor 
ft i zed upon ; giving afterwards two hundred crowns 
of it to fupply the new-laid foundation of a Capu- 
chine monaftery there, referving the reft (being thyec 
hundred and forty-eight ducats) for his own avaricious 
ends. 

This done, and midnight come, the fergeant and two 
Turkilh (laves releafing me from the inferior room, 
brought me through certain alcending paflages, to '$ 
chamber in a fequeftrate lide of the palace, toward the 
garden, and right above his fumrner-kitchen ; where, 
there and then, the ferjeants and the two ftaves thruft 
on every ancle a heavy bolt, my legs being put to the 
full ft ride, bv a ftrong gad of iron, far above a yard 
long ; upon the/ ends of which the two bolts depended 
that were fallen j!d aboinVny legs ; infomuch, that I could 
never fit up, nc)r walk, nor Hand, nor turn me ; but lay 
continually on/my back,Vhe irons being thrice heavier 
than my body. \ 

Whereupon beholding rnv inevitable mifery, and fuch 
rnonfter-made irons, my lig\ing foul deplored thus t 
D d \ “ Alas ! 
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“ Alas ! fergeant, and you two {laves, 
A mift ruble remark in me the juft judgements of 

and helplefs God j aud lo, how the heavens have re- 

Limentation. duced me to this meritorious reward, 
and ti uly deferved, for I have dearly and 
truly bought it that I, whofe legs and feet the whole 
univerfe could fcarcely contain, now thefe bolts and 
irons keep them fall, in a body-length of a ftone-paved 
floor. O foolilli pride ! 0 fupprt fling ambition, and 
vaporous curiofity ! Wo worth the fury of youralpiring 
vanities; you ha\e taken me over the face of the earth, 
and now left me in a dungeon hole. My foul, O my 
foul is leager unto this ptoveib, A Ian propoftth , and Cod 
difpefith . O happy had 1 been, thrice happy, in a fliep- 
herd’s life ” 

Thus, and more, lamenting the deftiny of nature, 
they left me with folacious words, and ftraight returned 
again with victuals, being a pound of boiled mutton, a 
wheat-bread, and a final! pint of wine ; which was the 
firft, the beft, and the laft of this kind, that ever 1 got 
in that woful manfion. The krgeant leaving me, (ne- 
ver feeing him more, till a more unwelcomed fight), he 
directed the ilaves, that after I had contented my dif* 
contented appetite, they (hould lock the door, and car- 
ry the keys to Arcta, a Spaniard, and keeper of the 
• filver-plate. 

A little while after he was gone, the other drudge 
left me alfo, who was newly turned Chrittiun ; where 
being alone with Hazier, the natural Turk, who was to 
attend me, feed mi, and keep me, lying nightly a con* 
[trained tcntind, without the door of my impriion- 
mem, he demanded me for what cauft^I was commit- 
ted, and what bad action 1 was/guilty o| ? 'To whom I 
aniwered, Only for a naked it Ipicion j. miftaking the 
honourable intention of the l/glifti arir^do, 1 am as a 
fpy appiehended, and falfely accufed. 

Whereupon the filly flavuff.dling down on his'kpccs, 
held up his hands, crying/ Hermano, Ha maw, es muy , 

i grand 
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grand mencjier , para tomar pazcnza , 

“ Brother, brother, it is much need- The mourning 
ful for you to take all in patience; for of Hazier, a' 
it is impoffiblc now you can efcapc fome Tutkijhfavc. 
fearful trial, and thereupon a horrible 
punilhment, even unto death ; and, alas, to relieve you, 
if I durft, (as I dare not under death), to difeover 
you to your countrymen, I would do it upon my 
knees.” And leaving me with a weeping good night, he 
made fall the door, and traniported the keys, as he was 
directed. 

The day following, the governor entered my prifon 
alone, intreating me to confefs that I was a fpy, and he 
would be my friend, and procure my pardon ; neither, 
in the mean time, fhould I lack any needful thing. But 
I ilill attehing my innocency, he wrathfully lwore I 
fhould fee his face no more, till grievous torments 
ihould make me do it ; and leaving me in a rage, he 
obfcTved too well his condition. 

But withal, in my hearing, he commanded Areta, 
that none fhould come near me, except the Have, nor 
no food fhould be given me, but three ounces of mtifi- 
ed brown bread every fecond day, and a fide to, or 
Englilli pint of water ; neither any bed, pillow, or co- 
verlet, to be allowed me. And dole up, faid he, this 
window in his room, with lime and flone ; Hop th£ 
holes of the door with double mitts, hanging another 
lock to it ; and, to withdraw all viflble and fenfibU* 
comfort from him, let no tongue nor feet be heard 
near him, till I have my defigns accomplifhed. And 
thou, Hazier, I charge thee, at thy incomings to have 
no conference doth him, nor at thy outgoings abroad to 
difeover him £$ the Eiglilh favors, as thou wilt anfwer 
upon thy life, and thenigheft torments that can be de- 
'vifed. j \ 

Thcfe dir^aions delivered, and alas too acceuory to 

me in the performance, \my room was made a dau.j

And now being every fecond or third day attended 
with the twinkling of an eye, and my 
A fpeedy ex - fuftenance agreeable to my attendance, 
f edition, or my body grew exceeding weak and in- 
mercilefs mif firm ; infomuch that the governor (after 
chief, his anfwers received from Madrid) made 

hafte to put in execution his bloody and 
mercilefs purpofe before Chriftmas holy days ; left, ere 
the expiring of the Twelfth-day, I ftiould be utterly fa~ 
mifhed, and unable to undergo my trial, without pre- 
fent perifhing ; yet unknown to me, lave only in this 
knowledge, that 1 was confident to die a fearful and 
unacquainted death : for it is a current cuftom with the 
Spaniard, that if a ftranger be apprehended upon any 
fufpicion, he is never brought to open trial, and com- 
mon jail, but clapped up in a dungeon, and there tor- 
rured, imprifoned, or ftarved to death : Such merito- 
rious deeds accompany thele only titular Chriftians ; 
for the Spaniard accounteth it more to be called a 
Chriftian, than either to believe what he piofcfietb, 
or to conform himfelf to the life of Chriftianity ; yea, 
sparingly avouch it, he is the worft and baddeft crea- 
tuie of the Chriftian name ; having no more religion, 
and lefs refpecft to devotion, than an external prefump' 
tuous fhow ; which pei fe<ftcth this ancient proverb, The 
Spaniard ejl bonus CathoUctis , Jed mains Chrijlianus • 

In the end, b) God’s permiffion, the fcourge of my

Mean while the former nine ferjeants, accompanied 
with the ferivan, entered the room without fpeaking a 
word, and carrying me thence, with irons and all, on 
their arms through the houfe to the ftiect, they laid 
me on nay back in the coach ; where two of them fat 
up belide me, (the reft uiing great filence), went foftly 
along by the coach lid c. 

Then Baptifta the coachman, an Indian Negro dri- 
ving out at the fea-gate, the way of the ftioredide, I was 
brought weftward almoft a league from the town, to a 
vine-prefs houle, ftunding alone amongft vineyards, 
where they inclofed me in a room till day-light ; for 
hither was the rack brought the night before, andfri- 
vately placed in the end of a trance. 

And all this fecrefy was ufed, that neither Englifb, 
French, or Flemings, fhould fee, or get any knowledge 
of my trial, my grievous tortures, and dreadful dis- 
patch, bccaufe of their treacherous and cruel proceetf

At the break of day the governor Don Francifco, 
and the Alcalde, came forth in another 
coach ; where, when arrived, and I in- A fir anger 
vited to their preience, I pleaded for a ought not to

And now, after long anv new examinations, from 
morping till dark nighr, the\ finding my firft and fe- 
cond confeffion to run in one , \ that the governor (Vore* 

he 
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he had learned the art of memory ; faying further, 
Is f, it poffible lie can, in fuch diftrefs, and fo long a 
time, oblerve fo ffri&ly in every manner the points of 
his firft confdlion, and I fo often fhifting him to and 
fro ? 

Well, the governor’s interrogation and my confef- 
fion being mutually fubfcribtd; he and Don Fran- 
cifco befought me earneftly to acknowledge and con- 
fefs my guiltinefs in time ; if not, he would deliver 
me in the Alcalde’s hands there prefent ; laying more- 
over, “ Thou ait as yet in my power, and I may fparc 
or pardon thee, providing thou wilt confefs thyfelf a 
fpy, and a traitor againft our nation. 

But finding me Band falf to the maik of my fpotlefs 
innocency, he, inve&ive and malicious he, aher ma- 
ny tremendous threatenings, commanded the ferivan 
to draw up a warrant for the chief Juftice : which be- 
ing done, he fa his hand to it, and taking me by the 
hand, delivered me and the warrant into the Alcalde 
Major’s hands, to caule me to be tortured, broken, and 
cruelly toimented. 

"Whence being earned along on the ferjeant’s arms, 
to the end of a trance or llone-gallery, where tli< 
potato or rack was placed, the encarnador, or tor- 
mentor, begun to difburden me of my irons, which 
*»eing very hard imbolted, he could not unloofe the 
wedges for a long time : whereat the chief jullice be- 
ing offended, the malicious villain, with the hammer 
which he had in his hand, flruck away 
A mercile/s above an inch of my left heel with the 
hurt hfore bolt ; whereupon I grievoufly groaning.

mind, and feeble ipirit, 1 become my own murderer, 
in confeiling myfelf guilty of death, to ihun prcfeut 
punilhmcnt. And accoiding to the multitude of thy 
mercies, O Lord, be merciful to my finful foul ; and 
that for Jefus thy Son and my Redeemer's Hike.” 

After this, the Alcalde and ferivan, being both 
i hair-fet, the one to examine, the other to write down 
my confeflion and toitures, 1 was by the executioner 
dripped to the ikin, bi ought to the rack, and then 
mounted by him on the top of it; where, loon after, 

I was hung by the bare lhonlders, with two fmall cords, 
which went under both my arms, running on two 
jin<>sof iron, that were fixed in the wall above my 
head. 

Thus being hoifted to the appointed height, the tor- 
mentor descended below, and drawing down my legs, 
through the two lides of the three 
planked rack, he tied a cord about each The hams and 
of my ancles : And then afeending up- lids of my 
on the rack, he drew the cords upward, knees ivere 
and bending forward with main force both broken t 
my two knees againlt the two planks, 
the linews of my two hams bur ft aiundcr, and the lids 
of my knees being cruihed, and the cords made fall:, I 
hung fo demained for a large hour. 

At lift the eucarnador informing the governor, that 
I had the maty of Jerufaiem on my right arm, joined 
with the name and crAwn of King James, and done up- 
on the Holy grave, Ihe Corrigidor came out of his 
adjoining ftance, and gave direction to tear afunuer the 
name and crown (as heVaid) of that heretic king, and 
arch enemy to the Holy Uatholie church *.

Cromwell was, Lithgow would doubtlrfs foon have obtained his li- 
berty, and met suth a different fort of treatment. The flory of 
Cromwell is as follows. In Spain it is well known the inquifitors

This un xpccicd decliration fo terrified the King, and the in- 
quifition, ih it they : mmedutcly determined to free the Conful from 
prilon, and umn.diaic'y opened the doors, and gave him leave to 
go out. I in Coninl - mfed to accept a private difmiflion; but, in 
older to c pan tlu lioiu ur of his character, demanded to be ho- 
nourably bmugli forth by the inquifition The f(une Maynard con- 
tinued many years afn-r, in the fame rhara&er in the reigns of 
Charles and fames ft ind li ed at Lifb/h till he was about eighty 
yeais old, wit lion my molefUtion from* the inquifition.

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and froth, and my teeth to chatter like 0 cruel and 
to the doubling of- drum-dicks.

glers ! furpafling the limits of their na- 
tional law ; threefcore tortures being the trial of 
treafon, which I had, and was to endure; yet thus to 
infiitt a fevenfold furplufage of more intolerable cruel- 
ties : And notwithdanding of my {hivering lips in this 
fiery padion, my vehement groaning, and bloodfpring- 
iug fonts from my arms, broke finews, hams, and 
knees, yea, and my depending weight on flefh cutting 
cords ; yet they druck me on the face with cudgels, 
to abate and ceafe the thundering noife of my wredlmg 
vo ; ce. 

At lad, being loofed from thefe pinnacles of pain, 

J was hand-fad fet on the door, with this their incedant 
imploration : Confefs, confcls, confels in time, for 
thine inevitable torments enfue : where finding nothing 
from me, but dill innocent, “ 0 I am innocent, 0 Je- 
fus ! the Lamb of God, have mercy upon me, and 
drengthen me with patience to undergo this barbarous 
murder.” 

Then, by command of the Judice, was my trembling 
body laid above, and along, upon the face of the rack, 
with rny head downward, inclofed with- 
in a circled hole, my belly upmod, and Here begin* 
my heels upward toward the top of the my main tor- 
nek : my legs and arms being drawn a- tures.

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Whereat the Alcalde enraged, fet my teeth afund,er 
with a pair of iron cadges, detaining them 
there at every fevcral turn, both mainly A irucltv be - 
and manually: whereupon my hunger- yond cruelties 
uiinged belly waxing gieat, grewdrum- 
like imboltfcred ; for it being afufibcating pain, in re- 
gard of my head hanging downward, and tlicvater re- 
in^orging itfelf in my tin oat with a ilrrggling force, it 
'{tangled and fwailowed up my breath fiom youling and 
moaning. 

And now, to prevent my renewing grief, (for pre- 
fentlv my heart faileth and forfaketh me), I will only 
briefly avouch, that between each one of theie (even 
cuuilar charges, 1 was always re-examined, each exa- 
mination continuing half an hour, tech halt houi a 
hell of infernal pain, and between each toimcnt a long 
diftance of life-quelling time. 

Thus lay 1 fix houis upon the rack, between four 
o'clock in the afternoon, and ten o'clock at night, ha- 
ving had inflided upon me threefccre and feven tot* 
meats. Neveithelcfs, they continued * 

me a large half hour, after all my tor- A hilnjb and 
lures, at the full bending; wlicie my wifupj'ort- 
body being all begored with blood, ami able pain, 
cm through in every part to the crufiud 
,.nd bruited hones, I pitifully remained, ftill roaring, 
howling, foaming, bellowing, and guafning my teeth, 
widi ini upportable cries, before the pins were undone, 
and my body loofcd. 

True it is, it pailcth the capacity of min, either fen- 
hbly to conceive, or 1 patiently to expreis, the intolera- 
ble anxiety of mind, and afliidion ot body, in that 
dreadful time I fuftained. 

At Jail iny head being by their aims advanced, and 
my body taken from the rack, the water re-gulhed a- 
•Tiundantly fiom my mouth ; then duy re-cloaihing nw 
broken, bloody, cold, and tiembhng body, being an 
l bis time (lark naked, I fell t wice in a founding trance ; 
v diich they again refrclhcu with a little wine, and two 
ytt’m ioy . lK) i done out of charity, but that I lhouhb 
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be referved for further punishment ; and if it were not 
well known that thefc bufferings are true, it would al- 
molt feem incredible to many, that a, man being brought 
fo low, with (hiving hunger, and extreme cruelties, 
could have fublifted any longer referving life. 

And now at hit they charged my broken legs, with 
my former eye frighting irons ; and 
A lamentable done, I was lamentably carried on their 
remembrance arms to the coach, being after brought, 
of inhuman and Secretly tranlported, to my former 

crutlty . dungeon ; without any knowledge of the 

town, fave only thefc my lawlels and 
raercilefs tormentors. Where, when come, I was laid 
with my head and my heels alike high, on my former 
ilones. 

The latter end of this woful night, poor mourning 
Hazier the Turk was fet to keep me ; and on the mor- 
row the governor entered my room, threatening me 
ftill, with more tortures, to confefs ; and io cauled he 
every morning, long before day, his coach to be rum* 

t bled at his gate, and about me, where I 

A dreadful lay, a great noife of tongues, and open- 
affrighting, ing of doors; and all this they did of 
or more tor * purpofe to affright and diffract me, and 
turcs. to make me believe I was going .o be 

* racked again, to make me confefs an un- 

truth; and (fill thus they continued every day of five 
days to Chriffmas. 

Upon Chriffmas day, Mariana, the ladies gentlewo- 
man, got pcrmifUon to vifit me, and with her licence, 
flie brought abundance of tears, prefenting me alio’ 
with a dilli of honey, fugar, f lome confections, and 
raifins in great plenty, to my no fmall comfort, befides 
ufing many fweet fpeeches, for confolation’s lake. 

She g me, and the morning of St John’s day come, 
Jong before day, the town was in arms, the bells ring- 
ing backward, the people (homing, and drums beating; 
wheieat my foul was overjoyed, thinking that the 
Moors had feizal upon all. And in the afternoon the 
V Tuik 
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Turk coming to me with bread and water, being by 
chance the fecond day, I aiked him what the fray 
Who replied, Be of good courage; I 
hope in God and Mahomet, that you Ahs % 1 : 0 good 
and 1 ere long lhall befet at liberty; for news not to 
your countrymen, the Englilh Armada, have been 
and mine the Moors, aie joined toge- true . 
ther, and are coining to fack Malaga ; 
and this morning poll came from Alicant to infoim 
the governor thereof: whereupon he and the town 
have inftantly pulled down all the cooper lhops and 
dwelling-houfes, that were built without, by the lhore- 
fide, adjoining to the town-walls : But yet, fill he, it 
is no matter; the town may ealily be luiprifed, and 1 
hope we Hull be merry in Algier, for thae is above a 
hundred fail leen coming hither ; and therewith killing 
my cheek, he kindiy left me. 

Indeed, as for fuch news from Alicant, the pulling 
down of twenty-eight houfes, the fhore planted with 
cannon, the fufpicion they had of the Englilh, aijd the 
town four days in arms, thele were all true, lave Qply 
the confederacy of the Englilh with the Moo.s, that 
was fulfe. 

WitndTes Sir Richard Halkins, and the captains of 
his fquadron, who, a little after Chrillmas, coming to 
the road, went to the governor to clear hunftlf anff 
the licet of that ablurd imputation laid to their charge. 
The Twelfth-day of Chrillmas expired, they began to 
threaten me on Hill with more tortures, even till Can- 
dlemas. In all which comfortlels time, I was milciably 
afflided with the bcallly plague of gnawing vermin, 
which lay crawling in Ipmps, within, withouq and a~ 
bout my body : yea, hanging in chillers about my 
heard, my lips, my noltrils, and my eye brows, almoit 
inclofmg my light. 

i { And for a greater latisfadlion to their merciiefs minds, 
the governor cuulcd Areta, his illver-plate keeper, to* 
gather and fwcep the vermin upon me twice in eight 
^ys, which toimented nie almoft to death, being a

perpetual punifhment ; for mine arms being broke, my 
hands lucken, and flicking fail to the 
palms of both hands, by reafon of the 
ihrunk finews, 1 was unable ro lift mine 
arms, or llir my fingers, much Ids to 
avoid the filthy vermin ; neither could 
my legs and feet perform it, being im- 
potent in all. Vet I acknowledge the 
poor infidel, fome few times, and 
when opportunity ferved, would ileal 
the keys from Artta, and about midnight would enter 
my room, with flicks and burning oil, and fweeping 
them together in heaps, would burn the greatefl part, 
to my great rele ife ; or doubtlds I had been miferably 
eaten up and devalued by them. 

And now eight days before Candlemas, the flave in- 
formed me, that an Enghlh ieminary pridl, boin in 
London, and belonging to the bilhop’s college of Ma- 
laga, and a Scottilh cooper, named Alexander Ley, 
born in Dunbar, and there married, weie transiting 
all*ny books and oblervations out of Englilh, into the 
Spandh tongue, bringing every other day numbers of 
wrote papers to the governor, and for their pains 
had thirty ducats allowed ; and that they were laying 
[ was an arch-heretic to the Pope and the Virgin 
Mary. 

Returning him thanks, I was allured of their bloody 
inquifition, preparing myftlf in God, with faith and pa- 
tience to receive and gainftand it : for my fpiritual ic- 
Solution w is luiely founded ; being deprived of compa- 
ny, and human faces, 1 had entiiely the light of my 
ioi.1 to celebrate God Almighty.

he inquifitor, a canonical 
pridl, entered my dungeon, accompa- 
nied with two Jefnites, one of whicn.

Where being 
chair-let, candle lighted, and door lock- 
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ed, the Inquifitor, after divers frivolous qucfilons, de- 
manded me, if I was a Roman catholic, and acknow- 
ledged^^ Pope’s fuprcmacy ? to whom 1 anfwered, I 
was neither the one, nor did the other. And what 
power (faid I) have you to challenge me of my religion, 
iince it is a chief article of the former concluded peace, 
that none of our king’s fubjefts fhould be troubled by 
your inquilltion ? But as you have murdered me for 
alledged trealon, fo you mean to martyr me for reli- 
gion. 

And you governor, as you have tortured and hun- 
ger-Rarved tiiis helplefs body, confumed with cold and 
vermin, to the lalt of my life, the Almighty God, 
who revealeth the iecrets of all things, (although 1 be 
never relieved) will certainly dilcover it to my country, 
and to the world. And is this the bell: of your good 
deeds you repay to our merciful king, who then being 
only king of Scotland, in the time of your juft over- 
throw of 1588, gave luccour to thouiands of your 
lliipwreckcd people for many months, and, in the end, 
cauled to tranfport them lately to their dclired porfc ?

tured (as we acknowledge we were bet- 
ter informed lately fiom Madrid of the Englifh inten- 
tion), yet it was her power, her divine power, which 
brought thefe judgements upon thee ; in that thou hah 
wrote calumniouily againll her blefled miracles of Lo- 
retta, and againft his holinefs, the great agent, and 
Chrift’s vicar on earth : Therefore thou haft juftly fal- 
len into our hands, by her fpcciai appointment ; thy 
books and papers are miraculoufly tranllated, by her 
fpecial providence, with thy own countrymen ; where- 
fore thou mayeft clearly fee the impenetrable myfteries 
of our glorious Lady in punilhing her offenders ; and 
for a humble fatisfa&ion, repent thee of thy wicked* 
nete, and be converted to the holy mother church.’’ 
And after many fuch like exhortations of all the four, 
the inquilitor afligned me eight days for my converfion ;

’ night was I inftant with my God, imploring his grade 
to rectify my thoughts, illuminate my underftanding* 
confirm my confidence, beatify my memory, to fanA* 
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ti£y my knowledge, to expel the fervile fear of death, 
and to fave my loul from the intangling corruption t>f 
any private ends, illufioris, or worldly confiderations 
whatsoever.- 

The next morning, the three ecclefiaftics returned, 
and being placed with chairs and candles, the inquifitor 
made interrogation of what difficulties, mors, or mil- 
belief I had ? To whom ingenuoufly 1 anfwered, I had 
none, neither any dilliculty, error, nor niifbelief ; but 
was confident in the promiies of Jefus Chrilh and af- 
furedly believed his revealed will in the gofptl, pro fe fi- 
fed in the reformed Catholic church ; which being con- 
firmed by grace, I had the infallible affurance in my 
foul of the true Cluiftian faith. 

To thefe words he anfwered Thou art no Chri- 
flian, but an abfurd heretic, and without converfion, 
a member of perdition. Whereupon I replied, Reve- 
tend Sir, the nature of chaiity and religion do not con- 
lift in opprobrious fpecches : wherefore if you would 
convert me (as you lay) convince me by argument ; if

fcripturcs. Whereupon the mad inqui- tor to have 
fitor clapt me on the face with his foot, almoji fain 
abufing me with many railings ; and if me. 
the Jefuites had not intercepted him, he 
had (tabbed me with a knife ; where, when difimifled, 

I never faw him more. 

The third day enfuing, and having broke their pro- 
mific, the two Jefuites returned, and after a frowning 
fdence, the fiuperior alked me of my refolution. 1 told 
him, I was refolved already, unlefis he could (how me 
good reafons to the contrary. Whereupon, having 
paft with me fome few fupci ficial arguments, concern- 
, Rig their feven facraments, intercefiion, tranfubftantia- 
/on, images, purgatory, miracles, merit, &c. he be* 
sun to brag of their Church, her antiquity, univerfia- 
)ky, and uniformity. 

I Ancient, no (laid I) ; for the profefiion of my faith. 
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hjith been ever fince the firft time of the apoftles ; and 
Chrift had ever his own church, (howfoever obfeure), 
in the greatefi: time of your darkncls. So Rome, four 
hundred years and upwards, was the true church ; but 
afterwards falling into apoftacy by means of- her cor- 
rupt leaders, we have left her in nothing, but what lhe 
hath left her former l'elf. 

Univcrlal, no ; although fhe alTumeth a Catholic 
name, was not the church in the ea(l, a greater church 
than yours in the weft, for hundreds ot years ? and J. 
pray you what are now the oriental churches in Alia, 
(befides the Greeks), and the Ethiopian Africans, that 
do not fo much as know, or hear of your Rope, far 
leF his profeflion ? With no Imall ado Boniface 111. 
obtained of Rhocas the emperor to be called univeifd 
biiliop ; which was afTifted afterward by Pippin the 
French king, and ratified by Raleogolus, the father of 
Conftai.tine, who loft Conftantinople. And what long 
controverlies about this new power, was between yom 
Popes, and the councils of Carthage, Chalcedon, E* 
phOfus, Alexandria, and Nice ? 

Uniform, no; fome of your priefts give the faera- 
meat only in bread, for real fielli and 
The Jlmijh blood ; fome in wine without bread and 
fhtrti) falls fome in both. The Bavarians in their 
Jhort oj true own language, ling the pfalms in prole 
antiquity , u - at their maiTcs, which is not done elfe- 
niverfahtv , where. The fccond commandment go* 
and unij'jt - eth current amongff fome of your Ca- 
niity. tholics in France, yet not in Bretagne, 

nor Provence ; fo doth it in Auftria and 
Bavaria, but not in Italy and Spain. 

It is moft evident, what your fotmer Ropes have con- 
firmed, tne fucccedmg R.>pes have difanulled, and daily 
do ; as their p relent lives, and your ancient hiltoiies^ 
J)ear a nuc recoi d. v " 

Amid tut) thcic nor at cue time three Rope? in thre^ 
Ievu.il places? and oftentimes two at once ; one pro-a 
le.MIng (,:.e htiely, and another atheif'm. Whar muti\ 
-u.l malice are daily among y,our monaftcrics, cath | 

envying 
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envying another’s privilege, another’s preferment, an- 
other’s wealth : and your order, Father, by all the bo- 
ther monaflics, is h ired and vilipended to death ; be- 
fides diversities of dodhiue, between your profeflbrs and 
the Dominicans, and hundreds of like dii unities you 
have both in ceremony and order, which now I fu im- 
pend : So I pray you, Father, where is your uniformi- 
ty, much lefs your univerialky, and worft of all, your 
antiquity ? 

Having thus concluded, the fiery- faced Jcfuirs, with 
boiilerous menacings, left me ; and the eighth day 
thereafter, being the laft day of their inquiiition, they 
returned again, in a more mild dilpolition : wlieie, af- 
ter divers arguments on both fidts, the two Jeiuits, with 
fears diftilling from their eyes, lolidly protelted they 
wue lorry, from their heart, for that tenible death I 
was to undergo; and above all, the Jo- 
hn g of my louh And filling down on The Jefuits 
their knees, cried, “ Convert, convert, hjl allure - 

0 dear bi other ! for our blclled Lady’s meats for my 
fake, convert.” To whom I replied, converjion to 
that neither death nor fit e I feared, for their Jeff. 

1 was relolvcd for both ; yet thinking 

mvfelf unworthy to fuller for Clirift and the go- 
fpel’s fake, conlidering my vilenefs, and my own un- 
worthincls : yet the Spirit of Cod allureth my faith, •ft 
is his divine pleafure it fhould be lo, that 1 mull fuller. 
Wherefore, if 1 fhould turn, truft me not ; for I would 
butdiilemble with you, through feat, ilattery, or force, 
to Ihun prefent death. 

Whereupon they called the governor, and after their 
privy confulting, he thus Ipoke : Dear brother, my 

greateft deiire is, to have thee a good Chriftian, a Ilo- 
man-catholic ; to which, if thy confcience will yield, 
I will lhew thee as great cOurtdy, as thou haft received 
cruelty : for pity it were that Inch an invincible i'pirit, 
nnd endued with lo many good parts, Ihould pen fh in 
both worlds for evu*. Pluck up thy heart, and let the 
love of our bltficd i/idy enter into thy foul ; let not 
*by former fuilaings dihnay thee ; lbr (thy lores being

vet green and curable) I (hall tranfport thee to a fine 
chamber, and there thou fhalt have all things needful 
for the recovery of thy health and ftrength. Thy mo- 
ney and patents {hall be refunded ; but thy heretical 
books are burnt already. And laftly, (laid he) I will 
fend thee with my own fervant to court, council, and 
king, with letters from the holy inquifition, and from 
me faithfully promiling thou fhalt enjoy a penlion of 
three hundred ducats a year.” 

Bitf having fatislicd his bewitching policy with a 
Chriftian conftancy, they all three left me in a thun- 
dering rage ; vowing, I fliould that night have the lirft 
feal of my long forrows. And directing their courfe 
to the bilhop and inquilitor, for the (governor had 
wrelled the inquffition upon me, to free him of his 
former afperfion laid upon the Englifh fleets and my 
trial therefore, converting it all to matters of religion), 
the inquifition, 1 fay, fat forthwith ; where fir ft, I was 
condemned to receive that night eleven ftrangling tor- 
ments in my dungeon ; and then, af- 
A c&idemna- ter Eafter-holidays, I lhould be tranl- 
lory [entente ported privately to Granada, and there, 

to death by about midnight, to be burnt body and 

the inquji - bones into allies, and my allies to be 

tion. flung into the air. Well, that lame 

# night the ferivan, fergeants, and the 

young Englifti prieft, entered my melancholy prifon ; 
where the prieft, in the Englifh tongue, urging me all 
that he could, though little it was he could do, and 
not prevailing, I was difburdened of mine irons, un- 
cloathed to my fkin, fet on my knees, and held up fall 
with their hands ; where inltantly letting my teeth a- 
iunder with iron cadges, they filled my belly full of 
water, even gorging to my throat : then with a gaiter 
they bound faft my throat, till the white of mine eye 
turned upward ; and being laid on my fide, I was by 
fwo fergeants tumbled to and fro feven times through 
the room, even till I was almofr ftranglcd. This done,, 
they faftened a fmall cord about each of my great toes,v 
i . nd hoifting me therewith to the roof of a high lofh ' 
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(for the cords ran on two rings of iron faftened above), 
they cut the garter, and there I hung, with my head 
downward, in my tormented weight, till all the gufh- 
ing water difTolved. This done, I was let down from 
the loft, quite fenfelefs, lying a long time cold dead a- 
mong their hands ; whereof the governor being in- 
formed, came running up flairs, crying, Is he dead ? 

0 he villains, go fetch me wine ; which they poured 
in my mouth, regaining thereby a flender Ipaik of 
breath. 

Thefe ftrangling torments ended, and J re-cloathed, 
and faft bolted again ; they left me lying 
cn the cold floor, praifing my God, and A Turkifh 
finging of a pfalm. The next morning, Jlave's charity 
the pitiful Tuik vifiting me with bread in the bowels 
and water, brought me alfo fecretly in of companion. 
his fhirt-fleeve two handful of raifins and 
figs, laying them on the floor, amongft the crawling 
vermin ; for having no ufe of arms or hands, I was 
conftrained by hunger and impotency of time, to lick 
one up with another with my tongue. This charily of 
figs the flave did once every week or fortnight, or eife 

1 had long or then famifhed. 

After which forrowful diflrefs, and inhuman ufage, 
the eye-melting Turk taking difpleafure, fell five dovs 
flek, and bed faff ; but the houfe Spaniards underftana- 
ing his difeafe, made him believe I was a devil, a lor- 
cerer, a necromancer, and a blafphemous mifcreant a- 
gainfl their Pope, their Lady, and their church j giving 
him fuch a diflafle, that for thirty days he never durft 
look me in the face, being afraid of witchcraft. 

All the time of his abfence, one Ellinor the cook, an 
Indian Negro woman, attended me ; for fhe being a 
Chriflian drudge, had more liberty to vifit me than the 
llavilh infidel ; who certainly, under God, prolonged 
}hen my languifhing life, conveying me, for four weeks 
'pace, once a-day, fome lefs or more nourifhment, aifll 
ln her pocket a bottlc-glafs of wine. Being no ways 
like to the foul- betraying tears of her crocodilean fex, 

whiefc 
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which the Spanifh proverb prettily a- 
The deceitful - voucheth : “ Las mugeres engannart 
nefs of female a los homines ; del las laltimandoles con 
inconjiancies . fus lagrimas fingidas, dcllas hallagando- 
les, con palabras iefongeras.” viz. Wo- 
men deceive men ; iomc of them grieving them with 
their feigned tears, and others fawning on them with 
flattering words. But, 

Kind Ellinor, though black by nature born, 

Made bounty, not her beauty, to adorn 
Her new-chang’d Pagan life, (though veil’d by night 
Of Romilh ihades) to ihine on me more bright, 
Than fun-fcorch’d Ethiope beams, art* glancing 
ip ingles, 

Or that Egyptian bird, man’s fight entangles 
With rareit colours; for her loving light, 

Tho’ black as pitch, gave me tranlparent light, 

Tood, and ilol’n food, tho’ little, yet enough ; 

(The finer foil, the ebber tills the plough) ; 

%cond with wine, a mutchkin, tin ice a* week 
Pack’d in her pocket, for it might not ipeak. 

Thus females have extremes, and too we fee, 

Either too wicked, or too good they be; 
lor being good, no creature can excel them ; 

And being bad, no ill can parallel them : 

But fure this gift fiom courie ot nature came, 

Rais’d up by heaven to be my nuding dame ; 

For ihe, a favage bred, yet ihew’d more love 
And human pity than defert could move ; 

Wherein ihe ihiin’d the Spaniards ; they did nought 
But what revenge on ilaughter’d forrow wrought. 
Thus, they who turn’d her, went themielvcs aftray, 
And ihe, though ignorant, tiac’d the Chi Mian way: 
For which, great God rewaid her, make her foul 
As white within, as ihe without is foul ; 

And if i might, as reafon knows, I would 
Her love, and praile, my deeds iliould crown with! 
gold.' I 

Now 
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Now about the middle of Lent, Hazier, my former 
friend , was appointed to at fend me again, lufpe&mg 
Ellinor’s compairion : bur as my mileries were multi- 
plied, my patience in God was redoubled ; for men 
aie rather killed with the impatience they have in ad- 
verfity, than advciiity itftlf : and of all men, that man 
is moll: unhappy, to whom God, in his 
troubles, hath not given patience; for as An impatient 
the violent enemy of age is grief, lo is mind in trou- 
tiie mind’s impatience the arch-corrupter ble is a triple 
of all our doubles. But indeed in the torture. 
weaknefs of judgement, when men ieem 
loll by long affliction to themfelves, then they are often 
and ever nearelt to God : for who would have thought 
that 1, who had lecn lo many feels and varieties of re- 
ligion dil pcrled over the face of the earth, could have 
Buck fait to any religion at all ; travelers bemg repu- 
ted to be Ubiquc et omnibus par at u But 1 will tell thee, 
Chriltian, it was the grace of God in me, and not 
mine ; for as fire tying hid under alhes, when touched 
will ilame ; lb 1, feeming to myielf carelels of Chrifti- 
anity, then God pneking xnyacouicience, made trial of 
my faith : tor Chnlf iorbid, that every lliip which 
coalieth the rocky Ihore, Ihould leave her ruins there. 

This 1 lpeak not for any lelf-praile, but to glo^fy 
God, and to condemn theralh ceniuns of opinion, and, 
with Phocion, I miltruli niyfclf, becauie of popular 
applaule : Erubuit qiuji ptciajjel , quod phnuerit. But 
now, to abbreviate a thouland circumftauces of my la- 
mentable hiticrings, which this volume may not fuffer 
to contain, by God's great providence, about a fort- 
night befoic Ealter, anno 1621, there came a Spanilh 
cavalier of Granada to Malaga, whom ihe governor 
one night invited to flipper, being of old acquaintance; 
where, afterlupper, to entertain iMcourie, the govern- 
or related and diiclofed to the lh.meer, 

P(God working thereby my dilcoveiy ,md God's qreaT 
deliverance), ail the procec mgs and mercy in my 
canles of my I11 If apprehending, my cort fir/l diftdbvcrv 
fehions, tonncms, Jhuvings th* ir mif by ajtrangfr 
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the wrefting of the inquifition upon me, and their 
condemnatory fentence ; leeming alfo much to la- 
ment my misfortunes, and prailing my travels and 
deferts. 

Now, all this while the gentleman’s fervant, a Flan- 
derifh Fleming, Handing at his mailer’s back, and 
hearing all the governor’s relations, was aftonilhed to 
hear of a fakeleis llranger to have endured, and to en- 
dure, fuch damnable murder and cruelty. Whereup- 
on the difeourfe ending, and mid-night part, the ftran- 
ger returned to his lodging, where the Fleming having 
bedded his matter, and hmifelf alfo in another room, 
he could not fleep all that night ; and if he (lumbered, 
ftill he thought he faw a man torturing, and burning 
in the fire ; which he confelfed to Mr Wilds when 


morning came. 

Well, he longed for clay ; and it being come, and 
he clothed, he quietly left his lodging, inquiring for 
an Engl'dh fa&or ; and corning to the houfe of Mr 
Richard Wilds, the chief Englifli conful, he told him 
all what he heard the governor tell his mafter ; but 
could not tell my name ; ouly Mr Wilds conjedlured it 
was I, becaufe of the other’s repoit of a traveller, and 
of his firft and former acquaintance with me there. 

Whereupon the Fleming being difmifted, he ftraight

Afton, his Majefty’s ambaftador lying at Madrid. Up- 
on which he mediating with the King and council of 
Spain, obtained a ftraight warrant to command the 
governor of Malaga, to deliver me over into Englifli 
hWs ; which being come, to their great difliking,^ 
I was releafed on Eafter Saturday before mid-night, 
and Carried npor, Hazier the Have’s back to Mr Bui- 1 

bichc’s 
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biche’s houfe, where I was carefully attended till day- 
light. 

Meanwhile (by great fortune) there being a fquadron 
of his Majefty’s fliips lying in the road, Sir Richard 
Halkins came early aftiore, accompanied with a ftrong 
train, and received me from the merchants ; whence 
I was carried on mens arms, in a pair of blankets, to 
his Majefty’s fhip the Vanguard. And three days there- 
after, I was tranfported to a fhip bound for England, 
the fleet’s victualler, named The Good will of Harwich , 
by direction of the General Sir Piobert 
Maunfel. Where being well placed, I durjl not 
and charge given by Sir Richard Hal- J lay ajhore 
kins to the ftiipmafter William Wefter- for fear of the 
dale, for his carefulnefs towards the inquifition. 
prefervation of my life, which then was 
brought fo low and milcrable, the aforefaid mer- 
chants fent me from fhore (belides the lhip s victuals) 
a luit of Spanifh apparel, twelve hens, a barrel of 
wine, a bafketful of eggs, two roves of figs and rai- 
flns, two hundred oranges and lemons, eight po«nds 
of fugar, a number of excellent good bread, and two 
hundred reals in filver and gold, befldes two double 
piftoles Sir Richard Halkins lent me as a token of his 
love. 

The kindnefles of whom to bury in oblivion, were 
in me the very fhame of ingratitude, I being then a 
loft man, and bopelefs of life, which argued in them 
a greater fingularity of kindnefs and compaftion. Yet 
I lemember, for all my lamenefs and 
diftraCtion, I intreated Sir Richard Religions Sir 
Halkins to go afliorc to the governor, Richard Hal - 
and demand him for my gold, my eight kins, my fpe - 
patents, my book of arms, and his Ma- cial jriend. 
jelly’s letters and feals; the which he 
willingly obeyed, (being accompanied with Captain 
/Cave and Captain Raymond), but could obtain nothing 
at all, lave blandilhments and l)ing cxcufes. 

And now, on the twelfth day of olir lying in the 
wad, our fhip weighing her anchors, find hoifting her

fails, we pa(Ted through the ftraits of Gibraltar, or 
Fietum Herculeum ; for this was the furtheft land 
that Hercules could attain unto; which made him e* 
reft a pillar, and indent thereon, Nil ultra. But 
when Charles V. returned from that untoward voyage 
of Algier, he caufed to fet up in the lame place, Plus 
ultra. 

Here, in this channel, I remarked a perpetual cur- 
rent, flowing from the ocean to the Mediterranean lea, 
without any rcgrefs ; which indeed is admirable, the 
Mediterranean leas being hemmed in, and environed in 
with the main continent of South Europe, the north and 
north- welf coat'ts of Alia, and the northern parts of A- 
fric, fave only the narrow paflage of Hellefponr, which 
from Mare Propontis bendcth his courfe to Mare Euxi- 
num ; and yet the Euxine, or Black Sea, hath no affi- 
nity w ; th any other moving waters, being liktwife en- 
compared with he mam continent; and from it alfo 
runneth a continual current, through BoiphorusThra- 
cicus, to the Meditenanean.

The firait of Fez conlifteth between Cape di Sprat 
Gibraltar and the promontory of Ceuta, and up- 
five leagues on the coal! of Spain, between Cape do 
broad.

And to be biief, upon the fiftieth day after my depar- 
ture from Malaga, I arrived at Hartford upon Thames; 
whence the next morning I was carried to Theobald’s on 
a feather-bed, and brought to the privy gallery, for the 
King’s coming from park. Witnefs all the court of 
England, even from the King to the kitchen, what a 
martyred anatomy I was at their firft light of me, and 
what fmall hope was either expe&cd of my life or re 
covery. , 

' Where, when immediately having made my moll liunv|\ 
ble and grievous complaints unto his Sacred Majefty, his I 
gracious confide* at ion (in the mean time) was luch, lor'lj 
►he recovery of 'my health, that 1 4 was twice fent to the

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bath at the charges of his royal love, during the fpace 
of twenty*feven weeks ; where, by the divine provi- 
dence, and his princely clemency, 1 have recovered for 
the time, in a large meaiurc, the health and ftrength of 
my body, although my left arm and crulhcd bones be 
incurable, 

Meanwhile, in the hr ft week of my arrival in Eng- 
land, I was conveyed from Theobald’s (by his Majc- 
fty’s direction) to Don Diego Surmento de Gunda- 
more, the Spanifii ambafl’ador, then re- 
iident in Holborne; where he votally d falfe pro - 
undertook, before the then two Lord mi/e unper- 
Marquifles Hamilton and Buckingham, formed. 
(confirming it the day following to his 
Majdty at Greenwich), that after a fair trial had from 
Spain, concerning my gticvances, 1 fhould have all 
my money, deaths, oblervations, teflimonial patents, 
and his Majdty’s leals reftored to me again, with a 
thoufand pound Sterling alio, (being modified by his 
royal pleafure), of the governor of Malaga’s means, for 
the maintaining of my lame and racked body. * 

Thcfe piomifes were made the 6th of June 1621, 
and were to he performed againll Michadmas-day en- 
filing. But this day come, he continued h\ drifts to 
the Piirna^Vera; and it alfo arrived, lie deferred tinrj^, 
with new protdiations, only to Eaiter or P.iicua ; and 
that lealon come, he turned my Palcua to prifon.

crown and kingdom of England, wh’di ihall be pre* 
fentiy cleared ? Yet would to Cod I might do as Xer- 
xes the Perlian king did, that when the Greeks had ta- 
ken Sardis, the metropolis of Lyuia, he commanded 
one of his fervants to ftand before him every day ac 
dinner, and cry aloud, laying, 77v Gruwu have tAm 
Xurdis ; wheicby he was never at quiet till it was reco- 
vered.

adays grief can find no relief, far lels 
compalllon, and meaner revenge; and lo farewel fatif- 
faftion, when flattaing fear dare challenge obiequiouf- 
nefs to the alteration of any thing. 

But aftcrwaid, when death, Heaven’s fatal me Hen* 
ger, and enemy to nature, had darted King James of 
niatchlefs memory, who fometimes, (befides my love- 
reign), in fimie icfpefls, and for the former cauie, was 
a father to me, then was 1 forcibly (l fay) conltrained 
to prefer a bill of gtievance to the upper honfe of par- 
liament, anno i6z6, which l daily followed leventeen 
weeks.

'This iile of Arran, is thirty miles long, eight in 
breadth, and diftat-n from the main twenty four miles; 
being furclouded with Goatlield hill, which, with wide 
eyes, overlooked) the wet tern continent, and the nor- 
thern country of Ireland : bringing alio to light, in a 
clear furnmer day, the tile of Man, and the higher coatt 
of Cumberland. A larger profptxi no mountain in 
the world can {how, pointing out three kingdoms at 
one fight; neither is there any ifle like to it, for brave 
gentry, good archers, and hid-hoveting hunters. Ha- 
ving again corne to the main land, I toafted Galloway,, 
even to the Mull that buttelh into the lea, with a large 
promontory, being the fouthmolt part of the kingdom : 
and thence footing all that large country to Dumfries, 
u»d (o to Cailifle ; 1 found hoe iu Galloway, in divots 

load- 
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road -way inns, as good cheer, hofpitality, and fervice- 
able attendance, as though I had been ingraftetf in 
Lombardy or Naples. 

The wool of which country, is nothing inferior to 
that of Bifcay in Spain ; providing they 
had Ikill to fine, fpin, weave, and labour The nobility 
it as they fliould : nay, the Calabrian and tommodi- 
filk had never a better luftre, and loiter ties of Calk - 
gripe, than I have feen and touched this way excell hi 
growing wool there, on Iheeps backs ; goodncfs . 
the mutton whereof excelleth in fwcet- 
nefs. So this countiy aboundtih in cattle, efpecially in 
little horfes, which, for mettle and 1 iding, my rather 
be termed baftard barbs, than Galloway nags. 

Likewile their nobility and gentry are as cotictnous^--- 
and every way generoully difpofed, as either difcretion 
would willi, or honour command. That (Cunning- 
ha me being excepted, which may be called the academy 
of religion, for a ian&ified clergy, and a godly people) 
certainly Galloway is become more civil of late, than 
any maritime country bordering with the weftern/fea. 
Put now to oblerve my former fummary condition ; 
the length of the kingdom licth louth and north, that 
is, between Dunglby-head in Caithncfs, and the afore- 
laid Mull of Galloway ; bein£ diftant g*r reclam tineypi, 
which my weary feet trod over from point to point, 
(the way of Lochryne, Carritk, Kyle, Ayr, Glafgow, 
Striveling, St Johnftone, Stoiyiont, the Blair of Athol, 
the Brae of Mirr, Badenoch\ Invernels, Rofiie, Su- 
therland, and lb to the north promontory of Caithneft) 
extending to three hundred and twenty miles ; which I 
reckon to be four hundred and fifty Englilli miles : 
confounding hereby the ignorant prefumption of blind 
colinographers, who in their maps make England long- 
er than Scotland , when contrariwile, Scotland out- 
Brippelh the other in length a hun- 
dred and twenty miles. The breadth Scotland is 
whereof, I grant, is narrower than Eng- 1 20 nines 
land ; yet extending between the extre- longer than 
miiies of both coafts, in divers parts to England. 
iixry, eighty, and a hundred of our 4 


miles : 
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miles : but becaufe of the fea ingulfing the land, and 
cuMng it in fo many angles, making great lakes, bays, 
and dangerous friths, on both Tides of the kingdom, 
the true breadth thereof cannot -jullly be conjectured, 
nor foundly let down. 

Our chief frclh water lakes are thefe. Loch-Lomond, 
containing twenty-tour Hies, and in length ‘as many 
miles, divers whereof are enriched with woods, deer, 
and other cattle ; the large and long lake of Loch- 
Tay, in Athol, the mother and god-mother of head- 
ftrong Tav, the greaicll nver in the kingdom: and 
Lochned, in the lugner parts of Moray, the river 
whereof, (that gracetli the pleafint and commodious 
fituation of lnvei nils) no frolt can freeze ; the piopriety 
of which w ttu will quukly melt ami dillolve any hard 
congealed lumps of no/en ice, be it on man or bead, 
Hone or timber. 

The chief rivers are Clyde, l ay, Tweed, Forth, Dec, 
Spey, Null, Neis, and Dingwalls llood-ingorging lake, 
that confiimeth porta falutis ; being all of them, where 
they, return their tribute* to their father Ocean, porta- 
ble, and, as it were, idling places for turmoiled leas and 
Jhips : and the principal towns are Edinburgh, Perth, 
Glafgow, Dundee, Aberdeen, St Andrews, Ayr, Suave- 
ling, Lithgow, Dumfries, lnvcrnels, Elgin, Montrole, 
Jeaburgh, Haddington, Leith, eke. ; and for antiquity, 
old Lair rk, &c 

So the molt delicious (nils of the kingdom, are thefe 
following, b ird, The bounds of Clyde, or Ciydefdale, 
between L'uiuk and Dunbwiton, diftanced twenty fix 
miles ; and thence downward to Holl « y, that killeth 
the divulgemcnts oi the river; the beginning whereof, 
is at An< k hone, fifteen miles above Laneik, whole 
cowrie contendeth lor lixty miles : all which, being the 
bed mixed countiy lor coins, meads, palturage, woods, 
parks, ori.li.irds, cables, palaces, divers kinds of coal) 
•and earth Jewel, that our included Albion 
C lycUfilab’ /r pro.iuccth ; and may jullly be iui named 
the parivu/t’ the paradife ol Scotland. Lclides, it is

gua r ed peers aiuf nobility in the king- 
dom ;« 
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dom *, the Duke of Lennox, the Marquis of Hamilton, 
the Earl of Angus, the Earl of Argyle, and the Zarls

And for Lord Barons, Scmpill, Rufs, Blantyre, and 
Dalziel ; the chief gentry whereof, are the Kniglns and 
Lands of Luis, Shellmoidy Blackball, Greenock, 
New- war k, Hculton. Bollock Maxwell, Sir George 
Elphinglton of Blythfwood, Minto, C.t.nhufnethen, 
Caldei wood, the two Knights of Lee, and Caftlehill, 
Sir James Lockhaits elder and younger, Lamington, 
Weltraw, hisMajefty’s Gentleman Sewer. Blackwood, 
Cobinton, Stanebvres and Corehoufe, &c. All which 
in each dcgiee, as they illuminate the toil with gran- 
dure, lo the loil reilecteth on them again with beauty, 
bounty, and liches.

pafturage, (lately dwellings, over-faced with a gene- 
rous Oceanian gentry, and topped with a noble earl, its 
chief patron, it may be called a fecond Lombardy, or 
pleafant meadow of the north. 

Neither may I (abandoning eye pleahng grounds) 
feclude here that fudaick bottom, reaching thirty miles 
betwixt Perth and Montrofc, involving the half of An- 
gus, within a fruitful, populous, and nobilitate pla- 
nure ; the heart whereof fainting Glamis, kifieth Cow- 
par_^_fo hkewile, as thrice-divided Lothian is a girnal 
of grain for foreign nations ; and Fyfe, betwixt Grail 
and Largo, the Ceren trenches of a royal camp ; the 
incircling coaft, a neft of corporations ; and meander- 
ing Forth, from tiptoed Snadoun, the prolpiciious 
mirror for matchlefs majefty : even fo is melting 
Tweed, and weeping Tiviot, the Egyptian ftrands that 
irriguate the fertile fields, which im bolder both bofoms, 
fending their bordering breath of daily neceflaries to 
ftrengthen the life of Berwick. 

bjow as for the nobility and gentry of the kingdom, 
certainly, asMhcy are generous, manly, 
The nobility and full of .ourage ; lo arc they cour- 
and gentry of teous, dila'.'iet, learned fcholars, well 
S cot land t are read in belJTiillories, delicate linguifis, 
thebejlhou/c - the molt part of them being brought 
keepers, and up in France or Italy ; that for a ge- 
generom gen- neral complete worthinefs, I never found 
tlemen in the their matches amongft the beft people 
•world. of foreign nations ; being alfo good 

houfe-keepers, affable to ftrangers, and 
full of hofpitality. 

And in a word, the Teas of Scotland and the ifles 
abound plentifully in all kinds of fillies, the rivers are 
ingorged with falmon, the Highland mountains over- 
clad' with fir trees, infinite deer, an^l all forts of other 

befiial ; 
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beftial ; the valleys full of pafture and wild fowl, the 
low-laid plains inriched with beds of grain, juftic^ all- 
where adminillered, laws obeyed, malefactors punilh- 
ed, opprefiors curbed, the clergy religious, the people 
iincere profeffors, and the country peaceable to all 
men. 

The chief commodities whereof, tranfported beyond 
fea, are thefe ; wheat, corns, hides, ikins, tallow, yarn, 
linen, fair, coal, herrings, laimon, wool, keilling, ling, 
turbot, and feaths. And laft, and worft, all the gold 
of the kingdom is daily tranfported away with fuper- 
fluous porting for court, whence they never return 
any thing, fave fpend all, end all ; then farewell for- 
tune. So that numbers of our nobility and gentry now 
become, with idle projects, down-drawers of dertruftion 
upon their own necks, their children, 
and their eftates ; and porting portions, Prodigal and 
by diffoluie courfes, to enrich ftrangets, fuperfuous 
leave themielves defervedly delolate of pcjling from 
lands, means, and honefty for ever : do- Scotland to 
ing even with their former virtue, long court. 9 
continuance, and memory of their noble 
anceftors, as Mr KnoKdid with with our glorious 
churches of abbacies anoVnonafterics, (which were 
the gieateft beauty of the kingdom), knocking all d^wn 
to dclolation ; leaving nougtit to be leen of admirable 
edifices, but like to the mins of Iroy, lyre, and 
Thebes, lumps of wails, antiheaps of (tones. 

So do our ignoble gallants, tyiough nobly born, fwal- 
low up the honour of their famous predeceilors, with 
porting foolery, boy-winding horns, gormandizing 
gluttony, lull, and vain apparel ; making a tranfmi- 
gration of perpetuity to their prelent belly and back. 
O lalcivious ends ! which I have jultly lilted, in my 
Lift woik intitled Scotland's welcome to King Charles ; 
\vith ail the abufes and grievances of the whole king- 
dom betides. 

But now leaving prodigals to their purgatorial poll- 
ings, 1 come to trace through Hols, Sutnci *and , and

Neat the ifie of Barry, there is likewife a cliff or rock,

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in which there is heard, at certain times, ^ 

the noife of hammers, as if a gteaj. nu* Vulcan's * 
ny fmiths were (hitting upon anvils with forget^ 
mighry fledges. This fotne will have to 
be the loundmg of the lea echoing from this rock, be- 
ing poious or hollow within ; and indeed I am apt to 
be of then opinion. 

But what 1 mote remarkably observed is, at Gigglef- 
worth in Yorklhiie, a Ipiing that ebbs 
-and Hows lour times in an hour ; and /In ebbing 
another does the lame in the foiell of and flowing 
the Peak in Derbylbire, obfeivmg a con- well. 
ft.mt time of its flux and reflux. And 
in myWellii pei egi mation, which I had almoff forgot, 
theie is a very ft range wonder, which is a well by tbe„ 
river Ogmorein, that when the fea flows, is very near 
empty of water ; and when it ebbs, the water fprings up 
m it, comraiy to all other wells near the lea that 1 have 
ever heaid of. 

Theie, and many other rarities in England, I might

or near their convict ; and w^nfcuy had iettlcd a be- 
lief m the people of o\ji ange thing, they 

improved it to a vati j^Lr, ike niot\^banks, driving 
to (haw off each othei^coinpanv. Aiu\of theie rare 
adveiumes, it will not beamibV) tell youW one fubtle 
connivance at Bearn in Switzerland. io no\l through 
the world; and the which proved r o high a imlttixof 
bl.tfphemy in the end, that the conn'vcts were publicly 
burnt by the Pope’s definitive kntcnce. m 

It lb happened, that the Franciican r iais, wnr^fa 
mpfeHfeigired miracles than the IJominicans, by the 
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pretended Vutuc of their faints, the latter grew angry 
to be out-done, and refolved to repair their difgiace by 
fouy^XJfcv invention ; but what it thould be, they for a 
Jong time could not conclude on. At Lift, finding the 
former held that the viigin Mary was born without o- 
riginal fin, and th.it the people agrud wi.h tnem in 
that point, which themiehes had not held, they con-

And lh am was alligncd foi the 
feene of this piog.dt, white they found one Jetzcr, a 
novice of the convent of Domimeans tbeie, and t .it di- 
ed upon him as a lit tool lot then purpole; who being 
there as a 1 ly-bi other, and withal vny fimple, much 
inclined to aulle: itics, one of the friars It cu rly con- 
veyed himfclf unto hr. cell or aparlinent ; and there, 
in a liranac figure, appeared to him, the doors being 
fluir* 1 pitting lhe out of his mouth thiuugh a trunk, 
infirmating he fflS'come otif..ol purgatory; ha\.nga 
dog wnh him, winch he find was the f pint that tor- 
mented him, ciymg out cxcdlivtly, that he nuclei went 
tlwfipains of puigatoiy fo- lea\mg oil the habit of that 
order. This, Uuoug'i an affrighting vr/aul, with a 
terrible and unulual voice, much teniiicd the poor ft tar 
Jetzcr. Tlitn the other told him, Ik might \et hr 
refeurd by his means, gequiring a promdc o*- him to 
do wii.it he fhould reside; which Jh >’/ei, in his flight 
an I amazement, p’/oo^ed fhould fix done, l hen he 
told him to pei lo Vn , ’ he. hi .Aving hts i anility, the 

whole inonalu’ y mud dd' )1Ll me tlumbiws a week 
with a whip* and he lit l in oi e of liiur chipels, pro- 
fdrate in tlu^ form of /ne fin u In don a croh, in the/

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Jktzer, in the morning, gave an account of thkjjiff- 
poied ipirit’s appealing to him ; % who being ^mode- 
rates in the matter, aciviled him to do as he whs o tier- 


ed : and each undeitook the hilcipline piopofcd. lie 
pci foi tiling his as haul been directed in one ol the cha- 
pels ot their chinch ; the rumour of which diew a 
numlxi of people together as lpciTuon, they confirm- 
ing aril m lgnihing the miiacle to them in their let- 


mons : and the better to underhand Jei/cr’s hrmnels in 
this matter, the conklling friar was of die party who 
hV«ti; 57 . d his vciy thoughts. They gave him upon 
this toe holly, with a p'ece of wood, which they laid 
was part ot the tiue cuds, to foitify him in his lefolu- 
tion, and hnlh his fears. 


The luccceiimg mght, the friar, as he had propofed, 
brought two others with him, in fuch lion id lhapes, 
that poor Jetzer took them for devils inched. But he 
made them retreat at the opnofing his holly and piece 
of wood; hut loon advancing again, and telling him 
his hie and adions, which the conk for had drawn 


fi 0111 him, he began to hearken to what they had to 
fiy, and thought it was a leal apparition. Then they 
praded die Dominican order, and declared it was ex- 
celllve dear and near to the bleflcd Virgin, who knew 


hcrlelf ro he conceived in oiiginal fm , and that the 
doctors who had taught the contrary were in pmgato- 
ry ; and named many that had been blotted and branded* 
for affirming the contrary ; and then they injoined him 
another difcipiine. After which they depart ., 1 *, and af- 
ter thai appeal mg agtin, they/told him they were deli*- 
veied out of purgatory by hj hirelings and landity ; 
but having died wutioiu the (iira'ueut, they mull re- 
ceive it before they w/N, ; ‘\md att- r tint lay 

loafs for thcii great club wYfo had : -v:ued them out 
( of the pains. \ /' ^ 

All this while Jer/er imaging fids voio^t tumbled 
that of the prioi h; but lus relohuion to hint r the end, 
overcame that lulpicion. Soon after iJii* , the i 
'appeared to him m a nun ’ 0 hahir, telling him i he was 
St Barbu a, for whfin he had a very guat devotion ; 
and thaiythe holy Virgin was lb lingr.hu !y plea fed 
his deV^n^th.u ilie intended to give him a fpeedy 
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Upl)n this, he called the convent together, and 
ga\ye them an account of what he had feen and heard ; 
why?; .‘died them with Teeming wonder, and a longing 
defire of the accomplilhment. There was Ionic inter- 
miflion before the promiled apparition of the blefled 
Virgin ; but at three days end, the fiiar came in, ha- 
bited as the Virgin was uled to go on fellival days ; and 
about her Teemed to be Tome little angels, which, in the 
end, proved no other than the ftatucs of angels, that 
uled to be placed on the altar on high days ; wi ich 
were raifed and lowered, as Teeming to lly by the htjK 
of cords and pulleys, placed that* for the purpole, 
which made t he apparition Item more ftrange . and 
after a few majdfic paces, the Virgin addrclled hetlelf 
to him with many endcuments, extolling his charity 
and difeipline as meritorious; telling him, Ihe was horu 
ir original fin; and tha> Pope Julius, then reigning, 
fiiould put an end to the d'lpme, and aholilh the ieait 
that Pope Sextus IV. had infiituted ; and that he 
fiiould be the inlirument to perluade the P >pe of the 
truth of what he had heard. 

Things thus forwarded, the gave him, as Ihe laid, 
three drops oHrer Son’s blood, being three tears he 
fhed over Jcrufidem ; which were a lign Ihe was three 
hours in original lin, and then by his mercy delivered 
oil; of that Hate.

Yxtiuneiy, he TuppoTed an ointment was applied to it** 
but h's con'eHor ptrfuaded him it was no luch matter, 
but die fragrance of the holy Virgin’- touch. 

The enfuing night, the lame apparition jraught li- 

' 1 nen* 
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nen cloatbs, which had Tome real or imaginary vir;fte 
to allay the pain that he felt bv the wound ; hying* 
they were part of thole hei Son was wrapped 11 at nis 
burial ; and then gave him a fomniferous draught, J 
which foon call him into a deep deep, and imprinted 
four other flight wounds in his hand, feet, and fide, 
he not feeling them by reafon of his ftupefaftion ; to 
perform which, they uled divers charms and conjura- 
tion% mixing ingiedients of wichcraft, and the like. 
The fub'prior to perteft this, renouncing God, fign- 
' " '3g the aft by his blood in a formal writing > dedicating 
iiiinfclf to the devil ; but the reft came not into this 
wicked resignation to the devil, yet they renounced 
God. 

The potion was a mixture of chrifm with fpring- 
water, the hair of a child’s eye-brows, quicklilvcr, in* 
ceufe, part of an Eafler wax-candle, conlecrated fair, 
and the blood of an unbaptized infant. Such deteft- 
able ways have wretches to biing about their temporal 
gam, even to their own damnation. 

Thelc charms fo wrought upon poor Jetzer, that 
being awake, and finding his wounds, he imagined he 
was really lifting the paflion of our CviViour ; and thus 
he was Ihcwed to the people upoirth* altar, to their 
great amazement, and the confulion of the Fianciicans, 
wlio oppoied the miracle ; and having given him an- 
other draught, which put him into convullJons, there, 
was a voice heard through a hollow pipe, placed in a 
hole, which icmains to this day in the wall of one of 
the cells as loon as he came ;o iumfelf, which feemed 
to come from t he Virgin Mdry’s pifture, which held 
a little Jcfus in he* arms ; for tin pifture being fo ar- 
tificially painted, that t '”“'10010 li^gtl tears; the child 
aiked the mother, Wh, ' \q>t ? w'? anfvveud, Be- 
caufe his honour was <? f A h. r; fmec it w ts laid, 
Ihe- was hoin without tin. Bw the fiiar|o overafted 
it at laft, that Juzer, by oveihcinng then dilcougfe, 
difcoveied the cheat ; and aimoft killed a fat fn.t^ who 
came to him, leprelenting the Virgin Mary, with a 
crown upon her fuyid, by beating a quart-pot aqpur his 
ears. So that now feeing iie would be no longei inap* j 
fed enoo they told. him their defign, and difu etl h im to 
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„ go on wlthf he impofture ; but he refuling, they attest- , 
it cU ieveral times to poTon him, and once with a facta-M' 

1 s^^Ufrafer, but hi. overcame it ; then they, bv cruel 
tifage, made him (wear to comply and never difcovcf 
it, but get out of the convent. He call himieif into 
the hands of the magifr rates, and diicovered the whole < 
intrigue; whereupon four of the friars weie impr/on- 
ed, and an account of the matter lent to Rome; but 
it was put off, by the favour of Ionic biihops th <t were 
to hear it, for a time : though at laff, a Spaoifh hi- 
fhop, being impowered by the Pope, caufed th'e ftiar?^* 
to be degraded of their prieftbood ; an ! being delat- 
ed ov^r to the lctular power, they weie on toe laft of 
May r 509, burnt in a meadow over againft tliejtreat 
chuich, whiih pla«e is now (bowed to (tranggjy as 
alfo the hole in the wall, inrough which the 
voice came. 

And thus you may he the lupeiflition and fallacies 
of the Romifh cieigy, and how they fool and bubbly, 
the world, by cheats and dtluliOiib.
